The maximum number of patients in the Hospital proper 
at any time was 471, and the minimum number 370. 

The daily average number of patients was 425. The total 
number of patients treated in the wards was 8,576. 


EXPENDITURES. 


The entire expenditures for all departments of the Hospi- 
tal during ~che year were $476,857.20. Of this amount 
$810,619.23 was on account of the Hospital proper; $96,- 
922.95 o1 account of the South Department; $11,805.48 on 
account of the eight Out-Patient Departments; $11,498.50 
on ‘account of Pathological Department; $87,036.50 on 


account of the Relief Station; $8,515.77 for the Convales- 
f 
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cent Home; $395.29 on account of determining the settle- 
ment of paying patients, and $63.43 was charged to new 
buildings. 

To the amount expended for the Hospital proper, $310,- 
619.28 (see Table 1 in Superintendent’s report), there 
should be added the difference in the amount of stock on 
hand February 1, 1904, which was $965.27 less than Febru- 
uary 1, 1903. There should also be deducted $756.50 for 
printing medical and surgical reports and $468.05 for card- 
cataloguing clinical records, making the total amount charge- 
able to the expenditures of the year $310,360. This 
sum was expended for 22,164 weeks’ board for patients, but 
if we deduct the money collected for paying patients, 
interest of trust funds, and other income, the net cost to the 
city per capita, per week, was $10.81. 

The report of the Superintendent, presented herewith, 
contains a more detailed statement of the year’s expendi- 
tures, various tables relating to patients admitted, and is 
accompanied by the medical and surgical statistics and other 
information. ‘These tables give in detail the number of 
patients treated in the various departments during the year, 
with classified statements of their diseases and results of 
treatment. 


PAYING PATIENTS. 


There has been collected from patients of all classes the 
sum of $69,226.60. There was received from the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, for the- board of patients, %25,- 
619.47; from various cities and towns, $16,408.50; there 
has been collected at the Superintendent’s office, on account 
of private room and ward-paying patients, $24,744.61 ; for the 
board of paying-patients at the South Department, $2,361.42, 
and for the board of patients at the Relief Station, $92.60. 
During the last twenty-one years there has been collected 
and paid into the city treasury a total of $1,055,193.88. ‘ 


OutT—PATIENT DEPARTMENTS. 


The total number of out-patients treated in the various 
out-patient services during the year was 34,784, and the 
number of visits made by patients was 108,289. 

The Surgical Out-Patient Service has c¢.ntinued its 
work in the temporary quarters used last year, on the lower 
floor of the Surgical Operating Building, because the new 
Surgical Out-Patient Department Building was not ready 
for occupancy, as will be explained elsewhere. ‘There has 
been no change in the occupancy of the seven other Out- 
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Patient Departments, as the projected development of these 
departments must wait until the new Surgical Out-Patient 
Building is put into commission. 

For the last six years Dr. Francis H. Williams has very 
_ kindly undertaken, largely at his personal expense, the main- 
tenance of an extemporized Out-Patient Department for 
X-Ray treatment, in connection with the photographic and 
fluoroscopic department of the Hospital.. This has been 
largely experimental, and has increased until there is now 
a clinic of about twenty-five or thirty patients, three days in 
the week. The Trustees accordingly recommend an additional 
Out-Patient Department, to be called The X-Ray Depart- 
ment, and they intend to rearrange and adapt the facilities 
that this department may work unhampered by previous 
restrictions. We present the following as some of the prin- 
cipal statistics of the X-Ray Department during the past 
year:

A total of about 4,500 patients have been treated in the 
X-Ray Department from 1898 to 1904. 

The X-Ray Department now has four static machines,— 
one of four revolving glass plates, 72 inches in diameter, one 
of eight revolving glass plates, 72 inches in diameter, and 
two of ten revolving glass plates, each 48 inches in 
diameter. 


PRESENT CAPACITY OF THE HOSPITAL DEPARTMENTS.

Of the 615 beds in the Hospital proper, only 532 have 
been occupied during the year, because Wards L and M were 
not opened for the admission of patients, as will be explained 
elsewhere. 


NEw. BUILDINGS. 


The Trustees in the last annual report called attention 
to the fact that the new Out-Patient Building and Pavilion 
III. would not be ready for use, as had been expected, on 
account of the insolvency of the contractors on both build- 
ings. ‘These buildings, however, were completed under new 
contractors and accepted in October, 1903. The cutting 
down of the appropriation asked for the year 1903-1904, 
brought to the Trustees the question of opening both build- 
ings for occupancy, and thereby causing a deficit at the end 
of the fiscal year, as the appropriation furnished was only 
adequate for the parts of the Hospital Department then in 
commission. It was decided not to open these new buildings 
until the coming year, a larger appropriation having been 
petitioned. 

It is also proposed, as soon as the new Surgical Out-Patient 
Building shall be occupied, to renovate and rearrange the 
rooms in the Medical Out-Patient Building, so as to increase 
the working facilities. “The progress in the care of the sick 
and the requirements for more scientific investigation of 
disease and consequent treatment, demand space and equip- 
ment. We believe that when the new Surgical Out-Patient 
Building is ready and the Medical Out-Patient Building is 
rearranged, and both are occupied, there will be no demand 
for additional room for the out-patient services for several 
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years. Both buildings, when alterations in the old building 
are completed, will supply 25,455 square feet of floor space. 

The detailed description of the new building will be found 
in the Superintendent’s report. 


HospitaAL RENOVATIONS. 


Many of the buildings are the old-fashioned type of con- 
struction, built upon made land and upon piles, and they 
deteriorate much faster than buildings of modern construc- 
tion. They call for constant renovation in almost every 
direction. ‘There has been expended upon repairs in all the 
departments the sum of $39,901.97. Of this sum $23,050.88 
was expended upon the main Hospital, $1,077.46 upon the 
Out-Patient Building, $468.34 upon the Pathological Depart- 
ment, $13,761.93 on the South Department, $1,514.01 on the 
Relief Station, and $29.35 on the Convalescent Home. The 
details of these expenditures may be found by reference to 
Table No. 2 of disbursements in the Superintendent’s report.

The table of expenditures for the South Department in its 
various subdivisions is kept by the same method as the 
Hospital proper, and will be found on pages 83 and 30. 
The approximate sum expended upon this department has 
been $96,922.95, to which should be added the difference in 
the amount of stock on hand February 1, 1904, which was 
$1,053.80 less than on February 1, 1903. This gives 
£97,976.25 as the sum charged for maintenance during the 
present year. ‘This sum, expended upon 2,445 patients, and 
divided by 10,746 weeks’ board, gives $9.11 as the cost per 
capita per week. ‘The total expenditure upon subsistence 
supplies was $28,387.20, and the total number of weeks’ 
board for an average of 815 persons was 16,456. This gives 
the weekly cost, per person, for uncooked subsistence supplies, 
of $1.42 a week, or twenty cents per day. 

The wards of the South Department have received during 
the nine years it has been in commission, 21,387 patients ill 
with some infectious disease. Some difficulty has been ex- 
perienced during the last year, on account of the great 
diversity of infectious diseases with their complications, and 
the crossing and mixing of infection, so as to demand a large 
amount of room for proper classification. In addition to this, 
there has been a large number of admissions on account of 
measles. The Trustees, in their recent annual reports, have 
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called attention to the fact that it was the original intention 
to have a special building for measles, but it was not built 
when the South Department was established for want of 
sufficient appropriation, and still remains a greatly needed 
addition to this department. ‘The attention of the Trustees 
has again and again been called to this deficiency, particularly 
by the physicians of Boston, and much has been said about 
the spread of the infection of measles in our community 
because the Hospital could not receive their patients. This 
has gone to such an extent that the Trustees have received 
letters from public spirited citizens who were conversant 
with the existing conditions. We believe that as soon as 
possible an additional building should be constructed as 
originally intended, at a probable expense of about $125,000. 
Aside from the vexatious perplexities that have come about 
from this condition, the South Department has been admirably 
maintained, and has served the public well and faithfully. 


RELIEF STATION. 


The Relief Station was opened to the public on February 
20, 1902, and has therefore been in operation 28,8, months.

The foregoing statistics show that as the Relief Station 
becomes better known, it is much more freely sought. ‘This 
appears from the fact that while 19,064 first dressings were 
done last year, during the present year 25,996 received first. 
treatment. The number of patients treated for one or more 
days was 1,141. The Trustees are gratified to know the 
great benefit this station for public relief has afforded to 
citizens and others, which more than justifies its creation in 
its present locality. The Trustees invite the cordial co- 
operation of the Honorable City Council and the public at 
large in assisting them to maintain this in the highest degree 
of efficiency. 


CONVALESCENT HoME. 


The number of patients treated during the year was 427, 
and patients have received treatment for 7,922 days, at an 
average weekly cost per patient of $7.52. 


PATHOLOGICAL LABORATORY. . 


The Pathological Laboratory has contributed more largely 
to the scientific treatment of patients, as well as to the pro- 
motion of medical science, than during any previous year.

The foregoing represents a part of the original work, but 
we may mention, without invidious comparison, the discovery 
by Dr. Mallory of the protozoon-like bodies found in scarlet 
fever, generally spoken of as the bacilli of scarlet fever. 
This, together with the discovery of the protozoa of small- 
pox by the Visiting Pathologist, Dr. Councilman, brings the 
pathological work of the Hospital into great prominence 
throughout the world. 

The Trustees are very glad to co-operate in scientific 
research, believing it to be the duty of all first-class hospitals 
to aid to the utmost, everything that furthers the advance- 
ment of medical science. Patients in a large, general hos- 
pital, having a well-equipped pathological laboratory, receive — 
more scientific treatment, more careful investigation and pro- 
fessional study, and better nursing than in those without 
one. In fact, no hospital is complete to-day, without a 
laboratory conducted by skilful physicians and pathologists. 

The interests of the Pathological Laboratory have been 
greatly enhanced by regular scientific meetings of those 
especially devoted to pathology. ‘Too much credit cannot be 
given to Drs. Councilman and Mallory, and their associates for 
their earnest and highly intelligent work in medical science. 


TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 


The Training School for nurses has completed its twenty- 
sixth year. ‘The number of nurses now in the school is 146, 
and forty-six nurses have been graduated during the year. 
The courses. of study, lectures, and drills are advanced some- 
what each year, and the Trustees have many evidences of the 
successful training, both in written and verbal communications, 
from those who are conversant with the merits of their work. 


MEDICAL AND SURGICAL REPORTS. 


The fourteenth series of the Medical and Surgical Reports, 
edited by Drs. Burrell, Councilman, and Withington, was 
published during the present year. The judiciousness of 
publishing these scientific papers is proved by the fact that 
many more requests have been made for copies of these re- 
ports than during any previous year. ‘This work, accom- 
panied by that of the Pathological Laboratory brings the 
professional side of the Hospital work well to the front. 


GIFTS AND PERSONAL ASSISTANCE. 


The Trustees wish to return their annual thanks to thought- 
ful friends for many things for the benefit of patients. 
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The Hospital is constantly receiving so many gifts of books 
and reading matter, flowers, articles of clothing, children’s 
books and toys, and from so many persons, that it is difficult 
to acknowledge them individually. 

During the year the daughters of Mrs. Martha Howard 
Thurston Carter have presented to the Trustees $2,000, 
the income of which was intended for annual additions to the 
nurses’ library, and $200 was given as an additional gift to 
serve as a foundation. A special bookcase has been reserved 
for it, with a silver name-plate to keep the gift in perpetual 
memory. The Trustees make grateful acknowledgment to the 
daughters of the late Mrs. Carter for their generous gift.

W. T. Councilman, M.D., George W. Gay, M.D., John G. 
Blake, M.D., and A. L. Mason, M.D., were reappointed as 
Advisory Staff for the South Department. 

We regret to record the death of William Ingalls, M.D., 
Consulting Physician and Surgeon, which occurred at this 
Hospital December 1, 1908, at the advanced age of ninety 
years. Dr. Ingalls was appointed Visiting Surgeon in 1870, 
holding that position for fifteen years, when he was made 
Consulting Physician and Surgeon. Dr. Ingalls served as a 
Brigade Surgeon in the Civil War, and his service there was 
distinguished by devotion to his duties, always being found 
on the firing line at time of battle. 

His service at this Hospital was marked by great fidelity 
to his work, and, for his time, was in the advanced line of 
surgery. He is said to be among the first, if not the very 
first, American surgeon to perform the operation of nephroli- 
thotomy. His acquaintance was large, and he was respected 
by all; he was “always a gentleman.” 

We have also to record the death of George Haven, M. D., 
Junior Visiting Physician for Diseases of Women, which 
occurred in October, 1903. Dr. Haven was appointed one 
of the Assistant Physicians for Diseases of Women March 20, 
‘1889, and his death occurred after fourteen years of consecu- 
tive service in the Gynecological Department. He was a 
skilful operator, brilliant in many things, and made a name 
for himself in the profession, notably in his specialty. 
The Trustees desire to publicly express their regrets at the 
loss the Hospital has sustained in the death of Dr. Haven in 
the prime of his professional life. 


HousE STAFF. 


It has been deemed expedient to make the experiment of 
changing the terms of service of the House Officers in the 
various divisions of the Hospital, the assignment of service — 
to be as follows: 

Three Medical House Officers, to serve for twenty-four 
months and two weeks. This term is divided into six 
periods of four months each, as follows: (1) Surgical 
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Externe and Medical Externe, each two months. (2) 
Special Externe. In this period Externe No. 1 will serve 
three days of the week each in the Ophthalmological and the 
Aural Out-patient Departments; Externe No. 2, three days 
each in the Laryngological and the Dermatological Out- 
patient Departments, and Externe No. 38, three days each in 
the Neurological and the Gnyzecological Out-patient Depart- 
ments. (3) Junior Surgical and Junior Medical Interne, 
each two months. (4) Senior Medical Interne. (5) South 
Department. (6) House Physician. 

' Three Surgical House Officers, to serve for twenty-four 
months and two weeks. This term is divided into six 
periods of four months each, as follows: (1) Medical Ex- 
terne and Surgical Externe, each two months. (2) Surgi- 
cal Dresser. (8) Junior Medical and Junior Surgical In- 
terne, each two months. (4) Relief Station. (5) Senior 
Surgical Interne. (6) House Surgeon. 

One Gynecological House Officer, to serve for twenty-four 
months and two weeks in four periods of six months each, 
viz., Dresser, Externe, Interne, and House Physician. 

One Ophthalmic and Aural House Officer, to serve twelve 
months, viz., four months as Externe, four months at 
South Department, and four months as House Surgeon. 

One Pathological House Officer, to serve twelve months, 
six months as Junior Pathological Interne and six months as 
Senior Pathological Interne. 

This division of service makes many and somewhat fre- 
quent changes, and has some disadvantages over continuous 
periods in each position as previously, but it has so far 
worked fairly well, and is decidedly to the advantage of the 
young physicians. The desirability of these positions is 
attested by the fact that at the last examination for seven 
positions fifty-seven candidates appeared for examination. 
The faithful house officer contributes in no small degree to 
the welfare of the patients in the hospital, and to its repu- 
tation. 

The Trustees desire to express their appreciation of the 
work of the House Officers of various grades ee the 
past year. 

By reason of the epidemic of eainor a year ago, the 
administration of the Hospital was much harassed and 
annoyed by the frequent appearance of smallpox or variola 
among applicants for admission. If such cases had occurred 
in the wards it would have required quarantining the patients 
in the ward and the exclusion of all visitors for a period of 
two or more weeks. This was largely prevented by the 
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placing of all suspect cases in the “suspect huts,” and many 
patients with smallpox were thus prevented from entering 
the wards and spreading the infection. 

During the year the office of Physician for Infectious 
Diseases was created, and John H. McCollom, M.D., 
Resident Physician of the South Department of this Hospital, 
was appointed as consultant in such cases. ‘The Assistants 
to the Aural Surgeons have been increased from one to two. 
The Assistants for Diseases of the Skin have been increased 
from one to two. | 

The thanks of the Trustees are specially due to the gentle- 
men of the Medical and Surgical Staff for their constant and 
laborious attendance upon the sick. Various matters relat- 
ing to the Hospital, outside of official visits or operations 
have frequently demanded much time and toilsome work 
from members of the Staff, but it has perfected the Hospital. 
A hospital that does not constantly advance, retrogrades. 

The Trustees appreciate the efficiency and untiring energy 
of the Superintendent, Dr. George H. M. Rowe, and his 
corps of assistants, for the welfare of the Hospital. 

Mr. Conrad J. Rueter was reappointed as a Trustee for 
the term of five years from May 1, 1908.

The main Hospital has three sub-divisons: The Hospital 
proper, Out-Patient Departments and the Pathological De- 
partment. In computing the pro rata cost, per patient, per 
week, the cost of the Pathological Department is included in 
that of the Hospital, but for executive reasons is tabulated 
separately, in order to show the cost of running that depart- 
ment. The expenditures for the South Department for 
infectious. diseases and the Convalescent Home are kept in 
separate tables. 

South Department. — The total expenditure for the South 
Department was $96,922.95, against $92,607.72 for the pre- 
vious year; and allowing for the difference in stock at the 
beginning and close of the year, the sum of $97,976.25 
represents the cost of maintenance for the fiscal year. The 
per capita weekly cost at the South Department was $9.11. 

Out-Patient Services. —'The expenditure in the various 
Out-Patient Services was $11,805.48. | 

Convalescent Home.— The expenditure for the Convaies- 
cent Home was $8,515.77. The daily average was 21,5 
patients, and the average weekly cost $7.52. | 

The total expenditures in the Hospital Department have 
been $476,857.20, but the net cost to the city for maintaining 
the Hospital proper was only $239,711.42. , 

The expenditures upon the Hospital proper were for the 
care of 8,576 patients in the wards for 155,148 days’ or 
22,164 weeks’ board, which makes an average weekly cost of 
$14.00, or a daily cost of $2.00, for patients of all classes. 
The net cost per patient, per week, to the city was $10.81. 
The cost of uncooked food supplies for all persons, including 
patients and the entire household at the Hospital proper, was 
$95,578.72. The average number of patients was 425; of 
officers and employees, including house and nursing staff, 
891, or a total daily average of 816 persons. The number 
of weeks’ board for all persons was 42,585, and the weekly 
cost per person, for uncooked food supplies, was $2.24, or 
32 cents per day. 
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_ The maximum number of patients in the Hospital on any 
one day was 471, as against 435 in the previous year. The 
minimum number was 870, in comparison with 353 for the 
previous year. The daily average during the year was 425, 
and the average length of stay was 18,4, days. 

There have been treated in the various Out-Patient Depart- 
ments 34;734 patients, at a cost of $11,805.48. Other sta- 
tistics, found elswhere, include the number of out-patients, 
number of their visits, rate of mortality, work of ambu- 
lances, census of days’ board for all persons, and the nativity 
of patients admitted and physical condition of patients when 
discharged, have been tabulated as Hospital statistics. 

The total number of deaths from February 1, 1903, to 
January 31, 1904, was 908. This does not include the 
statistics of the South Department, but at the main Hospital 
only.

the rate of mortality for the year ending January 31, 1904. 

This percentage of deaths is for the total number of 
patients treated in the Hospital. ‘Thirty-six per cent. of the 
total deaths occurred within forty-eight hours after admis- 
sion. 

During the year 8,576 patients were treated in the wards, 
04,734 as out-patients, 427 at the Convalescent Home, 
2,445 at the South Department, and 1,141 were treated in 
the wards, and 25,996 as out-patients at the Relief Station — - 
a total of 73,319 who have received the benefits of the Hos- 
pital in all departments. 

During the year 12,636 persons applied for admission. Of 
this number, 8,150 were admitted and 4,486 were rejected, 
the latter being 303 more than last year. The number 
rejected was 85 per cent. of all persons applying, and the 
causes of rejection appear in the table of applicants not 
admitted, on page 20. Of the number applying, 747 either 
changed their minds or were admitted later; of these, 521 
were received within three days after application and 67 
admitted still later. There were also rejected 852 for want 
of vacant beds, but of these 441 were admitted later. There 
were 815 of these applicants who could be treated more 
properly in the various Out-Patient Services, without the 


additional cost of receiving them in the wards. Adee

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The deterioration in a group of nearly forty buildings, 
many of which were built upon piles forty years ago, is very 
large, and taxes the ingenuity of a superintendent that the 
expenditures for repairs shall keep the buildings in the best 
order for general utility and in good hygienic condition. 
So rapid is this depreciation that practically there is never 
sufficient money to maintain the buildings in an approxi- 
mately perfect condition. The addition of new buildings often 
changes the use of various rooms and places, and they must 
be renewed and refitted for new purposes. Repairs to the 
heating plant are usually larger in proportion to other repairs, 
on account of the corrosion and wear and tear. 

The increase of two new buildings with four stories made. 
it impossible for the heating plant, in extreme winter weather, 
to keep allthe buildings at a proper standard of temperature, 
or the necessary steam for power. During the year, one 
72-inch horizontal tubular boiler has been installed and 
equipped with new steam-drum, piping, smoke consumer, 
etc., with general overhauling of the smoke flues, uptakes 
and dampers, including new fans of large dimensions. 

Several years’ experience demonstrated that the heating 
radiators at the South Department were insufiicient to keep 
the rooms at the suitable temperature, particularly for chil- 
dren with eruptive diseases. In many cases, after proper 
test, it was found that from 50 to 70 per cent. increase in 
radiation was necessary to keep the rooms always warm 
under all conditions of weather. The repairs and enlarge- 
ment for heating, at the South Department alone, cost $11,600. 
‘The Hospital is under constant expense for renewals and 
repairs from corroded pipes and leaks, always incident to a 
large heating plant. This fact is apparent when it is known 
that our plant is the largest heating plant in New England. 

During the summer months the Hospital tent service of 
sixty beds was put in commission, so that two wards at a 
time were given a thorough overhauling, including repaint- 
ing and renovation. ‘This has enabled us to thoroughly 
repair every part of five wards. The exterior of six build- 
ings of the main Hospital has been painted; also four build- 
ings at the South Department and the Relief Station. 

One of the most important changes has been the tearing 
out of the bath-rooms, toilets, lavatories and water-closets in 
Wards F, G and H. These rooms, particularly the water- 
closets, had been in constant use for thirty-eight years, and 
the conditions were such that nothing short of thorough 
construction and renewal could put them in good hygienic 
condition. The arrangement of the various rooms ‘was 


s 
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changed. <A new ventilating shaft was built up in the central 
portion, and the bath-rooms, water-closets and lavatories 
were arranged to make a tower about this shaft within the 
corner of the building itself. The plumbing was the latest 
and most approved pattern, and thoroughly installed. The 
floors were made with terrazzo, and the walls were partly of 
marble and partly of metile. In Wards F and G a gallery 
was constructed for the convenience of each ward for the 
storage of cribs, crutches, superfluous blankets during the 
summer, cots, and other things needed occasionally. This 
addition brings one of the oldest buildings up to modern 
conditions. | 

Repairs by the carpenters, painters, and plumbers have 
been constant. ‘The total expenditure for the main Hospi- 
tal, of all kinds and classes, was $23,050; for the Out- 
Patient Departments, $1,077; for the Pathological Depart- 
ment, $468 ; for the South Department, including the entire 
reconstruction of the radiators, $18,761; for the Relief Sta- 
tion, $1,514; and for the Convalescent Home, $29. 

This Hospital has probably the largest ambulance service 
of any American hospital. There have been so many 
inquiries, during the last few years, for the statistics of our 
ambulance service, its equipment and the amount of work 
accomplished, that the following statements are inserted. 

We now have two ambulance stations, one at the main 
Hospital and one at the Relief Station. The Ambulance 
Station at the main Hospital does service for the Hospital 
itself, the South Department, and transportation of patients 
to the Convalescent Home. At the main Hospital there are 
seven horse ambulances and four upon runners for winter 
work, also one electric automobile ambulance. The Ambu- 
lance Station has five horses for the main Hospital and four 
for the South Department. 

There is also one wagonette for the transportation of 
patients from the Hospital and the South Department to the 
Convalescent Home in Dorchester, and at the Relief Station 
two horse ambulances and two horses, making a total of four- 
teen ambulances and eleven horses. 

A further detailed report of the ambulance service may be 
found on pages 21 and 26, briefly summarized as follows :

_ The above shows that this ambulance service renders an 
amount of ready aid and convenience that is little understood 
and not sufficiently appreciated by the public. It is a very. 
important part of the Hospital work, and it is intended to 
maintain it at the high standard that characterizes other parts 
of the Hospital work. 

During the last two years the Hospital has been deprived 
of two wards (the former wards K and L), on account of 
demolishing the old building and constructing a new tbree- 
storied building which contains Ward K for men, 36 beds; 
Ward L for women and children, 44 beds; and Ward M, a 
mixed ward of 36 beds; a total of 116 beds. The insolvency 
of the first contractors and the delay in finishing the building 
during the past year, in order to renovate some of the old 
wards, made it necessary to revive our tent service. ‘This 
equipment is always available, and consists of two tents 
60 feet by 20 feet, containing 20 beds each, and two 
tents 20 feet by 380 feet, containing 10 beds each, or a 
total of 60 beds.. There is also a tent for the - head 
nurse with her office, medicine closet, linen stores, house 
line telephone, and sundry supplies needed for a ser- 
vice of 60 patients; and a commissary tent, containing 
a sink with hot and cold water, and the necessary crockery 
and refrigerators as the distributing point of the food. A 
marquee tent, 20 feet by 30 feet, with open sides, served as a 
sitting-room or resting place for convalescent patients, who 
were able to walk only short distances and yet were not con-

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fined to the bed. A temporary hut, in the rear and partially 
hidden from general view, was constructed, with a water- 
closet, toilets, sinks, storage for ward crockery, and a slop 
hopper, with auxiliary outfit. The tents occupy an open 
sodded area, about one acre in extent, which is the only 
portion of the Hospital grounds not yet crowded with build- 
ings. These tents received patients June 8 and were 
closed on September 16, making a summer service of three 
months and thirteen days. ‘The cases sent to the tents were 
not specially classified. ‘They were both medical and surgi- 
cal, but, as far as possible, patients with wasting diseases, 
open wounds, or typhoid cases. It cannot be stated with 
accuracy whether the recoveries were better here than in 
the wards, but the general impression of those competent to 
judge was that the patients were just as well cared for, 
besides receiving all the special benefits of open-air treat- 
ment. Typhoid patients, with unusually high pulse and 
temperature, apparently gained faster than parallel cases in the - 
wards, except when they became greatly delirious, when they 
were transferred to places of greater safety. The nurses 
and orderlies esteemed it a great privilege to be assigned to 
the tents, where, by the same open-air life, their flagging 
energies were revived, and the daily fatigue was less than in 
many of the wards. 

The roof garden on Ward O, for women and children, has 
been more constantly used during the last season than for 
any previous year, and sometimes all the space on the roof 
was practically crowded with patients. This open-air treat- 
ment has been made available still further by the purchase 
of thirty hospital beds, of standard dimensions, but with low 
head and foot, set on five-inch rubber-tired wheels. By means 
of these roller beds many patients were transferred from the 
ward bed and wheeled out upon the corridors and verandas. 
Fifty patients have been counted at one time enjoying the 
open air. Additional settees and steamer chairs have been 
placed upon the iron balconies in the various wards, and have 
been freely used. 

During the year the new Surgical Out-Patient Department 
building has been completed, and was accepted and ready for 
occupancy in October, 1903, but, as has been explained else- 
where, was not opened for want of sufficient appropriation 
for its maintenance. It stands on the Hospital grounds, at 
the corner of Harrison avenue and East Concord street, upon 
the former site of what was called the “ Old Lodge,” which, 
formerly, held all the out-patient services. ‘The building is 
practically five stories high, and shaped like the letter L, 
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with the longest leg upon East Concord street. The general 
appearance of the building harmonizes well with the older 
Hospital buildings situated near it, and is built of brick, with 
gray stone trimmings. The only entrance is from the Hos- 
pital grounds, at the inner right angle of the L, and the two 
wings stretch in. either direction, with a central corridor 
having rooms upon each side. 

The construction of this building is fireproof throughout. 
The floors in the Surgeons’ rooms, dressing-rooms, and others 
subjected to hard usage, are terrazzo, divided by Tennessee 
marble strips. The remainder of the rooms above the base- 
ment have hard pine floors, but the corridors and all basement 
rooms are granolithic. This building, like all the other 
- buildings, is heated from the central heating plant. The 
ventilation throughout results from two large air-inlets sup- 
plying indirect radiation. One of the objects desired in the 
arrangement of the out-patient services was the largest 
possible number of small rooms to secure the privacy always 
desirable in out-patient work, both for the surgeon and the 
patient. We think this desideratum is obtained to a notable 
degree. ‘The numerous rooms are supplied with gas, elec- 
tricity, compressed air and the house system telephone, 
according to the requirements of each service. 

The cost of this building was $120,000, and it was erected 
under the plans of Kendall, Taylor & Stevens. It is the 
consummation of a demand extending over several years, and 
will probably meet all the requirements of the various out- — 
patient services for many future years, and is a notable addi- 
tion to the equipment of this Hospital. 

The general arrangement and the different services can be 
quite easily understood by a study of the plans inserted in 
this report. The various consulting, examining and dressing 
rooms of the different services, utility, splint, linen and 
plaster rooms, conform to the needs of each service, so far as 
the space permitted. The right wing of the first floor is 
used in the surgical service for men and boys, and the left 
wing for Genito-Urinary Surgery; in the second story, the 
right wing is the surgical service for women and children, 
and the left wing, the gynecological service; on the third 
story, the right wing is for the Eye and Ear, and the left 
wing for the Throat service. In the fourth story, the right 
wing is used for house officers’ rooms, as the Hospital 
quarters available for them, for some time, have been inade- 
quate. The left wing of this story is intended for certain 
subordinate officers and orderlies. The lower floor is 
divided, so that it may be used for future extension of the 
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Hospital services not needing special requirements. All the 
stories are reached by two iron stairways, and also by an 
elevator in the central portion. The lower floor contains 
lockers for physicians and surgeons, and for house officers 
and surgical dressers. In addition to the usual water-closets 
and toilets there are also tub baths and a shower bath. In 
another part of this story, lockers and toilets are placed for 
the nurses of the Training School, when assigned to this part 
of the Hospital service. The rooms for all services are 
amply supplied with plumbing fixtures, sinks and conve- 
niences of the latest design. 

In the thirty-ninth annual report reference was made to 
the erection of a new three-storied building to replace Pavil- 
ion IIIJ., containing Wards K,.L and M. This has been 
completed, and, although ready for occupancy, has not been 
used, for want of sufficient money for its maintenance. It is 
expected that it will be opened soon after the beginning of 
the coming year. The following brief description is here 
presented as a matter for future reference: ) 

The building was erected upon the site of the former 
Pavilion III., is three stories in height, and, by means of 
outside basement areas, the lower floor is made useful for 
Hospital living purposes. The building is brick, with marble 
trimmings, and its general style corresponds with the build- 
ings of the South Department and the Pathological group of 
‘buildings. It is 188 feet long and 50 feet 6 inches wide, 
and the main story has the same level as the other buildings, 
thus giving easy access. The former entrance, at the north 
end of the building, has been abandoned. The» general 
entrance is now on the north side area, with an iron stairway 
and elevator leading from the lower floor to the top story. 
The first, second and third stories are very similar in their 
arrangements, and consist of a corridor 136 feet long and 10 
feet wide, with rooms on each side. 

This building is intended for the isolation of cases not 
permissible in a general open ward, such as erysipelas, cellu- 
litis, burns, diarrhceal cases, and for patients not desirable in 
an open ward, and who are not alcoholic. Nearly all the 
rooms, except three corner rooms, are intended for two 
patients only. The entrance door of each room is put upon 
the extreme left of the inner wall, leaving a space near the 
doorway for one bed and the window upon the extreme 
right allowing another bed on the exterior wall, thus hav- 
ing two patients to each room, without crowding, and not 
permitting other beds beyond the normal capacity. Hach of 
these rooms is 17 feet 6 inches long by 10 feet wide. All 
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the stories are 143 feet high, thus giving 2,538 cubic feet of 
air for each room, or 1,269 cubic feet for each patient. The 
room upon the southeast corner is intended for four beds, 
and was placed at this point on account of its sunny location, 
and is intended for diarrhceal and other cases, as it is con- 
venient to the water-closet and service-room. ‘There are also 
two other large rooms, with four beds each, intended for 
convalescent adult patients, on the first and third floors, and 
those on the second floor are for children. The tetal number 
of beds in the first story, Ward K, is 86; in the second story, 
Ward L, 44, of which 12 are for fdalitead and i in the third — 
story, 86; or a total of 116 beds. | 

Nearly one-quarter of each story is devoted to the various 
service-rrooms that are always desirable to make a well- 
balanced hospital ward. The service-room for nurses is 
large enough for all purposes, being 18 feet long and 17 feet 
6 inches wide. ‘The food is brought to the service-rooms by 
food lifts, going from the lower floor to each story separately, 
thus affording no air communication between the different 
floors. The walls have glazed tiles,6 feet 6 inches high, and the 
floors are mosaic. Hach service-room has a refrigerator con- 
structed with five compartments, and is a part of the building 
construction. Its outer walls are covered with glazed tiles, 
like the rest of the room, and the inner parts with glass. 
There are also a porcelain sink, china closets, shelves for 
crockery, and a large gas stove. In these three duty rooms 
there is an air shaft for drying dish towels, often so offensive. 
The toilet-rooms and water-closets are reached by means of a 
corridor, passing out through an open-air loggia, thus giving 
no opportunity for the foul air to go from the toilet-rooms to 
the main wards. Adjoining this, but inside the loggia, is a 
bath-room containing a porcelain bath. The walls have glazed 
tiles and the floor is mosaic. Outside of the loggia is an iron 
baleony suitable for the airing of beds and bedding, and for 
similar hospital purposes. This group of rooms also contains 
a closet 17 feet 6 inches long and 9 feet 6 inches wide, in 
which are installed galvanized-iron racks for the hanging of 
patients’ clothes. There is also an auxiliary utility closet 
for keeping bedding, cradles, crutches, extra bed linen, 
and a variety of ward furnishings, to save the nurses from 
walking balf the length of the ward to the linen-closet. The 
linen-closet is situated upon the north side of the building, 
and has a counter shelf, overhead shelves, with racks for 
ward linen. Upon the south end of each building is a sun 
room 13 feet by 12 feet, intended chiefly for winter use. 
Nearly the whole of the east, south and west walls of each 
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story has a continuous iron balcony, as an airing place for 
patients, and also for a fire escape. 

The lower floor is not intended to be occupied by patients, 
except in the extreme southeast corner, where four rooms, 
two of which have adjoining baths, are used for cases sus- 
pected of having infectious disease, until the diagnosis is 
determined. ‘There are also public waiting-rooms, another 
large room with utility closets, two extra storage-rooms for 
patients’ clothing, a porters’ room for soiled clothes, and a 
sterilizing-room, with two air-tight compartments for the dis- 
infection of clothing by formaldehyde. Two small rooms, 
one for nurses and one for orderlies, each containing lockers 
for outdoor clothing, have a lavatory and water-closet, and 
the doctors’ robing-room gives a chance to change garments 
in visiting a suspicious case. Several other rooms provide 
for the storage of furniture, always desirable in a building 
containing 110 patients. The stairways are iron, with red 
slate treads; two stands of fire-pipe and hose at each half of | 
the building; iron grilles are upon all windows and outer 
doors, and fly screens and awnings for summer use. 

The building is heated from the central plant by indirect 
radiation, air being forced by a large propulsion fan, and 
passing over steam coils; the rooms are regulated automati- 
cally by thermostats. The ventilation is partly by ridge 
ventilation from vents in two central walls, and partly by a 
large aspirating shaft near the centre of the building. _ The 
wood finish is of Florida ash, all outer corners rounded 
and inner corners coved. The doors are perfectly plain, 
smoothed, veneered, and without panels or mouldings. 

All the corridors on the four stories of this building are 
terrazzo, but the rooms upon the lower floor are granolithic. 
The baths and toilet-rooms are mosaic, and all rooms occupied 
by patients are made of Georgia rift hard pine, tongued, 
grooved, and blind-nailed. 

. The lower story connects with two of the main corridors 
by means of a granolithic incline, so that patients can be 
transferred from any ward of the house to any story of this 
building in inclement weather, without being carried out of 
doors. 

This building adds to the Hospital equipment one of the 
finest features of recent years, and it might serve as a model 
for a building in a large general hospital requiring isolation. 

The cost of this building was $130,000, and was erected 
from the plans of James Mulcahy, architect.

The Convalescent Home continues to discharge its proper 
function of aiding the recovery of patients, who have been ill 
with acute disease, at the Hospital proper or South Depart- 
ment. It has also been particularly useful in the conva- — 
lescence of nurses who have been ill, or were so unfortunate 
as to contract an infectious disease at the South Department. 
There has been no unfortunate happening of any kind, and 
the Home is a valuable adjunct in the work of the Hospital 
Department. 

At the close of the last year there were 3,768 volumes in 
the Medical Library. There have been added during the 
year, by purchase 113, and by donation, 7, or a total of 120, © 
making a total of 8,888 volumes in the library. During the 
year 776 periodicals and 747 medical monographs or pamphlets 
have been received. In the early years of the library a large 
number of books were added, consisting of reports, French, 
German and other publications, published many years ago,. 
and no longer of value in a working library. As the shelves 
were practically full, and additional ones must be made or 
the library weeded, the committee decided to transfer to the 
Boston Medical Library 745 volumes which were useless to 
us. This left 3,140 books in the library at the close of the 
present year. 

The index card catalogue to the clinical records has been 
increased by 19,228 cards, making a total of 192,187 
references. |

The Training School has graduated 46 nurses during the 
year, making a total of 776 since it was organized. Hight 
nurses have also completed the third-year course and received 
the cum laude diploma, making a total of 52 third-year 
nurses. 

The Superintendent and her assistants have given 190 
class recitations at the Hospital proper, and 139 at the South 
Department, making a total of 329 during the year. The 
school has received 32 lectures on Friday afternoons from - 
members of the Medical and Surgical Staff and others. In 
the month of March there were four lectures on sociological 
topics to the third-year nurses and the undergraduates, as 
follows: Prof. Edward Cummings, “ The Social Economy of 
Ants;” Rev. George Hodges, D.D., “Spiritual Principles 
and Social Progress;” ‘Industrial Training for Deformed 
and Crippled Children,” — Dr. R. W. Lovett on the physical 
side, Mr. F’. J. Cotting on the industrial side, and Miss Mary 
M. Perry on the moral side; and Prof. W. T. Sedgwick, 
‘Sociological Aspects of Sanitation.” We are greatly 
indebted to. these speakers for so generously giving their 
valuable services. 

Mrs. Boland-Pequignot has continued as instructor in 
cooking, and during the year has delivered four lectures. 
before the entire school, and fifty practical lessons in sections 
of five to the second-year nurses. 

The course in massage has been conducted by Mrs. Gulli 
J. Callowhill, all second-year nurses being taught in sections _ 
of four pupils each. 
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The “demonstrations in nursing” given in the presence of 
interested friends, at the Surgical Amphitheatre, have gradu- 
ally developed into an annual event. They are eagerly 
sought by our own graduates and others, in order to keep 
them in touch with new ideas and the latest methods in the 
practical work of nursing and surgical operations. 

Ninety-five of our graduates are now engaged in hospital 
work, as superintendents of hospitals or training schools, in 
charge of operating-rooms, or other important positions. The 
Hospital has been gradually increasing the scope of its work 
in teaching nurses. Stated periods of work are now required 
in the medical, surgical, gynecological and surgical children’s 
wards, and also in all infectious diseases cared for at the 
South Department; emergency work, both in first aid to the 
injured, and in major surgical operations at the Relief Sta- 
tion; considerable experience in surgical operations in the 
_ Surgical Amphitheatre and in the nine operating-rooms of the 
various Hospital services. A hospital, whose combined de- 
partments number 935 beds and limited to acute or temporary | 
illnesses or injuries, affords a wider scope and a larger amount 
of experience than is possible in smaller hospitals. 

The monthly meetings of the Nurses’ Club fully justifies 
the expectations of its founders. It is particularly helpful in 
bringing the graduates back to their Alma Mater, and is a 
rallying ground for unifying the interests and promoting good 
fellowship and loyalty. The papers, discussions and social 
life of the Club, give opportunities which are much appre- 
ciated. The undergraduates come in touch with former pupils 
who have gone to responsible positions in other hospitals or 
to do private nursing. Much is brought out at these meet- 
ings which is of great value to all participants. 

On January 1, 1904, E. Stanley Abbot, M.D., resigned his 
position as Assistant Superintendent, to assume the duties of 
First Assistant Resident Physician at the McLean Hospital 
at Waverley. Doctor Abbot proved a most efficieut officer ; 
‘he elevated the character of the office of Assistant Superin- 
tendent, and was an invaluable aid tomy work. This vacancy 
was filled by the promotion of Frank H. Holt, M.D., First 
Executive Assistant. 

Percy Bartlett, M.D., was appointed Second Executive 
Assistant from February 1 to April 1, and later promoted to 
Resident Surgeon at the Relief Station; William G. 
Dwinell, M.D., was appointed Second Executive Assistant, 
and later promoted to the vacancy caused by Dr. Holt’s 
promotion. 

At the South Department, Thomas B. Cooley,. M.D., 
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resigned as Assistant Resident Physician, March 17, 1903; 
William McKibben, M.D., was appointed Assistant Resident 
Physician, July 1, 1903; Howard H. Smith, M.D., resigned 
October 28, 1903, and Albert E. Steele, M.D., was appointed 
October 30, 1903, to fill that vacancy. 

Mr. Samuel M. Nesmith, Hospital Steward for the long 
period of twenty-five years, resigned on account of advancing 
age and infirmities. Mr. Nesmith was faithful, conscientious 


and painstaking in the duties of his office. He was respected: 


by all who lived at the Hospital, and he made for himself the 
best of reputations among the merchants of our city as an 
honest, faithful steward. 

Miss Riddle, Matron and Assistant Superintendent of 
Nurses at the South Department, resigned, January 31, 1904, 
to assume the duties of Superintendent and Matron of the 
Newton Hospital, after having most successfully served in 
responsible positions for seventeen years. To fill this 
vacancy Miss Ida Washburne was promoted from the posi- 
tion of Matron at the Relief Station, and Miss Inez C. Lord 
was promoted to Miss Washburne’s former position. 

We take pleasure in gratefully acknowledging the usual 
gifts of flowers by the weekly visits of several Flower 
Missions; the several bands of musicians and quartettes ; 
the enjoyable service of song on Sundays; the societies and 
individuals who distributed newspapers, and especially the 
musicians and singers brought by Professor Mills from the 
Conservatory of Music on Christmas and Easter, and many 
- others who by pleasant ministrations have shown their in- 
terest in the sick. 

I wish to express my grateful appreciation for the faithful 
co-operation of the various heads of departments associated 
with me in the management of the Hospital, as well as the 
subordinate officers, nurses and other employees. A work of 
such magnitude as is involved in the large number of people 
cared for by the Hospital demands much hard work, untiring 
effort and patience, and credit is due to the united efforts of 


many different lines of workers for whatever may have been ~ 


achieved. y

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HOUSE RULES. 


WITH RULES FOR ADMISSION, GOVERNMENT, AND DIS— 
CHARGE OF PATIENTS; ALSO RULES FOR VISITORS. 


HousE RULES. 


The doors and gates of the Hospital will be closed at 10 
o'clock in the evening, at which time all inmates shall be 
quiet and all not on duty shall be in their rooms, unless other- 
wise specifically permitted. 

All officers, nurses, and employés of the Hospital, when 
going and coming to and from the Hospital, shall enter and. 
go out by the Entrance Office, and by no other entrance. 
Such officers and employés as are required shall use the time 
register and method of booking that the Hospital rules 
require. 

A record shall be kept of all persons entering the Hospital 
between the hours of 10 o’clock in the evening and 7.30 
o'clock in the morning. 

No employé shall be absent from the Hospital except when 
permitted by special rules or by the Superintendent. 

No officer, nurse, orderly, or other employé shall directly 
or indirectly receive money or other gifts from or in behalf 
of patients, except with the approval of the Superintendent. 

The use of tobacco, wine, and intoxicating liquors is pro- 
hibited within the Hospital, unless prescribed by the Physi- 
cians or Surgeons. 

All profane and improper language, loud talking and inci- 
vility are prohibited. 

All employés shall observe such further rules and direc- 
tions for their conduct as may from time to time be estab- 
lished. 


ADMISSION OF PATIENTS. 


Applications for admission of patients may be made at the 
Hospital on each day of the week, Sunday excepted, between 
9 o'clock A.M. and 6 o’clock P.M. 

Whenever able, a patient shall apply in person for admis- 
sion; when not able to apply in person, a patient may be 
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admitted on application made in his behalf, or upon visit at 
his residence by the admitting Physician. 

Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise disabled or 
injured, shall be received at all hours. 

Patients may be admitted to the privileges of the Hospital 
at such rates of board as the Trustees may, from time: to 
time, by vote, determine; payment for such board being 
secured by the friends of the patients or by the authorities 
of the cities or towns to which the patients belong. 

Whenever, in the opinion of the ‘Trustees, the circum- 
stances of the patient will warrant it, the whole or a part of 
the board shall be paid. If separate apartments, or articles 
not usually furnished at the Hospital, are provided, such 
payment shall be made therefor as the Trustees shall deem 
reasonable. 

No person having acute venereal disease or alcoholism 
shall be admitted except as a paying patient. 

No person shall be admitted to the Hospital whose case 
is judged to be incurable, unless there be urgent symptoms 
which are deemed capable of being relieved. 


GOVERNMENT OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall implicitly observe all the rules of the 
Hospital. 

Patients shall be in their proper places in the wards during 
the visits of the Physicians and Surgeons, and always before 
7.30 o’clock in the evening, unless specially excused by the 
Superintendent. 

Such free patients as are able shall assist in nursing, and 
perform such other services as may be reasonably required of 
them. 

No patient shall leave the Hospital grounds without a pass 
from the Superintendent, nor leave his ward without the 
consent of the nurse in charge. 

No patient shall purchase, or cause to be purchased for 
him, any article of food whatsoever, or any other article, 
without the consent of the Superintendent. 

Profane and obscene language, loud talking, and incivility 
are prohibited. 

Patients may be visited by clergymen of their own selec- 
tion, and any wish for the performance of a particular 
religious rite shall be granted when practicable. 

Complaints, for whatever cause, may be made to the 
Superintendent, and whenever requested shall be by him 
reported to the Trustees. 
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DISCHARGE OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall be discharged by the Superintendent. 

Patients discharged on the recommendation of the Visiting 
Physicians or Surgeons shall be provided with a certificate, 
stating their condition at the time of discharge, whether 
eured, relieved or not relieved, which certificate shall be 
signed by the Superintendent. 

Whenever a patient is removed from the Hospital without 
the approval of the Superintendent, a written statement to 
that effect shall be required from any person assuming the 
responsibility of the removal. 


VISITORS. 


No person shall visit any part of the premises except on 
business, or at such times as may be fixed for the reception 
of visitors, without the permission of the Superintendent, or 
of some one of the Trustees. | 

Daily, including Sunday, from 2 to 3 o’clock in the after- 
noon, friends may be permitted to visit patients, though no 
patient shall receive more than two visitors at this hour; on 
week days from 6 to 6.30 P.M., one visitor may be allowed 
to each patient. In all cases, however, the Trustees and 
Superintendent may: exercise discretionary powers as to 
excluding or admitting visitors. 

When visitors are admitted outside of the regular visiting 
hours they shall not be permitted to remain more than half 
an hour, except a special permission to remain for further 
time is granted. 

All visitors shall leave the Hospital when the bell rings at 
the expiration of the visiting hour. 

No visitor shall take any meal in the Hospital, or pass the 
night therein, without permission of the Superintendent or 
one of the Trustees. 

No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food or 
drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse; and 
any article sent to a patient shall be left at the Entrance 
Office. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE SOUTH DEPARTMENT. 


The department of The Boston City Hospital, located on 
the westerly side of Massachusetts avenue, shall be desig- 
nated as the South Department of The Boston City Hospital. 
It shall receive patients who require treatment for diphtheria 
and scarlet fever, and for other infectious diseases as may be 
determined from time to time by the Trustees. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, under the direc- 
tion of the Trustees, have the general control and manage- 
ment of this department, in the same manner as of other 
departments of the Hospital. 

The Rules of the Hospital shall, so far as applicable, and 
except as hereinafter provided, apply to the various officers 
and employees and to the conduct and management of this 
department. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE RELIEF STATION. 


The Boston City Hospital Relief Station is established 
not as a Hospital, but as a department of The Boston City 
Hospital for temporary relief, and the rules and methods 
prevailing now in the Hospital shall, so far as applicable, 
and not inconsistent with special rules, apply to the Relief 
Station. 

The Station shall afford temporary relief in all classes of 
accident and disease. It shall be open at all hours for 
patients requiring treatment or attention. Patients requiring 
ward treatment, whether received at the Station or taken up 
in ambulances, shall, so far as consistent with their welfare, 
be forthwith transferred or carried to the Hospital for ex- 
tended treatment, but ward accommodations shall be afforded 
patients whose condition is such that they cannot properly 
be transferred. Patients may, however, if it is deemed desir- 
able, be transferred by the ambulances to other hospitals or 
to their homes. First treatment may be afforded at the 
Station, although the applicants are not such as require ward 
treatment. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall have the general 
administration, management, and control of the Station, the 
same as of other departments of the Hospital. 

The Superintendent shall, from time to time, as may be 
necessary, nominate for confirmation by the ‘Trustees, a 
Resident Surgeon and one or more Assistant Resident 
Surgeons, and shall appoint and employ or detail for service 
in this department, subject to the approval of the Trustees 
or of the proper Committee, a Matron, a Supervisor, nurses, 
orderlies, and such other minor employees as may be required 
for the proper conduct of the Station, who shall be subject to 
his supervision. 

The various officers and employés of the Station shall 
perform such duties other than those specified, as may be 
required by the Trustees or the Superintendent, according to 
the nature of their respective duties. The Resident Surgeons, 
the Matron, Supervisor and such other officers as may be so 
required, shall reside at the Station. 
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AMBULANCE SERVICE. 


The ambulance service of the Station shall be under the 
direct control of the Resident Surgeon, and shall codperate 
with that of the Hospital, with which it shall form one gen- 
eral system. Ambulances shall, in response to calls, be 
despatched from the Station or the Hospital, as the exigency 
may require. The utmost despatch shall be exercised in the 
ambulance service, so far as is consistent with a regard for 
the welfare of the patient and the interests of the public. 

Ambulances shall in general be sent from the Station or 
the Hospital at least upon a general alarm to all fires occur- 
ring in the city proper, and in such further districts as may — 
be determined upon. 

An ambulance shall be held during the hours of the day 
in complete readiness to make immediate response to calls, 
and shall be kept in condition to make prompt response tc 
calls at any time of the night. 

A House Officer shall accompany the ambulance, shall 
direct its course, and shall have direction of the care and 
treatment of the patient until received at his destination. 

The Foreman of the ambulance service at the Hospital 
Station shall visit and inspect the Ambulance Department 
of the Station from time to time, but the immediate carrying 
out of directions shall be under the Assistant Foreman at 

the Station. 


PATIENTS. 


Alcoholic and insane patients shall not‘be received unless 
there is surgical or medical complication making Hospital 
treatment absolutely necessary. 

No patient, after being admitted to the wards, shall leave 
- the Station until his discharge, without a pass from the proper 
officer, nor shall he visit other parts of the Station without 
permission. 

Ward patients shall be discharged by the Superintendent 
or Resident Surgeon. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE CONVALESCENT HOME. 


The department of The Boston City Hospital, located on 
Dorchester avenue, in Dorchester, shall be known as the 
Convalescent Home, and shall receive such patients recover- 
ing from acute diseases as shall be transferred to it from the 
main Hospital for treatment during convalescence. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, under the 
direction of the Trustees, have the control and management 
of the Convalescent Home, in the same manner as of other 
departments of the Hospital. 

The Superintendent shall appoint, subject to the approval 
of the Trustees, a Matron, and shall employ, under their 
direction, such further assistants as may be necessary for the 
proper conduct and service of the Home. 

The Matron, under the direction of the Superintendent, 
shall have the immediate charge of the Home, and the con- 
trol of all nurses and other employés and patients. She shall 
reside at the Home. 


VISITORS. 


Friends may be permitted to visit patients on week days, 
between 3 and 4 o’clock in the afternoon. In all cases the 
Trustees, Superintendent, and Matron may exercise dis- 
cretionary powers as to excluding or admitting vistors. 

Visitors shall leave the Home and grounds at the expira- 
tion of the visiting hour, and shall visit no part of the Home 
or grounds other than the reception-room, except by permis- 
sion from proper authority. 

No person shall give any article of food or drink to a 
patient unless by permission of the Matron.

The report of the Superintendent contains a detailed state- 
ment of the expenditures and receipts of the hospital for the 
year, and of the movement of population. 

The appropriation for the support of the Boston insane in 
State institutions last year was €200,000, and for the main- 
tenance of the Boston institution $130,000. The receipts of 
the hospital last year were as follows:

Michael J. Jordan, Esq., was appointed a member of the 
Board of Trustees in May, in place of Mr. George. A. God- 
dard, whose term expired, and Mr. Frederick EH. Atteaux 
was appointed to fill the place of Dr. Philip Coombs Knapp, 
who resigned, after a year’s efficient service as Chairman of 
the Board. ‘There have been no changes in the house physi- 
cians’ staff. Dr. John J. Thomas resigned as pathologist of 
the consulting staff, and his successor has not yet been 
appointed. Visits to the hospital by the trustees have been 
frequent, and the patients have been found well cared for and 
the institution efficiently managed. 

The Training School for Nurses has now a class of twelve - 
students, and six have been graduated within the year. One ' 
graduate has taken the post-graduate course. 

An important change in the operation of the Boston Insane 
Hospital goes into effect with the coming year under 
the provisions of the State care act, so-called. (Chapter 451, 
Acts of 1900, amended by chapter 821, Acts of 1903.) 
Under this act, as amended, the State assumes care of all 
the insane in State institutions, whether from the City of 
Boston or not, exempting those in the Boston Insane Hos- 
pital. Upon the theory that the City of Boston should take 
care of its own insane, Boston was’ in part exempted from

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the operation of the act, and it was arranged that the Common- 
wealth should pay the City of Boston $3.25 per week for the 
care of each patient in the Boston Insane Hospital, and 
should assume the care of Boston patients in State institu- 
tions. The following estimate has been made of the practi- 
cal result of this change in the method of caring for the 
insane :

The Trustees of the Boston Insane Hospital regret that 
under the arrangement with the State no consideration is 
given to the investment of the city in its large institution, 
estimated at $1,200,000. While the State assumes the cost 
of repairs, interest, etc., on the State institutions, such obli- 
gations are placed on the City of Boston for the Boston 
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Insane Hospital, making the increased cost to this city about 
$50,000 for the privilege of caring for its own insane. It 
would seem that this inequality should be remedied by such 
legislation as will allow the city something for the cost of its 
plant. . 

We believe that the principle that the City of Boston 
should maintain an institution where its own unfortunate 
indigents may be cared for near their friends is a correct 
one, and the steps taken by the city in the past few years are 
in this direction. Many of the patients have friends who 
can ill afford the time and expense of visiting them in distant 
state institutions. So far as possible, therefore, this class, 
estimated at two-thirds of the total number of insane from 
the City of Boston, should be cared for in some institution 
in or near this city. The establishment of a colony for some 
of the Boston insane near this city would go far toward a 
solution of the problem before the Board. With larger dor- 
mitories on the city’s land, or a large colony within ten miles 
of the city and a farm capable of supporting both institu- 
tions, the city would be placed in a position to care for those 
of its own insane who are frequently visited by friends. All 
the State institutions except Worcester and Medfield now 
have colonies. It should be borne in mind that while the 
city has been active in measures for the care of the acute and 
curable cases of insanity, deeming this the most immediate 
and pressing need of the institution, it has not yet kept pace 
in accommodations for the growing number of the chronic 
insane, and that provision for the future must include either 
large dormitory buildings on the grounds now owned by the 
city or on a tract where a colony can be established, and must 
also include a nurses’ home. It should be remembered, how- 
ever, that the larger the unit in such institutions the smaller 
is the proportion of expense, and once given the accommoda- 
tions needed by the patients of the hospital, provision for the 
future can be made at a lower cost. 

Under the new condition of affairs the Trustees of the 
Boston Insane Hospital will no longer have charge of the non- 
insane dependents in the Hospital for Epileptics, the State 
Hospital for Dipsomaniacs, and the School for the Feeble- 
Minded, these being hereafter cared for by the Pauper 
Institutions ‘Trustees of the city. The change is made to 
accord with the statute under which the Insane Hospital 
Trustees are properly chargeable only with the care of the 
insane. 

Work on the new buildings at the Women’s Department 
for the acute and curable cases of insanity has been delayed 
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unexpectedly by the failure of the contractors, receivers being 
appointed in December for Goodwin & Wester, the general 
contractors on the building. The Board, being satisfied that 
the receivers would be able to complete the contract with 
less delay than any contractors under a new award, the 
receivers have been allowed to proceed with the work, and 
progress since they assumed the work has been fairly satis- 
factory. It is believed that the buildings will be completed 
this spring within the appropriation of $350,000 made by the 
City Council in 1901. Of this amount there has been 
expended :

The sixty-fifth annual report of the hospital for the year 
ended January 31, 1904, is herewith respectfully submitted.

This has been the most active year in the history of the 
hospital, more patients having been received and treated than 
ever before. The percentage of admissions to the daily aver- 
age population has been high, especially on the women’s -side, 
which was 98 per cent., and that of the men was 52 per cent., 
a total of 78 per cent. Forty-seven were received on emer- 
gency papers and twelve on voluntary papers. 

Of those discharged, there were thirty-nine recovered, 
twenty much.improved, and forty-two improved. There were 
123 not improved, ninety-nine of whom were transferred to 
other hospitals or asylums in this State. ‘There were 115 
deaths, which is 12 per cent. of the whole number treated 
and 20 per cent. of the daily average population. The 
average age at death for the men was 53.83 years, and for the 
women 58.36 years ; total, 56.68 years. 

In the spring there was an epidemic of gastro-enteritis 
which caused much speculation as to its nature and origin. 
On March 20th a patient not long in the hospital developed 
severe symptoms; the next day two patients and a nurse 
had a similar trouble ; on the following day four patients and 
another nurse were attacked, and on the 23d five more. 
All these cases occurred in one of the three buildings oc- 
cupied by women. On the 26th a nurse in the E building 
was taken sick, and on the 27th a nurse in the B building 
came down. The first patient to be ill in the E building was 
taken sick on the 28th the first patient in the B building on 
the 31st, eleven days after the first case. On April 12th a 
patient in the Men’s Department, North Wing, one-half mile

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distant, showed symptoms, and on April 21st a patient in the 
South Wing (Men’s Department) was ill. There were in all 
ninety-seven cases on the women’s side, eighty-one patients, 
fifteen nurses and a laundress. On the men’s side there 
were ninety-three cases, seventy-nine patients, and fourteen 
employees or members of their families. The co-operation 
of Dr. Hill, pathologist of the Boston Board of Health, was 
asked as soon as it was apparent that we had an epidemic 
and a prolonged and careful investigation was held. We 
were unsuccessful in discovering a cause. No known disease 
germs were discovered by the bacteriologist. We were able 
to eliminate the food supply. Twenty male patients who had 
two meals in the congregate dining-room at the Women’s 
Department in the same room with the patients from Ward 
B, and almost all employees whose work was off the wards, 
escaped entirely, although their food was prepared and 
served in the same room with that of the majority of the 
patients. We were satisfied that it was an infectious dis- 
ease. ‘lhe symptoms appeared suddenly. There was nausea 
and vomiting, and severe cramps followed by diarrhea. The 
illness lasted three or four days. ‘There was no rise of tem- 
perature. The symptoms suggested an irritant poison, but 
a careful search failed to confirm that suspicion, and there 
were many objections to that theory. The gradual spread of 
the trouble from one building to the next, and the fact that 
the disease was practically limited to those living on the 
wards, proved, it seems to me, that it was an infectious 
disease. About half the cases were characterized as severe, 
the rest as mild. The original case was taken home, where 
she afterwards died. Two feeble women died soon after 
recovering from the gastro-enteritis. __ 

The rapid changes among male attendants has become a 
serious matter in the administration of this hospital. While 
most hospitals for the insane in this section of the country 
suffer from this difficulty, I believe that this hospital, situated 


as itis in a large city, suffers a little more than others in 


New England. Formerly conditions were such that a suffi- 
cient number of young men of correct habits from good 
country homes were available, and would spend from one to 
two years in the wards. Now this class applies less often. © 
The cities offer what are to them superior openings, and 
many of the most desirable leave the hospital before they 
have become sufficiently familiar with the work to be of 
value. The care of the insane calls for much individual 
knowledge of the patients’ peculiarities to avoid friction. 
To learn these characteristics requires time and the work 
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calls for much tact. Two old attendants will get along often 
for many weeks on a ward without any serious friction where 
three new men with their blundering conception of what is. 
their duty will have several unnecessary altercations with 
their whimsical charges. 

I feel that our work, in spite of the many advancements of 
modern times, is severely embarrassed by this state of things. 
To meet this condition we must make some radical changes 
in our treatment of attendants and offer them conditions of 
life more like those to be found in other occupations. ‘This, 
I believe, can be done without any serious increase in, cost. 
I do not believe a material advance in wages alone would 
solve this problem. I think a more liberal treatment of the 
men when off duty, such as providing them with comfortable 
houses on the hospital grounds, is necessary, and I believe 
that all our hospitals will adopt such measures in the near 
future. The mechanic, railroad employee or policeman has 
a home where he can go after his work is done, free from the 
necessary rules and regulations incident to his working hours. 
Attendants should not be obliged to spend all their time in 
quarters on the wards of a hospital. They demand the 
freedom of a natural home life, and if they cannot get that 
when engaged in hospital work they will, and do, seek other 
employment. 

The sooner we make the conditions of life of the men 
engaged in the trying work of ministering to the insane more 
normal, the sooner will we be able to care for those sent to 
the hospital for treatment as we feel they should be. Most. 
of the hospitals now have nurses’ homes for the women. 
This, with the training schools provided for women, has 
prevented the difficulty to a large extent on the women’s 
side, although even here we have some improvements to 
make. 

The per capita cost the past year was $4.68, slightly 
smaller than that of the previous year. The excessive price 
of coal, amounting to $10,500 more than it would have at. 
usual prices, was a Serious matter. This curtailed the usual 
expenditure for furniture and repairs. Deducting this excess 
paid for coal, the per capita cost would have been $4.30. 
Our income from the board of patients was more than ever, 
making our net per capita cost $3.89. 

General improvements have been made about the grounds 
with the labor of the male patients. A number of drains 
have been laid about the men’s wards to carry off the roof 
water. A large drain has been laid from the stagnant pool 
which was on the Morton lot, purchased two years ago. 
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A new trench, 300 feet long, for the relocation of the 
eight-inch water main at the Women’s Department was dug by 
the patients. Many weeks’ work was also expended in grad- 
ing about the new buildings. 

A new summer house was built on the Morton lot, largely 
by the labor of our employees and patients. 

The Sewer Department opened a new ditch 800 feet long 
across the meadow in the Morton lot. This will greatly 
improve this territory. Formerly the surface water from 
Franklin park and the easterly section of Forest Hills 
Cemetery found its way to the meadow and stopped there. 
The ditch now carries this water directly into Stony brook. 

A new greenhouse has been erected, and was much needed, 
as the old one was in a very dilapidated condition and was 
much too small. 

The Water Department has connected our mains by means 
of a twelve-inch pipe with the Blue Hill avenue mains. 
This improvement now makes our supply in case of fire all 
that is needed. 

The laundry machinery is now run by means of a motor, 
and it is working very satisfactorily. 

We had hoped to occupy the new wards during the past 
year, but many delays have postponed their completion. It 
is probable that they will be completed in May if no acci- 
dent prevents. 

There have been no changeyv in the hospital staff. Dr. 
Marshall assumed his duties in February. Dr. Colby was 
granted a leave of absence of two months, and Dr. L. A. 
Roberts consented to return to his old post during Dr. 
Colby’s absence. 

I wish to express my appreciation of the fidelity to duty 
shown by the staff and the employees. To the Board I ten- 
der my thanks for their assistance and many courtesies 
shown me.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


INSTITUTIONS REGISTRATION DEPARTMENT. 


FOR THE YEAR 1903-1904. 


Boston, February 15, 1904. 
Hon. Patrick A. COLLINS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, — The report of the Institutions Registration Depart- 
ment for the year ending January 31, 1904, is herewith 
respectfully submitted. 

The past year, the sixth in the life of this department, has 
_ not brought any changes in its personnel. In addition to the 
registrar and two examining physicians, it continues to em- 
ploy in the office and for the maintenance of its ambulance 
and transportation service a permanent force of thirteen 
persons. No new activities have been added to its various 
functions. The work of the department expands year by 
year in several directions, keeping pace with the unavoidable 
increase in the number of persons who become wards of the 
city, or the state; but nothing has occurred affecting its 
general status or requiring a restatement of its duties and 
of the place it occupies in the municipal household. 


INVESTIGATION OF SETTLEMENTS. 


So long as the Institutions Registration Department 
remains the gateway to city and state institutions for adult 
dependents who are residents of Boston, its chief duty will 
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always be not only to receive applications for the admission of 
paupers, the commitment of the insane, dipsomaniacs, ete., 
but to investigate the settlements of the applicants. Since 
its decision determines the liability of the city for the support 
in public institutions of thousands of persons so long as they 
may live, the need of careful and conscientious inquiry ig 
self-evident. 

During the’ year ending January 31, 1904, the department 
was called upon to investigate 5,460 settlements, or 252 more 
than in the previous year. In the course of the last two 
years the increase in this branch of the work is measured by 
528 cases. These figures are probably without special signifi- 
cance, except so far as they denote the demand for public 
care, which increases with the growth of population. On behalf 
of the Children’s Institutions Trustees 423 settlements were 
investigated and reported upon, which is a slight reduction in 
this class of settlement work over the year previous. In 
1,064 instances investigations had to be made outside the 
office; that is, it was necessary to visit the homes of the 
applicants or look up their relatives and friends in order to 
obtain information about them and evidence upon which 
settlements could be determined. The number of settle- 
ments looked into, aside from those relating exclusively to 
children, will always remain somewhat larger than the actual 
number of applications made to the department, for the 
reason that many dependent persons, for whose support the 
City of Boston may be liable, are sent to the institutions from 
other cities and towns. 


ADMISSIONS OF PAUPERS. 


The applications made to this department for some form of 
public care numbered 4,495. This is an increase of 174 
over last year, and conforms to the large number of settle- 
ments investigated. On the other hand, not so many appli- 
cations were withdrawn or refused. In all, 3,825 persons 
were actually admitted, or committed, to city or state 
institutions, or 240 more than last year. As usual, the pau- 
pers outnumbered all the other classes of dependents com- 
bined. ‘They were distributed among institutions as follows: 


Boston Almshouse and Hospital at Long Island, 847

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The admissions to the State Hospital, which receives per- 
‘sons who are without a legal settlement in Boston, thus 
show an increase of 207. This is no doubt sufficiently 
accounted for by the efforts made to secure proper hospital 
treatment for persons afflicted with some form of tubercu- 
losis, and who cannot be properly looked after in their own 
homes. The Board of Health, as well as medical practi- 
tioners generally, are becoming more and more insistent upon 
the removal of persons suffering from this disease to public 
institutions. The large number of cases sent to the State 
Hospital should, therefore, not be regarded as indicative of 
an increase in the ordinary kind of pauperism. 

The admissions to the Long Island Hospital and Alms- 
house show only four cases in excess of last year, while the 
Charlestown Almshouse actually received eighteen less than 
ayearago. ‘These figures do not point to growing distress 
in the city among the classes from which the almshouse 
population is most largely drawn. At the same time: the 
pressure for the admission of consumptive patients to the 
Long Island Hospital continues. It is the only institution 
in the city in which they can be received for permanent 
treatment, and year by year the need of the establishment of 
a separate hospital for their care becomes more evident. 

Of the 115 persons taken at the request of various 
hospitals and removed from them, 38 were sent to Long 
Island, and 71 to the State Hospital at Tewksbury. 
In all, 147 persons have been carried in the ambulance of 
the department, which, as usual, has been at the disposal 
of private institutions in emergency cases. The Board of 
Health reported 88 sick persons to the department. 


COMMITMENT OF THE INSANE AND DIPSOMANIAGCS. 


Chapter 451 of the Acts of 1900 provides as follows: 


The Commonwealth, on and after the Ist day of January, 1904, 
shall, by: the officers and boards authorized thereto, have the care, 
control, and treatment of all insane persons who are now cared for by 
the Commonwealth, or by any city or town, or by any board of officers 
thereof, or who may be committed to the institutions of the Common- 
wealth established by law for the care of the insane; and no city or 
town shall hereafter establish any asylum or other institution for the 
care of the insane, nor after said date maintain any such institution, or 
be liable for the board, care, treatment, or act of any insane person. 


It is further provided that: 


The hospitals now or hereafter established and maintained by the 
City of Boston for the board, care, and treatment of the insane, and all 
insane persons who have a settlement in said city, shall be excepted 
from the operation of this act, and shall be and remain under the oper- 
ation of the existing acts relating to insane persons ; 
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except that the bills for the board, care and treatment of 
patients in the insane hospitals shall be paid by the Com- 


monwealth at the rate of $3.25 per week, or as it may be _ 


fixed by the Legislature. 

The above’ legislation will not affect the work of. this 
department in receiving applications for the commitment of 
supposed insane persons, making examinations, etc., and will 
not materially lessen its duties in regard to the investigation 
of settlements. The relation of the city to persons who are 
sent to state institutions, as epileptics, feeble-minded and 
dipsomaniacs, is not changed by the act. It does away with 
the duty of auditing the quarterly bills for the support of the 
Boston insane, which formerly devolved upon this depart- 
ment. Its most notable effect will be to increase the burden 
thrown upon the city for the care of the insane to an amount 
which may roughly be estimated at about $150,000 per 
annum. 

As heretofore, the necessary medical examinations of per- 
sons applying for admission as insane, or as dipsomaniacs, 
are made by two regularly employed physicians, with occa- 
sional outside assistance. A total of 917 such examinations 
were made this year. In all, 981 persons were sent through 
the medium of the department to public institutions. Of 
these, 257 were committed to the Boston Insane Hospital; 
322 to State institutions for the insane (to the Westborough 
Hospital, 129; the Worcester Hospital, 83; the Taunton 
‘Hospital, 78; the Danvers Hospital, 29, and the Bridge- 
water Hospital, 3); 28 were sent to the Massachusetts Hos- 
pital for Epileptics; 94 were committed to the Massachusetts 
Hospital for Dipsomaniacs; and 280 were placed in the 
Observation Hospital at Deer Island. 

The total commitments of insane persons numbered 579, 
as against O17 a year ago, and thus show a somewhat marked 
upward tendency, a phenomenon which apparently is common 
to all large centres of population in the country. 

For lack of other suitable provisions, it continues to be 
necessary to send persons suffering from delirium tremens, 
or who must be placed under observation until their mental 
condition can be determined, to. the so-called Observation 
Hospital at Deer Island, which is part of a penal institution. 
The number thus dealt with was 280, or seven less. than a 
year ago. This diminution is too insignificant to call for 
special comment. Of the whole group, 177 men and 26 
women had‘delirium tremens, while 45 men and 17 women 
were merely placed under observation relative to their sanity. 
Subsequently, 25 of them were committed as insane, 
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and one as a dipsomanic. The day when it will become 
feasible to establish a properly equipped detention hospital 
for this class of unfortunate men and wonien is probably far 
distant, but as to the urgent need of such an institution there 
can no longer be any question. The group under considera- 
tion is already sufficiently large for such separate treatment, 
and is constantly being augmented. Moreover, that is an 
unhappy condition which makes it necessary to send persons 
who may never have felt the arm of the law to a hospital 
which, however admirably conducted, is part and parcel of a 
prison. 

A related class are the dipsomanics, of whom but 94 were 
committed to the hospital at Foxborough, a decrease of 24 
over last year, and 85 over two years ago. ‘This diminution 
is doubtless caused in greater part by the more rigid policy 
pursued by the hospital authorities in sifting out unworthy 
cases, and the nicer care exercised in scrutinizing applications 
before they are acted upon. ‘The department consistently 
refuses to seek the commitment of persons known to have a 
record of several imprisonments for drunkenness, or who 
for other reasons seem unlikely to benefit by systematic 
hospital treatment. 


VAGRANTS. 


In its capacity as agent of the Pauper Institutions Trus- 
tees the department has maintained the policy inaugurated in 
1899, of denying all able-bodied vagrants admission to the 
Long. Island Almshouse. When persons of this class apply, 
effort is made to secure their commitment to the State Farm 
at Bridgewater. Fourteen men were sent from the department 
to that institution during the present year, or less than one- 
half as many as in the year preceding; two were committed 
to the House of Correction at Deer Island, as against four in 
1902. While this diminution probably does not indicate an 
actual falling off in the number of vagrants at large in the 
community, it is evidence of a pretty general understanding 
to the effect that the city almshouse is for the worthy poor, 
and that it will not open its doors to the able-bodied persons 
with a criminal or otherwise tainted record. No discrimina- 
tion is made against vagrants who are in immediate need of 
hospital treatment which they cannot obtain outside the 
almshouse. To pursue a softer policy toward vagrants 
would mean a return to old conditions, and make the alms- 
house the receptacle for the least deserving in the community, 
instead of maintaining it for the benefit of the honest poor. 
Any other policy would materially impair both the character 
and the usefulness of the almshouse. 
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THE MontTHiuy BULLETIN. 


The department has continued the publication of a bulle- 
tin, which exhibits by months and in detail the number of 
Boston cases supported in city and state institutions, as well 
as the number of persons who receive aid from the munici- 
pality outside the institutions. The following figures, taken 
from the issue of January 31, 1904, show by classes how 
many persons were maintained wholly, or in part, at the 
expense of the city on that date, with: the exception of the 
insane in state institutions who are now directly maintained 
by the state: 


Supported by the city in state institutions were 34 dipso- 
maniacs, 164 feeble-minded, 37 epileptics, and T paupers —a 
total of 242, or 27 less than on the corresponding date last 
year. The decrease is chiefly in the group of epileptics. In 
city institutions there were 1,723 prisoners, 27 observation 
cases, 6 children of imprisoned mothers, 1,029 paupers, 116 
persons in charge of the Overseers of the Poor at the Way- 
farers’ Lodge and Temporary Home, 579 insane, 741 City 
Hospital patients, and 366 children (distributed between the 
House of Reformation and Parental School)— a total of 4,471. 
The prison group shows the most notable increase, with an 
excess of 297 over last year. ‘This is no doubt due to the 
more rigid enforcement of the law against drunkenness. 
The pauper institutions show 31 inmates in excess of the 
preceding year, the insane 36, and the City Hospital 44. 
Outside institutions, 1,062. children were in charge of the 
Board of ‘Trustees for Children, while 8,522 persons were in 
the care of the Overseers of the Poor, and 2,780 were on the 
rolls of the Soldiers’ Relief Department. This gives a total 
of 11,885 persons who were wholly or in part supported by 
the City of Boston, or an excess of 859 as compared with 
the corresponding figures of 1902-8. Adding the persons 
who are supported in state institutions, it will be seen that 
on the date in question the whole number of dependents, 
defective, and delinquents, supported wholly or in part by 
the City of Boston, was 12,077. These figures of course do 
not include the Boston insane, who are now being cared for 
in state institutions at state expense. For the entire month 
of January, 1904, the persons under consideration, exclusive 
of the insane in state establishments, numbered 19,675. 
This total is sufficiently expressive, and it is, moreover, one 
that is being added to year by year. Yet the mere numbers 
convey but a scanty notion of the manifold activities and 
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large outlay necessary for the proper maintenance and super- 
vision of the dependent classes of the City of Boston. 


REGISTRATION. 


There has been no expansion during the year of the sys- 
tem of registration beyond that resulting from the natural 
growth of the files of the department. <A careful collection 
and preservation of information relating to all persons who 
are public charges upon the city is a necessary duty incident 
to this work. It constantly happens that applicants for some 
form of care have at.an earlier period been public wards, and 
the knowledge of their relations as such is a prerequisite to 
intelligent action. This is one of the immediate practical 
benefits of systematic registration work. Moreover, the 
department must at all times be prepared to answer legitimate 
inquiries concerning: public wards, whether they come from 
other departments or private individuals. Finally, there is 
a larger use for the material collected as a basis for study of 
all questions relating to the dependent and defective classes. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


Much routine work devolves upon the department which 
cannot easily be described in figures. ‘There is, for instance, 
the daily transportation of persons to the various public 
institutions, the making out of reports, passes, and papers of 
all kinds, etc., in short, numerous details belonging to the 
office, which is the centre of application as well as the dis- 
tributing point for the thousands who pass into public care. 

While mindful at all times of the city’s interests, the 
department strives not to forget that many applicants deserve 
sympathy, and that others are entitled to the kindhest treat- 
ment, no matter if their plight is self-caused. It aims to 
deal with all unfortunates in a genuinely humane spirit. 

Unfortunately the receiving rooms at the disposal of the 
department and the facilities for taking care of the sick 
prior to transfer to institutions are most inadequate. In 
extremely cold weather the rooms are hardly habitable. 
Both the applicants and those who attend to their wants 
must pass much time under unsanitary conditions and exposed 
to risks which ought not to exist. It is doubtful’ whether 
the situation can be relieved, except by providing different 
quarters. The general office arrangements are also exceed- 
ingly cramped and ill-suited to present needs. The depart- 
ment is in fact located on a public thoroughfare, constantly 
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in use as a short cut between Tremont street and Court 
square. This naturally tends not only to disturb work, but 
destroys that sense of privacy which should be accorded 
those who are sick and distressed. 


FINANCIAL. 


The total appropriations for the year were $238,500 and 
the total expenditures, $23,350.56, leaving an unexpended 
balance of $149.44. The department has thus demonstrated 
its ability to live within a reasonable allowance, and not- 
withstanding the expectation of increasing work it is be- 
lieved that the expenditures during the present year will not 
call for a larger appropriation. 

The items of expense are given elsewhere in full.

SPECIFICATIONS OF THE CONTRACT. 


Section 1. Payments. — The Superintendent, on the first 
day of each month prior to the month in which the contract is 
completed, shall estimate the amount to be paid under the contract 
to the tenth day of the preceding month, and the City, unless 
otherwise required by law, shall pay the balance to the Contractor ; 
and within thirty-five days after the contract is completed, the 
Superintendent shall determine the balance to be paid under the 
contract, and the City shall retain until he directs the payment 
thereof such sum as he determines to be required to settle claims 
for anything furnished or done for carrying on the contract, and 
claims against the City, its agents or employees, relating to the 
contract, and, unless otherwise required by law, pay to the Con- 
tractor any excess over the sum to be retained. 

Sect. 2. The things to be furnished and done.—(a.) The 
Contractor, three months from the signing of the contract by the 
Superintendent, is to have the charge of all naphtha lanterns then 
used by the City for lighting its streets, and within ten days 
thereafter is to remove all other lighting apparatus from the lan- 
terns and furnish them, as directed by the Superintendent, with 
an open-flame naphtha lighting apparatus that will give for four- 
teen consecutive hours a: light equal to that given by a good four- 
foot gas burner burning four feet of fourteen-candle gas per hour, 
or with a boulevard incandescent lighting apparatus that will give 
a light equal to the best of the boulevard lanterns, now used in 
lighting the streets of the City, and thereafter, within ten days 
after being directed by the Superintendent to furnish any street 
lantern with either apparatus, is to conform to the direction; the 
Contractor is to keep to the satisfaction of the Superintendent 
each lantern so furnished and its head, except the lanterns that 
the Superintendent shall from time to time discontinue the use of, 
in good repair, well painted and cleaned, and its apparatus in 
good repair and condition, supplied with naphtha of the best 
quality seventy-four degrees to seventy-six degrees gravity, and 
lighted during the time each night, not exceeding fourteen hours, 
required in time cards from time to time given to the Con- 
tractor or left at his business address aforesaid, so as to give 
the light aforesaid during all said time; the Contractor is to 
report in writing at the office of the Superintendent on Thursday 
of each week the number of each kind of said lanterns lighted 
on each of the preceding seven nights, and on the tenth day 
of each month the number of each kind lighted as aforesaid 
on each night subsequent to the last report, stating in each 
report the name of each person lighting the lanterns, and the 
locations of those lighted by him, and is to immediately notify in 
writing the Superintendent of any damage to any such lantern or 
its post or other support. 

(4.) The City is to furnish the Contractor, upon the execu- 
tion of the contract, with fifty lanterns to replace others from 
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time to time removed by him to be repaired, said fifty lanterns to 
be returned to the Superintendent in good condition upon the 
termination of the contract, and the contract is to continue, 
subject to the necessary appropriation being annually made there- 
for, for five years from the date thereof, and thereafter until 
terminated by three months’ notice in writing of either party, and 
on the termination the Contractor is to remove his apparatus 
and leave the lanterns uninjured by him; after the termination and 
until the removal the apparatus may be used for lighting without 
any compensation to the Contractor, or may be removed by the 
Superintendent ; the City is to pay as aforesaid for each year of 
three thousand eight hundred and twenty-eight (3,828) hours — 
for each open-flame lantern kept lighted as aforesaid the sum 
of twenty-two and ,8), (2235,) dollars; for each boulevard lan- 
tern kept lighted as aforesaid the sum of twenty-nine and ,2°% 
(29,3°;) dollars. 

If any lantern is not kept lighted as aforesaid during all the 
time required by said time cards a proportional deduction in the 
price aforesaid, as determined by the Superintendent, is to be 
made therefor.

The Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston 
present the following report of its condition and activities 
for the year ending January 31, 1904, being the fifty-second 
annual report. 

Dr. Thomas Dwight, whose term expired on April 30, 
1903, was reappointed a Trustee for five years, from May 1, 
1903. The Board was organized in May, 1908, by the 
election of Mr. Solomon Lincoln as President and James 
De Normandie, D.D., as Vice-President. Miss Della Jean 
Deery was re-elected Clerk of the Corporation. 

In accordance with the ordinance of the city directing that 
an Examining Committee shall be appointed annually by the 
Trustees to examine the Library and make report of its con- 
dition, the Trustees appointed the following persons for the 
present year:

only by.a careful examination of these that the public can 
understand the varied interests and the large and increasing 
place the Library fills in the literary and educational interests 
of the city. 

The Trustees invite special attention to ie valuable and 
interesting report which the Librarian makes of the first year 
of his charge of the Library, and to the careful and wise 
views he presents in regard to each department, to fiction, to 
the Branches and Stations, to the work with the schools, and 
the information about. purchase, circulation, and home use of 
books, newspapers, and manuscripts, the bulletins, the lec- 
tures, the examinations, and the gifts the Library has 
received.

There has been, during the year, a large increase in the 
stations and delivery agencies of the Library. There are 
now one hundred and eighty-five in place of one hundred 
and fifty-six last year, largely due, as will be seen by the 
Librarian’s report, to the work in the schools; but it is evi- 
dent that the very generous appropriation of the city cannot. 
be equal to these multiplying demands to have stations so 
near together. It is not always an unmingled literary interest 
which makes these petitions, and the early.enthusiasm often 
dies away, while the expenses steadily grow. Whenastation 
does not maintain nor increase its usefulness it becomes a 
serious question whether it should not be merged with some 
neighboring one, where the rooms for children and for 
adult readers may be larger, the light better, the air purer, 
with a larger supply of books and journals and _ papers, 
making the whole much ampler in its Library accommoda- 
tions; in other words, whether the number of small stations 
is not out of proportion to their usefulness. 

The number of volumes added to the Library during the 
year was 39,280, and the year before 34,635. The number 
of volumes in the Library at the end of the year was 848,884, 
so that we are now rapidly approaching the vast total of one 
million volumes. 

The Trustees have to record with great gratitude the 
receipt during the year of the legacy of one hundred thou- 
sand dollars from the estate of Mr. Robert C. Billings, an 
estimable Boston merchant, and also in addition the sum 
of eight thousand nine hundred and two dollars from his 
executor for the medallion bust of Mr. Billings by Mr. St. 
Gaudens, which is now in the court of the Library. The 
Trustees also record with gratitude the gift of five thousand 


*This balance is composed of certain items of trust fund income, accrued interest 
on deposit, etc., as shown in the Auditor’s detailed statement, Appendix I., page 53, 
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dollars from Mrs. Elizabeth Lewis of Boston, and they have 
established the same as a fund to be designated the Mrs. 
John A. Lewis Fund, the income of which shall be used to 
increase the collection known as the John A. Lewis Library. 
The Library needs these gifts to supplement the generosity of 
the city, and the Trustees would appeal to its friends to 
remember that the appropriation of the city can never be 
entirely equal to its effective work. It needs, and will 
always need, other funds to procure at rare opportunities 
and without delay valuable collections of books, libraries of 
special students,- works of historical or literary or artistic 
merit, which give to a Library great distinction. 

The Trustees feel that one purpose of the Library is to aid 
our rapidly increasing foreign population to find here good 
reading in the English language, which they are all so eager 
to understand, and that older persons, who can never become 
quite familiar with it, should have a fair proportion of books 
in their mother tongues. 

In the early days, Public Libraries were looked upon with 
much favor as helping young persons in every literary way 
after they had finished their school years. ‘The aid the 
Library might give in all the work of the schools, or the 
encouragement.and enjoyment it might afford almost before 
the school life begins, was not realized. The Trustees look 
with interest and satisfaction upon the opportunities the 
Library is offering to children —a field which is capable of 
ereat expansion and usefulness. 

While the Trustees would offer proper opportunity for 
entertainment and information to the superficial inquirer, 
they also regard it as of the greatest importance that students 
in every branch of investigation,— scientific, philosophical, 
historical, artistic, geographical, or in the departments of 
travel and biography —not provided for in other special 
_ libraries, should here have ample opportunities to pursue 
their work. Nature sometimes bestows the rarest gifts upon 
children in the humblest homes, in even the lowest haunts of 
city life, and the Public Library should be a place where any 
such children may have developed those springs of genius 
which shall one day be the city’s greatest pride and honor; 
and this is the reason for buying books which the general 
public may never want, nor know of the beneficent opportunity 
they afford in making careful and valuable investigation. 

The Trustees also mark with much satisfaction the com- 
paratively few complaints — although these are constantly 
invited —made about the Library service. <A large amount 
of the work of the Library is carried on in rooms where,

quietly and ploddingly, faithful men and women pursue their 
tasks con amore, while others have to deal immediately with 
the public, meeting those who are sometimes exacting and 
impatient. Occasionally, no doubt, incidents occur, not 
without provocation upon each side, which are very trying 
even to the most saintly natures; but we desire and are . 
determined that each year the entire service of the Library 
shall improve. 

The rapid increase in the number of libraries, and of the 
new fields opening to their usefulness, make them assume 
each year the character of a profession, and of a very impor- 
tant profession, which in all its higher departments calls for 
better preparation to meet the constantly increasing demands 
of the public for information and guidance. 

The Trustees beg leave to return their grateful acknowl- 
edgment to the City Government for its liberal support of 
the Library, and yet it is plain that year by year the appro- 
priation must be increased in order to carry on to advantage 
the work expected of so great an institution, and the City 
may reasonably require renewed efforts to make it worthy of 
such constant generosity. We are confident it will receive 
the intelligent and ungrudging support which has carried it 
on thus far, and the popular assurance will deepen that no 
part of the City’s expenditure will give a richer return to 
the public, and the JLibrary will be accepted as a necessary 
instrument in the beginning and completion of our whole 
system of public education, and more and more justify the 
mottoes: “The Public Library of the City of Boston. Built 
by the People and dedicated to the Advancement of Learn- 
ing.” ‘The Commonwealth requires the Education of the 
People as the Safeguard of Order and Liberty.”

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


To the Board of Trustees: 
The report of the Librarian for the year ending January 
31, 1904, is hereby submitted. 


THE LIBRARY SYSTEM. 


The Library system includes: 

The Central Library on Copley Square. 

Ten branch libraries with permanent colections of books. 

Twenty-two delivery stations (of which thirteen are read- 
ing rooms), and, also, as places of deposit or delivery, thirty- 
eight engine houses, twenty city institutions, eighty-five 
public and ten parochial schools, making a total of one hun- 
dred and eighty-five agencies, as against one hundred and 
fifty-five a year ago. 


FINANCE. 


A record of the receipts and payments for the year is to be 
found in the statement of the Library Auditor (Appendix I.). 


BUILDINGS, EQUIPMENT, AND GENERAL 
ADMINISTRATION. 


At the central building the boilers have been in daily 
operation, and the service has been found satisfactory. ‘The 
motors have been operated regularly throughout the year, and 
are in good condition. ‘The piping throughout is in proper 
order, but repairs will be required during the summer upon 
the four-inch main’ connected with the heating service. 
Minor repairs upon boilers, air compressor, feed pumps, ele- 
vators, and elevator pumps have been made as needed, with- 
out materially interfering with the service. 

The refitting of the room and galleries occupied by’ the 
Statistical Department required the installation of sixty addi- 
tional electric lamps, and forty others have been placed else- 
where in the building. 

No important changes in construction or in equipment 
have been found necessary. ‘The ordinary routine repairs on 
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the central building have been carried out and the branch 
buildings put in good order,-as detailed hereinafter. 

The consumption of soft coal, necessary while the coal 
strike continued, was abandoned April 1. The deface- 
ment of the building externally from smoke was apparent, 
and the deposits of soot internally required much unusual 
cleaning. Although we are now using hard coal, neverthe- 
less the increasing amount of soft coal smoke in the city is a 
constant menace to the valuable collections in the possession 
of the Library. At times, especially when the windows are 
open communicating with the stacks and Special Libraries, 
great care is required to prevent damage from this source. 

The severe winter has entailed much greater expense than 
is usual for removing snow and ice at the central building 
and branches, and the roof gutters have required constant 
attention to prevent leaks. During the coming season 
repairs should be made upon the roof tiling at Copley 
square, and additional steam pipe provided through the 
cutters to prevent accumulations of ice therein. 


WorRKS oF ART. 


In April the Library received from the estate of the late 
Robert Charles Billings of Boston the sum of $100,000 as a 
permanent fund for the purchase of books, and the additional 
sum of $8,902 to be used for the purchase of a bas-relief of 
Mr. Billings. Under the conditions attached to this gift a 
bronze. bas-relief by Augustus St. Gaudens has been placed 
in the wall of the building on the north corridor of the 
court yard. 

The Library has accepted from donors representing ten 
States a portrait bust of the late Lucy Stone, in marble, by 
Anne Whitney. This has been placed opposite the alcove 
occupied by the Galatea Collection. 


Books RECEIVED. 


The total accessions for the year 1903-04 from all sources 
amount to 89,280 volumes as against 34,635 volumes for the 
year preceding. 

The work of selection for purchase has required the regu- 
lar examination of numerous periodicals and catalogues, the 
personal inspection of the: more important current publica- 
tions in the English language, sent to the Library on approval 
as they come from the press, and the systematic reading of 
nearly 600 English and American sales catalogues. In this 
work the Librarian has had the continued assistance of Mr. 
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James L. Whitney, as well as that of certain chiefs of depart- 
ments and members of the staff who devote particular atten- 
tion to specialties. Mr. Thomas 8. Perry has been entrusted 
with the examination of current European Continental pub- 
lication lists and catalogues. The plan of submitting current 
fiction as received for examination, to be read by a volunteer 
committee not connected with the official staff, has been 
continued as usual. | 

The conservative policy which the Library is now pursuing 
with respect to the purchases of current fiction has restricted 
recent accessions in that class to works by authors of estab- 
lished reputation, or to volumes which have been before the 
public long enough to have demonstrated their merit. It 
should be borne in mind, however, that the Library already 
contains an extensive collection of English and foreign fiction, 
and selections for home reading have been facilitated by con- 
tinuing the open fiction desk in the Delivery Room, supplied 
with representative works, constantly changed. ‘The publi-- 
cation of a new finding list of English prose fiction has also 
been found very useful. A similar list of German fiction 
and a special list of historical fiction are in preparation. 
There is therefore no dearth of fiction in the Library, easily 
accessible, much of which is superior, not only as literature 
but in general interest to the average reader, to the Jarger 
part of that recently published. 

It is not intended to underestimate the value of fiction as 
a department of literature, or the place of the novel in 
modern literary development. There are doubtless writers of © 
fiction in our day who are worthy to rank with the recognized 
masters. It may be conceded, also, that it is one of the func- 
tions of literature to afford pure amusement to the reader, or, 
through the pathway of romance, to open to him a world 
apart from our strenuous modern life, and that-this may be 
done by means of the novel as in no other way. Neverthe- 
less it remains true that out of a thousand volumes of fiction, 
more or less, that came from the press last year, there were 
few which were of more than ordinary merit. 

The demand for these books is stimulated by persistent 
advertising, and with few exceptions they are out of vogue 
within a short time after publeation. The Library should 
serve all classes of readers,-but, although the demand for 
current fiction is insistent, due proportion must be observed 
in the various classes, of which fiction is but one. 

The practical considerations, if there were no other — of 
providing for accessions upon our shelves, of keeping the 
catalogue within reasonable limits, financial limitations, the 
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constant increase in our fixed charges due to the natural 
erowth and expansion of our work, — these nécessarily restrict 
purchases within somewhat conservative limits. 

In the aggregate, 680 volumes of current fiction passed 
under consideration during the year. Of the entire num- 
ber not more than 200 were by authors who are at all 
widely known. Authors whose reputation is more than local 
represented a much smaller number. Unless much restricted, 
purchases in duplicate sufficient to supply the Central Library 
and branches, to say nothing of deposit work, would have 
gone far toward exhausting our available funds. Out of the 
whole, 135 titles were accepted, many of which should be 
classed as fiction for young readers. 

Naturally the restriction of purchases of current fiction 
has somewhat diminished the aggregate circulation, but, 
excluding English fiction drawn by adults, the circulation 
shows a slight gain. 

For example, in the direct circulation for home use from 
the Central Library there was a decline of 2.98 per cent in 
190304 as compared with the preceding year, and the circula- 
tion of English fiction drawn by adults declined 11.51 per 
cent. On the other hand, the circulation of books other than 
English fiction drawn by adults increased 2.42 per cent, or 
nearly as much as the aggregate circulation declined. 

It is impossible to make a similar comparison with regard 
to the circulation through all of the agencies of the Library, 
since the recording system employed at the stations and at 
two of the branches does not permit the separation of adult 
fiction from the total. It may be done for eight of the 
branches, however, and at these the total circulation for home 
use declined 3.49 per cent in 1903-04 as compared with 
1902-03; the direct circulation of English fiction drawn 
by adults declined 9.22 per cent, and, excluding English fic- 
tion drawn by adults, the circulation remained practically 
unchanged, increasing slightly, or from 359,101 to 359,703 
volumes. 

In combination, these statistics of direct circulation for home 
use from the Centr al Library and eight important branches, 
covering in the aggregate 872,873 volumes in 1903-04 and 
902,785 in 1902-08, show a decline of 3.31 per cent in the 
total circulation in the later as compared with the former 
year; a decline of 10.01 per cent in the circulation of 
English fiction drawn by adults; and a gain of nearly one 
per cent (0.95) in the circulation excluding English fiction 
drawn by adults. 

The reports from the Issue and ee Departments, from 
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which extracts hereinafter appear, present other interesting 
data relative to circulation, and especially relating to the 
use of fiction.

The 
increase 1s principally i in the books for the branches, namely, 
2,519 volumes; the net increase at the Central Library aggre- 
gating but 327 volumes.

As will be seen, the total amount paid for books, periodi- 
cals, and newspapers was $48,835.19 as against ¢ S44, 421.16 
in 1902-053. 

In addition to the payments noted above, the sum of 
$1,498.32 was charged against the amount due the Library 
from the exchange sale of duplicates, thus making the total 
sum expended for purchases $50,333.51. ; 


REVIEW OF PURCHASES. 


In reviewing the accessions, the most noteworthy purchases 
appear to be those of early American newspapers, together 
with broadsides and manuscripts of the same general period, 
t.e., the Eighteenth Century. Closely allied to these in 
importance and also in cost are works relating to the fine and 
industrial arts, while subjects especially strengthened are 
psychology and philosophy, genealogy, electricity, the Shake- 
speare collection, the Artz collection of first editions, and 
the history and literature of the Philippine Islands. 

No very large collection of books on any one subject has 
been bought, with the exception perhaps of genealogy, and first 
editions of Nineteenth Century writers, but an unusually large 
quantity of rare tracts, published in New England and else- 
where, has been secured, some valuable sets of periodicals 
obtained, and a number of first and good editions of non- 
current books culled from the sales catalogues of book 
dealers. The selections from these lists of the older books 
gradually supply the missing volumes needed to complete 
our collection; they are bought in most cases at a low price, 
and are the “aftermath” for which the Library could afford 
to wait. 

The general, or what may be called the routine accessions, 
consisting of books in all classes of literature currently issued 
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in this country and abroad (the direct result of the regular 
bibliographical research by the Library staff) have not dif- 
fered materially from those of last year. 

Some of the most significant accessions referred to are here 
given in detail, since there is no other grouping of the addi- 
tions of the year. 


NEWSPAPERS. 


About 800 numbers of the Pennsylvania Gazette, par- 
tially covering the years 1739 to 1784 have been secured. 
Of these, nearly 500 numbers are for the years 1739-69, 
the period during which the Gazette was published by 
Franklin, and contain Washington’s Embassy to the Indians, 
Notes on the Expedition against Cape Breton, and notice 
of the paper’s discontinuance on account of the Stamp Act; 
also 204 numbers of the Pennsylvania Chronicle and Uni- 
versal Advertiser, 1768-1770. (Bought at the Proud sale, 
Philadelphia.) 

Large additions were also made to the files of the follow- 
ing Boston newspapers for the years 1783-64: The Boston 
Gazette, The Boston Evening Post, The Boston Post Boy 
and Advertiser, The Boston Weekly Newsletter, The Inde- 
pendent Advertiser,:The New England Weekly Journal, . 
The Weekly Rehearsal, and the Massachusetts Gazette for 
1770 and 1771. (Bought at auction and private sale.) 


BROADSIDES. 


Among the more interesting of the fifty or more broadsides 
purchased at auctions and private sales, is the rare “ Account 
of a late Military Massacre at Boston, or the Consequences 
of Quartering Troops in a Populous Town. Boston,’ March 
12,1770.” This broadside was published by Holt of New 
York, and contains a detailed account of the Massacre. On 
the reverse side is the cut of five coffins, with the skull and 
crossbones. (Bought at the Proud sale.) 

Another is the “ Articles of Convention between Lieuten- 
ant-General Burgoyne and Major-General Gates, Boston, 
October 23, 1777,” in which General Gates records that 
 Lieutenant-General Burgoyne surrendered himself and his 
whole Army, on the 17th instant into my hands: they are 
now on their march towards Boston.” (Bought at the Bart- 
lett sale.) 

Still another is a poster, signed by Governor Thomas ~ 
Hutchinson, proclaiming a General Fast for April 15, 1773. 
Boston, 17738 (bought at a New York sale), and a number 
of proclamations signed by Governors Shirley and Phips 
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relating to the mustering of troops for the expedition against 
Crown Point. 


FINE ARTS. 


To the Fine Arts collection the accessions have been 
numerous and varied, and include, besides current publica- 
tions, many works of older date bought considerably under 
the published price.

PURCHASES FOR NEW STATION. 


The book equipment of the North Street Reading Room 
was made at an expense of $271.74, and included Appleton’s 
Encyclopedia, Stanley’s Atlas, Webster’s Dictionary, Rolfe’s 
edition of Shakespeare in 40 volumes, and about fifty vol- 
umes in the Italian language, selected with a view to their 
use by the Italian residents of the North End. 


ADDITIONAL COPIES. 


A special purchase of additional copies of current popular 
books, largely for use in the branches, was made in August. 
Of these, 411 volumes, representing 108 titles, were fiction, 
and 70 volumes, representing 33 titles, were non-fiction. 

Twenty copies of the Boston Directory were bought and — 
placed in the Central Library, ten branches and six stations ; 
and a number of reference books were procured for the 
Statistical Department, duplicates of those in the Bates Hall 
Reference collection.

To the total above, 238,946, should be added 
26,656 cards sent to the branches, and 5,701 added to the 
Codperative Index, making the number of cards added to the 
entire Library, 271,308. - 

No account has been made of handling and sending to the

DISTRIBUTION OF DOCUMENTS AND SUPPLIES. 


_ The Stock Department, in charge of Mr. George V. 
Mooney, Custodian, has distributed 78,064 Library publica- 
tions during the year, The number of blank forms distrib- 
uted aggregates 2,142,339, including 1,748,400 call slips of 
various kinds. 


REGISTRATION. 


The total number of borrowers’ cards outstanding and 
available for use, 7.e., “live cards,” so-called, on January 31, 
1904, was 70,138, as against 72,815 at the corresponding 
date in 1908. This shows a loss of 2,677, which may be 
proportionally distributed through the Central Library and 
branches and the delivery stations. This loss is partly due 


\ 
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to the failure to renew a considerable number of cards 
issued to children under 12 years of age in 1901. The 
amount of material handled by the Registration Department, 
and the number of persons whose needs have been attended 
to therein, have increased approximately fifteen per cent as 
compared with the preceding year, notwithstanding the loss 
in the aggregate number of cards outstanding. 

The usual tables prepared by Mr. John J. Keenan, Chief 
of the Registration Department, showing in detail the 
statistics of registration, may be found in Appendix VI.

The English fiction drawn by adults coming to the Central 
Library, not applying through the branches or stations, for 
the year 1903-04, comprised 107,882 volumes, as against 
121,914 volumes, for the year 1902-03. 

The total number of volumes recorded as issued for hall 
use, chiefly in Bates Hall, 1903-04, is 3,007,006.* 


LOSS OF FICTION FROM OPEN SHELVES. 


Owing to the unusual loss of novels from the open shelves 
in 1902-03, a closer supervision was provided this year. 
During the months of June, July, and August, novels were 
kept on the screen near the desk of the Custodian of Bates 
Hall. Formerly they have been left in the case in the 
Delivery Room. 

The loss of fiction, according to Shelf Department records, 
is this year, 221, as against 849 volumes in 1902-08. 


SUMMER READING. 


During the summer the experiment was made of allowing 
certain books (not in active demand and not fiction) to be 
drawn and held for three months without incurring fines. 

A printed list of nearly a thousand titles of biographies, 
histories, travels, etc., was issued, but in the haste of com- 
pilation it was not feasible to make a carefully selected list. 
It may have been due to the fact that it lacked balance that 
it was not as largely used as might have been expected. 
More than one-half of the number of borrowers who availed 
themselves of the extended time preferred to make requests

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for other books than those included in the list. Each re- 
quest was: examined to see if the volume was available 
for issue, and then submitted to the Librarian for approval. 
The issue was confined to books in the Central Library. The 
total number of volumes issued under this privilege was 364. 


THE CHILDREN’S ROOMS. 


The Children’s Department at the Central Library has 
become one of the important agencies of our work. A report 
prepared by Miss Alice M. Jordan, Custodian, presents the 
following statistics and other details covering the operations 
of the year: 


ISSUE. 


The number of books issued to applicants in the Children’s 
Department during the past year was 57,727 as against 
638,993 for the year previous. ‘The number of books issued 
through the branches from the Children’s Department has 
increased from 12,797 in 1902 to 18,889, the highest figure 
_yet reached by daily issue to the branches. It is interesting 
to note that during the months of July and August no fall- 
ing off is apparent from year to year. | 


BRANCH REQUESTS. 


The decrease in the personal applications here is undoubt- 
edly due to the expansion of the Branch and deposit system. 
The Children’s Department at the Central Library is no 
longer unique in providing accommodations for children —a 
fact which in the early days swelled the circulation and 
crowded the rooms. It is, so far as provision of books is 
concerned, only one in a large number of agencies for juvenile 
supply. . 

DEPOSITS. 


So long as books of all kinds are provided by deposit to 
schools, especially to those schools which are near the 
Library, from which the latter naturally draws its youthful 
clientele, there is an additional cause for decrease in circula- . 
tion from the Children’s Department. Codperation between 
the Branch and Children’s Departments exists, however, and 
is to be desired. ) 

Four collections have this year been sent from the Chil- 
dren’s Room to Home Library groups under the supervision 
of the Children’s Aid Society. A new experiment is here 
involved — one for which this department is responsible and 
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which is possible only to a limited degree and under certain 
definite conditions. Requests for these deposits were re- 
ceived from the older circles which had read and outgrown 
the extremely juvenile books furnished by the Children’s 
Aid Society. ‘Three clubs of girls were supplied twenty 
books each, the collection to be kept at the home of one of 
the members and opened only by the visitor, once a week. 
The other group to which books were sent is a self-govern- 
ing club of boys — drivers, messengers, etc., working during 
the day and meeting nightly in their own club rooms. By 
no other method would the Library reach them. 

Another established practice, easier to comply with since 
its employment is required only in the dull summer season, 
is that of sending books to the vacation schools and _ play- 
grounds. Last year eight collections of twenty books each 
were thus sent. 


WORK OF THE CHILDREN’S DEPARTMENT IN CONNECTION 
WITH SCHOOLS. 


In the face of these problems of circulation it is a gratifica- 
tion to feel that never has the Library touched a greater 
number of children than during the past year — touched in 
a way that is likely to make a more lasting impression than 
the mere drawing of books from the Children’s Rooms. 
Twelve hundred and fifty pupils have lstened to instruction 
upon the Library and its use in 1903. These lessons have 
taken the form of a teaching exercise, lasting forty or fifty 
minutes, and at different times the following subjects were 
considered: Arrangement of the Library; How to take out 
books; Use and peculiarities of the card catalogues; Ele- 
mentary reference books and how to use them. One class, 
which by previous visits here, had already received this 
instruction was given simple advice on what and how to 
read. 

Of the classes which have thus visited this building, the 
larger numbers have come from the two upper grades 
of the grammar schools in different parts of the city. 
Two classes from the normal school have also been present, 
and from these lessons to future teachers far-reaching 
consequences may reasonably be expected, since much of 
the guidance in the use of books belongs properly to the 
teacher. Occasionally a difficulty arises because of the great 
distance from which certain schools must come in order to 
reach the Library. In one case this was met by going to the 
school in Dorchester and giving practically the same exercise 
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to aclass of 120. Such an arrangement would be gladly 
accepted by not a few others, but would destroy one of the 
prime objects in the whole plan, that of bringing children to 
the Library itself. Progress has been noticed not only by a 
better understanding of the use of books and catalogue by 
the children, but by a wider knowledge of the children on 
the part of the Custodian, and an added power to compre- 
hend their needs and to help in their school work. 


FINDING LIST OF CHILDREN’S BOOKS. 


In 1901 a reprint of the selected list of juvenile books 
was made to supply a demand for a printed catalogue of 
children’s books. ‘This list is now rendered valueless by the 
changes and additions of recent years. Work on a new list 
has. been confined to the Children’s Department, and has been 
subject to unavoidable delays. It is, however, now ready for 
the Editor. 


GIFTS TO THE CHILDREN’S ROOMS. 


It has been a pleasure during the year to see the interest 
felt in this department as evinced by the gifts which it has 
received from various friends. In February two casts were 
given by Miss Elizabeth Thacher of Roxbury, figures from 
the Luca della Robbia Singing Gallery. Miss Thacher. was 
one of the ladies who kept the room bright with flowering 
plants last winter, and who has given others this year. We 
are also indebted for plants to Mrs. John E. Hudson, Miss 
Emily Osgood, Mrs. Francis Greene and Miss Beal. 


PICTURE BULLETINS. 


No large exhibits have been held, but the display of 
picture bulletins has continued. While comparatively little 
labor has been thus expended, it has been possible to provide 
a sufficient number of these bulletins to loan to stations 
when wanted. 


Batrs HALL. 


It is impossible to indicate the amount and character of the 
work performed in Bates Hall by any presentation of 
statistics. It is the principal reading and reference room of 
the Library and large numbers are daily supplied there with 
books from the stacks or from the open shelves in the hall 
itself. The number of volumes directly accessible to readers 
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from the open shelves increases constantly, and these are 
extensively used. A selected collection of the new accessions 
is each week placed upon the screen in the catalogue room. 
The reference shelves have suffered a loss of 49 volumes 
during the year, while but 48 volumes have disappeared from 
the screen. ‘This shows a considerable diminution in losses 
as compared with previous years. 

Mr. Oscar A. Bierstadt, the Custodian, reports as follows 
upon certain phases of his work that are not perhaps so 
obvious, as that relating to the distribution of books to 
readers : 

The attendants in the catalogue room devote part of every 
morning to looking up shelf numbers for readers’ requests 
from the branch libraries * * * Many letters asking 
for information have been referred to this department. All 
large libraries receive such inquiries in abundance * * * 
The re-arrangement of the reference books in Bates Hall 
may be regarded as virtually finished. One or two sections 
need some slight replenishment, and as new reference works 
are bought they must be given a place on these shelves so. 
that individual changes will never end. The reference 
collection is believed now to be second to none in the 
country. 


SPECIAL LIBRARIES. 


The following statements are taken from the report of 
Mr. Otto Fleischner, in charge of the Special Libraries :

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PHOTOGRAPHS. 


The sum of $258.44 has been expended for the purchase 
of 647 photographs. There are now in the collection 16,818 
photographs, 424 colored photographs, and 6,250 process 
pictures. 

The catalogue of the photographs, by artists, is kept up to 
date, but ag yet no time has been found to make a catalogue 
by subjects. 

The shelf and accession lst of photographs on cards has 
been completed during the year, and that for the process 
pictures is about half completed. 


CIRCULATION. 


There were 13,820 volumes issued for home use from the 
Fine Arts Department during the year. The recorded hall 
use is 37,800 volumes. This does not show the complete 
use of the books in this department; for example, the 
system of laying out collections for classes from the different 
art schools cannot be represented by statistics. Such collec- 
tions remain on the tables for days and sometimes for weeks 
and frequently the same volume is used by a hundred pupils 
in succession while only a single entry of use may be 
recorded. ‘The custom of laying out books for special occa- 
sions has been continued. 


BOOKS FOR THE BLIND. 


The collection of books and current periodicals has been 
kept on the shelves and tables in the south gallery for two 
years for the accommodation of the adult blind; but there is 
practically no use made of this collection. 


_ THE BARTON-—-TICKNOR ROOM. 


During the past year the card catalogues in the Barton- 
Ticknor Room have been re-arranged. The main catalogue 
was in four sections formerly; these have been combined so 
that the cards are now arranged under one alphabet. The 
new case doubles the number of drawers, and gives room for 
the future growth of the catalogue. The map catalogue has 
been put into a larger case, and brought out into the desk 
room. ‘The cards have been punched and fastened with 
rods. 

The number of books issued for hall use during the year 
was 12,053; the number of maps, 943. 
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The use of stack books in the Barton-Ticknor Room is 
increasing. A record for fifty weeks gives a total of 7,945, 
with a weekly average of 158. Many of these books are 
reserved on the tables for readers who come in day after day. 
According to a record taken twice each week the average 
number of books reserved has been 195, the smallest number 
reserved at any one time being 20 (June 20, 1903), the 
largest 342 (March 7, 1903). 


ALLEN A. BROWN LIBRARY. 


The statistics for the Music Room are briefly as follows:

A slight decrease in the number of books issued is probably 
due to the improvement in the catalogue, which makes it 
‘possible for applicants to find exactly what they want much 
more readily. The effort to push the catalogue still nearer 
completion has occupied the greater part of the year’s time, 
and a month or two more will bring it toanend. In addi- 
tion, the entire index to Mr. Brown’s collection of magazine 
articles (about 2,500 cards) has been copied on large cards 
and revised so as to be uniform with the index to the current 
periodicals. Indexes have been supplied to four volumes of 
clippings and programmes. 

The additions during the year have been chiefly prompted 
by a desire to keep the Library abreast of musical progress 
here and in Europe. ‘Two scores by American composers— 
Converse’s “ Festival of Pan” and Parker’s “ Hora Novis- 
sima”’—and Dohnany’s Symphony in D minor, Debressy’s 
“a demoiselle elue,’ and Elgar’s “ Dream of Gerontius ” 
are worthy of mention. The addition of a volume of pro- 
grammes of concerts given by Theodore Thomas in Boston, 
practically completes a series of programmes of orchestral 
concerts in this city from 1833 to the present time.

DEPARTMENT OF DOCUMENTS AND STATISTICS. 


The space .allotted to this Department has been much in- 
creased by the opening of the new Patent Room, noted in the 
report last year. Under the restrictions which formerly 
existed, order, system, and effective management were im- 
possible. Since the change, however, it has been possible to 
more fully meet the needs of those who, in constantly increas- 
ing numbers, use this special collection. Students and 
writers on subjects connected with economics and sociology, 
persons seeking commercial, financial, and historical data, 
attendants at colleges and schools who have in preparation 
theses or essays, find here material assistance in their work. 

The report of Mr. James L. Whitney, the Chief of this 
Department, contains the following: 

During the year 1,089 volumes have been added as new 
accessions or by transfer from other departments of the 
Library. The gifts through the American ‘Statistical Asso- 
ciation (whose library, placed in our custody, formed part of 
the original collection) numbered 924 volumes and about 
2,000 parts. The entire collection, exclusive of the Con- 
gressional documents of the United States, and the Parlia- 
mentary documents of Great Britain, now numbers nearly 
11,000 volumes. To bring the collection into order, and 
make it in its new setting as accessible and helpful as 
possible, has been the desire of those in charge. 
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MANUSCRIPTS. 


The Chief of the Department of Documents and Statistics, 
Mr. Whitney, has custody of the general collection of manu 
scripts. As to the more important documents received dur 
ing the year, he reports as follows: 

Prominent among the historical documents received is a 
collection of manuscripts, once in the possession of the 
Hancock family, presented to this Library by the executors 
of the will of the late Alfred T. Turner. These papers 
number about seventy-five, and include letters written by 
John Hancock, or to him, and other contemporary papers. 
With these may be mentioned numerous letters from Goy- 
ernor Shirley, and other prominent persons in the early 
history of New England, including a letter from Governor 
Bellomont to Captain Kidd, inviting him to come to Boston, 
and promising to intercede with the King for his pardon. 

In the “Life and correspondence of Henry Ingersoll 
Bowditch, by his son,” is an account of George Latimer, who 
was held in Leverett-street jail in Boston, as an alleged fugitive - 
slave, and of the efforts of Dr. Bowditch and others in his 
behalf. The documents issued at this time, in manuscript 
and in print, were preserved by Dr. Bowditch, and regarded 
by him as very significant. His son, Dr. Vincent Y. Bow- 
ditch, has given them to this Library. 

From Miss Louise Imogen Guiney have been received 
copies, made from the Hardwicke manuscripts, of unpub- 
lished papers of Robert Emmet, in regard to the insurrection 
planned at Dublin, July 23, 1803. 

A brief list of the manuscript accessions acquired by pur- 
chase is as follows: 

Six manuscript journals, of some 175 pages each, kept by 
William Russell while a prisoner of war in Mill Prison, 
Plymouth, England, 1779 to 1782. (Russell was Sergeant- 
Major of the Massachusetts State Train of Artillery, raised for 
the defence of Boston, under the command of Col. Thomas 
Crafts and Paul Revere in 1777.) 

Lieutenant-Governor Hutchinson’s Reply to the Committee 
of fifteen gentlemen chosen in Town Meeting the morning 
after the Massacre, to request him to issue his orders for 
the immediate withdrawal of the troops. Manuscript letter 
signed by IT. Hutchinson, dated Council Chamber, 6 March, 
1770. 

Letter from Richard Gridley to General Washington, dated 
Boston, December, 1776, on the subject of the fortifications 
. around Boston. 
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Twenty-four official letters, dated 1774 to 1776, signed by 
Governor Shirley. 

Autograph letter, signed, of Barlow Trecothick to the 
Selectmen of Boston, May 10, 1770. 

Manuscript note-book kept by William Russell at the 
home of Mr. Easterbrook in Ashburton, County of Devon- 
shire, in England. Begun May 2, 1818. Contains also

It may be well to point out that the Library now contains 
the following manuscripts: 

I. The Prince Collection, which was bequeathed by the 
Rev. Thomas Prince to the Old South Church, and is now 
deposited in this Library. An analysis of these manuscripts 
is in the published Catalogue of the Prince Library. 

II. The Chamberlain Collection, bequeathed to this Li- 
brary by the Honorable Mellen Chamberlain, its former Libra- 
rian. A description of these manuscripts has been published, 
and there is also an author index to a part of them and fuller 
descriptions of the remainder. 

III. In the Allen A. Brown Library of Music are rN 
scripts of many manuscript orchestral scores of the great 
composers. ‘The catalogue of these is nearly complete. 

IV. Most of the manuscripts added to the general collec- 
tions of the Library are entered in the card catalogue in 
Bates Hall, under the name of the author, the subject, and 
the heading “ Manuscripts in this Library.” Certain special 
collections, more recently received, such as the anti-slavery 
manuscripts, given by the Garrison family and others, are 
being arranged and bound. 

The manuscripts in the Library can be consulted for 
serious study under necessary restrictions. 
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THE PATENT Room. 


The convenience of the new Patent Room is manifest, and 
apparently appreciated by those who use it. The lighting is 
excellent, and the location of the room apart from the more 
frequented parts of the building insures quiet. 

The catalogue of the patent collection is in process, and, it 
is expected, will be entirely revised and rewritten within the 
coming year. ‘Trade catalogues, which are found of use in 
connection with the patent collection, of which we have but 
few at present, have been arranged and temporarily cata- 
logued. It is proposed to increase the number gradually, 
and to index them regularly. 

The number of volumes in the Patent Room February 1, 
1904, was 9,740. During the year the number of books con- 
sulted was 47,659, the number of visitors being 2,937. 


PERIODICALS. 


No part of the Library is more constantly used than the 
Periodical Room, and the attendance increases from year to 
year. The following statement permits a comparison between 
the two latest years:

The number of bound volumes consulted during the day 
for each of the two years compared was, 1903-04, 25,651 ; 
1902-03, 23,557. The number consulted during the even- 
ing and Sunday, 1903-04, 6,769; 1902-038, 6,921. The use 
of newly published, 7.e., current periodicals is not registered. 
The number of unbound back numbers consulted during the 
day aggregates 17,796 for the year, and the number con- 
sulted in the evening and upon Sunday 10,269. 


NEWSPAPERS. 


As in the Periodical Room, a large attendance is usual in 
the Newspaper Reading Room, and on Sundays this room is 
frequently too crowded. . To a certain extent the adjacent 
Periodical Room is used on such occasions. The number of 
papers represented in the room February 1, 1908, was 323. 
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During the year 8 papers have been added and 16 have been 
dropped, transferred, or have ceased to be published, leaving 
the total number taken February 1, 1904, 315, not including 
duplicates. The use of the room is indicated by the following 
table :

THE BRANCH SYSTEM. 


The report of Mr. Langdon L. Ward, the Supervisor of 
Branches and Stations, contains the following statement as 
to the activities of the Branch system: 

The total recorded circulation of the branch system, includ- 
ing the branch libraries and the stations, is 1,158,588 
volumes. ‘This represents a loss as compared with the pre- 
ceding year of one and four-tenths per cent. 


BRANCH LIBRARIES. 


The total recorded circulation of the branch libraries this 
year, 742,262 volumes, is one and three-tenths per cent less. 
than. shown in the year preceding. ‘The East Boston, South 
Boston, and West End Branches, however, have gained. ‘The 
loss has been chiefly in the circulation of fiction for adults, 
where we should expect to find it. The following compari- 
son of the average percentages of fiction and non-fiction cir- 
culated from eight branches in two successive years is inter- 
esting:

The average percentage of fiction, as a whole, is 68.4, as 

against 69,4, a year ago; and the percentage of fiction 
for adults only is 38,°, as against 41.5. a year ago. 
. It is a matter of encouragement that the loss in the recorded 
home use of the branches has been so slight. ‘The attempt 
to furnish adult readers with standard fiction and as much 
attractive non-fiction as possible seems to have had some 
success. ‘The attention given to the school children, also, is 
a factor in increasing the use of the branches. 
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But, on the other hand, the probable influence of deposits 
at the schools in decreasing the total circulation should be 
noted. For while such deposits call attention to the Library 
and bring children to it, the fact must be taken into account 
that the books themselves would have had a much greater 
recorded use if they had remained on the shelves of the 
branch than they receive under the conservative method of 
computing the school use. Thus, one custodian, by careful 
experiment in the case of certain popular books of which 
there were copies both at the schools and at the branch, found 
that there was a recorded use of such books at the branch 
of 1,500 for a definite period, as against 318 at the schools. 


DEPOSIT WORK. 


To distribute collections of books to the institutions of 
their districts, chiefly to the schools, is now as legitimate a 
function of the branches as to distribute books to individ- 
uals. Eighty-one different places have been supplied this 
year. I ifty-seven schools are regularly provided for by the 
branches as against 40 last year. The total number of. vol- 
umes sent on deposit for the year is 15,187 as against 
11,107 in the year 1902. 

Several schools which were once supplied from the Cen- 
tral Library have been assigned to branches, leaving the 
former more free to supply schools in the heart of the city 
and those situated near reading roonts, and to meet the calls 
for special deposits which the branches cannot furnish, 
There are now several districts in the city in which every 
grammar and high school is supplied by the branch. 


BRANCH QUESTIONS. 


The method of instruction of employees by means of 
papers of questions on library science as applied to the 
branches of this Library was fully described in the last annual 
report of the department. Several additional lists of questions 
and answers have been issued during the year. When an 
examination in Grade B for employees was recently given, a 
part of the paper was based on the branch questions which 
had been issued up to that time. The result in most cases 
showed that the questions had been thoroughly studied. 


PICTURE BULLETINS AND PICTURES. 


The making of picture bulletins and collections of 
mounted pictures has gone on steadily at certain branches, 
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and there has been established this year a system for lending 
these bulletins and pictures among the branches and stations, 
by which the reading rooms particularly will profit. 

The monthly exhibits of pictures from the Special Libra- 
ries have continued to be of great use at the branches and 
reading rooms. The colored photographs are especially 
popular. 

One hundred and fifty-nine portfolios of pictures have 
been sent to public schools, most of them in response to 
applications through the branches and stations. 


BOOKS. 


The new books purchased for the branches number 6,007 
volumes as against 4,559 volumes in 1902. There were 
8,513 volumes of replacements, and in the previous year 
only 2,719 volumes. The number of volumes of current 
fiction bought was 972, representing 90 titles, as compared 
with 711 volumes, with 63 titles, in 1902-1908.

HOURS. 


The branches were closed at 6 P.M. this year from July 
15 to August 31 only, instead of from July 1 to September 
14. The use from 6 to 8 P.M. was good in June, and, 
though not large in July and August, seemed sufficient to 
justify the extension of hours, and perhaps further extension. 

Seven branches were opened on Sunday for the winter, 
beginning with November as usual. The hours are from 
2 to 9 P.M. instead of from 2 to 10 P.M. as in former years. 
The Sunday use of the branches has been more satisfactory 
during the last three months of the year than during the 
first three. But while the number of books issued has 
everywhere increased, the percentage of adults who attend 
shows a substantial decrease at four branches. In conse- 
quence of this, and in order to encourage the Sunday use of 
the branches by adults, children under twelve years of age 
are hereafter to be entirely excluded on Sundays. 

By a recent decision, children under twelve years of age 
are also excluded after 7 P.M. every day from the branches 
and stations. 


REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


The interior of the Brighton Branch has been repainted 
above the basement, the tin roof replaced by a new one, the 
brick and stone work repointed, and the external wood work 
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repainted. At the West End Branch the ceiling has been 
whitened and the paint and woodwork cleaned throughout 
the interior. The external woodwork also has been repainted 
and the roof thoroughly repaired. The building of the West 
Roxbury Branch has been repainted by the Public Buildings 
Department, and outside shutters placed on the windows as 
a protection against fire. The same department has also 
laid a granolithic walk from the street to the entrance of 
Curtis Hall, where the Jamaica Plain Branch has _ its 
quarters. 

Ventilators of uniform pattern have been placed in several 
branches, and have proved to be of great service. 

The Children’s Room at the South Boston Branch has 
been enlarged and surrounded by a higher fence. A lunch 
room for the employees has been made by means of 
partitions. 

At the Dorchester and East Boston Branches the gas 
fixtures have been largely replaced by new ones, and addi- 
tions made. Additions have been made to the steam- 
heating apparatus at East Boston. 


MISCELLANEOUS ACTIVITIES. 


The registrations at the branches this year are naturally 
fewer, since the thorough visitations to the schools during 
the past two years. 

Reference work with children increases in importance at 
the branches, with a better supply of juvenile books and 
greater interest in the Library on the part of the teachers. 


THE BRANCH DEPARTMENT AND THE SCHOOLS. 


The work of the branch department with the schools has 
been so ‘fully described in previous reports that there remains 
little to note this year except its greatly increased volume. 
All the former activities have been continued. 

There have been sent on deposit to the public schools 
during the past year from the Central Library and the 
branches 18,082 volumes, as against 12,261 volumes in 
1902. There is, therefore, an increase of 47 per cent, which 
represents not only a much larger number of teachers who 
have been supplied but a greater frequency of exchange. 

Though some questions remain to be settled, and many 
improvements to be made, the present system seems satisfac- 
tory to the teachers. Under it they receive freely, so far as 
the resources of the Library permit, just what they need for 
their classes, with only so much formality as the safety of 
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the books requires. When, as is often the case, the request 
from a teacher is general in its nature, the books are chosen 
by the custodian. To avoid burdening the teachers the use 
of the books is estimated, but well within the limit of actual 
use as determined by various tests. 


STATIONS. 


The total circulation of the stations, schools, and institu- 
tions is 419,523 volumes, which is one and six-tenths per 
cent less than the number of volumes circulated in 1902. 
The reading rooms A, B, C, F, and U, and the shop stations 
M and Q show a gain. No change has taken place during 
the year in the number or location of the shop stations. 


SERVICE STATIONS. 


A new reading room, Station 22, the North Street Reading 
Room, was opened on June 9 at the North End, in a large 
room of the Guild House of St. Charles Borromeo. The 
use of the room, together with hght, heat, and service, was 
given, through the agency of the Rev. Roberto Biasotti, 
rector of the Italian Church of the Sacred Heart, by the 
Society of St. Mark. ‘The placards announcing the opening 
were printed in Italian as well as English. The reading 
room has a small permanent collection of Italian books and a 
considerable deposit of Italian fiction, as well as books in 
Englsh. Besides the usual periodicals, four Italian maga- 
zines and two Italian newspapers are received regularly. 
The station is open every day from 1 P.M. to 6 P.M., and 
on Tuesdays, Thursdays, and Saturdays from 7 P.M. to 9. 
P.M. With the establishment of this: reading room the 
number of service stations becomes fourteen. It should also 
be noted that Station 22 is the sixth codperative station of 
the Library, the others being Stations C, N, 8, U, and W. 
The use of the station by adults, though not so great as 
could be wished, seems to be increasing. The total circula- 
tion for the month of January was 1,120 volumes, which 
was more than that of Stations A, D,:H, L, M, Y, and Z 
for the same month. 

The increase of the service stations in numbers, equip- 
ment, and functions has been fully noticed in the recent 
annual reports of this department. Since 1897, no shop 
station has been established, while two shop stations have 
been converted into reading rooms and one abolished. But it 
is noteworthy that no new station since 1897 has been estab: 
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lished, nor any station changed in essential character, with- 
out either municipal or private cooperation with the Library 
in the matter of expense. 

It is with municipal aid that the next reading room is 
likely to be opened, at Upham’s Corner, where the city has 
provided a large room for the Library in the new municipal 
building on Columbia road. The furniture asked for has 
been already installed, but a considerable collection of books 
will be needed. 

Pians have been drawn for a city building at Codman 
square, Dorchester, for which an appropriation of $35,000 is 
available, and in which rooms are to be provided for the 
Library. The books of the permanent collection of Station B, 
the Roslindale Reading Room, now number nearly 3,000 
volumes. Its circulation for the year is over 43,000 volumes. 
The reading room has had a considerable amount of new 
shelving this year. <A regular assistant has been appointed. 
The hours have been extended, so that the station is open 
continuously from 2 to 9 P.M. The charging system which 
is in use in the branches has been installed. | 

At the other large reading rooms, Mt. Bowdoin, Broadway 
Extension, and Roxbury Crossing, conditions in general are 
excellent. 

At Station W, by meetings held under the auspices of the 
Industrial School, and by a deposit of books on sociological 
subjects, placed in the reading room for adults, the interest 
of the teachers and educators of the district has been much 
increased. ‘The Library sent a deposit of books to be used 
in connection with Mr. Copeland’s lectures on English litera- 
ture at the Hancock School. Several Italian newspapers 
have been sent regularly of late from the Central Library. 
A continued effort has been made to attract adults, and with 
some success. 7 

Owing to the pressing needs of the branches and of the 
deposit collection, the service stations have received as addi- 
tions to their permanent collections only 1,519 volumes this 
year as against 1,896 volumes in 1902. But Stations B and 
P have had more than last year, and Station F has had 94 
volumes. ‘The smaller reading rooms have already, however, 
very serviceable collections of reference books, though these 
need to be enlarged. 3 

There are missing from the permanent collections of the 
service stations 109 volumes, as against 59 in. 1902; from 
the deposit books, Central and branch, 101 volumes, as 
against 173 volumes in 1902. A large number of the 
missing books are from Stations F and P. 
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The monthly meetings of custodians, useful as a means of 
instruction, have been continued. The Branch Questions 
and Answers are sent to all custodians of service stations. 

Records of the property of the Library at each service sta- 
tion have been made by the custodians and verified by the 
Central Library records. 

In the course of a fire, the walls and ceilings of Station D 
were damaged by water. ‘They have since been re-tinted by 
the trustees of the building. The work of the station was 
only partially interrupted for two or three days. 


OTHER AGENCIES. 


The Franklin Park Reading Room has a recorded circula- 
tion for the year of nearly 5,000 volumes, if the home use of 
the periodicals furnished by the Park Commissioners be 
included with that of the books of the Library. This is 
about two-thirds of the circulation of the smallest station of 
the Library system, yet the use of the reading room may be 
estimated to be about double what it was in the first months. 
The lack of artificial light, which compels early closing in 
winter, is a drawback. It is chiefly adults who use the read- 
ing room. ‘The deposit of Library books has been increased 
to 500 volumes, and includes a small set of reference books 
which were bought specially for this purpose in February 
last. The reading room was rearranged and made more con- 
venient last June by the Park Commissioners, in consulta- 
tion with the Library. ‘They still provide the means for a 
delivery from the Central Library three times a week. 

Two engine-houses have been added to our list, and two 
Home Libraries, on account of exceptional conditions, are 
being supplied for the first time. 

The Anna Ticknor Library furnishes, in part at least, the 
books for several institutions, among them the Wells Memo- 
rial Institute and the People’s Institute. 

A deposit of 500 volumes has been sent to the Plant Shoe 
Factory, and they have circulated well among the 2,700 em- 
ployees. Mr. Plant has bought duplicate copies of many of 
the books. ‘The manager aims to apply commercial methods 
to the circulation of books, and advertises them in various 
ingenious ways. ‘To the Social Club for the employees at 
Messrs. Filene’s store, the Library has sent 125 volumes. 
At the last exchange the social secretary reported that con- 
siderable interest had been shown in the books. Both the > 
above deposits are experiments. In each case the conditions 
are unusual and very interesting. 
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DEPOSIT WORK. 


There have been sent out on deposit from the Central 
Library through this department during the past year, 35,727 
volumes, as against 31,382 volumes in 1902, the gain 
being 14 per cent. Forty-five per cent of these books 
were fiction, while last year the percentage was 46. The 
additions to the deposit collection number 4,346 volumes, as 
against 5,618 last year. Butas the Anna Ticknor Collection 
is included in the latter number, the additions for specific 
needs are much greater this year. The net gain of the 
deposit collection is 3,200 volumes, 1,146 volumes having 
been condemned. Books devoted to such uses as these 
naturally wear out very fast. The collection now consists 
of 24,421 volumes, but is not yet adequate to the work 
which it performs. All but two volumes were accounted for 
at the shelf reading, and one of these this department has no 
record of having received. The shelf reading of the Anna 
Ticknor Collection has not yet taken place. This collection 
has proved valuable and has a moderate use. Probably 
from 800 to 1,000 of its volumes are out on deposit at 
present. 

‘The deposit work responds more readily to initiative and 
guidance than the daily issue, and hence steadily progresses. 
It is more satisfactory than last year, both in the frequency 
and nature of the requests received and in our ability to 
meet them. ‘The reference work done by some of the assist- 
ants is of a high order. 


THE DAILY ISSUE. 


The daily issue to the branches and stations from the 
Central Library amounts this year to 100,538 volumes, and 
represents a loss of seven and three-tenths per cent. For 
the last four months, however, the issue shows an average 
increase of four per cent a month. ‘The percentage of un- 
successful cards is forty-six and six tenths, the same as that 
of last year. ‘The loss has been due, therefore, to decreased 
applications. ;

The decrease is therefore chiefly in the books for juvenile 
readers, both fiction and non-fiction. ‘The deposits at the 
schools may partly account for this, and the lack of a printed 

uvenile list has had an important influence. But the disap- 

pointments caused by lack of sufficient copies at the Central 
Library must not be overlooked. It should not be forgotten 
that the branches play a very small part in the daily issue, the 
overwhelming majority of applications coming from stations 
where there is a very small supply of books of any class. 
This makes the claim of borrowers upon the Central Library 
a strong one. 

A systematic examination into the unsuccessful applica- 
tions was begun last May and continued from month to 
month, with the purpose of supplying deficiencies by recom- 
mending duplicates, at least of the non-fiction, of good qual- 
ity which was most in demand. Many additional copies of 
such books, including juveniles, were recommended and 
bought. Possibly this action may have had a small part in 
the recent increase of the issue. It is almost certain that 
the new English Prose Fiction List has had an influence by 
encouraging accurate applications for books which could be 
furnished. | 

It is interesting to note that while the circulation of 
fiction for adults has declined both absolutely and relatively 
at the branches, in the issue from the large Central collec- 
tion, by means of written applications, it has gained relatively, 
and declined very little absolutely.

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DISTRIBUTION OF PERIODICALS. 


Twenty-one thousand and twenty-five copies of periodicals 
have been distributed as usual to city institutions as against 
20,325 copies in 1902. 


COST OF BRANCHES AND STATIONS. 


The aggregate expense of the branches for the year is 
$59,745.30, an increase of $5,266.52 as compared with the 
preceding year. ‘lhe principal items of increase are: Admin- 
istration, $1,134.53 ; books and periodicals, $2,106.21; fuel, 
$2,992.09; repairs, $2,434.61. The increase in expense of 
administration, comprising the amount paid for services, is 
unavoidable with the increase in the demands of the service; 
and the expenditure for books and periodicals justifies itself 
in the legitimate enlargement of the collection and in fact 
is not greatly larger than in 1901. The unprecedented 
increase in the amount spent for fuel is due not only to the 
high price of coal but to the fact that no large purchases 
were made in the preceding year. ‘The increase in the expen- 
diture for repairs is due largely to extensive repairs carried 
out at the Brighton and West End Branches. The amount 
expended for furniture shows a decrease of $1,119.54 as 
compared with the preceding year. 

The cost of the stations for the year was $21,567.11, or 
$256.68 less than for the preceding year. This does not 
include the cost of distribution to the schools and engine- 
houses which was $355.34 as against $251.15 in 1902; these 
small amounts representing chiefly the proportional shares of 
the expense of the delivery wagons. 

There has been an expenditure of $1,043.13 for the new 
North Street Reading Room, but no other important new item.

Following the practice of 
recent years the Library has been opened in the afternoon 
and evening on two holidays (Washington’s Birthday and 
Patriot’s Day), with a slight increase in circulation on 
each. Mr. Frank C. Blaisdell, Chief of the Sunday and Eve- 
ning Service, has prepared the tables which follow, showing

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REPORT OF THE EXAMINING COMMITTEE 
FOR 1903-1904. 


The Chairman of the Examining Committee for 1903-04, Hon. 
Charles S. Hamlin, has transmitted to the Trustees the reports of 
the sub-committees, from which the following are taken, embody- 
ing the suggestions or conclusions based upon the examination of 
the Library. 

1. Administration (Rev. James N. Suprise, Chairman). — 
Your committee visited the Central Library in all its departments. 
Our examination was necessarily superficial and somewhat hasty, 
yet we could not fail to see the great machinery of this institution 
working in its quiet and systematic manner as one body. Good 
order, discipline, and attention to duty are very noticeable. The 
public is well served, and the wants of all supplied. We appre- 
ciate the magnitude of the work, and consequently give praise, 
well merited, to those who have brought it to the perfection it has 
now attained. 

2. Branches and New Modes of Distribution (Rey. JAMES 
A. Watsn, Chairman). — This committee recommends: a. A 
larger supply of standard fiction. 06. Greater duplication of copies 
of books in active demand. c¢. Prompt replacement of books 
reported as missing from the shelves. d. An enlarged appropri- 
ation for salaries at the branches. e. A new reading-room in 
Ward 19. ff. Wider advertising of the advantages presented by 
the branches and stations. 

General Hazard Stevens of the committee presented an indi- 
vidual report embodying the result of his personal visits to 
various branches, and suggesting various improvements, especially 
the more extended use of plants and pictures at the reading 
rooms to make them more attractive, larger purchases of books 
for certain stations ; and remedial measures to diminish the pro- 
portion of unsuccessful card applications for books from the 
Central Library from applicants through the branches and stations. 

3. Catalogues, Bulletins, and Finding Lists (Hon. Joun 
Larurop, Chairman).— The sub-committee finds this department 
of the Library in good condition, and the work satisfactorily 
done. 

4. Finance (Mr. J. Monrcomery Sears, Chairman). — The 
present Library building covers an area, approximately, of 51,000 
square feet. ‘The old Library building on Boylston street covered 
about 12,000 square feet. The area in square feet, therefore, of the 
new Library, is over four times greater than that of the old 
Boylston street building. The yearly appropriation of the city 
when the Library was in the old building (1894), was about 
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$180,000. The appropriation for the year 1902-03 was $300,000, 
not twice the amount appropriated in 1894. When the Library 
occupied the old building in 1894 there were employed in all 
its branches 185 persons. ‘There were employed in 1902-03 
in all branches about 878 persons. ‘To sustain the branch 
libraries and stations, which have increased greatly, new books 
are constantly needed; there is also the extra expense of rent, 
binding, cataloguing, and transportation of books between 
the Central Library and its branches and delivery stations. 
The repair items have increased from about $3,600 in 1895 to 
$15,400 in 1902-03. Salaries have increased from $94,139.34 
in 1894 to about $191,350.44. The character of the office in the 
Library should determine the amount of the salary, and not the 
person holding the office. ‘This increase in salaries is largely due 
to increased help, both in the Central Library and the new 
branches. With all this increase in expense, the increase in 
yearly appropriations has not been proportionate. The Board of 
Trustees give their services, and their task is not a light one. 
They do their work well; and as the Library is for the City of 
Boston, the City of Boston can ill afford to be other than very 
liberal in carrying on this good work. | 

5. Printing and Binding (Mr. D. O. 8. Lower, Chair- 
man). — The Committee on Printing and Binding finds that the 
new linotype machine has done excellent work, but that it should 
be supplemented by the purchase of a new press, in order to 
prevent the congestion of work. As arrangements can be made 
so that an automatic rotary press may be bought on the instalment 
plan, the committee repeats its recommendation of last year, that 
such a press be bought as soon as possible. 

The work in the Bindery is in a thoroughly satisfactory condi- 
tion. 

6. Hine Arts (Mr. Freperic P. Vinton, Chairman). — The 
committee suggested the addition of certain Fine Art periodicals ; 
more extended advertising of the resources of the Art Depart- 
ment, and the purchase of the larger carbon reproductions of the 
works of the masters, to be systematically arranged under the 
advice of artists to be appointed by the Trustees.- 

7. Books (Mr. Joun C. Gray, Chairman.) —The com- 
mittee has examined especially the selection of new books placed 
in Bates Hall, and has been much pleased with the wide variety 
and judicious choice. 

The committee has but one suggestion to make. The practice 
of bookbinding, not merely as a useful but as a fine art, is 
rapidly increasing in this city, and in no art are good examples 
more instructive. The committee is aware how expensive good 
specimens of binding by the great masters, either ancient or 
modern, have become. The Library, although it has some 
remarkable pieces of bookbinding, is, upon the whole, not rich in 
this respect. We think the acquisition of beautiful bindings, so 
far as a moderate expenditure will permit, would answer to a real 
need,

TRUSTEES FOR FIFTY—TWO YEARS. 


The Hon. Edward Everett was President of the Board of 
Trustees from 1852 to 1864; George Ticknor in 1865; William 
W. Greenough, from 1866 to April, 1888; from May 7, 1888, 
to May 12, 1888, Prof. Henry W. Haynes; Samuel A. B. 
Abbott, May 12, 1888, to April 80, 1895; Hon. F. O. Prince, 
October 8, 1895, to May 8, 1899; Hon. Solomon Lincoln has 
served since May 12, 1899. 

The Board for 1852 was a preliminary organization; that for 
1853 made what is called the first annual report. At first it con- 
sisted of one alderman and one common councilman and _ five 
citizens at large until 1867, when a revised ordinance made it to 
consist of one alderman, two common councilmen, and six citizens 
at large, two of whom retired, unless reélected, each year, while 
the members from the City Council were elected yearly. In 1878 
the organization of the Board was changed to include one alder- 
man, one councilman, and five citizens at large, as before 1867; 
and in 1885, by the provisions of the amended city charter, the 
representation of the City Government upon the Board by an 
alderman and a councilman was abolished, leaving the Board 
as at present, consisting of five citizens at large, appointed by the 


Mayor.

Sir,—AIn conformity to chapter 3, section 24, of the 
Revised Ordinances, I herewith submit the annual report for 
the Department of Markets for the year ending January 31, 
1904. : 

Such portions of the buildings as are used for market 
purposes are in good condition, and will need only ordinary 
repairs during the present year. 

The Department of Public Buildings has made extensive 
repairs on the roof of Faneuil Hall Market during the past 
year, having replaced the slates which had been in use from 
the time the building was completed, and which were in such 
condition that great annoyance was caused to the tenants by 
leakage during rain and snow storms. 

For many years I have urged that the toilet-room in the 
basement of Faneuil Hall Market should be improved, and 
am pleased to say that during the past year the change has 
been made by the Department of Public Buildings, in accord- 
_ ance with plans proposed by that department. The premises 
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have been opened as a public convenience station, thereby 
supplying a want which has been greatly needed in this busy 
section of the city for many years, and is greatly appreciated. 

The quality of the provisions brought to the market has 
been excellent, and we have been required to condemn but 
a small quantity as compared with some previous years. 
The articles condemned was as follows: 519 pounds poultry, 
136 ducks, 83 beef tongues, 3 carcasses venison, 270 pounds 
fish; besides large quantities of fruit and vegetables which 
have been sent to the dumping scow. 

The police assigned to this department have made fifty- 
nine arrests for the following offences, viz., Drunkenness, 
26; larcency, 18; assault and battery, 8; cruelty to animal, 
5; forgery, 1; vagrancy 1 —a total of 59.

The expense of the concerts of July 4 and of the two 
parades was defrayed from other funds. The Music Depart- 
ment, however, was obliged to pay for one concert not given 
under its direction and for one parading band in Charles- 
town on June 17. As in the previous year the Municipal 
Band consisted of forty players, and Mr. Emil Mollenhauer 
was the conductor. The average attendance at the band 
concerts was at least equal to that in other seasons. ; 


WINTER CONCERTS. 


A regular orchestra of nine players, assisted by vocal 
soloists, gave concerts in school halls and other convenient 
places during the winter months. Instrumental solos were 
contributed at each concert by members of the orchestra. 
These concerts, which are devoted to music of the highest 
class, were distributed among the different sections of the city 
in the ratio of their population, as follows:

CONCLUSION. 


Besides furnishing these concerts the department was 
associated with committees of the City Council in selecting 
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three bands for Evacuation Day, ten for June 17, and fifteen 
for July 4. Itis called upon to furnish band stands for a 
number of public concerts given by private organizations, 
and also to make good small deficiencies which are apt to 
arise in the special appropriation for music on the holidays. 
Unless provision is made for these and other contingencies, 
the number of concerts given under the direct supervision 
of the department is likely to fluctuate from year to year, 
even when the appropriation exhibits no change. The office 
expenses, it will be observed, remain practically stationary. 

We desire to renew the recommendations made in our 
report of 1901-02. The need of additional band-stands may 
be particularly emphasised. At present the city owns only 
two band-stands. It is not too much to say that the enjoy- 
ment of the summer concerts is reduced one-half by the lack 
of acoustic effectiveness in the stands, and of shade and 
seating facilities, such as are provided at beach resorts. We 
believe that an enlightened survey of the needs of congested 
city populations will in time see advantages, far outweighing 
the temporary burden of their cost, in the provision of such 
accessories, as well as in a decided increase of the amount of 
music furnished.

STATISTICS OF CASES AIDED. 


The number of families assisted by us in the year was 
2,346, a decrease of 74 families from the previous year. Of 
these, 356 families resided in other cities and towns, but had 
retained their settlement in this city; and we received pay- 
ment for aid rendered to 139 families residing in Boston 
whose legal settlement was elsewhere. 

The number of new cases aided during the year was 496, 
a decrease of 18 from the year previous. ‘The total number 
of cases dealt with since 1864 is 37,332. ; 

The number of official visits made by our visitors during 
the year was 22,967, of which 16,433 were made in the hones 
of the poor, and 6,534 for information.

The sum of $82,745.33 has been given directly to the poor, 
to which should be added the sum of $3,064.25 paid for 
burials, the sum of $5,000.70 paid for support of the Tempo- 
rary Home, and the further sum of $9,466.16 paid for sup- 
port of the Lodge for Wayfarers, making a total of 
$100,276.44 actually paid out by the Overseers of the Poor 
from the tax levy for the direct relief of the poor. We have 
also disbursed as trustees the further sum of $238,986.32 to 
the various pensioners and beneficiaries adjudged worthy and 
falling within the provisions of the trusts. 


EXPENSES OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The cost of the aid given directly to the poor increased 
over last year $10,336.99. This was largely due to the 
increased cost of coal owing to the great coal strike of 1902, 
as the comparison of the coal bills for the two years will 
show. We paid for coal in the year 19038, $10,604.31, 
whereas in the year 1902 we paid only $5,708.35. 

The cost for caring for Boston settled poorin other cities 
and towns also greatly increased over last year. ‘The expense 
on this account in 1903 was $12,700, and in 1902, $8,900.

Several striking facts are observable in the above 
statistics. The most obvious is that while the population of 
Boston has increased in the last twenty years from 379,129 
to 607,697, an increase of 228,568 persons, the number of 
families aided by the Overseers has actually decreased from 
4.075 to 2,846, a decrease of 1,729 families. In the same 
period the average cost per family has increased (taking 1902 
as a normal year, instead of 1908, when there was a large 
extra expense on account of coal, etc.) from $16.93 per 
family to $29.92 per family. The amount of aid given 
directly to the poor in 1902 being $72,408.34 to 2,420 
families, while the amount so given in 1883 was $68,989.09 
to 4,075 families. This increase is quite as remarkable in its 
way as the great decrease in number of families aided com- 
pared with the large contemporary increase in the population , 
of the city. ‘The number of familes aided seems to have 
decreased in inverse ratio to the increase in population, while 
the amount given per family seems to have increased in pro- 
portion as the number of families aided diminished. This 
would indicate that the Overseers of the Poor are now giving 
more adequate help than formerly, and also that greater care. 
is being exercised by the Board and visitors in sifting out the 
claims and meeting the needs of applicants. 

The moderate increase in ‘the net cost of the department 
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during this period is attributable to the generally increased 
cost of coal and provisions and to the employment of a 
larger force of visitors and clerks. 


THE Work TEST. 
The Board has continued to demand work of all able-bodied 
male applicants in return for groceries and coal furnished 
their families.

THE WAYFARERS’ LODGE. 


Our care of homeless wanderers has continued as hereto- 
fore. We have done what we could to help in solving the 
tramp problem by providing a work test for all men who. 
applied for lodging at the police stations or elsewhere. The 
Lodge is open every night in the year till midnight, and 
thither are sent all men who apply at any one of the sixteen’ 
police stations throughout the city. Many lodgers are sent 
by private individuals or charitable societies, and some apply 
directly to us. Cards are provided by us which the officers 
in charge of the police stations hand to the would-be lodger, 
directing him to 30 Hawkins street, where he is sure to find 
kind treatment, a bath, a good bed, and a breakfast. In 
return he must work about two hours at our woodpile, saw- 
ing or splitting wood. We have accommodations for one hun- 
dred and fifty lodgers, and our beds are rarely all filled, the 
daily average number of lodgers for the year last past being 
seventy-five. 

Each applicant is carefully questioned when he enters and 
his name, last residence, and certain other facts about him 
are entered upon his card before he is fully registered. We 
try to find out as much as possible about the history of each 
lodger for two reasons : 

First. We wish to accumulate statistics the study of 
which may throw some light on the causes of vagrancy. 

Second. We try to do something to help the applicant to 
a better life. Suggestions of places where he can apply for 
work are often made, and encouragement is given to apply at 
the Industrial Aid Society across the street for work. We 
are able to influence but a small proportion to make any 
effort to help themselves. 
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From May 1, 1903, to January 31, 1904, the whole 
number given cards to apply for work at the Industrial Aid 
Society was 176; of this number only 108 presented the 
cards ; 48 were given employment. 


Improvements at the Lodge. 


During the past year very extensive improvements have 
been made in the sanitation and ventilation of the Lodge. 
By the kindness of the Public Buildings Department quite 
extensive new work and much needed repairs have been com- 
pleted, so that the building is now in most excellent condition. 
We are considering adding to the capacity of the house by 
using one or two more rooms for sleeping purposes. 

The committee on the Lodge decided this winter to abro- 
gate finally the old rule, which had been nominally in 
existence many years, by which the number of consecutive 
lodgings was limited to three for each man. This has some- 
what increased the number of lodgers, but the difference has 
not been very great, and we feel sure that the change is a 
good one. It is no longer possible for the man who applies 
to the benevolent citizen for the price of a night’s lodging, 
and who is told to go to the Wayfarers’ Lodge, to say that 
he has already been there three nights, and is therefore 
debarred from its privileges. 

An effort was made to ascertain whether or not medical 
inspection of the lodgers was necessary. In Philadelphia 
and Chicago such an inspection has been found most 
desirable, but a careful study of the question, which included 
two evenings of medical inspection, has led us to believe 
that at present we do not need to institute such an inspec- 
tion at our Lodge. 


The Wood Yard. 


This most useful adjunct to the Wayfarers’ Lodge has been 
carried on in. much the same manner as heretofore. The 
sales of wood have been gratifyingly large, but we feel that 
they should be greatly increased; and they would be if the 
public realized that by buying our wood they were help- 
ing to support a most worthy charity. The consensus of 
opinion among all who have studied the tramp problem, 
including those who have come in personal contact with 
them as keepers of lockups and tramp-houses, in city and 
country, is that work is the only cure. Tramping as an 
evil, as a disease of the body politic, would entirely disap- 
pear were it possible to apply the work test in every city and 
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town of the country. Wherever it has been tried it has 
proved most efficacious, but most communities consider the 
expense of applying it too great. It would seem as if 
eroups of small towns could combine together and maintain 
a tramp-house with a work test, sharing the expense in pro- 
portion to the valuation or population of the respective 
towns. In this way the expense would not bear too hard. 
on any one town.

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DISTRICT PHYSICIANS. 


An attempt was made during the year by the City Coun- 
cil to compel the Overseers of the Poor to employ physicians 
to look after the sick poor, one in each of the districts into 
which the city is divided by the Board. An amendment to 
the city ordinances to that effect passed both branches of the 
city government, but was promptly vetoed by the Mayor as 
contrary to law. Huis message was as follows: 


Mayor’s OFFIc8, 
Boston, Mass., August 7, 1903. 


To the City Council: 


I return without my approval your proposed amendment to 
chapter 27:of the Revised Ordinances of 1898, providing that 
the Overseers of the Poor ‘‘ shall appoint a resident physician to 
examine and prescribe for the poor in each of the districts into 
which the Board of Overseers of the Poor have divided, or shall 
divide, the City of Boston.’’ 

The Board of Overseers of the Poor was created by the stat- 
utes of the Commonwealth, and by those statutes they are 
empowered to appoint all deputies and other officers necessary 
to look after the poor, such appointments being made subject to 
the approval of the Mayor. It is no part of the duty of the 
City Council, nor is it within its power, to specify, by ordinance 
or otherwise, what subordinate officers shall be appointed by the 
Overseers. Indeed, under chapter 266 of the Acts of 1885, the 
City Council is expressly prohibited from interfering in any way 
in the conduct of any of the executive departments of the city, 
in the expenditure of public money by them, or in the appoint- 
ment of any officers or subordinates except those who are to be 
confirmed by the Board of Aldermen. 

If the word ‘‘ shall”? in this proposed ordinance has its usual 
significance, and is therefore mandatory, the amendment is 
unquestionably illegal. If the word ‘‘shall” means ‘* may” 
merely, it is useless, as the Overseers already have power to 
expend their appropriation in the employment of such officers as 
they consider necessary.

The total amount of the trust funds in our charge as a 
corporation is now $786,515.77. 

The number of beneficiaries now aided from the Pember- 
ton, the Boylston Relief, the David Sears Charity, the 
Moses Hunt, the Goodnow, the Holton, and the Thayer 
Funds is 229, 9 less than on February 1, 1903. During the 
year 21 have died, 1 has gone to an insane asylum, 3 have 
gone to homes, 1 to almshouse, 1 out of country to friends, 3 
have withdrawn, and in 7 cases we have stopped the pensions 
which we had been giving. Twenty-eight new names have 
been added. 

We have paid during the year from the Boylston Educa- 
tion Fund $4,838.41. 

For the details of the various funds held by us, showing 
receipts and expenditures since February 1, 1903, see state- 
ment submitted herewith. Extracts from the wills estab- 
lishing these trusts will be found at the end of this report.

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TRUST FUNDS IN THE HANDS OF THE OVER-

Pemberton Fund.—-This fund comprises bequests and 
gifts made to the City of Boston from 1760 to the present 
time from “ A.B.,” Daniel Oliver, Margaret Blackader, Alice 
Quick, Anne Wheelwright, Mary Ireland, Benjamin Pember- 
ton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, William Breed, Sam- 
uel Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, « A Citizen of 
Boston,” Anonymous, Miss Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, George Hig- 
ginson, Walter E. Hawes, William B. Spooner, Rebecca A. 
Goddard, and Matilda Goddard. The most important, how- 
. ever, of the bequests was from Benjamin Pemberton, Esq., 
whose will was proved June 25, 1782, and for that reason his 
name has been given to the fund. ‘The income of this fund 
is to be expended, at the discretion of the Overseers, in semi- 
annual payments to the poor of the city. 

Boylston Relief and Hducation Funds. — These funds 
were from a bequest by John Boylston, who died in London, 
England. His will was proved June 12, 1795. One portion 
of the bequest is ordered to be paid to “poor and decayed 
householders of the.town of Boston, not under fifty years of 
age, persons of good character, and reduced by the acts of 
Providence, not by indolence, extravagance, or other vice.” 
The other portion to be applied to the “ nurture and instruc- 
tion of poor orphans and deserted children of the town of 
Boston until 14 years of age.” 

Mason Fund.— A bequest from Jonathan Mason, by will 
dated July 15,1798, interest to be paid annually “to the 
standing chaplain of the almshouse and workhouse, or by 
whatever other name called’’; interest to be added until one 
is appointed. The interest is now paid semi-annually 
towards the salary of the chaplain of the House of Industry. 

Dexter Fund. — A bequest from Samuel Dexter, by will 
dated May 7, 1811, “for supplying with firewood or coal 
such poor persons, objects of charity, as are not supported in 
the almshouse, though sometimes relieved by the Overseers 
of the Poor.” 

Jeffries Fund.— A bequest by David Jeffries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786; “Income to 
be applied to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate, and sugar, 
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for the refreshment of those persons who, in the providence 
of God, are, or shall be, reduced and obliged to take shelter 
in the almshouse, after having lived reputably; the Over- 
seers of the Poor to be judges as to the persons, but always - 
giving the preference to the pious poor.” 

Lucy Bullman Charity. — Consists of an estate on Cam- 
bridge and Joy streets, in this city, which came into the pos- 
session of the City of Boston, in accordance with the will of 
Lucy Bullman, proved at Probate Court, Suffolk County, 
January 9, 1832, in which it is provided that, upon the death 
of certain persons therein named, said estate is given to the 
City of Boston upon the condition that the estate should 
never be sold, but the income used for the benefit of the 
poor. By a vote of the City Council, approved by the 
Mayor, January 4, 1873, this estate was placed in charge of 
the Overseers of the Poor. 

The David Sears Charity. — Is a fund contributed by the 
late Hon. David Sears, for the relief of the poor, the income . 
only to be expended “in aid and for the support of citizens 
or families who may have seen better days, and for charity in 
all its forms in such a manner as may best tend to alleviate 
the sufferings of human life and render the condition of the 
poor more comfortable.” 

Pierce Fuel Fund.— The legacy of Caleb Pierce to the 
City of Charlestown, accepted by the City Council of that 
city May, 1861: ‘Income to be expended in the purchase 
of fuel, to be distributed to those indigent widows whose 
husbands, before their decease, had resided in Charlestown 
at least one year, and the said widows still continuing to 
reside in Charlestown at the time of receiving said bounty. 
Income has been paid annually to the Trustees of the Charles- 
town Poor Fund.” 

Holton Protestant Poor Fund.—A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: ‘* Income 
to be annually expended forever in purchasing and distrib- 
uting provisions among poor and indigent Protestant families 
in said town of Brighton on Thanksgiving or other holidays, 
or just previous to such holidays, to the end that such poor 
Protestant families may have the means, in some degree, of 
enjoying such holidays in common with their fellow-citizens ; 
and I specially direct that in such periodical distributions 
unmarried Protestant females who are poor and needy shall 
receive a liberal share of provisions, and also other articles 
of comfort, such as such distributors shall deem to be the 
most conducive to the comfort and happiness of that lone 
class of citizens.” 
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Holton Protestant Pauper Fund.— A bequest by James 
_ Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: “Income 
to be annually expended, in whole or in part, as necessity or 
circumstances may require, by the Selectmen of said town, 
in providing good and plentiful meals on Thanksgiving day, 
or other holidays, to the Protestant paupers of said Brighton.” 
If the whole of said income shall not be required to be so 
-expended, then the surplus shall be added to the principal, 
and if such principal shall ever become thus augmented to 
three thousand dollars or more, then the surplus interest 
or income, over what shall be necessary for furnishing said 
festive meals on said holidays, may be expended by said 
Selectmen for the comfort of the Protestant paupers of 
said Brighton in such manner as said Selectmen shall judge 
best and most conducive to the comfort. and happiness of 
such paupers. 

Stoughton Poor Fund.— A bequest of Lieut.-Gov. Wil- 
liam Stoughton, who died July 7,1701. By his will he gave 
£50 to the relief of the poor of Dorchester, to be improved 
by the care of the Selectmen, the income to be distributed to 
the most needy inhabitants. 

Goodnow Fund.— A bequest of Elisha Goodnow (to be 
paid over upon the decease of his wife) to the City of Boston 
and its assigns, “to be invested and the income applied for- 

_ ever to and for the relief, assistance, and support of the poor, 
sick, and infirm in said city, not supported by the said city in 
its almshouse, in such manner as the said city, or the gov- 
ernment or officers thereof, may deem most judicious, but 
without reference to the religious faith or belief of those who 
may apply for or need the assistance of this fund.” Five 
thousand dollars, received April 29, 1885. 

Rachel T. Stevens Fund.— A bequest of Rachel T. 
Stevens, the net income to be paid (after the death of a 
person named in the will) “ for the support and maintenance 
of poor, worthy, Protestant, single women of Boston, who 
have arrived at the age of 50 years (not including widows), 
paying to each of such women during her life the sum of one 
hundred dollars in semi-annual payments. Upon the mar- 
riage of any beneficiary under this will no further payment 
of money is to be made to her, nor is any further payment of 
income to be made to any beneficiary who becomes unworthy 
of help under this trust.” 

Moses Hunt Fund for the Destitute.— A legacy from the 
late Moses Hunt: ‘‘ The income to be devoted to the relief 
and welfare of Protestant destitute residents of that part of 
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said Boston which was Charlestown.’ ‘Ten thousand dollars, 
received March 7, 1889, has been invested in a City of Boston — 
note. 

Nathaniel Frederic Thayer Fund.— A bequest of Caroline 
C. Thayer (who died about 1891) to be paid over to the 
city after the death of two sisters, the last of whom died in 
September, 1899. The fund was received in May, 1900. 
‘¢ Income to be annually appropriated for the benefit and use. 
of Protestant widows and single women, without distinction 
of color, preference always to be given to those who have 
seen better days.” ; 

In August, 1900, a small sum was received under the will. 
of Susan T. Balch, which was added to :this fund in accord- 
ance with the wish of the donor.

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


Hon. Patrick A. COLLINS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Srr, — The Board has the honor herewith to submit this 
report for the year ending January 31, 1904. 

The only additions to our parks and playgrounds made 
during the year are as follows: We have acquired a small 
addition to Dorchester Park for the purpose of obtaining an 
entrance to the park from Richmond street. On July 20, 
19038, the Board took 4.5 acres of city property on Marcella 
street, containing some buildings formerly occupied by the 
Children’s Institutions Department, for a playground. The 
buildings, which are of no use to this department, will have 
to be removed before the playground can be constructed. 
On August 7, 1908, 2.8 acres of land on Albany and Ran- 
dolph streets were taken by the Board for a playground. 
The buildings are now being removed preparatory to opening 
the playground in the spring. 

A tract of land on Burnham street, between Massachusetts 
avenue and Southampton street, Ward 17, was leased from 
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the owners for playground purposes, without expense to this 
department except the small sum necessary to maintain the 
erounds in a condition suitable for play. A small addition 
to our appropriation for maintenance, which would permit 
of the payment of rent for lands for this purpose, would 
enable the Board to supply temporarily the need for play- 
grounds in other localities. We have reluctantly parted with 
3,208 feet of the Prince-street playground for the building 
of a bathhouse by the Bath Department. We sincerely 
trust that we shall be given the means to make good this loss 
In area. 

The question of providing sufficient playground areas for 
the use of the people of Boston has been carefully considered 
by the Board, which feels that it would not fulfil its duty to 
the community now living in the city, and to the larger 
community which will sooner or later occupy it, if it did not 
again call your attention to the importance of this subject. 

Boston is abundantly well supplied with rural parks and 
parkways, but these cannot be generally used as playgrounds 
without interfering with the objects for which they were 
specially created. The city lacks, however, public grounds 
which can be used by young men for purposes of sport and 
recreation, and by young children for the pastimes suited to 
their age. Some progress has been made in recent years in 
supplying this want, but Boston, whieh has set an example 
to the cities of the world in municipal improvement, is still © 
behind other cities in playground equipment. The large use 
and great popularity of the recently acquired Columbus- 
avenue playground are additional evidence of the need of 
such open spaces in other congested districts, and it would 
seem the part of wisdom to acquire land in the still thinly 
populated parts of the city before the increase of population 
makes the price of such land prohibitive. 

The proposed improvements in connection with the build- 
ing of the Charles-river dam will increase the area avail- 
able for public use at the foot of Beacon Hill, but the 
dense population of the North End demands a more ample 
provision for its children than now exists. The Board be- 
lieves that the city can wisely expend a large sum of money 
in acquiring land for such a playground. Such land will 
always be valuable even if the time should ever come when 
it is not needed for purposes of public recreation. 

A playground somewhere on the line of. or adjacent to 
Huntington avenue seems very essential for the rapidly in- 
creasing population of that part of the city. Jamaiea Plain 
is entirely unprovided with playground space, and tt is large 
enough to demand the establishment of two playgrounds.

Other playgrounds are needed in other districts. Small 
neighborhood playgrounds, too, are required all through the 
city, that small children may obtain fresh air and exercise out 
of the streets. Such playgrounds as these need not have an 
area of more than a few hundred feet if they are conveniently 
located. 

Our Board cannot but repeat its hope that our public- 
spirited citizens will bear in mind that there is no gift to the 
city which is of greater public use and enjoyment, and brings 
more lasting honor to the name of the donor, than a public 
playground. 

The Board is gratified with the progress that is being made 
by the Street Department in the construction of that part of 
Columbia road which borders the Strandway, the completion 


of which will bring to a conclusion this important work, 


which was begun in 1897, and will permit of the opening of 
the road throughout its whole length, from Franklin Park 
to Marine Park, during the present:season. ‘The Board has 
completed the construction of its part of the road over what 
was formerly Burnham’s wharf. It remains to plant the — 
several acres reserved for plantations. This will be done by 
this department under an arrangement with the Street 
Department, by which the expense of this work will be paid 
by the latter as part of the cost of construction under the 
statute of 1897. 

The action of the Legislature in adopting the recommenda- 
tions of the Commission on the Charles-river dam, and the 
creation of a new commission, by chapter 465 of the Acts of 
last year, to carry out these recommendations, puts upon 
the Board the duty of constructing an embankment on the 
Boston side of Charles river, from Cambridge bridge to the 
Back Bay Fens, whenever the Board, with the approval of 
the Mayor, considers it advisable. We are now studying 
plans for such an embankment. ‘The act also calls for the 
building of channels to divert the waters of Stony brook 
from the Fens to the river and the doing of the necessary 
dredging in the Fens. ‘This work is now being done by the 
Street Department. When it is completed the Fens will at 
last be put into a satisfactory sanitary condition. 

The accompanying report of our Superintendent gives full 
details of the work of the department during the year.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To CHARLES EK. STRATTON, LABAN PRATT, AND JAMES 
- M. PRENDERGAST, Commissioners : 


GENTLEMEN, —TI herewith submit a report of the work 
performed under the direction of your Board during the 
year 1903. 


FRANKLIN PARK. 


The systematic thinning out of diseased and overcrowding 
~ trees in the old woodlands, which has been carried on for 
several years past. generally throughout the park system, is 
bearing abundant fruit in the improvement in the general 
effect of the woodlands, as well as in the more healthy 
appearance of the trees individually. The cutting having 
been done gradually, the effect of mass has not been im- — 
paired, and the letting in of light and air has encouraged the 
growth of side branches. 

The important work of pruning, which is tedious and 
expensive, has also been prosecuted as thoroughly as means 
have allowed. By the end of next year it is expected that 
the old woodlands in the main part of the system will have 
had their initial pruning completed, and that, thereafter, 
they will require only ordinary maintenance care. 

While the West Roxbury Parkway woods have been 
thinned regularly, no pruning has been done except on the 
group of fine oaks near Weld street. 

Dead branches, or stumps of branches, carry decay into 
the heart of the trees and do irreparable injury; hence the 
necessity of provision for carrying on this essential work 
of pruning. ; 

The young plantations generally are looking well. Thin- 
ning out has been carefully done, but more rapid growth 
would have resulted had we had an appropriation large 
enough to give more cultivation. With each year the area of 
planted ground has increased, with no material increase of 
funds provided for its maintenance, and, consequently, we 
cannot obtain the best possible results in growth. Consider- 
able plantings of oaks were made in the young plantations, 
and also in Long Crouch Woods. About seven acres of the 
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meadow (Nazingdale) were plowed, levelled, and seeded with 
red fescue (festuca rubra). It would be well to continue 
this work, as circumstances may permit, until the levelling of 
the whole i is completed. 

By the erection of a brick building at the administration 
yard, much needed room has been acquired for the growth of 
our repair department and for storage purposes. Space has 
been left in the building for needed public sanitary accommo- | 
dation, which it is hoped will be provided the coming season. 

An extension to the winter house for wild ducks has been 
made, to accommodate the flock of swans purchased last 
summer. ‘The collection of wild fowl has proved a great 
attraction to visitors, not only while in their summer home 
in Searboro’ pond, but in their winter quarters, where a stream 
of water runs through their yards, and where they can be 
studied at close range. 

A sanitary building for men and women was erected on 
Schoolmaster hill during the past summer. ‘The building is 
of seam-faced Rockport granite, with slate roof, tiled floors, 
and marble and brass fixtures. Two other sanitary build- | 
ings of similar design have been built, one in the Arboretum 
and the other in the Fens. 


ARNOLD ARBORETUM. 


A decided improvement has been effected in the lower 
road by the removal of the remainder of the cobble-stone 
gutters and the extension of the macadam to the turf line, 
thus affording more room to the driveway. No other work, 
outside of the regular maintenance work, has been done here. 


OLMSTED PARK AND RIVERWAY. 


The extension of the loam bed to a point below the surface 
of the waters of Leverett pond and the Riverway was com- 
pleted last spring in time for planting. Ferns, rushes, sedges, 
loosestrifes, marsh marigolds, mallows, iris, and various 
aquatic and semi-aquatic plants were planted along the mar- 
gins, tending to greatly soften and: beautify the shore line of 
the waterway. 

A flock of swans and another of wild geese were purchased | 
last season for Jamaica pond. These, with the semi-wild 
mallards and black ducks, proved a very pleasing attraction 
for many persons. It is to be regretted that there are no 
suitable nesting places for swans and geese in Jamaica pond. 
We endeavored to provide these by anchoring brush-covered 
rafts, but without success. Mallard and black ducks, how- 
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- ever, found nesting places on the rafts as well as on the 
islands of the Riverway and Fens. 

Jamaica pond was kept in condition for skating during the 
winter, and many thousands enjoyed the sport. 


THE FENS. 


A conduit for carrying the flow of Stony brook from 
Commissioners’ channel to Charles river is now in eourse of 
construction. The work is being done by the Street Depart- 
ment, and is a part of the work authorized under the Charles 
‘River Basin Act. When completed, the conduit will relieve 
the Fens’ basin of the filth now being poured into it from 
Stony brook. It is estimated that about 75,000 cubic yards 
of foul deposit exists in the Fens’ basin. This, it is 
expected, will be removed by the Street Department. 

We have done no work of importance in the Fens during 
the past year, except the usual work of maintenance. ‘The 
_ need of additional loam for the Fens must again be called to 
the attention of your Board. In no cheaper way can any 
improvement be made to the condition of trees and shrubbery 
than by adding loam to the plantations. The Fens are bleak — 
and wind-swept; the subsoil, a clean gravel. These condi- 
tions, when coupled with a thin loam covering, are prohibitive 
of healthy and free growth. 


COMMONWEALTH AVENUE. 


Between. Brookline avenue and Dartmouth street, about 
one hundred tree holes were prepared in the centre of the 
lawns on each side of the central promenade of Common- 
wealth avenue for planting with English elms. The charac- 
ter of the ground, which is a filling of clean washed gravel, 
necessitated careful preparation. The holes were dug twenty 
feet square and four feet deep, and filled with good turfy 
loam. 


CHARLESBANK. 


Charlesbank received the usual renovation of its shrubbery 
borders, and the replacement of the plants broken and worn 
by the great use made of the grounds. 

The men’s gymnasium maintained its reputation for popu- 
larity among young men and boys. Classes were drilled 
twice a day in physical culture by an instructor, who also 
supervised the regular athletic work of the gymnasium. 


“AVMAS Ald 
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The women’s gymnasium was well patronized during the 
season. A report in detail of the work will be found else- 
where in this report. 

The men’s gymnasium was flooded, as usual, and used by 
thousands for skating. . 


Woop ISLAND PARK. 


An open-sided shelter was constructed here last summer, 
for use in sudden storms. A building was also put up, con- 
taining a workshop, a storeroom, and sanitary accommodation 
forwomen. ‘The plantations continue to thrive, and bid fair, 
in a short time, to give a wooded appearance to the park. 
Preparation was made, the past fall, for the planting of a 
number of trees in the spring. The cricket, baseball, and 
tennis grounds are in good condition, and, together with the 
gymnasium, have been much used by the public.

CHARLESTOWN HEIGHTs. 


Little has been required at Charlestown Heights, except 
the regular work of maintenance. A number of trees and 
shrubs were planted in the bordering plantations. 


MARINE PARK AND STRANDWAY. 


By reason of their peculiar advantages, Marine Park and 
Castle Island, during the hot weather, are the most popular 
parks in the system. The cooling breezes from the bay, the 
views of the harbor and of the passing ships, and the bath- 
ing, all together make Marine Park one of the most valuable 
of Boston’s parks. Between the Boston Yacht Club house 
and the Head House a promenade, with loam spaces for 
trees, was constructed during the past season. 

Work on the Strandway was resumed last spring by the 
Street Department, and is nearly completed as far as Burn- 
ham’s wharf. Between Burnham’s wharf, or Newman 
street, and the railroad bridge, to the south, the work is 
’ under construction by the Street Department, with the 
prospect of completion by the end of next summer. That 
portion of the Strandway which is covered by the Burnham 
_wharf property purchase was nearly finished last summer by 
the Park Department. Filling is still being received here, 
and we shall be enabled in the spring to add a considerable 
area of newly-filled ground to the playground already estab- 
lished. This playground is very conveniently situated, and 
is much used for ball playing and skating. 
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An arrangement between the Street Department and your 
‘board has been made, by which the Park Department will 
do the planting of the loam spaces throughout the length of 
the Strandway. ‘The expense of the work will be charged 
to the fund in the hands of the Street Department on ac- 
count of Columbia-road construction. The completion of 
this work will give a continuous parkway connection, twelve 
and one-half miles in length, extending from the Public 
Garden, by way of Commonwealth avenue, the Fens, River- 
way, Olmsted Park, Arborway, Franklin Park, and Columbia 
road to Marine Park. 


CHESTNUT HILL PARK. 


The drainage of the beech plantation was completed early 
in the season, and a number of oaks and conifers was planted 
in various places in the bordering plantations. Pruning and 
thinning of the woodlands was continued, and the woody 
slope used for picnic purposes received a dressing of loam 
about four inches in thickness. ‘his will much improve the 
condition of the trees, which were suffering from exposure of 
the roots by the erosion of the soil. The lawn near Beacon- 
street entrance has been opened for play, and was well used 
last season. 


FRANKLIN FIELD. 
(77) Aoress) 


The bordering belt of trees on the Stratton-street side, 
and on a part of the Blue Hill-avenue side, was planted last 
spring. The construction of a bowling green was commenced 


last fall; but, on account of the early setting in of winter’ 


weather, the completion had to be deferred until spring. It 
is expected that the green will be ready for play early in the 
summer. The game is becoming very popular, and the 
opportunity for indulging in it here presented will be appre- 
ciated by the public.

The ball ground, an area of about forty acres, is in very © 


poor condition from the unequal settlement of its surface. 
On summer Saturday afternoons there are usually from twelve 
to eighteen match games played. In addition there are the 
players on sixteen tennis courts, and the’ cricketers on the 
two cricket creases. Last year ‘the cricket grounds were 
enlarged by moving the tennis courts over to the edge of 
Talbot avenue. Additional courts were made on the Blue 
Hill-avenue end, using up all the level ground to the tree 
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belt. ‘The courts are all in good condition, and are provided 
with wire-netting backstops. 

An appropriation for levelling the grounds is very much 
needed, in view of the large use that is made of them, 
Another essential need is that of a field-house, where shelter, 
sanitary arrangements, spray baths, and lockers can be fur- 
nished under one roof. Were these improvements made, 
Franklin Field would soon become an important centre for 
out-door sports. 

A new roof of tar and gravel was put on the sheep barn 
last summer. Our flock of sheep is in good condition. 
About two hundred sheep are kept over winter, which number 
generally increases to about three hundred and seventy-five 
in the spring. The pastoral effect they give to the hillsides 
and meadows of Franklin Park is very pleasing. 

About thirty acres of the ball ground at Franklin Field 
were flooded for skating during the winter. 


CHRISTOPHER GIBSON PLAYGROUND. 
Dorchester Avenue and Park Street. 


(5.8 Acres.) 


This playground furnishes accommodation for ball games, 
quoits, putting the shot, and similar sports. The children 
occupy the triangle east of Geneva avenue, where simple 
apparatus has been set up for their use, which has proved 
very popular. A woman teacher is employed to guide them 
in their play. Tennis courts and facilities for playing basket- 
ball are also provided. In the winter arrangements are made 
for skating. 


SAVIN Hitt BEACH. 


Springdale Street, Dorchester. 
(18.6 Acres.) 


Bathing closets are furnished at this beach for the public, 
free of charge. They number fifty-four for men and thirty- 
one for women. The beach is much frequented, and the 
accommodations are entirely inadequate. An extension of 
the closets to double or treble their number is necessary to 
fully meet the demand. 


NEPONSET PLAYGROUND. 
Neponset Avenue. 
(18 Acres.) 
A building containing sanitary accommodations for men 
and women was erected last summer. An iron picket fence 
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was put up on the Neponset-avenue side of the field. The 
slope adjoining the fence was loamed, and a line of trees 
planted. 

Considerable trouble is experienced from the settlement 
of that portion of the field which was covered with heavy 
sub-soil to form a basin for skating. The bottom is a com- 
pressible salt meadow peat, and yields in places under the 
filling, yet not to such an extent as to interfere with its use 
asa ball ground. ‘The remainder of the field, however, can 
readily be made into a good playground surface by levelling 
up the slight inequalities with loam, and seeding with grass. 

During the winter months skating was provided at this 
playground. ; 


Mystic PLAYGROUND. 
Chelsea Street and Mystic River. 
(2.3 Acres.) 


An open-sided pavilion was erected in the children’s 
corner, for the use of mothers and children. This play- 
ground being small, only boys under fourteen years of age are 
permitted to play ball. Quoits and basket-ball equipments 
are furnished. In the children’s corner, which is fenced off 
by wire netting, light apparatus and sand-boxes are provided. 
A woman teacher is in charge. 


CHARLESTOWN PLAYGROUND. 
Main and Alford Streets. 
(14 Acres.) 


At the extreme edges of this playground filling is still in 
progress. Ample ground, however, has been finely graded 
for a skating field, for ball games, and for quoiting. ‘The 
department mechanics are now at work on the gymnasium 
frames and apparatus for the open-air gymnasium. An iron 
picket fence is under contract to enclose the gymnasium. 
Further appropriations for an athletic house and for a fence 
on the Main-street side ave needed. Large use of the play- 
ground, fer out-door sports, including skating, has been 
made the past year. | 


RoGERS PARK. 
Lake and Foster Streets. 
(6.9 Acres.) 


The objectionable pond ‘in this park has been roughly filled. 
Loaming the surface and seeding down remains to be done. 
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The playground is now too small to meet the demands, but 
could be extended were means available for carrying the open 
brook into a conduit. A little grading would then enable us 
to nearly double the playground area. 


NortH BRIGHTON PLAYGROUND. 
Western Avenue and Harvard Street. 


(14 Aeres.) 


No work, other than that of maintenance, was performed 
at this playe erdund during the past season. ‘The increasing 
use made of the grounds requires that provision should be 
made for further grading of the meadow to the north of the 
ball ground. A shelter and sanitary building is also needed. 
An ice field was maintained for skating during the winter. 


BILLINGS FIELD. 
La Grange Street, near Centre Street, West Roxbury. 
(11 Acres.) 


Outside of the preparation of the ground and the planting 
of a line of Norway maples on the La Grange-street side, no 
work other than that of maintenance was done at this play- 
ground, an important item of which was the filling up of a 
large sink over the bog. Baseball, football, and tennis are 
the principal summer games. The ball field was flooded, as 
usufl, for skating. Sanitary and shelter accommodations are 
needed. 


ROSLINDALE PLAYGROUND. 
South Walter and Robert Streets. 
(3.7 Acres.) 


A division fence was erected last spring between the play 
ground and the Pearce property. The playground is very 
popular, and is equipped for baseball and tennis. In winter 
the ball field is flooded for skating. Its needs are a shelter 
and sanitary building, bleachers, and a retaining-wall on 
Robert street. | 


COLUMBUS—AVENUE PLAYGROUND. 
(5 Acres.) 


To mitigate the annoyance from the many passing trains 
and to hide the glaring advertisements painted on the fence, 
a loam space was made last spring, on the north line, and 
planted with Lombardy poplars. 
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An appropriation of $10,000 has been made by the City 
Council for a sanitary building. This amount is too small to 
meet the requirements of a building suitable for the needs of 
the playground. A suitable building should contain sanitary, 
shelter, and locker accommodations, and possibly, to meet 
the desire of the Playground committee of the Civic League, 
a room for winter gymnasium and class work. The Civic 
League has furnished and maintained the pavilions and gym- 
nasium apparatus; it has also borne the expense of the 
instructors and kindergartners. The Park Department 
assumes the general maintenance of the grounds, and pro- 
vides for winter skating. 

The playground is largely used, the frequenters ranging, 
in their lines of interest, from-athletes to baby gardeners. 

The construction of a retaining-wall on the north line 
would add about twenty feet to the available width of the 
playground. ‘This consideration, where room is scant, is a 
strong argument in favor of an Pe Ne) eS for the building 
of the wall. 


PRINCE-STREET PLAYGROUND. 
Prince and North Bennet Streets. 


(C4 acres) 


A temporary wooden structure, with a canvas roof, was 
put up on this playground, and a few fixed seats were placed. 
To prevent the playground, which is a narrow strip between 
two streets, from being used as a thoroughfare, an iron pitket 
fence is under contract for the Prince-street side, the pickets 
of which are so spaced as to permit the passing in or out of 
small children, while large boys and adults will be kept out. 
The North Bennet-street fence can be furnished with a 
gate or opening; construction on this, however, will have 
to be deferred until the completion of the bathhouse, which 
is to be erected on North Bennet street. 

Some simple gymnastic apparatus, for children’s use, is 
now being made in the department shops, and will be set 
up in the spring. This equipment, with the assistance of a 
woman instructor, or kindergartner, will add very much to 
the value of this small breathing spot amid the tenements. 


FIRST-STREET PLAYGROUND. 
Corner of M Street, South Boston. 
(4.6 Aeres.) 


In this playground a brick building has been erected. It 
contains a locker-room, sanitary accommodations for both sexes, 
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and spray baths. It is well and conveniently planned, and 
suits the purpose admirably. The heating plant of this 
building, as well as those of the various sanitaries and repair 
shops built during the past season, was designed and installed 
by employees of the Park Department. 

The out-door gymnasium was enclosed last fall by an iron 
picket fence. The frames and apparatus for the equipment 
of the gymnasium are now being prepared in the department 
shops, and will be set up in the spring. 

Heavy loam having been spread on the ball ground last 
season permitted its flooding for skating this winter. While 
the job was not a perfect one, some leaching of water still 
occurring, yet the ice gave pleasure to many. 


FELLOWS-—STREET PLAYGROUND. 


Fellows and Hunneman Streets. 
(0.85 Acre.) 


This little playground, with its apparatus, its kindergarten, 
and fence enclosure, is a real boon to the children of the 
densely populated neighborhood. ‘The small gardens were a 
failure last year because of predatory boys. A trial will 
again be made this year, using seeds instead of plants. 
Perhaps, from such small beginnings, and slow development, 
they may not attract unusual attention, and mischievous 
boys may become gradually accustomed to them. 

An open-sided pavilion was erected in this playground, 
during the past season, by workmen of the Park Department. 
A sanitary building is needed. 


CoTTAGE-STREET PLAYGROUND, WARD 2. 


Cottage Street, near Maverick Street, East Boston. 


(3.85 Aeres.) 


This playground was entirely graded last season, and 
provision was made for flooding the whole area for skating. 
Large holes were dug around the borders and filled with 
loam in readiness for planting. Backstops were erected for 
ball playing. The needs of the playground include sanitary 
and shelter accommodation, fencing and water service. 


ForEst Hints AND Mt. HopE PLAYGROUND. 
Between Washington and Florence Streets. 


(9.6 Acres.) 


No work of improvement on this fine piece of ground has 
yet been done other than rolling with a steam roller. Base- 
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ball diamonds have been laid out, and the grass has been 
kept as short as the rough character of the surface would 
permit. The field has been well used and merits improve- 
ment. An appropriation is needed for levelling and for 
water service. 


MARCELLA—STREET PLAYGROUND. 
Marcella and Ritchie Streets. 
(4.5 Acres.) 


This playground, which was acquired from the city last 
summer, is well located in a populous district. Little has 
been done towards its improvement, other than to provide 
sanitary accommodations for men in the old asylum building, 
and the same for women and children in the lodge. A little 
cleaning up of the grounds made them available for play. 

The buildings now on the ground are neither suitable nor 
conveniently situated for adaptation to any probable use in 
connection with playground work. On the contrary, they 
occupy valuable playground space, besides cutting off or dis- 
connecting parts of the grounds, and they would better be 
removed. ‘The whole area of the playground, including the 
ledge in the northeast corner, could then be graded to a fen 
suitable for playground purposes. 


RANDOLPH-STREET PLAYGROUND.’ 
Albany and Randolph Streets. 
(2.8, Acres.) 


This newly acquired playground is located near a thickly 
settled district, and, in size and shape, is well adapted for 
playground purposes. The ground was not cleared of build- 
ings until late in the fall, consequently we were able to 
complete only the drainage of the grounds before the setting 
in of winter. Grading will be commenced as early as possible 
in the spring, and the playground can be opened for use in 
early summer. Studies are now being made of the brick 
building on Randolph street, with a view to its adaptation for 
playground requirements. Gymnasium apparatus for chil- 
dren and boys of large size isnow being made at the depart- 
ment shops. 

BERNERS SQUARE. 
Plymouth and Bellevue Streets, near Longwood Avenue. 
(1.2 Acres.) 

An appropriation is needed for grading, draining, nae seed- 
ing this square. It is, however, available for use, although 
very uneven. 
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OAK SQUARE. 
Brighton. 
(0.22 Acre.) 


This square required only ordinary maintenance care. 


SPORTS. 


From year to year an increased interest is manifested in 
athletic sports. Fifty-two baseball diamonds, in seventeen 
playgrounds, and ninety-three tennis courts, in various parts 
of the system, were maintained; this latter game is very 
popular. Facilities were provided also, in various play- 
grounds, for football; the attendance at many of the games 
was very large. Attendance at the golf links was not so 
large as in previous years; 38,290 players went over the 
course this year as against 47,469 last year. 

Thirteen distinct sheets of ice, in various parks and play- 
grounds, were kept in order for skaters ; and it is estimated 
that they were used by 385,000 persons during the skating 
season. Curlers and hockey players enjoyed a long season 
for their games, which was fully taken advantage of by lovers 
of these sports. A toboggan chute was laid down the hill 
from the golf-house and another down Scarboro’ hill to the 
Nazingdale meadow in Franklin Park. The season was 
favorable for making a good course, and 12,300 persons © 
enjoyed the sport.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF THE MASSACHU- 
SETTS EMERGENCY AND HYGIENE ASSOCIATION 
IN CHARGE OF THE WOMEN’S AND CHILDREN’S 
DIVISION AT CHARLESBANK. 


Boston, January 9, 1904. 
To the Board of Park Commissioners : 


GENTLEMEN, — In submitting to you our report for the 
thirteenth year of our superintendence of the gymnastic 
training and playground work and of the general hygienic 
and educational values of Charlesbank, we have no unusual 
items of interest to present. 

The work has gone steadily forward on the same lines of 
progress as heretofore. The attendance has been somewhat 
larger than in the previous season, notwithstanding the hin- 
drances necessarily caused by the building of the bridge. 
The enthusiasm among the older pupils in the classes has 
been very marked, women and girls, who are at work all 
day, coming regularly for their gymnastic exercise and con- 
stantly acknowledging their indebtedness to it for such 
measure of health as they possess. 

During the summer season, from May 15 to October 1, it. 
was all out-door work save when it rained, women, young 
girls, children, babies, each division in age having its favorite 
occupation. ‘There is no happier spot in Boston than Charles+ 
bank playground when several hundred children are frolick- 
ing upon it. 

The in-door work from October 1 to May 15, except when 
the weather permitted the classes to meet out doors, has been 
in three divisions; two evening classes with an average 
attendance of 50 plus, two morning classes with 20 as the 
average number, and three afternoon and one morning class 
for the little children, who emulate their elders in their zeal. 
As reward for their gymnastic skill they are allowed certain 
intervals of time for making picture scrap books, a pastime | 
they greatly enjoy. 

Miss Crowley is the pianist for the evening classes, Miss 
Rosamond Lang and Miss Marjorie Phelps kindly giving 
their services for the morning classes. 
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Towards the close of the winter evening classes, last. 
spring, Dr. Dudley A. Sargent of Harvard University 
brought some of his own pupils to assist him in obtaining 
tests of the average strength of the Charlesbank pupils ac- 
cording to certain exercises on simple apparatus which he 
has arranged. ‘The exhibition was novel, interesting and sat- 
isfactory. Its results, tabulated in a chart that now hangs 
on the wall of the large class-room, serve as incentive and as 
caution to the pupils in endeavoring to obtain an all-round 
development. 

Miss Harriet S. Cutler is the wise, kind, efficient Superin- 
tendent, whose influence over her pupils is of very large 
_ value to their character. Miss Agnes O. Brigham, who so 
long has been the admirable first assistant, though with us 
last summer, has resigned her position to accept similar work 
in a Western college. Miss Margaret L. Horst served 
excellently as second assistant in the summer. 

The committee is grateful for the kind consideration with 
which any suggestion of theirs has always been received by 
Superintendent John A. Pettigrew and his assistants.

Hon. Patrick A. COLLINS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, — The Trustees of the Pauper Institutions of Boston 
respectfully present herewith their report for the financial 
year ending January 381, 1904. 

Organization. — This department has remained constituted 
as previously reported. On the first Thursday in May the 
Board organized for the ensuing year by the election of Mrs. 
Alice N. Lincoln as Chairman and of Mr. Walter Hunnewell 
as Secretary. , 

Service of the Boston Office.—'The office force has 
remained as constituted in the preceding year. 

The work is arranged with a view to the closest economy, 
and only one clerk and one stenographer are - permanently 
employed in the Boston office, and two clerks in the office at 
the Long Island institution, where the accounts of the Bos- 
ton Almshouse and Hospital, and also of the Charlestown 
Almshouse, are kept. 


bo 
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Organization at Long Island.— On July 1 of last year 
the Superintendent of the Boston Almshouse and Hospital, 
Dr. Arthur S. Hartwell, resigned, to enter private practice, 
having three months previously notified the Trustees of this 
intention. Dr. Hartwell was succeeded by Dr. Simon F. 
Cox, the First Medical Officer of the institution, and one 
who, as a graduate of the Long Island Hospital, was 
familiar with the institution and its various departments. 

It seems necessary to record at the outset of this report 
that the work and efficiency of the Boston Almshouse and 
Hospital has been seriously interrupted during the past year 
by the fact that for the space of more than two months, 
namely, from June 18th to September Ist, the institution 
was under investigation because of certain charges brought 
against it by a member of the Board of Trustees. , 

Twenty-two hearings were held, and two reports were sub- 
mitted to the city government by a majority and minority 
of the Investigating Committee, which was composed of the 
members of the Committee on Public Institutions. 

Neither of these reports was formally accepted by the City 
Council, but the Trustees have carefully considered ae sug- 
gestions and recommendations made in them. 

The final action in regard to. these reports was an order, 
passed by the Board of Aldermen, that ‘the Mayor be re- 
quested by the Board of Aidermen to reorganize the Pauper 
Institutions’ Board of Trustees.” 

The routine work at Long Island is progressing along the 
usual lines. ‘The most important new work undertaken dur- 
ing the year has been the enlargement and completion of the 
operating-room, which is now in accordance with the modern 
interpretation of the needs of surgery. This new room, which 
was completed during the administration of Dr. A. S. Hart- 
well, is provided with a metallic ceiling and tile floor, the 
arrangements for daylight and artificial light are very satis- 
factory, and the room is aseptic in its conditions. The cost 
of this alteration and the extention of the room was $2,059, 
an amount which includes the installation of entirely new 
plumbing of the most approved modern type. The addi- 
tional expense of needed instruments and appliances was $480, 
and for this moderate amount, expended for the operating- 
room and its furnishings, the hospital is more thoroughly 
equipped than ever before, and the danger from the operations 
which must be performed there is minimized 

Additional work which has been completed during the © 
year is the erection of a coal-shed, a greatly needed improve- 
ment, and one which will result in ultimate saving to the 
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city, as the coal can be stored in larger quanties, and is pro- 
tected from loss by wind and theft. 

The easterly wharf has also been rebuilt and strengthened. 

A new dynamo has been installed in the power-house, 
whereby the efficiency of the electric plant is greatly 
increased. 

The necessity for new and more extensive hospital accom- 
modation is one of the greatest needs of the institution, and 
has been repeatedly called to the attention of the city gov- 
ernment. ‘The present hospital does not afford sufficient 
accommodation to enable the physicians to observe a strict 
classification of the patients, and it is therefore necessary to 
keep cases of phthisis and specific disease in the general 
wards. ‘The new hospital for consumptives cannot receive 
all the patients afflicted with that disease, and also, because 
of want of space in the general wards, many feeble and 
infirm persons are of necessity discharged from the hospital 
to the wards of the Men’s and Women’s Buildings, when 
their condition would warrant a longer stay in the hospital. 

The policy of the city, which in this department has been 
almost without exception to build only to meet present needs, 
cannot be too strongly deprecated, when it is taken into con- 
sideration that the numbers of the dependent poor are bound 
to increase, and that in proportion to these numbers a larger 
hospital population must be received and cared for. In view 
of the immediate needs of the Boston Almshouse and Hos- 
pital a generous sum of money is requested for loans, and 
the various items are enumerated at the close of this report, 
where the necessities of the department are set forth. 

Should the construction of a new hospital building be un- 
dertaken, it would seem that the city should consider not 
only the present needs, but the future possibilities of the insti- 
tution, and that any plans prepared now should form part 
of a comprehensive scheme following lines upon which the 
work could develop with the coming years. 

One of the matters requiring immediate attention is the 
construction of anew morgue, the present building being 
entirely inadequate to meet the demands of a well-equipped 
hospital, and its location being undesirable. The sum of 
$10,000, appropriated for the erection of a morgue, is 
found to be barely sufficient to complete such a struc- 
ture as is desired. The request made by the Trustees 
was for the sum of $12,000, and it is to be regretted 
that the full amount was not appropriated. During the 
year there have been 252 deaths, and as many of the 
bodies of those who die are kept awaiting the convenience of 
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friends who wish to send for them, it seems of much impor- 
tance that suitable means of maintaining the morgue at a 
- proper temperature should be secured. ‘The present mort- 
uary, being a wooden building, varies greatly in temperature 
during the year, and in summer it 1s impossible to reduce the 
temperature below 50 degrees. Suitable pathological rooms 
should adjoin the morgue, and the building should be erected 
ata greater distance from the hospital, or where it will be 
less under observation by hospital patients, and from the 
adjacent buildings. 

Maintenance Appropriation. — The maintenance appropria- 
tion for this department for the year just closed was $160,000. 
Of this amount $128,500 was appropriated.for the maintenance 
of the Boston Almshouse and Hospital. The actual expense 
of the institution has exceeded this amount by $11,105.78. 
There are several reasons for this deficit. First, the increase 
in the cost of coal, due to the coal famine of a year ago and the 
high prices which have prevailed since, and second, a change 
in the date of the pay-roll, necessitating the payment of 
fifty-four weeks’ salaries instead of fifty-two from the appro- 
priation for this year. But for these two items, the Boston 
Almshouse and Hospital would have come well within its 
appropriation, as has been the case with the other divisions 
of this department, with the exception of the steamer 
“ John Howard,” where also there was a deficit because of 
the high price of coal.* 

An additional reason for the increased expense of main- 
taining the Boston Almshouse and Hospital is to be found 
in the application of the eight-hour law, by which employees 


* As the expenditure for coal consumed during the past year has been 
unusually large, a list of the contracts for soft coal for the Boston 4]ms- 
house and Hospital (including the steamer ‘“ John Howard’’) during 
the past three years is appended.

During these years two additional buildings, two new boilers, and one 
new dynamo have been added to the plant, and the amount of steam 
heat furnished to the former buildings has been increased. 

During the past year 5,443.34 tons of soft coal have been purchased at 
a total cost of $84,181.85, the average price per ton being $6.28. Of this 
amount $28,586.85 has been paid from the SPP TOD aa for the y par 
ending January 31, 1904.

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are relieved from duty after eight hours of service. This 
change necessitates the employment of three shifts of en- 
gineers and firemen in the engineering department, and 
shortens the hours of labor of all mechanics employed on 
the island. 

The increasingly feeble character of the population also 
renders the employment of a larger number of officers a 
necessity even at greater cost to the institution, and is in 
accordance with the recommendation contained in the first 
report of the Trustees, who early recognized the need of 
more paid assistance at Long Island. 

The general per capita cost per week at the Long Island 
institution is £3.68; for the almshouse population the per 
Capita expense is $2.82 per week, and for the hospital popu- 
lation $5.96. At the Charlestown Almshouse the per capita 
cost is $38.07. 

It should be borne in mind that the hospital is becoming 
more and more a hospital for the treatment of the chronic 
sick of the City of Boston, and that there is no reason why 
the requirements of the hospital should not be met in the 
same liberal spirit which has always been manifested towards 
the City Hospital, from which the Long Island institution 
receives many cases. It is no longer accepted as a tenable 
proposition that “an almshouse hospital is good enough for 
the people for whom it is intended.” An almshouse hospital 
should be as good as any other hospital, and the sick who 
seek its shelter should receive as good care as those suffering 
from acute illness. ; 

To maintain a hospital of the size of the one at Long Island 
requires a large corps of nurses and physicians, and too much 
credit can scarcely be given to the interest continually mani- 
fested by the visiting staff of physicians, who have done much 
to raise the standard of the hospital and to insure the welfare 
of its patients. 

The training school for nurses has been made a subject of 
adverse criticism during the year by the Committee on Investi- 
gation. ‘There is probably no portion of the work done at 
Long Island which redounds so greatly to the credit of the 
institution or does more to raise its standard of usefulness. 
The work of a training school is progressive and full of inter- 
est. Where nurses are employed, and no training school is 
maintained, it is difficult to insure the same degree of interest 
and to secure the best class of work. It is certainly an incen- 
tive for any nurse who is a graduate of the Long Island 
Hospital to become eventually one of the head nurses, and 
thus fill a responsible position in the school in which she was 
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trained. Much pleasant testimony is borne by the patients 
to the care and fidelity of the nurses, and while, of course, 
all cannot attain the same degree of proficiency, it is reason- 
able to admit that the standard of the school, as a whole, has 
perceptibly improved, and is still improving, with every year 
of its continuance. 

The greatest needs of the institution are, as have already 
been stated, an increased hospital accommodation and an 
adequate mortuary. ‘There are other requirements which 
should be set forth, and some of these have already been 
brought to the attention of the city government. <A central 
kitchen should be provided, in which cooking for all the 
institution could be done. It is wasteful both of labor and 
material to maintain three kitchens, as is now the case, owing 
to the fact that additional buildings have from time to 
time been added where cooking is required. It would be more 
economical and more satisfactory to provide a central kitchen 
with connecting corridors to the different buildings, through 
which food could be carried. ‘The danger from fire could 
probably thus be lessened. 

The construction of a front wharf is also a necessity. 
Plans for such a structure have been in existence since 1886, 
but have never been carried out, owing to lack of funds. 
In the exposed situation of the Long Island institution it is 
necessary that landings should be made with the greatest 
ease possible, and the proposed plans provide fora triangular 
wharf, which would facilitate landing in all weathers. 

Another urgent need is that the administration building 
should be increased in size. Itis to the credit of the institu- 
tion that it has for so long accommodated its office force 
and carried on its business in a house intended originally for 
the use of the Superintendent, and not in any sense as the 
office of a large institution. In connection with the enlarge- 
ment of this building, it is proposed to afford suitable waiting 
rooms for friends who come to visit patients, and who are 
now obliged to wait in the corridor of the hospital. It is 
time that adequate office accommodations were provided. 
A receiving-room for the hospital is also an absolute 
necessity. There is at present no room where patients can 
be received on their arrival, and therefore they must be 
taken at once to the general wards, a practice which from 
every standpoint is undesirable. 

The construction of a tie-up for cattle has been delayed 
for a number of years for lack of sufficient appropriation 
(now granted) to build such a tie-up as is necessary. This 
also is a matter which should receive immediate attention, as 
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the safety of the herd is of importance to the inmates of the 
institution, and the cattle are not properly housed at the 
present time. 

It would seem that in all these matters the policy of the 
city should be a liberal one, to enable the department to 
carry on its work with efficiency, and in such a manner as to 
be a credit to the city which it represents. 

Dormitory for Women, Long Island.—It is necessary 
to devote a little space to the consideration. of the special 
needs of this building. No structural changes have been 
made in it since the present Board of Trustees have been in 
charge. Its dining-room facilities are entirely inadequate 
for the number of people occupying it, and tables are set 
three times for every meal, to accommodate the women who 
must eat in the small room provided for the purpose. A 
larger dining-room is a necessity, and in connection with it 
. there should be an upstairs sewing-room, as the women are 
now obliged to use the basement for this purpose. Addi- 
tional sleeping-rooms for the matrons and laundresses em- 

ployed in the building are also needed. 

' Recreation Room for Men.—In the exposed situation ot 
the almshouse, it is necessary that men should have a place. 
indoors where they can sit and smoke, and the basement 
cellar which has been used for this purpose is unfit for it, 
and should be abandoned. Last year the sum of $2,500 was 
requested for a separate room to be used by the men. A 
very simple structure was contemplated, and for the amount 
it would cost a large degree of comfort could be secured for 
those who are now obliged to sit in an underground and 
damp room. 

Almshouse at Charlestown for Women and Aged Couples. 
— It is a pleasure to report that no great changes are needed 
in this small almshouse. ‘The number of inmates varies from 
95 to 110, and the building has more the appearance of an old 
women’s home than a public institution. Only one radical 
change is suggested, and has been favorably acted upon by the 
Trustees. During all the years it has been in our charge, this 
building has been lighted by gas. Every precaution has been 
taken to inclose the gas jets in wire cages, and thus protect the 
inmates from danger of fire. It now seems to the Trustees 
that it would be wiser to install electric hghts, and a recom- 
mendation to that effect has been adopted by the Board, and 
estimates for the work have been requested. This change, 
when made, will obviate some of the dangers arising from the 
present system of using gas, and it would seem, in view of 
the feeble condition of many of the inmates, that no possible 
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precaution should be neglected. Up to the present time, 
some of the smaller rooms have been lighted only by means 
of gas in the corridors. 

In closing, the Trustees would respectfully ask you to 
present to the City Council the needs of the department as 
already stated, and to indorse the policy which should look 
beyond the immediate present in providing for the dependent 
poor. 

If the city intends, as has been its custom in the past, to 
make suitable provision for this purpose, it would seem the 
part of wisdom to construct buildings adequate not only for 
present time, but for the near future. Much expense could 
thus be saved, and the result would be more satisfactory 
to those who have the institutions in charge, and also to 
the citizens of Boston, who are responsible for their mainte- 
nance. A list of the permanent improvements desired is 
appended.

Increased Hospital Accommodation. —'Two pavilions, two 
stories high, containing two wards each, are contemplated, 
and this request is made for the third time. The need is 
urgent in order to meet the requirements of the hospital 
population. 

Central Kitchen and Domestic Building Gncluding dining- 
rooms for officers and a refrigerating plant). 

Dining-room and Sewing-room for Women, and sleeping- 
rooms for matrons and laundresses employed in Women’s 
Building. 

Sturtevant blower system for dormitory. 

Third Section of Power-house (never constructed on account 
of lack of funds, and intended to contain coal-bunkers below, 
and greatly needed rooms to adjoin the laundry on the upper 
floor for the ironing and sorting of clothes). 

Administration Building (including receiving-room ae 
patients and reception-room for their friends). 

Recreation-room for Men. 

New Wharf, in accordance with plans prepared by the 
Engineering Department of the city (to include two drops 
and a wharf-house). 

New Lavatory for Wards A and B (to replace one which 
is inadequate and poorly located). 

Crematory for the destruction of dressings, sputum cups, 
and hospital refuse.

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REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT OF 
THE BOSTON ALMSHOUSE AND HOSPITAL, LONG 
ISLAND 


Lone ISLAND, BOSTON HARBOR, January 31, 1904. 
To the Pauper Institutions Trustees : 


The report of the Almshouse and Hospital at Long Island 
for the year ending January 31, 1904, is respectfully sub- 
mitted. 

During the year there have been 847 admissions to our 
institution. Six hundred and fifty-four of these, or 77.2 per 
cent., went directly to the hospital. There were thirteen 
births, making a total of 667 hospital cases, or 78.7 per cent. 
of the total admissions. 

The early fall saw the completion of the coal-shed and the 
reconstruction of the easterly wharf. The coal-shed affords 
a protection for our coal against the elements, and, because 
of the shelter, makes possible the easy transfer of coal from 
wharf to wagon without loss. 

The steam pipe line from our power-house to the pump- 
house of the salt water fire service is laid in an iron pipe 
conduit, the joints of which are not tight. Much ground 
water enters the conduit, and the energy wasted in convert- 
ing this water to steam is a considerable waste. This con- 
duit should be relaid and made tight. Steam is kept on this 
line constantly, because of possible emergency call in case of 
fire. The waste can be measured by many tons of coal dur- 
ing the year. A new engine and dynamo have been added 
to the power-house equipment, and furnish power sufficient 
to fill the wants of our institution. The heater in the 
pump-room of the power-house, designed to heat the return 
before entering the boilers, has never been piped satisfac- 
torily and needs attention. This will render possible the 
attainment of a higher temperature for the returns before 
entering the boilers, and will be a saving in coal. The arch 
plates of our boilers burn out frequently, about three sets a 
year. I wouid suggest that water arches of some approved 
pattern be installed. These would last longer, and the 
water circulating through these arches would return to the 
boiler nearer the boiling point. This would be a saving in 
coal. : f 
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The power-house should be completed. This would give 
storage in acompetent building for 400 to 500 tons of coal, 
and upstairs would make our laundry space sufficient to 
recelve our ironing-room, which now is located in the base- 
ment of the Women’s Building. Platform scales should be 
installed in. the boiler-room, that thereby we may know how 
much coal— actual weight— is burned on each watch. 
Much of the laundry machinery is old and wearing out, and 
must be replaced as is necessary. The power for our laundry 
is derived from an upright engine of a type which is not eco- 
nomical; were this replaced by a motor, a saving of from 10 
per cent. to 15 per cent. could be shown. 

The embankment in the rear of the Women’s Building is 
slowly but surely wearing away. Some type of retaining 
wall will be necessary to maintain the integrity of this build- 
ing. The present heating system of this building is inade- 
quate. More pipe surface should be installed. An indirect 
system—a blower system— would assist greatly in the 
heating. The dining-room is too small. Provision should 
be made, by addition to this room, to serve all at one sitting. 
A sewing-room is needed, that we may move from the base- 
ment, which is so dark and unattractive. 

The smoking-room in the Men’s Building is damp and 
unhealthy. It is not practicable to move this room to any 
other part of the building. New quarters should be erected. 
The lavatories at the end of the wards are inadequate and 
are poorly arranged. 

During the year £03 rods of wire fence were built, sepa- 
rating the farm from the pasture, and twenty-five rods of new 
road were built, extending from the mainroad toward the 
cow-barn in the pasture. 

Searcity of help on our farm istoo apparent, and proper 
conditions for growing crops cannot be at all times obtained. 
More help is needed during the summer, when the land and 
crops need attention. 

Some provision should be made to improve he condition 
of our vegetable cellar. Itis damp andcold. Farm products 
will not keep here for any length of time. Drainage should 
be adequate and permanent, and a floor of cement or pave- 
ment be laid. 

There is no room in the barn where our harnesses may 
receive proper attention. Harnesses are used in all kinds of 
weather, and many times come in thoroughly wet. A room 
properly heated would afford means of drying harnesses, and 
they would wear longer because of proper care. Our animals 
would be in better condition because of harnesses properly 
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dried and oiled. Means for providing hot water in our barn 
at all times is necessary. 

Our herd is in good condition, but too small to supply the 
wants of our institution. The erection of a new tie-up will 
furnish room for a larger herd. 

Plans for a mortuary building have been prepared. ‘This 
should be erected at once. 

The westerly wharf should be reconstructed. The frontage 
should be increased and a small wharf-house erected for 
storage of freight. A channel should be dredged to give 
more depth at the wharf at low water. 

Telephones should be installed at both wharves, connect- 
ing all parts of the institution. 

A Domestic Building should be erected. This building 
should contain stores, a central kitchen, and penguins for 
all officers. 

There have been 1,200 cases treated in the hospital during 
the year; 253 of these were hospital patients January 31, 
1903, 13 were born during the year, 654 were admitted from 
Boston, and 279 were admitted from the Men’s and Women’s 
‘Buildings. There have been 232 deaths during the year. 

The resident medical staff consists of a first medical officer, 
who is in charge of the hospital, four house officers, and one 
special house officer. 

The “ Out-Patient”’ departments ane grown considerably | 
during the year, and they form no small part of the work of 
the doctors and the nurses. Four thousand seven hundred 
and thirty-nine cases have received treatment as out-patients 
during the year, and, in addition, 8,203 minor surgical dress- 
ings have been done in this department. 

Telephones should be installed in the hospital, connecting 
all wards and doctors’ quarters. This would bring doctors 
nearer their patients in case of emergency calls, and would 
afford means for easier and more prompt communication 
with those in the city who inquire for friends. 

I wish to call attention to the number of consumptive 
patients in our hospital. LEighty-two remained January 31, 
1904, an excess of 12 over last year. Our Consumptive 
Hospital will.accommodate 51. We are forced to put the 
remainder in wards of the hospital with other cases, and we 
cannot isolate them. Some provision should be made to 
properly isolate these cases. 

Many kind friends have sent books and papers for use in 
- our institution. They are gratefully received. 

Many thanks should be given our chaplains, who have 
labored so faithfully among the sick of the institution.

The institution has been improved in a number of sub- 
stantial ways. My last year’s recommendation for the 
removal of all straw beds has been fulfilled, and the comfort 
of the old people has been greatly increased by the excellent 
springs and hair mattresses. The enlarging and renovating 
of the women’s dormitory on the upper floor makes a fine 
airy room, and a good fence has been built around the garden 

on the opposite side of the street. 
- [ have, as in all the years, most cordially to acknowledge 
the kindly ministrations and frequent presence of the clergy 
of St. Francis de Sales’ Church, and the interest of many kind 
friends expressing itself in various services on Sundays and 
in many pleasant evenings given to our old people.

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REPORT OF THE VISITING MEDICAL STAFF OF THE 
LONG ISLAND HOSPITAL. ~ 


Boston, January 31, 1904. 
To the Pauper Institutions Trustees: 


The medical work of the Long Island institution has pro- 
gressed satisfactorily during the past year. We are justified 
in saying that the hospital is affording the best medical and 
surgical care to the patients, many of whom are suffering 
from diseases of distressing character, which demand most 
painstaking nursing and attention. ‘This, we believe, has 
been given in increasing measure by those in immediate attend- 
ance upon the sick. As the medical work of the institution 
has widened, and the needs of the inmates been more 
completely investigated, it has become increasingly evident 
that no real line of distinction is to be drawn between the 
so-called Almshouse and Hospital Departments. The insti- 
tution as a whole, because of the infirm character of its 
inmates, is gradually and inevitably assuming the general 
character of a hospital, rather than of an almshouse and _ hos- 
pital combined. During the period in which a visiting 
medical staff has been connected with the institution, it has 
been evident that there has been a steady improvement in 
the conditions surrounding the inmates, due not so much to 
the existence of a staff of visiting physicians as to the 
increasing recognition on the part of the public of the fact 
that the hospital system best meets the needs of the class of 
persons resident at the institution. It is an erroneous idea 
to suppose that the old and decrepit, and those suffering from 
chronic disease in its various forms, do not require medical 
attendance. In general, it may be said that each year has 
seen an increasing attention to the needs of all inmates 
regarded as patients under medical supervision, with a result 
which permits the statement that at present these persons are 
receiving as good care as could be provided at any hospital, 
of whatever scope or character. 

We beg to call attention to several matters in detail, some 
of which have been mentioned in previous reports. 

The boat service, to which we have had occasion to allude 
from time to time, has been decidedly improved by the addi- 
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tion of several regular trips, so that now the service is practi- 
cally a daily one. The disadvantages of the location of the 
hospital on an island are thereby in part obviated. Still 
more frequent regular trips between the city and Long Island 
are, however, desirable. | 

We have for a number of years urged the imperative need 
of an adequate pathological building. ‘This is now rendered 
possible by an appropriation by the city government of 
_ $10,000. The many disadvantages of the present arrangement 
are manifestly detrimental to the interests of the institution. 
This has been generally recognized, and we therefore take . 
this opportunity to express the hope that the construction of 
a suitable building may soon be completed for tle proper care 
of the dead and for necessary laboratory study in connection 
with the general hospital work. A further need is a proper 
“receiving ward” for the patients newly admitted. It is for 
obvious reasons unadvisable to admit at once to the general 
wards patients whose diseases have not previously been defi- 
nitely determined. If such a “receiving ward” were pro- 
vided it would reduce to a minimum the danger of introduc- 
ing contagious diseases into the hospital, to the possible detri- 
ment of other patients, and would also permit a proper pre- 
liminary classitication. We respectfully request that you give 
this important matter your consideration. 

The installation of an X-ray machine should no be longer 
delayed. Experience has shown that the X-rays are not only 
of value in determining the nature of certain disease-processes, 
but are also of great service in the treatment of various 
stubborn and dangerous affections, of which there are many 
examples at this institution. The patients should not longer 
be deprived of this generally recognized means of alleviation. 
Cases of necessity now remain untreated which would doubt- 
less be benefited by properly regulated X-ray applications. 

We are again obliged to speak of the large number of cases 
of tuberculosis which the hospital is called upon to care for. 
The special hospital for tuberculosis has long been filled to 
its utmost capacity, and the overflow has, of necessity, been 
taken into the general wards. ‘This is altogether to be 
deplored, and cannot go on without serious menace to non- 
tuberculous patients. Such an admixture of tuberculous and 
non-tuberculous persons is wholly contrary to modern princi- 
ples of prevention and treatment, and should not longer be 
tolerated. - The tuberculosis hospital was built to avoid this 
very contingency. We repeat, therefore, our previous recom- 
mendation: either that a limit be placed upon the number 
of tuberculosis patients sent to the hospital, or else that 


lord 
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immediate measures be taken to increase the accommodations 
for separate care. | 

The need of increased hospital facilities is further empha- 
sized by the impossibility of properly classifying and isolating 
cases of venereal disease with the space now at command. 
This type of disease, in certain stages, is highly contagious, 
and it is altogether desirable that separate provision should 
be made for the treatment of patients suffering from it in its 
various forms. ‘This cannot be done in the present over- 
crowded condition of the wards. 

The following changes have taken place in the Visiting 
Medical Staff: Dr. Edward H. Bradford has been appointed 
visiting orthopedic surgeon; Dr. A. S. Hartwell, assistant 
Visiting surgeon. Dr. Howard B. Jackson has been 
appointed first medical officer of the Long Island Hospital. 

Dr. Frank Richardson was appointed during the past year 
to give special attention to joint diseases, with the hope that 
by careful observation of this type of disease, which forms -a 
considerable portion of the hospital cases, some alleviation or 
possibly cure may be found for these stubborn and often 
exceedingly painful affections. The house staff, as hereto- 
fore, consists of four house officers and, in addition, a special 
house officer under the supervision of the first medical 
officer. 

We desire, finally, to express our appreciation of the 
unfailing courtesy and complete co-operation of your Board.

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REPORT OF THE VISITING PHYSICIAN OF THE BOS- 
TON ALMSHOUSE FOR WOMEN AND AGED 
COUPLES, CHARLESTOWN. 


CHARLESTOWN, MASs., January 31, 1904. 


Sarah G. Weeden, Superintendent, Almshouse for Women and 
Aged Couples, Charlestown : 


I respectfully submit to you my report as visiting physi- 
cian of the Almshouse for Women and Aged Couples for the 
year ending January 81, 1904. 

The records show a large number of cases, the vast major- 
ity of which were treated at the dispensary. The strictly 
clinical cases were transferred, as far as was judicious, to the 
hospital at Long Island, for the purpose of obtaining the 
advantages of hospital care. Two deaths are recorded for 
the year, one death due to chronic endocarditis, involving the 
aortic valves, the second due to cedema of the lungs follow- 
ing chronic myocarditis; the first patient was a man, aged 71 
years ; the second a woman, aged 78 yéars. 

The rule impressed on the inmates that each and every 
ailment, no matter how trivial, must at once be reported to 
the matron of the medical department, and the close obser- 
vation of the ability of the inmates to eat, work, and move 
about, makes it almost impossible for any inmate to be 
without necessary medical treatment. 

In the examination of new inmates there has been added 
to the required examination a routine examination of the 
urine. It is done to discover any insidious diseases of the 
urinary tract, or the possible existence of diabetes mellitus. 
Records of serious cases have added to them carefully kept 
charts of temperature, pulse, and respiration. 

There have been added to the dispensary supplies many 
useful drugs and preparations, surgical supplies, and labora- 
tory articles, which make an outfit expected to be enough’ 
for almost any emergency that may arise. 

The physician’s visit is made as early as possible in the 
forenoon, in order that ample time may be had for the trans- 
fer of any necessary case to the Long Island Hospital. 

The interest and encouragement of all connected with the 
institution in caring for its sick are greatly appreciated.

LONG ISLAND HOSPITAL TRAINING SCHOOL FOR 
NURSES. 


This Training School is established to give a systematic 
two years’ course of training and practice to women desirous 
of becoming professional nurses. 

The school is connected with the Boston Almshouse and 
Hospital on Long Island, in Boston Harbor. The hospital 
buildings are modern in all their appointments, and contain 
two hundred and seventy beds. 

The Superintendent of the Almshouse and Hospital has 
the general supervision of all matters relating to the school, 
and application for admission should be made to him. The 
Superintendent of Nurses has the immediate charge of all 
the nursing in the hospital, of all persons employed in the 
wards, and also is responsible for the instruction and manage- 
ment of the pupils in the Training School. 

The course of training requires two years, and includes 
general medical, surgical, maternity, and infant nursing. 

A fixed course of instruction is given, including lectures 
and demonstrations on practical points by the medical and 
surgical staff, recitations on these and from text-books, but 
chiefly the daily instruction from the Superintendent of 
Nurses and the graduate head-nurses, and the accurate daily 
drill in the wards and operating-room. 

The instruction includes the general care of the sick, the 
making of beds, changing bed and body linen, managing of 
helpless patients in bed, etc.; bathing, prevention and dress- 
ing of bed sores; the making and applying of bandages, 
applying of fomentations and poultices and minor dressings, 
cupping, the administration of enemas, and use of the female 
catheter. The pupils are also given lessons in massage. 
Maternity nursing is taught by practice in the confinement 
rooms, which includes digital examination of patients. In- 
struction is also given the pupils how to act in the various 
emergencies which arise in childbed. Pupils are taught how 
to cook and serve food for the sick in a proper manner, the 
feeding of helpless patients, and the feeding and preparation 
of food for infants. 

Instruction is also given.in the best practical methods of 
supplying fresh air, of warming and ventilating sick-rooms in 
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a proper manner, and the way to take care of sick-rooms for 
the best good and comfort of the patient; in keeping all 
utensils and appliances perfectly clean and disinfected; in 
making accurate observations of the pulse, temperature, res- 
piration, expectorations, the secretions and state of the skin ; 
of mental conditions as to delirium, dementia, etc.; of the 
condition as to sleep, appetite, effects of diet or of stimulants 
and medicines, and in the managing of cases of senility and 
senile dementia. Pupils are taught the administering of 
medicines and the application of external remedies; how to 
take notes on cases, the making up of a nurse’s record, and 
the reports to the attending physician. 

Candidates will be received between the ages of twenty- 
one and thirty years. They must be of sound health. They 
should send a brief personal history, and give the names and 
addresses of responsible persons, not of their own kin, who 
know their good character and capabilities. Upon the 
approved recommendation of the Superintendent they will 
be received for four months on probation. 

At the end of the four months, candidates, if considered 
satisfactory to the authorities in charge of the hospital, are 
permitted to join the school upon signing an agreement to 
complete the prescribed course of two years and to conform 
to all rules. 

‘The right is reserved by the authorities of the hospital to 
terminate at any time the connection of any pupil for ineffi- 
ciency, misconduct, generally unsatisfactory record, or for any 
other reason which may be deemed sufficient. 

While the education and training which are afforded are 
intended to be a full equivalent for their services, there is 
given the pupils, toward defraying their necessary personal 
expenses, ten dollars per month during the first year and 
twelve dollars per month for the second year. 

If pupils successfully fulfil the requirements for the full 
term of two years, and pass the necessary examinations, 
they will, upon the termination of their service, receive 
the diploma of.the hospital. 

There are no fixed dates for the beginning of service, but 
accepted candidates may enter whenever vacancies occur. 
Pupils are required after they join the school to wear the 
Training School uniform and regulation shoes.

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RULES FOR ADMISSION TO THE LONG ISLAND 
HOSPITAL. 


Persons eligible to care in the hospital at Long Island, Boston 
Harbor, are as follows : 

1. Any person who has 4a legal settlement in the City of 
Boston and stands in need of relief. 

2. Any such person who, if well, could be supported at his 
home, but who, being ill, needs special medical or surgical care 
which he cannot afford to provide. 

3. Any person having no settlement in Boston and who is 
too ill to be removed to the city or town of settlement (or to a 
State institution, if without a settlement), and who is in need 
of immediate relief. 

The question of settlement will be determined by the Institu- 
tions Registration Department, 28 Court square; office hours, 9 
to 5 o’clock; on Saturdays, 9 to 1 o’clock. Any person able 
to walk should apply at that office. An ambulance and carriage 
are at the disposal of that office, and will be sent for persons 
unable to walk to carry them to the boat. 

Cases of contagious illness, such as scarlet fever, diphtheria, 
etc., are not received at Long Island, but should be referred to 
the City Hospital. Persons in the last stages of disease should 
not be subjected to the fatigue and exhaustion of the journey to 
Long Island. 

In the case of a person who does not speak English it is desir- 
able that he should be accompanied by a friend who can interpret 
when he makes his application at 28 Court square. 

It is very desirable that application should be made the day 
before it is intended that the person should go to the hospital, or, — 
if an emergency case, before 12 o’clock, in order that the settle- 
ment may be investigated, and the ambulance or carriage sent, if 
necessary. A person applying at this office too late for admis- 
sion on the same day will be sent to the Wayfarers’ Lodge (men), 
or to the City Temporary Home (women). 

The executive force of the hospital at Long Island consists of 
a first Medical Officer and four House Officers, who have im- 
mediate charge under the direction of the Superintendent and 
Resident Physician and the Visiting Medical Staff. There is a 
Training School for Nurses, with a Superintendent of Nurses 
and night assistant, seven head nurses and thirty-six probationers 
or pupil-nurses.

Chapter 395 of the Acts of 1897, as. Amended by Oars 451 
of the Acts of 1897. 


An ACT TO ESTABLISH SEPARATE DEPARTMENTS OF THE CITY OF 
BOSTON FOR THE CARE OF CHILDREN, PAUPERS, INSANE PER— 
SONS AND CRIMINALS. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. -The Children’s Institutions Department, the Pau- 
per Institutions Department, the Insane Hospital Department and 
the Institutions Registration Department, of the City of Boston, 
are hereby created as departments of said city, and shall be under 
the charge of the officers herein designated therefor. Said offi- 
cers shall be citizens or taxpayers of said city, and shall be | 
appointed by the mayor of said city without confirmation by the 
board of aldermen. ‘The provisions of chapter two hundred 
and sixty-six of the Acts of the year one thousand eight hundred 
and eighty-five, and of all other acts relating to the depart- 
ments of the City of Boston, or the officers or employees thereof, 
except as otherwise herein provided, shall be applicable to said 
departments and the officers and employees thereof. — 

Snor. 2. Each of said departments, except the Institutions 
Registration Department, shall be under the charge of a board of 
seven trustees, at least two of whom. shall always be women; 
during the current year one of said trustees for each of said 
departments shall be appointed for the term of five years, two for 
the term of four years, one for the term of three years, two for 
the term of two years and one for the term of one year, begin- 
ning with the first day of May in the year eighteen hundred and 
ninety-seven; and hereafter in the year in which any term or 
terms shall expire a trustee or trustees shall be appointed for the 
term of five years, beginning with the first day of May in the 
year of appointment; any vacancy occurring among said trus- 
tees shall be filled by appointment of a trustee as aforesaid for 
the remainder of the term. Said trustees shall serve without 
compensation, but all expenses reasonably incurred by them in the 
performance of their duty shall be paid by said city if approved 
by a recorded vote of the board of which the trustee incurring 
such expense is a member. ‘They shall organize on the first 
Monday of May in each year, or as soon thereafter as may be, by 
the choice of a chairman who shall be one of their number, and of

a secretary who may or may not, at their discretion, be one of 
their number. No such trustee, nor any person in the employ 
of any of said trustees or departments, shall be interested in a 
private capacity, directly or indirectly, in any contractor agree- 
ment for labor or for articles furnished for any of said depart- 
ments. , 
Sect. 3. The board of trustees for the Children’s Institutions 
Department shall be known as the trustees for children, and shall 
have, exercise and perform all.the powers and duties relating to 
children, or to any institution or place in which they are confined 
or detained or cared for, including the House of Reformation, now 
conferred by the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institu- 
tions commissioner of the City of Boston, except as to children 
lawfully committed to or detained in institutions established for 
the care and custody of the adult insane paupers and-criminals. 
Sect. 4. The board of trustees for the Pauper Institutions 
Department shall be known as the pauper institutions trustees, 
and, except as otherwise provided by section three of this act, 
shall have, exercise and perform all the powers and duties relat- 


ing to poor and indigent persons, or to any institution or place 


in which they are confined or detained or cared for, now conferred 
by the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institutions com- 
missioner of the City of Boston. 

Sect. 5. The board of trustees for the Insane Hospital Depart- 
ment shall be known as the insane hospital trustees, and shall 
have the general care and control of the Boston lunatic hospital 
established by the City of Boston under the provisions of chapter 
one hundred and thirty-one of the acts of the year eighteen hun- 
dred and thirty-nine, and all other hospitals that said city has 
established, or may hereafter establish, for the care or treatment 
of the insane, and the same shall hereafter be known as the-Bos- 
ton insane hospital; and said trustees shall have all the. powers 
relating to the insane and to the institutions in which they are 
confined, conferred by the statutes of the Commonwealth son 
the institutions commissioner of the City of Boston. . 

Srot. 6. The institutions Department of the City of Boston 
shall hereafter be styled the Penal Institutions Department, and 
the institutions commissioner shall hereafter be styled the penal 
institutions commissioner, and he shall continue to have, exer- 
cise and perform all the powers and duties now conferred by 
the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institutions com- 
missioner of the City of Boston not conferred by’ this act upon 
any other officer or board of trustees. The penal institutions 
commissioner may, with the approval of said mayor, appoint one 
assistant. 

Sect. 7. The Institutions Registration Department shall be 
under the charge of the institutions registrar, who shall investi- 
gate all questions relating to the settlement of paupers, to the com- 
mitment of the insane, or to the agency for discharged prisoners, 
or to any rights, duties or liabilities connected therewith, and 
report thereon to the department interested therein ; and shall per- 
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form such services relating to the accounts and to the collection, 
registration and tabulation of statistics relating to said depart- 
ments, or any of them, as may be required of him by said mayor 
or by the officer or trustees in charge of any of said departments, 
with the approval of said mayor. Said registrar shall receive an 
annual salary of three thousand dollars, or such other salary as 
may be fixed by ordinance. 

Secr. 8. Said mayor shall quarterly, in the months of June, 
September, December and March, and at such other times and at 
such places as he shall appoint, hold conferences, at which may 
be present said penal institutions commissioner, said institutions 
registrar, two members of each of the aforesaid boards of trus- 
tees, to be selected by such boards severally, and two members 
of the board of overseers of the poor, to be selected by such 
board, to consider any subjects relating to the work of said 
departments, or of any two or more of them, or to the co- 
ordination of such work, and at said conferences said mayor 
shall preside. 

Sect. 9. The City of Boston may take and hold any real 
or personal property which may be given, granted, bequeathed 
or devised to and accepted by it for the benefit of any one or 
more of said departments or of the persons under the care thereof. 
Such property or the income thereof shall be used, applied and 
disposed of according to the lawful directions of the donor thereof, 
by the officers in charge of such department or departments. 

Sect. 10. Any officers or employees of the Institutions 
Department of the City of Boston, whose tenure of office or 
position may be affected by this act or the carrying out thereof, ° 
may be appointed to similar positions in said city at any time 
within six months of the passage of this act, without civil service 
examination or enrolment. 

Sect. 11. No veteran holding an office in the Institutions 
Department of the City of Boston shall be removed or suspended, 
or shall, without his consent, be transferred from such office or 
employment, except after a full hearing before the mayor, and at 
such hearing the veteran shall have the right to be present and 
to be represented by counsel. Such removal, suspension or 
transfer shall be made only upon the written order of the mayor.

This report will show an increase in the number of com- 
mitments, as compared with last year, of 2,306, and an in- 
creased daily average of 423, due to the increase in arrests 
for drunkenness. © 

The net cost per capita will show a decrease, as compared 
with last year. 

During the year 457 prisoners have been released on pro- 
bation by the Commissioner; twenty-two of this number 
violated their probation and were returned to the Institution. 
For many of these, places of employment have been pro- 
cured. ‘This is a wise law, and not only gives encourage- 
ment to the prisoner, but promotes discipline in the prison. 

The general health of the inmates is excellent, and but 
one serious accident has happened at the Institution during 
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the year. Our prison accommodation was taxed almost to ~ 
its capacity, but there was no crowding, and all were as com- 
fortably cared for as could be expected. 

The school for illiterates is doing good work. Religious 
services, Catholic and Protestant, are conducted as usual, 
and the clergymen of both denominations are untiring in 
their efforts to aid prisoners while there, and in many cases 
after their release. 

Mrs. Florence Garrettson Spooner continues her visits to 
the women’s prison, and her good advice is cheerfully given, 
and has been of much benefit. 

Chapter 225 of the Revised Laws provides that 380 per 
cent. of the prisoners of the Institution can be employed at 
any one industry. ‘This number are employed in the manu- 
facture of overalls and coats, and in addition one hundred 
and fifty are employed in cutting, edge and gutter stone, 
which is sold to the Street Department, leaving a large 
number for whom employment must be provided. House- 
work for the Institution; keeping grounds and roadway in 
order ; caring for the horses, cattle, working on the farm, and 
doing repairs, provides work for the remainder. 

The wharf at Deer Island has been entirely reconstructed, 
and is now in first-class condition. The coal-shed has been 
practically rebuilt, with a new hoisting derrick and platform. 

Two new boilers have been placed in the boiler-house of 
the main prison building, to replace the two which were 
condemned. 

Our sewing machines have been connected with electric 
power. 

Shower-baths have been placed in the old prison. 

Work has commenced in the building of a reservoir, same 
to be done under the supervision of the City Engineer, which 
shall have a capacity of- two million five hundred thousand 
(2,500,000) gallons. This was found necessary in order to 
obtain sufficient water force for the new House of Correction 
building, and will also insure ample supply of water, in case 
of accident to main supply. 

The new House of Correction is nearing completion. I 
was in hopes that it would be ready for occupancy early in 
the spring, but it will not be until late in the fall. 

The plant to supply heat to the new House of Correction 
has been completed. We will equip one of the buildings to 
be vacated with a complete washing and laundry plant. 

The Institution and hospital have been visited at least 
once a week by the Commissioner or Assistant Commissioner, 
and all prisoners who desired, were interviewed. 


. 
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With the completion of the new House of Correction 
building, this department will be in condition, unless the 
number of commitments are largely in excess of what they 
have been, to properly care for all committed to its charge 
for many years to come. . 

In my last report it was suggested that all heating and 
power plants be consolidated in the interest of economy. 
The location of the many buildings is such that it would be 
fair to estimate the cost at not less than one hundred 
thousand (100,000) dollars, a large sum, but a good invest- 
ment. 

The City Council appropriated in December last seventy- 
five thousand (75,000) dollars, for the building of a new 
steamer to take the place of the “J. Putnam Bradlee.” 
Designs are now being prepared, and I am in hopes to have 
the new boat in service late this season. 

By order of the City Council, signed by your Honor March 
7, 1903, control of Sargent’s wharf was transferred from the 
Street Department to the Penal Institutions Department, 
increasing rental for dock purposes from two thousand 
(2,000) to four thousand (4,000) dollars per annum. ‘This 
wharf has been used as dock for steamer “ J. Putnam Brad- 
lee”’ many years, and is very much in need of repairs. 

At the request of your Honor, I attended the Conference 
of the National Association of Charities and Corrections, at 
Atlanta, Ga., in May last. It was a representative body of 
men and women engaged in this work. ‘Their sessions were 
held day and evening for two weeks, and were interesting and 
instructive. I am more firmly convinced than ever that 
Boston holds no second place in its care and treatment of 
this class of unfortunates. 

The report showing cost of maintenance and condition of 


inmates is evidence that the employees connected with this 


department have performed their duty in a manner creditable 
to themselves and the work in which they are engaged, main- 
taining the high place for which our city has always been 
noted in caring for the unfortunates committed to its charge.

Hon. Patrick A. CoLuins, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Srr, —In accordance with section 24, chapter 3, of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1898, I beg to submit the following 
as the annual report of the Public Buildings Department for 
the year ending January 31, 1904: 

This department has the care and custody of the Ambu- 
lance Station, South Boston, of all buildings in use for city 
offices, market purposes, halis for public meetings, and the 
several county buildings; also, hired buildings or parts of 
the same for city offices, county courts, ward-rooms, and 
armories; also, contracts for and supplies fuel for all depart- 
ments of the city and county not otherwise provided for; 
this includes the Police, Fire, Park, Health, Bath, Public 
Buildings, Library, Public Grounds, Cemetery, and Market 
Departments, the Street Department, and Paving, Sanitary, 
Street Cleaning, Sewer, and Bridge Divisions of the same, 
and the Quarantine Station at Gallop’s Island; also the 
police and fire-boats. Requisitions are made by each depart- 
ment as needed, the quantity and quality is weighed and 
inspected, and certified to by an employee of this depart- 
ment.

Because of the fact that the several departments of the 
city have in their charge complete electrical plants for gen- 
erating power, light, etc., it was deemed advisable, after the 
abolition of the Electrical Construction Division and the 
Repairs Division, to employ in this department an electrical 
engineer, who practically had the supervision of the installa- 
tion of nearly all this apparatus, including the plants on all 
ferry-boats, Insane Hospitals (Austin and Pierce Farms), 
City Hospital, Parental School, and all the various .institu- 


tions located on islands in the harbor, the various drawbridges 


propelled by electricity, and the plant at the Pumping Station, 
Cow Pasture. , 

His duties being to furnish other departments, free of 
expense to them, at their request, with plans and expert 
advice on all matters pertaining to this line of work, also the 
frequent testing of the candle power of the incandescent 
lamps furnished the city, in order that the correct standard 
of the same may be maintained, and the city receive the full 
advantage of the light charged for; the department also 
employs a painter, two carpenters, and two general elec- 
tricians whose duties are to look after the emergency work 
in their respective trades on the various buildings and offices 
in charge of this department. 

The following buildings, or parts of same, are hired for 
municipal purposes :

For County Purposes. 


Rooms 201-210 Pemberton Building, for Court of Land 
Registration. 
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The Architect Division which was transferred from the 
Engineering Department in May, 1900, and made a division 
of the Public Buildings Department, may be consulted at 
any time by the several departments of the city, regarding 
plans, specifications and expert advice relating to building 
construction, heating, ventilation, alterations, etc. This 
division is equipped to handle much of the work of the 
different departments, which is now being done by outside 
architects. 

The Ambulance Station is located on National street, 
South Boston, on land leased of the Carney Hospital. The 
two ambulances have rendered valuable assistance to this 
district during the past year. ‘The station is kept open day 
and night, and calls answered at any hour. 

The ambulance has been called to all sections of the city 
by parties desiring to be treated at the Carney Hospital.

It is now customary for the City Council to appropriate 
funds for repairs, alterations, etc., of the Fire, Street and 
Police Department buildings, direct to the several depart- 
ments, they having charge of the carrying on of the repairs on 
the same. 


Municipal Building, Upham’s Corner, Ward 16. 


The erection of this building was begun in December, 1901, 
and carried on to completion in October, 1908; it covers 
an area of 7,700 square feet; eighty-two feet facing on 
Columbia road, and ninety-four feet facing on Bird 
street, there being about 13,242 square feet in the 
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entire lot. It is a three story structure, substantially 
built of red brick with limestone trimmings, has ight and 
air on all sides and is well appointed in every way. The 
first floor contains a large room on left of entrance to be 
used as a branch library and reading-room, it is fitted 
up with the necessary desks, tables, chairs, ete. On 
the right of entrance is a room forty-eight square feet 
by forty-nine square feet to be used for ward-room and 
other purposes, this room is fitted with a patent steel 
roller partition, so that it can easily be divided into two 
good sized rooms; a large exitis provided. The rotunda 
is finished in white marble with massive column. 

The main stairway is of white marble, and leads to the 
second floor, on the right of which over the ward-room 
is a large room fitted up with offices for attendants, 
gymnastic instructor, and physician, in addition are the 
twenty-four shower baths and a drying-room, and about 
400 steel lockers for men and boys. In the room to the 


left over the library are constructed seventy-four wooden 


lockers about three feet square for women and girls. 

On the third floor is located the gymnasium and handball 
courts, the gymnasium having a floor space of “90 by 47 
feet; is fitted up in the most thorough manner with all 
the latest and most approved gymnastic apparatus. 
Overhead is a balcony or running track, skirting the four 
walls of the building, about 24 laps to the mile; the 
remaining portion of this floor, a room of about 43 feet 
square, may be used as a handball court. 


In the basement is the shower-room, swimming pool and 


boiler-room; the showers of which there are five is to be | 


used by bathers before entering the pool; the swimming 
pool is of Vermont marble, on walls and floor, built in 
the shape of a Maltese cross about 35 feet by 37 feet with 
slanting floor averaging about 4 feet in depth, with ter- 
raced steps leading down into same. 


‘The building is hghted throughout by electricity, with 


combination gas and electric fixtures in entrances and 
hallways, and each room is connected by private tele- 
phone system, so that communication can be had with 
any part of the building. Each room is fitted with an 
approved electric clock working from a master clock on 
the first floor. 


The building is heated by two 60 horse-power boilers, 


fitted up with the latest and most approved appliances, 
with shaking grates, and automatic regulators; the 
boilers are used for heating the building, and also to

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warm the water used in the shower baths and the swim- 
ming pool. The heating and ventilating is known as 
the Plenum system, a large fan driven “by an electric 
motor, and is used to Brive the fresh air from outside, 
over heated pipes in winter time, into the various rooms 
of the building, and passing through the vent flues, 
thereby always” insuring a plentiful supply of pure air. 
The heating by ventilation is augmented by a direct 
system of radiators placed in the different rooms. ‘The 
whole system is regulated by an automatic control which 
provides a steady even temperature even during the 
coldest weather.

Plumbing: Remodelling toilet on third floor; putting in 


new water-closet bowls, sinks and wash-bowls; replac- 
ing old light-weight pipe with new heavy pipe in accord- 
ance with the building laws; putting in brass pipe in 
place of lead pipe; hot and cold water supples;  re- 
modelling toilet in Assessors’ office; resetting wash- 
bowls in Assessors’ basement; putting vents from 
trap; remodelling the old plumbing to conform to the 
plumbing laws; replacing the old earthen pipe in base- 
ment with heavy iron pipe; repairing main water sup- 
ply in boiler-room ; putting in brass pipe in place of old 
lead. Hot and cold water supplies to wash bowls, sink 
and water-closet in dome. Hot and cold water (brass) 
supplies to blue printing tank in dome, new wash bowl 
in Engineering Department. Repairs to radiators in 
Lamp Department ; Council room, new radiator in City 
Clerk’s office; repairs to returns and blow off pipes in 
basement. Roof: Repairs to gutters; new straps and 
braces cleaning out gutters; new strainers over con- 
ductors. Painting: All interior work, ceilings, walls, 
corridors, and woodwork, elevators, etc. Repairs to 
fireplace, Mayor’s office; building piers under floor in 
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basement; repairing plastering; concreting elevator pit 
leak in Auditor’s vault; repairing furnaces under 
boilers. Carpenter work: Putting in new timbers 
under floor of Assessors’ basement. Repairing closets 
cutting for plumbers and steamfitters new floor in 
Auditor’s office. | 

Electric work: Changing main wires in basement, install- 
ing new cut-out boxes and switchboard in engine-room ; 
boxing and covering wires.

Refitting water-closet, and urinal and wash bowl; hot 
and cold water supplies to toilets on first and third 
floors; new toilet in Building Department: removing 
old lead-pipe and replacing it with brass; moving toilet- 
room in basement to make room for palo vaults ; 
making new toilet-room in old cell-room; replacing the 
old light-weight worn-out soil-pipe with new heavy pipe; 
connecting hot and cold water supples to toilet in 
Building Department; putting in, larger hot water 
brass main to tank; general repairs, changing radiators 
in Rooms 24 and 22; alterations in heating in Building 
Department and Election Commission rooms; new 
radiators in Commissioners’ office. 

‘Alterations to entrance of building: Taking out two 
granite columns and putting in a heavy iron beam before 
elevator; enlarging Election Commissioners’ rooms and 
registration room; relocating brick wall at entrance ; 
removing brick wall in basement; cutting doorway 
through wall to adjoining room; cutting away some of 
the cells to make place for toilet-room; making closed 
storage vaults for ballot boxes; repairing drains and 
whitewashing basement; concreting Moors in toilet-room 
and vaults. 

Making alterations in Election Commissioners’ rooms; 
changing partitions, taking away some; new floors, win- 
dows, and doors; enlarging counter in registration 
room ; alterations in Building Department; putting up 
new partitions ; new floors, doors, and windows; mak- 
ing court-room in part of building occupied by Board of 
Health 1; making new dormer window over blue printing 
room; new floors and gallery in Street Laying Out 
Department. 

Marble work: Fitting new toilet-rooms in Public Build- 
ing Department, Building Department, and basement. 
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Roofing: Relaying the slate of the whole roof; new gut- 
ters and conductors; new flashing on ventilators and 
chimneys. 

Painting: Walls and ceilings of Public Building Depart- 
ment; all the rooms of the Street Laying Out Depart- 
ment, the Board of Health, the Election Commissioners’ 
rooms, and the corridors of the building and Building 
Department.

General plumbing and steamfitting repairs: Repairing 
leaks in wash-bowls and water-closets ; putting on new 
air-valves on radiators; packing valves, ete. 

Mason work: Changing two windows in Street Survey 
and Sewer Department so as to bring them in area of 
adjoining building; cutting the new openings in wall 
and bricking up the old ones; repairs to plastering, etc.

Plumbing: Repairs to closet on third floor’; new wash- 
bowl on second floor; replacing the old lead pipe with 
brass ; putting brass pipe in basement.

‘lator on boiler; painting rooms on second and third 
floors; carpenter work, cutting for plumbers. 


Wayfarers’ Lodge. 


Painting the inside of the building, every room in it; 
whitewashing basement; bronzing all the pipes and 
radiators; building new convenience station in yard; 
installing five water-closets and slate urinal; sheathing 
inside and casing outside with iron, and painting of same ; 
heated by a large coil of steam pipes, supplied from the 
main building. 

Mason work: Foundation for water-closet; building, 
concreting, and cementing floor of same; -painting and 
topping of chimney ; grading and repaving of yard ; 
making new fence and gate for woodshed.

Plumbing: Putting new water-closet on first floor; new 
wash-bowl] in Soldiers’ Relief office.

In addition to the above items many of the city depart- 
ments have availed themselves of the services of this branch 
of the department for consultation and advice covering a 
wide range of electrical subjects. The practice of testing 
the lamps used in city institutions for candle-power and 
efficiency has been continued with useful results. 

The lighting system in City Hall; Probate and Historical 
buildings and the old Court House has been changed from 
the alternating current to the direct current Edison mains, 
and over forty individual meters have been replaced by four 
main-service meters. It is probable that this change will 
effect a considerable saving in the cost of lighting these 
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buildings, especially in view of the possibility of error in the 
large number of small meters formerly employed, and in the 
higher efficiency of the lamps which it is now possible to use 
on the direct current system.

In presenting the report of this department for the year 1903, 
I would like to call the attention of those interested in such 
matters to the statistical division, which has been greatly en- 
larged beyond the original scope of the first report under this 
administration (that of 1900), and which contains a comparative 
analysis of the principal statistical combinations of the vital 
records for the years 1900, 1901, 1902 and 19038. It is intended 
that the next annual report will contain a summary of vital 
statistics for the years from 1850 to 1900, which will be of great 
practical value to the statistician. 


Deaths. — Since the commencement of the tabulation of this 
report, and after the tables of deaths had been made up and , 
printed, four bodies of drowned persons were recovered, all of - 
whom, judging by the circumstances surrounding their disappear- 
ance, should be included in the total mortality of 1903, making 
the total number of deaths 10,654 instead of 10,650, the number 
on which the tables are based. ‘These decedents were all males: 
white, 2 married, 2 single; one was 42 years of age, one 45 
years, one 48 years, and one 51 years; one was born in Boston, 
two in Great Britain, and one in Newfoundland. Two were 
residents of Boston, one of Saugus, and one of West Troy, N. Ya 
One was a laborer, one an United States inspector, one a black- 
smith, and one a deck-hand. All were drowned by accident. 

Marriages. —'The number of illiterates, or persons who signed 
the application for a marriage license with a mark as being 
unable to write their names, was 478.

There were 10,650 deaths recorded by this department in 1903, 
or 350 less than the number recorded in 1902, or 3.18 per cent.

Torat Mortarity.— ReEsipents, NON-RESIDENTS, AND UNKNOWN. 


The rate of mortality in 1903 was .99 per cent. less than the 
rate for 1902. 

Decedents were divided as to sex as follows: Males, 5,463; 
females, 5,187 — a decrease in the number of deaths of males, as 
against those for 1902 of 203, or 3.58 per cent. ; the decrease in 
the number of deaths of females was 144, or 2.7 per cent. 

The number of decedents who were residents of Boston was 
9,415 (4,777 males, 4,638 females), or 261 less males and 224 
less females than in 1902. 

The number of non-residents who died in Boston was 890, or 
37 more than in 1902. 

The number of deaths recorded as of residence unknown was 
345 (195 males and 150 females), an increase of 64 males and 
37 females over the record of 1902. 

There were 633 still-born infants which are not included in the 
total number of deaths as given above.

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Table I. shows the number of deaths in each of the wards, the 
number of non-residents, and of those whose residence was un- 
known, by age-periods. The greatest number of deaths in any 
ward was 615 in Ward 6, or 13 less than in 1902. ‘The least 
number of deaths in any ward was 243 in Ward 5; this was 3 
more than the lowest number of deaths in any ward in 1902, and 
4 less than the number in this ward in 1902. —

Greatest and Least Mortality in Wards. —The greatest mor- 
tality in any ward occurred in Ward 6 —the number of deaths 
was 615, or 5.77 of the total mortality of the city, and 6.53 of 
the total mortality of residents of Boston; the lowest ward movr- 
tality was in Ward 5, 2438, or 2.28 of the total mortality of the 
city, and 2.59 of the total mortality of residents of Boston. 

The greatest mortality on the basis of the ward population was 
in Ward 13, 2.32 per cent., and the lowest in Ward 22, 1.25 per 
cent. In Ward 7 there was 1 death to every 48 persons, and in 
Ward 22, 1 death to every 79 persons. 


GREATEST AND Least MorraLity OF CHILDREN IN WARDS. 


Residents of Boston. 


The greatest number of deaths of children under 1 year of age 
-in any ward was in Ward 6, 189, or 10 per cent. of the total 
mortality under 1 year; the least number of deaths in this class 
for any ward was 35, in Ward 11, or 1.85 per cent. The greatest 
number of deaths in this class in 1902 was 192, in Ward 6; the 
least number was 27, in Ward 11. 

There was a greater infant mortality in 1902 than in 1903, the 
total in 1902 being 2,081, and in 1903 1,884. 

The greatest mortality among children under 5 years of age in 
any ward was 278 in Ward 6, or 10.22 per cent. of the total 
mortality of this class, and the least mortality in this class was 
44, in Ward 11, or 1.61 per cent. ‘he total mortality of infants 
_ in the city, including non-residents and those whose residence was 
unknown, was 2,182, or 20.47 per cent. of the total mortality of 
the city; the whole number of deaths of children 5 years of age 
and under was 2,082, or 19.54 per cent. of the total mortality of 
the city. 

ApuLt MortTatity. 


Between the ages of 20 and 70 years there were 5,543 dece- 
dents, or 52.07 per cent. of the total mortality of the city; the 
number was 82 less than in 1902. The greatest number of deaths 
.of any age-period within these years was 607, in the 55 to 59 
year-period; this number was 10.94 per cent. of the total mor- 
tality of the city between the ages of 20 and 70 years. The 
greatest number of deaths in any age-period between 20 and 70 
years in 1902 was 638 in the 60 to 65 year-period, and this 
number was 11.34 per cent. of the total mortality in the city 
between those ages. There were 1,415 persons who died at a 
greater age than 70 years, or 13.28 per cent. of the total 
mortality; the number of decedents of more than 70 years of 
age in 1902 was 1,369, or 12.85 per cent. of the total mortality 
of that year.

SEXES AND AGE—PERIODS. 


There were 5,465 male decedents, and 5,185 female decedents 
in 1903; there were 1,184 males less than 1 year of age, and 998 
females of the same class; the former were 11.1 per cent. of the 
total mortality of all ages in the city, and the latter 9.37 per cent. ; 
the whole number of males who died at 5 years of age, or less, 
was 1,629, or 15.28 per cent. of the total mortality and 29.84 per 
cent. of the total mortality of males for the city; there were 2,929 
male decedents between the ages of 20 and 70 years, or 53.57 
per cent. of the total.male mortality, and 603 males were 70 years 
of age or more at time of death, or 5.6 per cent. of the total 
mortality of males in the city. 

The whole number of females who died at the age of 5 years or 
less was 1,454, or 27.98 per cent. of the total mortality of females 
of all ages in the city. The whole number of male decedents 
between the ages of 5 and 20 years was 306, or 5.5 per cent. of 
the total mortality of males in the city, and the number of female 
decedents between the same ages was 306, or 5.8 per cent. of the 
total female mortality of the city. 

The number of female decedents between the ages of 20 and 70 
years was 2,731, or 50.5 per cent. of the total mortality of females 
for the city. The female decedents of 70 years or more were in 
number 812, or 15.66 per cent. of the total female mortality. 


DrEatus or CoLorED Persons. (Taste III.) 


There were 317 colored decedents in 1903, a decrease of 41 
from the number in 1902; this includes all other than white per- 
sons, and among them were 17 Chinese (16 males, 1 female) ; the 
balance were of negro or mixed blood. There were 170 males 
and 147 females. These deaths were 2.97 per cent. of the total 
mortality of the year; 50 were less than 1 year of age, 9t less 
than 5 years, and 179, or 56.46 per cent., were between 20 and 
70 years of age.

— There were 9,415 deaths recorded 
of residents of Boston; there were 4,777 males and 4,638 females. 

The whole number of deaths under 1 year of age was 1,886 
which was 20.03 per cent. of the total mortality of Boston resi- 
dents. As to sex, there were 1,026 males and 860 females; the 
males were 21.47 per cent. of the total mortality of male resi- 
dents, and the females were 18.54 per cent. of the total mortality 
of female residents. 

The whole number of decedents under 5 years of age was 
2,722, or 28.91 per cent. of the total mortality of residents of 
Boston; there were 1,444 males and 1,278 females, the males 
were 30.22 per cent. and the females 27.55 per cent. of the total 
mortality of residents, males and females respectively.

Of the residents of Boston who died in 19038, 4,694 were un- 
‘married, of these, 3,061 were less than 15 years of age; 2,988 
were married at the time of their decease, or 15 more than in 
1902; 1,675 were widowed, or 14 more than in 1902; 30 were 
divorced, or 3 less than in 1902, and of 25 the conjugal condition 
was unknown. 

Deaths of Single Persons, Adults. — There were 2,988 per- 
sons above the age of 15 years who died unmarried; as the total 
number of deceased persons above the age of 15 years was 6,354 
the unmarried persons who died at the age of 15 years or more 
was 47.18 per cent. of the whole number of decedents above the 
age of 15 years; of these 948 were males and 685 females. The 
oldest unmarried male decedent was over 95 years of age; there 
were 3 unmarried female decedents of the same age-period. 

Deaths of Married Persons. — There were 2,988 decedents 
who were married at the time of death, or 31.73 per cent. of the 
total mortality of residents ; of these 1,630 were males and 1,358 
were females; the married males were 34.21 per cent., and the 
married females 29.33 per cent. of the whole number of males 
and females respectively. Of married males less than 20 years 
of age there was1; of married females less than 20 years of 
age there were 7. Of married males over 90 years of age there 
were 9, including 2 who were 95 years old, and of married 
females of that age there were 2. The greatest number of 
married decedents (both sexes) in any ward was 164, in Ward 24. 

Preponderance of Sex, by Age-Periods. — In considering the 
deaths of married persons, by groups of age-periods as to pre- 
ponderance of either sex, it is found that the total of the first 
four age-periods 15 to 19, 20 to 24, 25 to 29 and 30 to 34 years 
is 199 males, and 375 females, an excess of 176 females in a 
total of 574 of both sexes, or 29.49 per cent., the greatest ex- 
cess of females in either of these age-periods was in the 25 to 29 
year-period, 88. In the second group of age-periods, 35 to 39, 
40 to 44, and 45 to 49 years the totals were 474 males and 456 
females, an excess of 18 males in a total of 930 deaths (both 
sexes), or a little more than 1 per cent. In the next group of 
age-periods, 50 to 54, 55 to 59, and 60 to 64 years the total 
number of deaths is 881; males 541, females 340, an excess of 
males of 201, or 22.81 per cent. ‘The next group are the deaths 
in the 65 to 69, 70 to 74, and 75 to 79 year-periods, the total is 
508; males 347, females 161, an excess of males of 186, or 36.34 
per cent. of the total. The final grouping includes the deaths 
in the 80 to 84, 85 to 89, 90 to 94 and 95 and over, age- 
periods, the total is 95; males 69, females 26, an excess of males 
of 48, or 45.26 per cent. In the age-periods up to 40 to 44 
years the married females are considerably in excess, in every 
succeeding age-period the males are largely in excess. 
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Number of Deaths of Married Persons of Each Sex Before 
and After the Age of 50 Years. —The deaths were recorded of 
673 married males and 831 married females between the 15 to 19 
year and the 45 to 49 year-periods (both inclusive). The total 
of both sexes was 1,504, and the excess of females was 152, or 
10.25 per cent. of the total. The number of deaths recorded of 
married persons above the age of 50 years was 1,485 (both 
sexes), there were 956 males and 529 females; the excess of 
males was 427 or 28.75 per cent. 

By the above statement in the deaths of married persons of 50 
years and under the females were in excess about 104 per cent., 
and above that age the males were in excess 282 per cent. 

The greatest number of deaths of married males for any age- 
period was 186 in the 50 to 54 year-period, and of married 
females 172 in the 35 to 39 year-period. 

Deaths of Widowed Persons. — There were 1 678 deaths of 
widowed persons in 1903; ‘there were 555 males and 1,123 
females; the males were 17.95 per cent., and the females 36.25 
per cent. of the male and female decedents respectively above 
the age of 20 years who were residents of Boston. 

Preponderance of Females Among Deaths of Widowed Per- 
sons, by Age- Periods. —In every age-period the deaths of the 
widowed females exceeded those of widowed males; in the 20 to 
24 year-period there were no widowed males and 2 widgwed 
females; in the 25 to 29 year-period there was 1 widowed male 
and 8 widowed females; in the 30 to 384 year-period the excess 
of females amounted to 38 per cent. of the total of both sexes ; 


in the 35 to 39 year-period, 31.43 per cent.; in the 40 to 44 year- _ 


period, 25 per cent. ; in the 45 to 49 year-period, 9.8 per cent. ; 
in the 50 to 54 year-period, 30.3 per cent.; in the 55 to 59 year- 
period, 23.4 per cent.; in the 60 to 64 year-period, 57.69 per 
cent. ; in the 65 to 69 year-period, 30.4 per cent.; in the 70 to 
74 year-period, 32.12 per cent.; in the 75 to 79 year-period, 
40.63 per cent.: in the 80 to 84 year-period, 44.5 per cent.; in 
the 85 to 89 year-period, 334 per cent.; in the 90 to 94 year- 
period, 46.34 per cent., and in the 95 years and over period, 
45.45 per cent. 

The widowed males who died before reaching the 50th year 
were 77, or 13.87 per cent., the females 125, or 11.11 per cent. 
of the widowed males and females respectively. 

The greatest number of deaths of widowed persons in any age- 
. period was 250, in the 65 to 69 year-period; there were 87 males 
and 163 females. 

The greatest number of deaths of widowed males in any age- 
period was 87, in the 65 to 69 year-period, and of widowed 
females 163, in the same age-period. 

Deaths of Divorced Persons. — The number of persons who 
were divorced at time of death was 30; 15 males and 15 females; 
of the males 5 were less than 50 years of age, and none were over 
84 years; of the females 5 were less than 50 years, and none had 
reached 80 years. 
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Deaths: Conjugal Condition Unknown. —The number of 
decedents whose conjugal condition was unknown was 25, of 
whom 18 were males and 7 females. 


Deatus. — Non—ReEsIpEntTs, ConsuGaL ConpirTIon. 


The number of persons whose deaths are recorded in Boston in 
1903, whose residence was elsewhere, was 890; there were 493 
males and 397 females; the total number was 8.3 per cent. of 
the total mortality of Boston, the males being 9 per cent. and the 
females 7.6 per cent. of the total mortality of males and females 
respectively. 

Of these non-resident decedents above the age of 20 years, 192 
were unmarried, 116 males, 76 females; 874 were married, 232 
males, 142 females; 115 were widowed, 40 males, 75 females ; 
6 were divorced, 2 males, 4 females, and of 4 the conjugal con- 
dition was unknown, 4 males, 1 female; 89 were under 1 year 
of age, 43 males, 46 females; 23 were between 1 and 2 years of 
age, 13 males, 10 females; 23 were between 2 and 5 years of age, 
8 males, 15 females; 70 were between 5 and 20 years of age, 42 
males, 28 females; one of the females was married. 

Deaths: Non-Residents, Single Persons, Adults. —There 
were 192 unmarried decedents of the age of 20 years or more, . 
116 males, 76 females; of these, 91 died before reaching the age 
of 35 years, 64 males, 27 females; 56 died between 35 and 50 
years, 32 males and 24 females; 23 between the ages of 50 and 
65 years, 12 males and 11 females; 19 between the ages of 65 
and 80 years, 8 males, 11 females; and no males and 8 females 
between 80 and 90 years. 

Deaths : Non-Residents, Married Persons, Age-Periods. — 
There were 374 deaths recorded of non-resident married per- 
sons; there were 83 between the ages of 20 and 35, 389 males, 44 
females; 138 between the ages of 35 and 50, 78 males, 60 
females; 99 between the ages of 50 and 65, 71 males, 28 females ; 
51 between the ages of 65 and 80, 41 males, 10 females; and 38 
males and no females above the age of 80 years. 

Deaths: Non-Residents, Widowed Persons. —There were 
115 deaths of non-resident widowed persons recorded in 1908. 
There were 40 males and 75 females; between the ages of 20 
and 35 there were 5, 2 males, 3 females; between the ages of 35 
and 50 there were 21, 7 males, 14 females; between the ages 
of 50 and 65 there were 29, 10 males, 19 females; between the 
ages of 65 and 80 there were 48, 16 males, 32 females; between 
the ages of 85 and 95 there were 6, 1 male, 5 females. 

There were 6 divorced persons among the non-resident deaths 
recorded, 2 males and 4 females; and 5 whose conjugal condition 
was unknown, 4 males and 1 female. 

Deaths : Residence Unknown, Conjugal Condition. — There 
were 345 deaths recorded with residence unknown; there were 
195 males and 150 females; these deaths were 3.31 per cent. of 
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the total mortality of the city; 208 were less than 1 year of age, 
115 males, 93 females; 12 were between 1 and 2 years, 2 males, 
10 females; 7 between 2 and 5 years, 4 males, 8 females; 9 
between 5 and 20 years, 5 males, 4 females; of the remainder of 
unmarried persons of this class over 20 years of age, 21 were 
males, 13 females; 12 were married, 8 males, 4 females; 18 were 
widowed, 7 males, 11 females; 2 were divorced, 1 of each sex; 
and of 42, 31 males and 11 females, the conjugal condition was 
unknown. ° 


DEATHS. — GREATEST AND LEAST NUMBERS OF THE DIFFERENT 
Divisions OF CoNnsguGAL CONDITION IN Warp DristTRICTs. 
(TABLE V.) 


Single Persons. —'The greatest number of deaths of unmarried 
persons above the age of 20 years in any ward occurred in 
Ward 9, 101; 66 males, 35 females; the least number was in 
Ward 1, 28; 17 males, 11 females. 

Married Persons. — The greatest number of married decedents 
in any ward was 164, in Ward 24; there were 89 males and 75 
females. The least number of married decedents in any ward 
was 78, in Ward 5; 36 males, 42 females. The greatest number 
of married males in any ward was 94, in Ward 6; the least 
number 36, in Ward 5. The greatest number of married females 
in any ward was 85, in Ward 18; the least number 27, in 
Ward 4. 

Widowed Persons. —The greatest number of widowed dece- 
dents in any ward was 113, in Ward 20; 82 males, 81 females. 
The greatest number of widowed male decedents in any ward was 
32 each, in Wards 12, 20, and 24; the least number was 13, in 
Ward 23. The greatest number of widowed female decedents. 
in any ward was 81, in Ward 20; the least number was 30, 
in Ward 4. 


DECEDENTS OF GREATEST AGE, AGGREGATE, AND AVERAGE AGES. 


The greatest age attained by any decedent in 19038 was 105 
years; this was a male, unmarried, born in Ireland, and both his 
parents were born in Ireland. The next greatest age was attained 
by 2 females, 103 years and 103 years 7 months 12 days, both 
widowed, the first a black woman born in North Carolina, as was. 
also her father, her mother being a native of Africa; the second 
was a white woman, born in Massachusetts, as was also her 
parents. The next great age was 101 years 2 months 12 days; 
this was a male born in Ireland, as were also his parents. 

There were 4 decedents returned as being 98 years of age, 1 
male and 3 females; the male was black, widowed, born in Vir- 
ginia, nativity of parents unknown; of the females 1 was single 
and 2 widowed, the single woman was born in Ireland, of Irish 
parentage, both widows were born in Massachusetts as were their 
parents; 2 females died at the age of 97, 1 single, born in New 


Hampshire, as were her parents, and 1 widowed also born in New 
Hampshire, her parents also born in the same State; 1 died at the 
age of 96, a male, married, born in Ireland, where his parents also 
were born; 6 persons died at the age of 95 years, 2 males and 4 
females, 1 male, single, born in Ireland, of Irish parents, 1 male, 
widowed, also born in Ireland of Irish parents; of the females, 1 

/ was single, born in Ireland, of Irish parents, 2 were widows of 
the same nativity and parentage, and 1 was a widow born in 
Massachusetts, father born in Boston and mother* born elsewhere 
in the State. 

The aggregate of ages of all decedents in Boston 1 year of age 
and more was 371,912 years; the average age was 43.92 years; 
the aggregate of ages of the decedents, males, of 1 year of age 
and more was 184,594; the average age of. these males was 43.15 
years; the aggregate of ages of the decedent females of 1 year of 
age and more was 187,318 years; the average age of these 
females was 44.72 years. Of course the inclusion of infants in 
these statements of average and aggregate ages would materially 
lower the average age, as the infant mortality is about one-fifth 
of the total mortality of the city.

The greatest number of deaths for any month occurred in 
January, 1,039; the least number in June, 795. The greatest 
number of deaths of residents of Boston occurred in January, 
916; the least number in June, 611. The greatest number of 
deaths of non-residents in Boston occurred in April, 103; the 
least number in June, 56. The greatest number of deaths of 
persons whose residence was unknown was in January, 46; the 
least number was 18, in March. 

In the first quarter of the year there were 2,985 deaths, or 
28.12 per cent. of the whole number; in the second quarter there 
were 2,532 deaths, or 23.77 per cent., making a total of 5,517 
deaths in the first half of the year, or 51.89 per cent. The 
deaths in the third quarter of the year were 2,591, and in the last 
quarter of the year, 2,542. 

Deaths: Quarter- Year Periods, Itesidents of Boston, —The 
greatest number of deaths of residents in any quarter-year period 
was 2,672, in the first quarter of the year; this was 28.38 per 
cent. of the whole number of deaths of residents.

The greatest number of deaths of males for any quarter-year 
period was 1,540, in the first quarter of the year, or 28.18 per 
cent. of the whole number of male decedents; the least number 
of males for any quarter-year period was 1,279, or 23.41 per 
cent., in the second quarter of the year.

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Dratus. — Principat Causes. (Tasie VII.) 


Of the 9,415 deaths of residents of Boston, 1,093, or 11.61 per 
cent. of the total mortality were returned as having died of 
phthisis; this number is 50 less than the number of deaths from 
the same cause in 1902, and .11 per cent. more than the percent- 
age of deaths from that cause in 1902. 

The number of deaths from pneumonia were 1,221, or 31 more 
than in 1902, and 12.96 per cent. of the total mortality of resi- 
dents, it is again the leading cause of death as in 1900-1902. 

The table shows the principal causes of death in each of the 
wards, and of non-residents and those whose residence was un- 
known, and the report of the Health Department for 1903 will 
give this information for the city as a whole according to the 
Bertillon system of classification. 


DeEatus By VIOLENCE, ACCIDENTAL, SUICIDE, AND HOMICIDE. 
(Taste IX.) | 


There were 5380 deaths from accidental causes, 82 suicides, and 
18 homicides recorded in 1903. This is an increase of 81 acci- 
dental deaths and 3 suicides, and a decrease of 138 homicides as 
compared with the record of 1902. Of the deaths by accidental 
causes, 873 were males and 157 females, an increase, as compared 
with 1902, of 15 males and 64 females. Of the deaths by suicide, 
69 were males, and 13 females, an increase of 9 males, and a de- 
crease of 6 females as compared with 1902. Of the homicidal 
deaths 15 were males and 3 females, or 4 less males and 9 less 
females than in 1902. 

Deaths by . Violence, Residents of Boston. —Of the 580 
accidental deaths recorded, 397 were residents of Boston, an 
increase of 61 from the number in 1902; there were 262 males 
and 135 females, an increase of 8 males and 53 females over the 
record for 1902. 

Of the 82 suicides, 69 were residents of Boston, 58 males, 11 
females, an increase of 8 males and a decrease of 3 females as 
compared with 1902. : 

Of the 18 cases of homicide, 15 were residents of Boston, or 2 
‘ less than 1902; there were 13 males and 2 females, or 3 more 
males and 5 less females than in 1902. 

Cause of Accident, Method of Suicide, and Manner of Homi- 
cide. — The returns are not always explicit as to the above 
details, but from such information as is given on the returns the 
table has been compiled; it leaves much to be desired, but the 
fault is with the original source of information and not with this 
department. 

Accidents on railroad lines (both steam and electric) are the 
ereatest in number of those specified in the table, except ‘‘ falls ’’ 
which are not always specifically so designated; they number 78, 
as against 86 in 1902; the deaths by drowning were 40, as against 
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55 for 1902, the deaths specified under the general head of 
‘¢ falls’? were 82, as against 67 for 1902; the number of deaths 
due to ‘‘burns and scalds”’ is returned as 64, or one more than 
in 1902. ‘The other causes of accidental deaths with the number 
of cases of each may be found in the table. 

Suicide, Method of. —Self-destruction by the use of poison 
leads the list of cases of suicide with 27, or 10 more than in 1902, 
among these were 6 females. The remainder of the cases of 
suicide with method and number of each may be found in the table. 

Homicide. — In the deaths by homicide, the use of firearms 
caused the greatest number, 9, a decrease of 3 from the number 
in 1902, there were 2 by cutting or stabbing, 5 by violent blow 
or push, and 2 the manner of which were unknown.

Boston-born Decedents.— There were 4,547 decedents who 
were: born in Boston, or 42.69 per cent.; 2,424 were males, or 
44.37 per cent. of-the total mortality of males in the city; and 
2,123 were females, or 40.92 per cent. of the total mortality of 
females in the city. 

Deaths: All Native-born. — The whole number of native-born 
decedents (including those born in Boston) was 6,790, or 63.74 
per cent. of the total mortality of the city; the males numbered 
3,062, or 65.01 per cent. of the total mortality of males; the 
females numbered 3,228, or 62.23 per cent. of the total mortality 
of females in the city. 

Deaths: American-born Decedents; Greatest and Least Num- 
bers by Wards. —The greatest number of deaths of natives 
of the United States in any ward was in Ward 6, 352 — 2038 
males, 149 females; this number included 179 males and 144 
females who were natives of Boston; the males were 5.02 per 
cent. and the females 4.46 per-cent. of the total mortality of 
American-born males and females respectively. ‘The least num- 
ber of decedents of American birth in any ward was 162, in Ward 
3 — 132 males and 30 females; the males were 3.7 per cent. and 
the females .9 per cent. of the total mortality of American birth, 
males and females respectively; of these 132, 63 males and 69 
females were natives of Boston.

Foreign-born Decedents.— The number of deaths of natives 
of other countries, including those of ‘‘ unknown ’’ nativity, was 
3,860, or 36.26 per cent. of the total mortality of the city. 
There were 1,901 males and 1,959 females; the males were 
34.79 per cent. and the females 37.96 per cent. of the total mor- 
tality of males and females respectively.. 

The foreign nativity most largely represented in our population 
and mortality is Ireland. The deaths of natives of that country 
were 1,885 in number, or 17.69 per cent. of the total mortality 
and 48. '83 per cent. of ‘the total mortality of foreret born dece- 
dents. 

The number of decedents of Irish birth was 27 less than in 
1902. ‘There were 839 males and 1,046 females. 

The greatest number of deaths of natives of Ireland in any 
ward was 166, in Ward 138; this was 8.8 per cent. of the total 
mortality of natives of Ireland. 

The least number of deaths of natives of Ireland in any ward 
was 34, in Ward 11, or 1.8 per cent. of the total mortality of 

natives of Ireland. 

The natives of the British Provinces of North America are the 
next in point of numbers among the decedents of foreign birth ; 
in 1903 there were 719 of these, or 46 less than in 1902: liid 
was-18.6 per cent. of the total mortality of the foreign-born. 
The greatest number in any ward was 46, in Ward 20, or 6.4 per 
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cent. of the total mortality of this class; the least ward mortality 
of this nativity was 11, in Ward 15, or 1.5 per cent. of the total 
' of this nativity. 

Great Britain is represented by 351 decedents, or 9 per cent. 
of the total foreign mortality; the greatest number of these in 
any ward was 20, in Ward 1, or 5.7 per cent. of the total mor- 
tality of this nativity; the least number was 3, in Ward 38, or 
less than 1 per cent. of the decedents of this nativity. There 
were 13 more decedents of this nativity than in 1902. 

There were 195 deaths of natives of Germany among the 
decedents of 1903, or between 5 and 6 per cent. of the total mor- 
tality of foreign-born; the greatest number of deaths of this 
nativity in any ward was 31, in Ward 22, or 15.9 per cent. of 
the total mortality of this nativity; in Wards 3, 5, and 25, there 
are no deaths of Germans recorded. 

The deaths of natives of Italy were 169 in number, or 4.3 per 
cent. of the total mortality of the foreign-born decedents; the 
greatest number in any ward was 118, in Ward 6, or 69.8 per 
cent. of the total mortality of this nativity. 

There were 152 deaths of natives of Russia, Russian Poland, 
and Finland recorded in 19038; this was 29 more than in 1902, 
and was 8.9 per cent. of the total mortality of foreign-born 
decedents; the greatest number of deaths of this nativity in any 
ward was 44, in Ward 8, or 28.9 per cent. of the total mortality 
of this nativity.

There were 4,547 natives of Boston recorded among the deaths 
in this city in 1903, or 42.69 per cent. of the total mortality of 
the city; this was a decrease from the record of 1902 of 225; 
there were 2,434 males and 2,123 females; the males were 44.55. 
per cent. and the females 40.92 per cent. of the total mortality 
of males and females respectively who were natives of Boston; 
2,006 of these decedents were less than 1 year of age; of these 
1,104 were males and 902 females; the whole number was 44.11 
per cent. of the total mortality of natives of Boston, and the 
males 45.35 per cent. and the females 42.48 per cent. of the 
males and females respectively who were natives of Boston.

— The 
greatest number of deaths from any cause was 618, from pneu- 
monia, 16 less than in 1902; these deaths were 13.59 per cent. 
of the total mortality of natives of Boston; there were 316 males

Infant Mortality. —The greatest number of deaths under 1 
year from any specified cause was 229, from pneumonia; this 
was a decrease of 30 from the number for 1902. The percentage 
of deaths from this cause of the total mortality of children less 
than 1 year of age was 10.4 per cent., and 16.7 per cent. of the 
total mortality from this cause of all ages. 

Marasmus is the cause of the next highest bs of deaths 
from any specified cause, the number being 181, or 8.2 per cent. 
of the total mortality less than 1 year of age, or 81.9 per cent. of 
the total mortality of all ages from this cause. 

Cholera infantum is returned as the cause of death in 166 cases, 
or 7.6 per cent. of the total mortality less than 1 year of age, 
and 76.5 per cent. of the total mortality of all ages from this 

cause. 
Of the deaths from other causes there were 16 from phthisis, 

70 from diseases of the heart, 56 from heart disease, 118 from 
meningitis, 4 from cerebral hemorrhage, 5 from nephritis and 
Bright’s disease, 19 from diphtheria, and 16 from accidental : 
causes. 

Deaths from 1 to & Years, Natives of Boston. — Pneumonia 
is the cause of the greatest number of deaths of children from 1 
to 5 years of age; the number was 227, or 25.14 per cent. of the 
total mortality of the city between these ages, and 16.6 per cent. 
of the total mortality from this cause of all ages. 

The cause of the next greatest number of deaths was diphtheria, 
and there were 77 deaths from this cause, or 8.6 per cent. of 
the total mortality between these ages, and 40.9 per cent. of the 
total mortality from this cause of all ages. Meningitis is next in 
order with 87 deaths, or 9.6 per cent. of the total mortality of 
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these ages, and 22.8 per cent. of the total mortality from this 
cause of all ages. 

Searlet fever is given as the cause of death in 20 cases, or 2.2 
per cent. of the total mortality of the city between these ages, 
and 3.1 per cent. of the total mortality from this cause of all 
ages. 

“Of the other specified causes there were 19 of phthisis, 17 of 
bronchitis, 12 of diseases of the heart, 1 of apoplexy, 4 of 
marasmus, 7 of nephritis and Bright’s disease, 13 of cholera 
infantum, 1 of appendicitis, 1 of smallpox, 31 accidental, and 4 
from unknown causes. 

Deaths from 5 to 20 Year s, Natives of Loston. — There were 
60 deaths from phthisis, or 9. 8 per cent. of the total mortality of 
natives of Boston between the ages of 5 and 20 years, and 5.1 
per cent. of the total mortality from this cause of all ages. 

The next greatest cause of death in this class is diseases of 
the heart, of which there were 39, or 6.4 per.cent..of the total | 
mortality of this class, and 3.1 per cent. of the total mortality 
from this cause of all ages. 

There were 32 deaths from pneumonia, 3 from bronchitis, 17 
from meningitis, 9 from nephritis, 5 from typhoid fever, 23 from 
diphtheria, 3 from cholera infantum, 8 from scarlet fever, 4 of 
appendicitis, 26 accidental, and of 1 the cause was unknown. 

Ali Ages Above 20 Years, Natives of Boston. — There were 
848 deaths from phthisis in this class, which is the largest num- 
ber from any specified cause, or 25.7 per cent. of the total mor- 
tality of natives of Boston between these ages, and 29.9 per 
cent. of the total mortality of all ages from this cause; deaths 
due to diseases of the heart numbered 166, or 12.2 per cent. of 
the total mortality of all over 20 years of age, and 13.2 per cent. 
of the total mortality from this cause of all ages. 

Pneumonia is given as the cause of death in 140 cases, or 13.24 
per cent. of the total mortality over 20 years of age, and 10.02 per 
cent. of the total mortality from this cause, of all ages, in the city. 

The deaths from bronchitis were 10, meningitis 11, apoplexy 75, 
nephritis and Bright’s disease 97, cancer 64, typhoid fever 12, 
smallpox 1, appendicitis 12, scarlet fever 1, accidental 40, 
suicide 13, homicide 3, unknown causes 12.

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MARRIAGES IN BOSTON IN 1903. 


There were 6,640 marriages recorded as having taken place in 
Boston in 1903. This number is 468 more than the record for 
1902. 

In 6,407 cases both contracting parties were white; in 203 
cases both parties were colored; in 28 cases the groom was 
colored and the bride white, and in 2 cases the groom was white 
and the bride colored. 

Seasons. — June was, as usual, the month of the greatest 
number of marriages, 881 being the record for the month; the 
least number was in March, 277. The greatest number of 
marriages for any quarter-year period was 1,904 in the second 
quarter of the year; the least number was 1,267 in the first 
quarter. 

Marriages by Religious and Civil Officials. — There were 
5,591 marriages performed by clergymen of the various religious 
denominations and rabbis, and 1,049 by justices of the peace. 


Residents and Non-Residents. 


The number of persons who were recorded as having married 
in Boston in 1903 was 18,280; of these 11,034 were residents of 
Boston, or 1 in every 54.6 of the population. ‘The marriage rate 
was 18.2 per 1,000 of population. 

The non-residents married in Boston were 1,672 in number. 

In 4,980 marriages both parties were residents of Boston. 

In 574 marriages both parties were residents elsewhere in the 
United States. 

In 280 marriages the grooms were residents of Boston and the 
brides resident elsewhere in the United States. 

In 766 marriages the grooms were residents elsewhere in the 
United States and the brides were residents of Boston. 

There were 9 cases in which the grooms were residents of 
Boston and the brides of foreign residence. 

In 19 marriages the grooms were residents of a foreign country 
and the brides of Boston. 

In 6 cases the grooms were residents of the United States and 
the brides of a for eign country. 

In 2 cases the grooms were of foreign residence and the brides 
residing in the United States. 

In 4 cases both groom and bride were of foreign residence. 
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Mixed (as to color) Marriages. 


There were 27 cases of marriage between colored men and 
‘white women, and 2 marriages of white men to colored women. 

Clergymen officiated in 21 cases of these mixed marriages, the 
balance being performed by justices of the peace. 


Marriages: AGEs oF Grooms AND Bripes. (TABLE XV.) 


In 2,472 marriages, or 37.2 per cent. of the total, the groom 
and bride were in the same age-period. The number of grooms 
less than 25 years of age was 1,183, or 28.3 per cent.; the num- 
ber of grooms between 25 and 35 years was 3,425, or 51.5 per 
cent.; so that about 79.8 per cent. of all the grooms were mar- 
ried before reaching the age of 35 years. The number of grooms 
who were less than 20 years of age was 69, or 1.03 per cent, of 
the whole number of grooms. 

The number of brides who had not reached the age of 25 years 
was 3,378, or 50.7 per cent. of the whole number of brides; the 
number of brides who had reached ages between 25 and 35 years 
was 2,570, or 38.7 per cent.; so that 89.4 per cent. of all the 
brides were married before reaching the age of 35 years. 

The number of brides who were less than 18 years of age was 
133. 


Marriaces: Nativirres or Bot Parties. (TABLE XVI.) 


There were 1,189 grooms who were born in Boston, or 17.8 per 
cent. of the whole number of grooms; there were 329 more Bos- 
ton-born grooms than in 1902; 612 married brides who were born 

‘in Boston; 269 of the brides were born in the United States out- 
side of Boston, 94 were born in Ireland, 144 in the British- 
American Provinces, 38 in Great Britain, 12 in Germany, 3 in 
Italy, 6 in Russia, 5 in Sweden and Norway, 2 in France, 1 in 
Austria, 1 in Portugal, 1 in Denmark, and 1 in Cuba. 

The grooms born in the United States (exclusive of those born 
in Boston) were 2,033, or 30.6 per cent. of the whole number of 
grooms; there were 85 more grooms of this nativity than in 1902 ; 
of their brides, 494 were born in Boston, 1,038. were born in the 
United States outside of Boston, 119 were born in Ireland, 272 
in the British-American Provinces, 64 in Great Britain, 10 in 
Germany, 10 in Russia, 16 in Norway and Sweden, 1 in Austria, 
2 in Belgium, 1 in Switzerland, 3 in Denmark, and 2 in other 
countries not specified in the table. 
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American Brides and Foreign Grooms. 


There were 679 American-born brides (including Boston) who 
married men of foreign birth. Of these grooms, 103 were born 
in Ireland, 259 in the British-American Provinces, 107 in Great 
Britain, 44 in Germany, 52 in Italy, 385 in Russia, 17 in Norway 
and Sweden, 3 in China, 6 in France, 8 in Turkey, 3 in Austria, 
9 in Portugal, 2 in Belgium, 1 in- Denmark, 3 in Cuba and the 
West Indies, and 3 in other countries not specified in the table. 

There were in all 8,222 grooms of American birth, or 48.4 per 
cent. ; this was 149 more than in 1902. ‘There were 3,092 brides 
of American birth, or 46.5 per cent.; this was 100 more than in 
1902. 

The number of marriages in which both parties were American- 
born was 1,413, or 21.2 per cent.; the number was 897 less than 
InglJ02. 


Marriages Between Natives of the Same (Foreign) Country. 


The figures in large type diagonally arranged across the table 
represent the number of marriages in which both parties were of 
the same nativity. 

Six hundred and eighty-nine grooms were born in Ireland, and 
532 married brides born in Ireland, or 77.2 per cent. 

Seven hundred and ninety grooms were born in the British- 
American Provinces, and 426 married brides of the same nativity, 
or 53.8 per cent. 

Two hundred and seventy-two grooms were born in Great 
Britain, and 76 married brides of the same nativity, or 27.8 per 
cent. 

One hundred and eighteen grooms were born in Germany, and 
37 married brides of the same nativity, or 31.3 per cent. 

Six hundred and thirteen grooms were born in Italy, and 532 
married brides of the same nativity, or 86.7 per cent. 

Five hundred and twenty-four grooms were born in Russia, and 
462 married brides of the same nativity, or 88.1 per cent. 

Two hundred and five grooms were born in Norway or Sweden, 
and 166 married brides of the same nativity, or 81 per cent. 

‘Twenty-four grooms were born in France, and 7 married brides 
of the same nativity, or 29.1 per cent. 

Twenty-six grooms were born in Turkey, and 18 married brides 
of the same nativity, or 69.2 per cent. 

Forty-five grooms were born in Austria, and 21 married brides 
of the same nativity, or 46.6 per cent. 

Twenty-three grooms were born in Portugal, and 13 married 
brides of the same nativity, or 56.5 per cent. 

Two grooms were born in Holland, and neither married brides 
of the same nativity. 

Five grooms were born in Belgium, and 2 married brides of the 
same nativity, or 40 per cent. 
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Two grooms were born in Switzerland, and neither married 
brides of the same nativity. 

Six grooms were born in Greece, and 3 married brides of the 
same nativity, or 50 per cent. 

Twenty-two grooms were born in Denmark, and 9 married 
brides of the same nativity, or 40.9 per cent. 

Twenty-five grooms were born in Cuba or the West Indies, and 
married brides of the same nativity, or 16 per cent. 

Twenty-two grooms were born in countries not specified in the 
table, and 3 married brides born in countries not specified in the 
table, or 13.6 per cent.

There were 5,772 grooms and 5,871 brides who had not been 
married previously; it was the second marriage of 641 grooms 
and 521 brides, all but 6 of the brides and 2 of the grooms being 
widowed; of the 6 brides, 4 previous marriages had been declared 
void and 2 annulled; of the 2 grooms no statement as to their 
being widowed or divorced was made. 

It was the third marriage of 46 widowed grooms, and of 14 
widowed brides. 

There were 177 grooms and 224 brides tic had been divorced, 
and whose second marriage it was, and 10 grooms and.3 brides 
who had been divorced and whose third marriage it was.

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‘BIRTHS IN BOSTON IN 1903. .(TABLE XXIV.) 


There were 15,701 births registered in this office in the year 
1903; there were 8,065 males and 7,636 females. This number 
was 152 more than the record for 1902. 

These may be classified generally, as regards the residence of 
the parents, as follows: Parents residing in Boston, ward known, 
14,942 — males, 7,673, females, 7,269; ward unknown, 54— 
males, 27, females, 27; born in Boston of non-resident parents, 
515 — males, 273, ‘females, 242, 

Total number of children born in Boston, and recorded in the 
year 1903, 15,701 — males, 8,065, females, 7,636. 

There were 633 still-births which are not included in the above 
total. 

The birth-rate for 1903 was 26.03 per thousand of population, 
or one in every 38.4. 

The ward in which the greatest number of births occurred was 
Ward 6, 1,534; this was an increase of 27 over the number of 
births in this ward in 1902; the number of births in this ward 
was 9.7 per cent. of the total number of births in the city. The 
ward in which the least number of births occurred was Ward 10, 
282; this number was 1.7 per cent. of the total number of births. 

The male births were in excess in all wards except Wards 1, 3, 
5, 14, 16 and 18. 

The greatest number of births for any month, parents residing 
in Boston, was 1,321, in January; the least number was 1, 183, 
in February. 

The greatest number of male births for any month was 749, in 
January; the least number was 628, in February. 

The greatest number of female births in any month was 675, 
in September; the least number was 579, in April. 

The greatest number of births for any season, or quarter-year 
period, was 3,979, each in the first and third quarters of the year; 
the least number for any quarter-year period was 3,794, in the 
second quarter of the year. 

The quarter-year period in which the greatest number of male 
births occurred .was the first quarter-year period, the number 
being 2,069; the greatest number of female births for any 
quarter-year period was in the third quarter of the year, the 
number being 1,957. 

The ward having the greatest number of births was Ward 6, 
1,534, or 9.7 per cent. of the total number of births, and 4.6 per 
cent. of the population of the ward, or one birth to every 21 of

WARD STATISTICS, 1903. 


The following pages give the more important vital statistics 
and population, also a comparative analysis for the years 1900—_ 
1901, 1902-1903, together with the area, number of dwellings to 
the acre, number of persons to a dwelling (the facts as to fami- 
lies and persons to a family and to a dwelling being the same as 
in the report for 1901, no figures being available for this year), 
and number of persons to the acre, or density of population, for 
each of the wards in the city; also the principal causes of death 
in each. 

Jt must be borne in mind that the population is estimated, and 
that the figures based upon the statement of population are not 
absolute or accurate, but it is believed that they may be relied 
upon for general purposes as giving a reasonable statement of 
the conditions. The areas are from the report of the City Engineer 
for 1896, or directly following the establishment of the present 
ward lines, and the figures regarding the dwelling-houses are 
taken from the report of the Assessing Department for the year 
1903, and is a statement of the number of dwellings in existence 
on May 1 of that year. 

The ward areas in the statistics are land areas only, flats and 
water not included ; neither are parks or cemeteries or other large 
tracts not devoted to residential purposes excluded; the density 
is reckoned on the total land area. 

The statistics regarding families and dwellings are from the 
United States Census reports for 1900, but the ratios will probably 
hold good for 1908 for all general purposes. In some cases the 
census reports have differed materially with the report of the 
Assessing Department regarding the number of dwellings in the 
ward, as the definition of the word ‘‘ dwelling’’ has evidently a 
different sense as used by the census authorities from that used 
by the assessors ; consequently, where the census figures for 1900 
regarding the number of dwellings in a ward have been greatly in 
excess of the figures of the Assessing Department for 1901, a 
discrepancy which would lead to erroneous conclusions regarding 
the number of single houses in award. This discrepancy has been 
adjusted in several cases by subtracting the excess of dwellings 
according to the census report from the number of ‘‘ one ” family 
buildings in the same report, as the census authorities designate 
any place of habitation, even if it be but one room, a dwelling ; 
and that method of presentation would show a far greater number 
of single dwellings, as the term is generally understood, than is 
actually the case. The result of this adjustment may not be 
accurate, but is more nearly so than the census report would 
indicate, particularly relating to single dwellings.

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STATISTICS SHOWING GROWTH OF 
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Boston Proper (Old Boston). 


The area of the original Boston at the time of settlement in 
1630 was less than 1,000 acres;* the greatest length of the 
peninsula being from Roxbury line north-northeast to the old 
fortification on the Neck, one mile and thirty-nine yards, and 
from thence to the Winnisimet ferry, one mile and three quarters 
—in all, about two miles three quarters and two hundred and 
thirty-eight yards. | 

The greatest breadth of the old town at the same time was 
from a point about the present location of Foster’s wharf (on 
Atlantic avenue) to the northwesterly end of Leverett street, or 
about one mile one hundred and thirty-nine yards. 

There was no important addition to the inhabitable area of the 
town until the filling of the Mill pond, about 1807, which occu- 
pied the space at present bounded in part by Prince, Endicott, 
Leverett and Causeway streets, gave an additional fifty acres or | 
thereabouts to the land area of the original town. ‘There have. 
been other additions made from time to time, notably on the 
water front, that is, the harbor side, but none so extensive as the 
one just mentioned, and they have mostly been utilized for busi- 
ness purposes, while a large portion of the ‘* Mill pond” land 
was occupied by residences for many years, and a portion of it is 
now so occupied. 

There is no precise account of the population of Boston for 
nearly a century after its settlement. In 1638 it is spoken of as 
being ‘‘ rather a village than a town, consisting of no more than 
20 or 30 houses.” In 1675 the inhabitants were estimated at 
4,000; in 1686 the taxable polls (16 years and upwards) were 
1,447; in 1698 the inhabitants were estimated at 7,000; both 
estimates probably being too great; the estimate of 1698 is prob- 
ably that of Cotton Mather in his ‘‘ Magnalia” 1.31 ‘‘ seven 
thousand souls of us, at this hour living on the spot.” 

Estimates of the population in 1704 at 6,750, and in 1720 at 
11,000, are given for what they are worth. 

The early immigration practically ceased in 1640, and during 
the ten years since the settlement of the town 21,200 passengers 
had landed here, and about 4,000 families. 

The first enumeration now known was made in 1722, by Eneas 
Salter, by authority and direction of the selectmen. He reported 
10,567 ‘* beside those who had died or removed out of the 
town.’’ 

On Bonner’s map of Boston, dated 1722, it is stated that there 
were in the town at that time ‘*‘ near 12,000 people.’’ In 1735 
the population was estimated at 16,000.

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In 1742 a census of the city was taken with the following re- 
sult: Total number of persons, 16,382; houses, 1,719; colored per- 
sons, 1,374; the total includes the colored, leaving 15,008 whites.

On account of the smallpox another census was taken in 1752, 
which gave 14,190 whites, 1,541 colored — total, 15,781. In 
1754 a colonial census of negroes was taken, which shows the 
number of slaves in Boston at that time to have been 989. 

The first efforts to take a general census in Massachusetts, so 
far as legislative records show, were made in 17638, and the 
result is shown in the colonial census of July, 1765, as follows:

Houses, 1,676; Families, 2,069. 
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In July, 1775, the population of Boston, as shown by a census 
taken by order of General Gage, was 6,573; and in 1776, at the 
close of the siege of Boston, a census ordered by the General 
Court gave the population of the town as 2,719 (Shattuck says 
these were whites only). 

In 1777 the whole number of males sixteen years of age and 
over was 2,863, but deducting the colored, those at sea and in 
the army, there were but 1,878, and many of these were ‘‘ old, 
infirm, and decrepit.” 

In 1781 the number of polls was 2,260, representing a popu- 
lation, estimated on that number, of about 10,000. 

In July, 1784, the General Court ordered a census of the 
ratable polls in Massachusetts, and the population of Boston, 
estimated on this census, was 15,780, the number of polls being 
3,174. 

The following table gives the number of polls at different 
periods, and estimates of the population at about the same time:

Thus it will be seen by the above table and the preceding 
statements regarding the population that between the settle- 
ment of the town and the peace of 1783, about one hundred and 
fifty years, the increase of the population was not marked, the 
estimate for 1780 being not more than two and a quarter times 
that of 1680, when the town, although fifty years old, may still 
be said to be in its infancy, and for forty years, from 1730 to 
1770, the population might almost be called stationary. 

The number of houses in Boston in 1719, according to Daniel 
Neal, who wrote a description of the town in that year, was about 
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3,000; this statement is consistent with that of Bonner’s map, 
before alluded to, which says near 3,000 in 1722; but there is a 
wide difference in the computation of the inhabitants, Neal making 
it about 20,000 and Bonner 12,000. ‘The census of 1742 gives 
the number of houses as 1,719, and the number of warehouses as 
166; so that, if the census of 1742 is in any degree accurate, 
there must have been a very much greater average of persons to 
a dwelling in that year than in 1722, as the population is given 
as 4,000 greater. 

The number of dwelling houses in 1784, by actual enumeration, 
was 2,178. A-writerin the ‘‘ Columbian Magazine,’’ of Philadel- 
phia, describing the Boston of 1787, states that it is ‘* supposed 
to contain 3,000 houses and 18 or 20,000 inhabitants,” but the 
statement is made elsewhere that in 1789 the number of dwellings 
was 2,235, and the population, on the basis of 1790, was 17,880. 

From the various statements given it may be determined that 
the average population of Boston for the first ninety years of the 
18th century was probably not more than double the figure at the 
close of the 17th century, or 13,500 for the former and 6,700 
for the latter date. The maximum number of dwellings during 
the whole period from the settlement of the town until 1790 was 
probably no greater than the number given in 1789, or 2,235. 

A table showing the number of houses and stores in given 
districts, together with the estimated population of these districts, 
is herewith appended.

Thus the population had increased from 1722, the year of the 
first regular census by town authority, to considerably more than 
twice the number, according to the U. S. census of 1800, the 
town meanwhile retaining practically the same habitable area as 
at the time of settlement. 

Soon after 1800 commenced the additions to the town area by 
filling various water areas and the reclamation of marshes, etc., 
and annexations of territory, which will be referred to under 
their respective heads.

Charlestown. 


One of the original towns of the Massachusetts Bay Colony, 
settled in 1629. It was not until about 1842 that the bounds of 
that district, which was annexed to Boston as the City of Charles- 
town in 1874, were finally settled. The area of the old town was 
subject to many changes during the period between its settlement 
and annexation, but after its incorporation as a city in 1847 the 
area remained intact, and the act of annexation added 586 acres 
to the habitable area of the City of Boston. ‘There is no record 
of the population in the earlier years of its history; in 1636 
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there were 72 who had wives and children, and up to 1640 
there were admitted into the town one hundred and twenty-seven 
persons. Frothingham says that in 1640 the population was 
not far from 1,000. In 1658 a list of shares in the wood and 
common lands on Mystic river side shows that upwards of 200 
families resided in the town at that time. There seems to be no 
authentic statement of the population until 1789; in 1727 there 
were 412 ratable polls, which would seem to indicate a population 
of about 2,000, and just previous to the conflagration of June 17, 
1775, various authorities place the number of houses at from 
three to five hundred, and the population at from two to three 
thousand. It is from 1777 that the growth of the town must be 
reckoned, as it was almost totally destroyed in the conflagration, 
and the rebuilding had barely commenced in this year, nor did it 
become general until after the peace in 1785; at the close of 
this year there were 999 inhabitants, 978 whites and 21 colored, 
and 160 dwellings. A census of the town was taken in 1789, 
the result showing a population of 1,579, of which 867 were males 
and 812 females. 

By the U. S. Census of 1790 the population of Charlestown 
was 1,583; there were 749 white males, 809 white females, and 
288 families.

South Boston. 


This district, originally a part of Dorchester, was early known 
by its Indian name of Mattapannock, and within a few years 
after the settlement of Dorchester, as Dorchester Neck and Dor- 
chester Point; it became part of Boston in 1804, and at that 
time contained about 560 acres. In 1637 the ‘‘ Neck,’’ as it was 
generally called, was set apart as pasture land for the cattle of 
the Dorchester towns-people, by vote of the town, and although 
there is no existing record of the first dwelling house built on the 
peninsula, itis probable that there was none until 1660. The 
district retained its distinctive character as a farming and 
orazing section for about 150 years after this date, and at the 
time of annexation was inhabited by only 10 families, about 60 
persons, and there were but 19 persons who paid a poll tax as 
residents of the place. In 1810 the number was 354, and in 
1825 it had increased to 1,986. In 18385 the population was 
5,595. 

The population of the South Boston district for the U. S. Cen- 
sus years from 1840 to 1900, inclusive, is given in the following 
table:

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East Boston. 


The largest island of those which go to make up the present 
district of Kast Boston, Noddle’s Island, was placed umder the 
jurisdiction of Boston on the 7th of December, 1636. The area 
of the island at this time was estimated at 1,000 acres, and the 
flats about it at 1,200 acres or more; but by a survey made by 
William Taylor in- 1801 it was found to contain but 666 acres of 
upland and marsh, and the flats surrounding it amounted to 
nearly 1,500 acres. 

The patire district now known as East Boston, embracing 
Noddle’s, Breed’s and Wood Islands, reclaimed marsh land, and 
flats, contains about 1,685 acres. 

In 1833, the year of the incorporation of the East Boston 
Company, which was formed for the development of Noddle’s 
Island into a residential and business section, there was but one 
dwelling-house upon the island, and at no time previous to that 
date wag the island used for any purposes but farming and 
grazing, and the only inhabitants were the owners of the farms, 
or their tenants, never more than a few individuals, and requiring 
-at the most not more than half a dozen dwellings. On June 10, 
1775, the Provincial troops destroyed all the buildings on the 
island; and the statement was made by Thomas Greenough, the 
husband of one of the heirs of a former proprietor, that the loss 
consisted of 3 houses, 1 mansion house, 6 barns, 1 stable, and 
1 store (probably storehouse), all valued at £2,060. 

The census of the island for 1833 was 3 males, 5 females. 

In 1834, 16 single dwelling-houses and a brick block were 
built, beside buildings for various business purposes. 

In 1835, 21 dwellings were erected; there were 6 births, 4 
marriages, and 8 deaths. 

In 1836, there were 8 births, 1 marriage, 10 deaths. 

The following statistics, while not official, and perhaps not 
complete, are no doubt nearly so, and are interesting as the 
only record known of the vital statistics of East Boston in the 
earlier years of its development as a residential section :

Dorchester. 


One cf the original towns of the Massachusetts Bay Colony, 
the land where the earliest settlements were made, was known by 
the Indian name of Mattapan. ‘The boundaries and area of Dor- 
chester were changed so frequently, and as only that part of the 
old township which was annexed to Boston is generally known 
by that name, it will be sufficient to state its area at the time of 
annexation, which was 5,614 acres. 

Of the population’ of Dorchester in the earlier years of its 
existence but little is known. ‘There were 140 persons in the first 
company that made settlement in Dorchester, and the greater 
part of these it is evident took up land and built habitations 
within the limits of that part of Dorchester which is now a part 
of Boston. ‘The same is true probably of most of the arrivals 
for the years immediately succeeding the first settlement of 
the town. In 16386 nearly half of the inhabitants removed to 
Connecticut, and their places were filled by fresh arrivals from 
England, but from almost constant departures for other towns 
and settlements, and new additions from the home country and 
other parts of the colony, the population did not vary in size 
very much for a hundred years or more. 

The births in the town from 1657 to 1734, a period of seventy- 
eight years, were 2,416, while the deaths in the same period 
were only 921, which shows that many who were born in Dor- 
chester must have died elsewhere. The ratable polls in the town 
in 1641 were ‘‘ not less than six score or thereabouts,’’ which 
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multiplied by five, would give 600 inhabitants. In 1692 there 
were seats provided in the church for 171 men and 180 women, 
and as every one was expected to attend church there were evi- 
dently 351 persons of adult age, or nearly so, and it is fair to 
presume that there were as many at least younger children, so 


_ that the population would not be far from the figure quoted for 


1641, or fifty years earlier. In 1727 there were 252 ratable 
polls. This would give on the same computation as above made, 
including 17 slaves, 1,277. There were 117 houses at that time. 
By the census of 1765 Dorchester is shown to have 1,323 whites, 
and 37 colored persons; of the former 635 were males and 688 
females. ‘There were 204 houses in the town, and 245 families. 
In 1776 there were 1,550 inhabitants in the town, including 35 
negroes and mulattoes. The population of Dorchester for the 
U. S. Census years from 1800 to 1900, inclusive, is shown in 
the following table :

Roxbury. 


One of the original towns of the Massachusetts Bay Colony, 
and the sixth town incorporated in Massachusetts. Official date 
of settlement, September 28, 1630. Like most of the early town- 
ships its boundaries and area were subject to numerous changes, 
and when annexed to Boston it contained about 2,700 acres, 
which was about one-third of the area of the town at the close of 
the Revolutionary War. 
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The first estimate of the population of Roxbury is made from 
Edward Johnson’s statement, that in 1652 there were near upon 
120 dwellings in the town. ‘These would ordinarily acconimodate 
about 700 persons, and that is believed to be a fair estimate of 
the population at that time. The number of inhabitants increased 
very slowly for the next hundred years, and in fact must have 
been stationary for the greater part of that time, as the colonial 
census of 1765 gives the population as 1,487, or about double 
the number in 1652; this includes 80 colored persons. Of the 
1,407 whites, there were 662 males and 745 females. There 
were at the same time 212 families and 212 houses according to 
this census. No data is found to definitely fix the population at 
any period between the dates given. 

The white population of Roxbury,in 1776 is stated as 1,433. 
In 1778 the polls were 372, which would indicate a population of 
1,860. In 1781 there were 830 polls, which would give an esti- 
mated population of 1,650; and in 1784, the number of polls 
being 430, the population may be reasonably settled as being 
about.2,.100; 

The U. S. Census of 1790 gives the population as 2,226. Of 
these 1,076 were white males and 1,110 white females; there 
were 287 houses and 351 families. The population of the Rox- 
bury district in the U. S. Census years is given in the following 
table, from 1800 to 1900, inclusive. Previous to the annexation 
of Roxbury to Boston in 1868 the figures are absolute, as given 
by census returns, but subsequently ‘the population is estimated, 
as heretofore explained.

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West Roxbury. 


Originally part of Roxbury, from which it was set apart and 
established as a separate town in 1851. A part of Dedham was 
annexed in 1853, and in 1874 the town was annexed to Boston, 
its area at that time being 8,078 acres. There are no figures 
available as to the population of West Roxbury before 1855. At 
that time it was 4,812, in 1860 it was 6,310, in 1870, 8,686. 
The population for the succeeding census years is given in the 
table of ‘‘ Population of Boston Proper and Annexations.’’ 


Brighton. 


This section was a part of Cambridge, known formerly as ‘ Lit- 
tle Cambridge”’ until February 24, 1807, when it was set apart and 
incorporated as the town of Brighton. Very little information is 
available as to its population in early times. In the ‘*‘ Cambridge 
List of persones and estates taken in the Month of August, 
1688,” the population of this part of Cambridge is given as 35. 
In 1777 the number of persons is given as 309 whites, 12 blacks ; 
ratable polls, 66 whites, 4 blacks. The area of Brighton at the 
time of its incorporation was 2,660 acres, 81 rods. On January 
27, 1816, a small portion of Cambridge was annexed, and when 
the town was annexed to Boston in January, 1874, the area was 
2,277 acres. The population of Brighton at the date of the an- 
nexation was 4,967. The population of the Brighton district 
from 1810 to 1900, in the U. S. census years, is given in the fol- 
lowing table :

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS. 


Hon. Patrick A. CoLuins, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


DEAR Sir, — In accordance with the provisions of chapter 
473 of the Acts of 1901, the Board of Schoolhouse Com- 
missioners submit herewith their second annual report, cover- 
ing the period from January 31, 1903, to February 1, 1904.

POWERS OF THE BOARD. 


Although this matter was carefully stated in the first 
annual report, there have been so many requests from those 
in authority, indicating that the powers of this Board are not 
generally understood, that we may be permitted to state 
again, quite briefly, the situation. Under the Act (chapter 
473 of the Acts of 1901) provision was made for the issue 
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of bonds during the year 1901 and the three succeeding 
years (p. 9, first annual report). The amounts thus author- 
ized are available for three distinct purposes, and for no 
other work. These are, first, the list of forty-two items (pp. 
3—4, first annual report); second, new sanitation, including 
heating and ventilation of the old buildings; third, better 
means of egress in case of fire, from the old buildings. 

None of this appropriation entitled “« Land and Buildings 
for Schools” is available for other necessary permanent 
accommodation, which, not being apparent in 1901, was not 
on the list of forty-two items. Nor is any of this appropria- 
tion available to complete buildings or grounds which were 
handed over in an incomplete state by the Committee on 
New Buildings of the School Committee. 

The Commissioners are of the opinion that when the Act 
was drawn it was the intention that the accommodation 
required year by year to meet the growth of school population 
would be met by an appropriation of forty cents on the $1,000 
from the taxes; but, up to the present time, no such appro- 
priation has been made, and the Commissioners have not only 
been unable to finish the Dorchester High School, South 
Boston High School, Bigelow School, Chapman School, and 
the Ira Allen School, turned over to the Board incomplete 
by the School Committee, but have also been unable to 
undertake the buildings or additions necessary to house the 
yearly increase of 1902 and 1903, which needs, not being 
evident in 1901, of course, are not found in this list of forty- 
two items. Instead of an appropriation for current growth, 
the amount of the loan has. been increased, so that the Board 
have had available more money than was originally contem- 
plated; but, owing to the wording of the Act, this did not 
enable them to care for items not mentioned in the list. If 
the Act were made more elastic and the Board were able 
to use the money where most needed, under the advice of 
the Superintendent of Schools, there would be no further 
difficulty. | 

As it now stands, the balance turned over to the Commis- 
sioners by the School Committee has been expended (pp. 
73-74, first annual report); the work of the Board has, 
therefore been wholly confined this year, first, to providing 
increased accommodation as called for in the list of forty-two 
items, and improving the condition of the old buiidings as to 
sanitation and fire risk; and second, to repairs. The first 
will be considered under three heads, viz.: 1. Accommoda- 
tion. 2. Sanitation. 38. Fire Escapes and Fire Protection. 
And the second under a single heading.

LAND AND BUILDINGS FOR SCHOOLS. 


(1.) ACCOMMODATION. 


On the items reported last year (pp. 8-9) progress has 
been made as follows: 

Item 7. A primary building in the Christopher Gibson 
District. The building was to be completed July 31, 1903; 
the time for completion was extended, for cause, to August 
8, and it was completed August 7, the contractor receiving 
one day’s bonus. Owing to the time consumed in a series 
of experiments with school chairs (Appendix VI.) there was 
delay in the delivery of the furniture, but the school was 
occupied October 8, 1903. The original contract was 
$122,178, and the cost, including changes, was $124,467.65. 
This building is named “ Marshall School.” 

Item 8. A grammar building in the Roger Clap District. 
‘This building was in four contracts, but an attempt was 
made, by asking the general contractor to name a date for 
completion in submitting bid, to enforce a forfeiture contract. 
The forfeit was omitted from the heating, plumbing, and 
electrical contracts, the contractors being notified that they 
would be held responsible to the city for delay caused by 
them. The completed cost compares with the original con- 


tract prices as follows:

Owing to the difficulties of adjudging claims for delay, and 
placing the responsibility where it belonged, the Commission- 
ers accepted the architect’s finding that the general con- 
tractors were delayed by the city thirty-five days. The 
building was delivered eight days after this, or forty-three 
days late in all, and a forfeit of $160 was enforced. No 
attempt was made to make good a claim for damages for 
delay against the other contractors, as it seemed impracti- 
cable to show just cause. The Commissioners are con- 
firmed in their opinion that, except with a single contract, 
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it is impracticable to enforce a time limit. The building 
was occupied October 27, 1903, and is named “ William E. 
Russell School.” 

Item 1. A grammar and primary building in the Phillips. 
District. This building was let in four contracts, and here, 
also, an attempt, but of a different kind, was made to insure 
completion. The contractor for the building agreed with 
the Board on a reasonable time, fourteen months, increased 
to fifteen months on account of weather, 7.e., March 6, 1904, 
and the specifications required a bond that the steel should 
be delivered at a fixed time. The steel was not delivered on 
time, and the bond is considered forfeited in part or whole, 
depending on whether the building is finished on time. It 
is evident now that this is impossible. It will undoubtedly 
be ready for occupancy for the fall term of 1904. The con- 
tractors have proved entirely incompetent to handle such an 
important piece of work, and are now in the hands of receiv- 
ers. ‘The building is named “ Washington School.” ‘The 
cost to date compares with the original contract prices as

Item 6. <A primary building, Martin District. Here a 
second attempt was made to put the general contractor under 
forfeit when there were four contracts. The building was 
due October 31,1908. The contractor was delayed by en- 
countering an unexpected amount of blasting. Technieally 
he was fully responsible for this, as he contracted to do all 
excavation, but to avoid such difficulties the Board now 
make borings and give the results to the architects, not as 
a guaranty, but as a guide as to the nature of the soil. The 
building was occupied January 18, 1904, and is named 
«Farragut School.” The cost to date compares with the -

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Item 4. <A primary building in the Emerson District. No 
attempt was made here to do more than fix a reasonable date 
for completion. A strike of the bricklayers stopped work 
altogether on this building for two months to the serious 
detriment of the city. The building was due November 7, 
1905, and even allowing two months for the strike should 
have been completed January 7, 1904. It will be ready 
for occupancy in April, 1904. The building has been named 
« Paul Jones School.” A material reduction was made in the 
cost of this building when the contracts were signed, and the 
cost to date compares as follows with the contract price:

The 
whole site of this building required blasting, which occupied 
over four months.

The new work begun this year by the Board is as follows : 


Item 15. <A large primary building in the Eliot and the 
Hancock District. Under instructions from the School Com- 
mittee this building was planned to contain twenty-two class- 
rooms and a manual-training room. Land was bought adjacent 
to the Ware School lot on North Bennett street, an area of 
6,419 square feet, for which $52,845.40 was paid. Messrs.. 
Winslow & Bigelow were appointed architects, and the 
building was let July 16, 1903, in a single contract, with a 
forfeiture and bonus clause of $50 per day, to be finished 
within eleven months from date of contract. It has pro- 
eressed smoothly and rapidly, and but for the severe weather 
- during the month of January, 1904, would have been roofed 
in by February 1, 1904. The building will be ready for 
occupancy for the fall term. The original contract on this 
building amounted to $172,213; the amount of contract to: 
date is $173,545.28. 

Item 19. Mechanic Arts High School to be enlarged. 
This addition was for the purpose of supplementing both the 
academic and mechanic parts and dividing them. This re- 
quired a very careful study of the plan before a site could be 
purchased. For this purpose the architects, Messrs. Wheel- 
wright & Haven, were appointed November 26, 1902, before 
the .land was purchased, and after careful study, with 
preliminary drawings, of the available sites, the Board 
determined that the land immediately adjoining the old 
building would work to better advantage to give a compact 
and workable building, and accordingly took the land on 
Scotia street adjoining the present building, 14,419 square 
feet. The Board of Street Commissioners not haying notified 
this Board of the settlements made with the owners of the 
property taken, nothing has been paid on account of this 
site. The plans are rapidly approaching completion and the 
work will be advertised in the spring. 
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These items, Nos. 15 and 19, were mentioned first on the 
list by the School Committee, and instructions as to accom- 
modation were given. The items which follow were first 
given to the Board with a partial statement of the require- 
ments March 12, 1908. (Minutes Committee on School 
Houses, February 21, March 9, and Minutes of the School 
Committee, February 24 and March 10,1903.) Later more 
definite instructions were given for Item 36, Dearborn Dis- 
trict, and Item 23 was reduced from twenty class-rooms to 
twelve. Where land was already available, as on Meeting 
House Hill, the Old Gibson and the Brentwood-street lots, 
architects were appointed at once. In cases where land was 
required, the architects were appointed only after the land 
was taken. Thus the plans of the various buildings were 
not started simultaneously. . The Board has allowed the 
work to proceed as the plans were finished. Thus, Items 25 
and 26 were ready first and were let; Items 80,13 and 14 | 
combined, and 37 were ready next. The order in which the 
buildings were let is not therefore any evidence as to the 
priority of claims of any district. As a matter of fact, two 
of the most urgent have been held up, one by a change made 
by the School Committee in their order as to accommodation 
alter the plans were well advanced, the other due to a change 
in construction made necessary to meet certain requirements. 

Item 26. Mather District, on Meeting House Hill, a 
grammar school-house. The School Committee gave instruc- 
tions fora twenty-eight room grammar building, with assembly 
hall; later the completion of a cooking-room and three class- 
rooms in the basement was approved, making a total of thirty- 
one class-rooms. Messrs. Cram, Goodhue & Ferguson were 
appointed architects February 2, 1903; the building was let 
in four contracts, as follows: |

Later the finishing of the four basement rooms increased 
this amount to $285,179.60. A forfeiture and bonus clause 
was attached to the general contract, and another attempt will 
be made here to enforce these provisions. The date for com- 
pletion was fixed at fourteen months from September 29, 
1903, and with the acceptance of the amount for the addi- 
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tional class-rooms in basement, the time for completion was 
extended twenty days; it is therefore due October 19, 1904. 
Item 25. Jamaica Plain, Agassiz District, south of Forest 
Hills Station, grammar school-house. In considering the 
needs to be met by this item the School Committee determined 
that they would best be met by an addition to the Francis 
Parkman School. This four-room building was incomplete — 
and accommodation urgently required. ‘The rooms were of 
grammar size, and it seemed economy to complete this with a 
view to its being eventually a grammar building rather than 
to buy land and erect anew one. ‘The order called for a four- 
room addition, and the plans originally prepared were to be 
modified to fit a further addition of assembly hall and four 
more class-rooms. Mr. Charles Bruen Perkins, the architect 
of the original building, was appointed, and the building was 
let in four contracts as follows: :

Item 10. New-District, Old Gibson site, Dorchester, a 
large grammar school-house. The School Committee asked 
for twenty-one class-rooms, an assembly hall, and a manual- 
training room and cooking-room in the basement. To pre- 
pare the site it was necessary to remove both buildings now 
on this site. The Gibson Annex was moved to the Glenway 
site, and the Old Gibson removed to the corner of the 
present lot, where it is better lighted, has been provided with 
better sanitary accommodation, and will be a serviceable 
building for many years. Mr. A. W. Longfellow was ap- 
pointed architect April 8, 1903, and plans have been com- 
pleted for this building, but, owing to a necessary change i in 
the construction, they had to be ‘partially redrawn. They 
will be advertised in the spring. ? 

Item 36. Dearborn District. A new grammar building 
to replace the present: building was defined by the School 
Committee as a twenty-one room building with assembly hall, 
and manual-training room and cooking-room in the basement. 
Mr. Edwin J. Lewis was appointed architect April 21, 1903, 
and plans have been prepared in such a way that the new 
building will not seriously interfere with the old while being 
constructed, and the old building may stand until such time 
as an extension of twelve rooms will make the new building 
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complete, with thirty-three class-rooms. The plans are com- 
plete, and the building will be advertised in March, 1904. 

Item 30. Washington Allston District, Brentwood-street 
site. The Committee described the accommodations as a 
fourteen-room building with assembly hall, and cooking and 
manual-training rooms in the basement, and a possible twelve- 
room addition. Messrs. Stickney & Austin were appointed 
architects April 24, 1903. The following contracts have 
been advertised and awarded:

The contracts for the heating and ventilating and elec- 
trical work will be advertised and awarded during February, 
1904. 

Items 13 and 14. Additions to the Gaston and Lincoln 
Schools were changed for an item to cover the needs of both 
schools —a new grammar school, City Point. This, however, 
was not done until after Messrs. Clough & Wardner had 

_ been appointed architects of the addition to the Gaston 
School, and had prepared complete plans for an addition 
much larger than tliat contemplated in the original order. 
The School Committee asked that the new building contain 
fourteen class-rooms, an assembly hall, and manual-training 
and cooking-room in basement. Jor this purpose land was 
taken on East Eighth street containing 45,000 square feet. 
Messrs. Clough & Wardner were appointed architects April 
24,1908. Contracts for the erection and completion of this 
building will be advertised and awarded during February, 
1904. 

Item 38. Lyman District. Replace the present Webb 
School with a new primary. The Webb School is in fair 
condition, and, as the lot is small and not very central, it was 
thought best to purchase land elsewhere. For this purpose 
land was taken on the corner of Paris, Morris, and Marion 
streets containing 26,000 square feet. Until the Board of 
Street Commissioners report to this Board as to the different 
settlements made with the numerous owners of this land, 
no definite amount can be given as the cost of the same. 
The School Committee asked for twelve rooms of the smaller 
grammar size, 24 by 82. Mr. John Lyman Faxon was 
appointed architect April 24, 1903, and has completed plans. 
Bids will be asked for during the month of April, 1904. 

Item 23. Hugh O’Brien District, a new Primary School. 
The School Committee asked for a twenty-four room primary 
building, and the Board took for this purpose a lot on 
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Norfolk avenue, comprising 56,006 square feet, for which 
$17,081.83 was paid. Mr. John A. Fox was appointed 
architect April 30, 1903; but, after preparing plans for the 
twenty-four room building, the School Committee, on Septem- 
ber 22, 1903, amended the order to read, ‘ twelve or fourteen 
class- rooms with provision for future addition.” As the 
Commissioners believe it poor policy, as a rule, to build with 
a view to a large extension on account of the difficulty of 
arranging the heating, ventilating, and other matters, they 
asked Mr. Fox to plan for a twelve-room building, so placed 
on the lot as to make a similar building possible in the future. 
The preparation of the plans was thus seriously delayed, but 
they will be ready to advertise in the spring. 

Item 37. John A. Andrew District. Replace the present 
Ticknor with a new primary school. With the widening of 
Dorchester street this became imperative, as the Board of 
Street Commissioners’ widening destroyed the old building, 
which was not fit to be moved. ‘The Board took land in the 
rear of the present lot, comprising 17,095 square feet, for 
which $12,375 was paid. The School Committee gave in- 
structions for a fourteen-room primary, with cooking-room ~ 
and manual-training room in the basement. Later they 
amended this to put the manual-training room on the first. 
floor and omit the cooking-room, the Bird School on East 
Fourth street supplying the need, thus freeing the basement 
for the play-rooms. ‘The board appointed Messrs. Andrews, 
Jaques & Rantoul architects November 17, 1903. Plans 
and specifications have been completed, and the building 
will be advertised during the month of February, 1904, 
and let under one contract, with a forfeiture and bonus of 
$50 per day. This is one of the few instances where the 
commissioners have had the drawings made with reasonable 
despatch, but they hope that with the gradual development. 
of a fixed system in planning and specifying for school build- 
ings this despatch may in future be the rule rather than the 
exception. 

Item 27. Henry L. Pierce District. In the vicinity of 
Bailey street, a primary school. With the advice of the 
Superintendent of Schools and Mr. Warren, the master of 
the district, the vicinity of Codman square was substituted,. 
and the School Committee asked for a building containing 
ten rooms. for this purpose land was taken on Southern 
avenue containing 34,374 square feet. Messrs... Parker & 
Thomas were appointed architects November 24, 1908, and 
are now preparing plans, which will be ready to advertise in 
the spring. 
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Items 20, 21, and 22 have been a source of constant 
consideration and study on the part of the Board for over 
twelve months. The School Committee on December 12, 
.1901, instructed the Board that the Normal School was to be 
located in the Dudley, Dillaway, and Lewis Districts, 
thus embodying under the names of the districts the original 
location given in Item 20, the vicinity of Dudley street 
station. ‘The Board advertised and received bids, and made 
careful examination of the various lots, both by themselves, 
and with the Superintendent of Schools, the master of the 
Normal School, and members of the School Committee. 
In the meantime, the School Committee had instructed the 
Board that the Girls’ Latin School was to be located in the 
Martin District, and bids had been opened for land for this 
school. It was then found that land could be bought in this 
important educational centre at a price comparing favorably 
with the land near Dudley street; and that, if enough land 
were taken for the Girls’ Latin, the Normal and the Training 
Schools, still more favorable terms could be obtained. The 
School Committee then reconsidered the location of the 
Normal School, and directed the Board on June 28, 1908, 
that it be located in the Martin District. Again the Board 
advertised and received bids. After many unavoidable 
delays, complicated by a number of offers received later for 
other parcels of land, of all of which the Board made personal 
examination, the Board decided on a lot on Worthington | 
street. From every point of view this land seemed to the 
Board to be an advantageous proposition; the location was 
central, the amount of land was ample and entirely protected 
as to light. It had the advantage of another large lot 
adjacent, occupied by the detached buildings of Simmons 

College. It was therefore greatly to be deplored that the 
School Committee reversed their previous vote locating the 
Normal School in the Martin District. This action, with- 
drawing the Normal School, withdrew also the Training 
School, and thus altered the situation as regards the cost of 
the land for the remaining item — the Girls’ Latin School. 


(2.) SANITATION. 


Continuing the work of last year, the Board has this year 
supplied twenty-two schools with new plumbing systems in 
place of the old defective plumbing, and have in each case 
taken care of conductors and yard catch-basins, and connected 
to the sewers with iron pipe. The Board find that in the pri- 
maries certainly the latrines have given excellent satisfaction, 
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and, except for the amount of water used, are better than 
individual closets. The control of the water rests with the 
janitor, and the amount need not be excessive. On the other 
hand, there is a considerable popular dislike of the latrine, 
which, even if it has no tangible ground, the Board do not 
like to disregard, and they have increased the use of the 
standard short-hopper closet. This type has given general 
satisfaction, but it is more easily damaged by mischievous 
boys, has more joints, and is not so easy to keep clean. 

In regard to doors for the water-closets, the Board con- 
sider this a matter of administration, and where the masters 
prefer doors are willing to include them. ‘They, themselves, 
consider them unnecessary in primaries on either side, and in 
grammars on the boys’ side. 

The construction of urinals has been a fruitful source of 
discussion; the Commissioners, being unable to agree with 
the Superintendent of Schools, the Committee on School. 
Houses, and many masters, who think an undivided urinal 
an invitation to immodesty, have continued to install this 
type which has commended itself to them because so 
thoroughly sanitary and so readily kept clean. 

In the following schools new sanitation has been installed: 


BARTLETT-STREET SCHOOL.. Six-room primary building in the 
Dillaway District — old vaults in yard removed and new building, 
connected with basement, erected for installation of new sanita- 
tion, 2 sets of 5 and 1 set of 4 porcelain-lined latrines for 
pupils, 18 feet of slate urinal, 4 slate sinks, 1 drinking font, 1 
galvanized-iron sink, 1 teachers’ closet and bowl, 3 catch-basins, 
new yard drainage, fan system of local ventilation; cost 
$9,056.14, finished in September, 1903. 3 


BowovircH ScuHoor. Fourteen-room grammar building for 
girls, Bowditch District —old cremating system in basement 
removed, and new system installed in basement; 30 short-hopper 
closets for pupils, 1 large slate sink, 1 large soapstone sink, 1 
catch-basin, 2 floor-washes, 1 cellar drain, all new vents, wastes 
and supplies in connection with pupils’ closets, electric fan system 
local ventilation ; cost $4,264.90, finished in September, 19038. 


Crinch ScHoot. Six-room primary building in Shurtleff Dis- 
trict — old vaults in yard removed, new building connected with 
basement erected for installation of new system, 1 set of 8, 1 
set of 4 porcelain-lined latrines for pupils, 30 feet of slate urinal, 
5 slate sinks, 3 catch-basins and yard drainage, 2 wash-down 
closets for teachers’and janitor, hot-water heater to heat sani- 
taries, electric fan system of local ventilation; cost $7,486.96, 
finished in September, 1903. 


Duprey ScuHoout. Fourteen-room grammar building, Dudley 
District — seven new slate sinks with vents, wastes and supplies 
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installed, also new teachers’ closet, 1 wash bowl and 4 ide cocks ; 
cost $1,117, finished in January, 1904. 


Exiot Scuoot. Fourteen-room grammar building, Eliot Dis- 
trict — old vault in yard removed and new system installed in 
basement, 8 porcelain-lined latrines, 42-foot slate urinal, 1 
wash-down closet, 1 marble slab and bowl, new piping to bowl in | 
master’s closet, 1 sill-cock, 2 catch-basins, 2 conductors, new 
vents, drains and supplies; cost $3,928.35, finished in September, 
1903. ‘The basement sanitaries are a temporary fit, to be re- 
moved when the new primary school-house is completed; the - 
remainder of the work is permanent. 


FEneiuish High anp Latin Scuoor. With few exceptions, 
entire old system removed and following installed: 33 wash-down 
closets, 82 individual urinals, 15 slate sinks, 1 galvanized-iron 
sink, 8 porcelain slop sinks, 8 sponge baths, 8 shower baths, 1 
bath and shower for janitor, 8 catch-basins, 2 manholes and all 
yard drainage, 4 floor washes, 1 blow-off tank, conductor con- 
nections for 43 conductors, hot-water heater, 3 sill-cocks, all new 
wastes, vents and supplies to physical lecture room and labora- 
tory, 4 electric fans for local ventilation system; cost $63,657.64. 
All work, with the exception of alterations in physical lecture 
room and laboratory, finished in September, 19038. 


Everett ScHoot. Two-room primary building, Washington 
Allston District, Brighton. The building moved to new location 
and sanitaries placed in the basement. New cellar drain, new. 
supply pipes and new drain; temporary sanitaries were installed 
while work was in progress; new furnace installed, new foun- 
dation placed under building; cost ‘$3,618.50, finished in 
October, 1903. 


FREEMAN ScHooL. Six-room primary building, Eliot District, 
mentioned in 1902 report — old system removed, also vault in 
yard; new system installed in basement, 1 set of 6, 1 set of 10 
wash-down latrines, 15 feet of slate urinal, 3 slate sinks, 2 drink- 
ing fonts iu sinks, janitor’s sink, 2 porcelain drinking fonts, 2 
catch-basins, 4 conductors, 2 sill-cocks, local ventilation, vacuum 
system; cost $4,989.49, finished in September, 1903. 


FLORENCE-STREET SCHOOL. Six-room primary building, Charles 
Sumner District — work mentioned in 1902 report as being 
partly finished; cost $4,772.97, finished in March, 1908. 


GEORGE-STREET ScHooLt. Six-room primary building, Hugh 
O’Brien District — old flush vault in yard removed, new building 
connecting with basement erected for installation of new system, 
2 sets of 7 each and 1 set of 5 latrines, 24 feet of slate urinal, 
5 slate sinks, 1 galvanized-iron sink, 1 teachers’ water-closet and 
bowl, 4 catch-basins, 4 conductors, 1 floor wash, 2 sill-cocks, new 
supply, vents and waste pipes, local ventilation fan system, 
hot-water heater for sanitaries; cost $9,221.89, finished in 
October, 1903.

Four-room primary building, 
Roger Clap District — old vault in building removed; new sys-

1 teachers’ lavatory bowl, 2 catch-basins and yard drainage, 4 
conductors, 1 blow-off tank, 2 sill-cocks, fan system of local 
ventilation; cost $6,559.95, finished in September, 1908. 


Eight-room primary building, 
Comins District — old vaults in yard removed and new system

and ventilating system remodelled; cost $5,589.81, finished in 
September, 1903. 


WeLLs ScHoot. Twelve-room grammar building, Wells Dis- 
trict — work mentioned in report of 1902 as being partly finished ; 
the work cost $7,895.87, finished in March, 1903. 


The following heating and ventilating work was included 
this year under the head of Sanitation: 


Brienton HiaH ScuHoou. One new fan installed, old 
engine thoroughly overhauled and put in good condition, all 
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old piping and radiators removed from building, new radiators 
and coils installed throughout the building, steam system entirely 
rearranged, the walls were patched, plastered and painted, 
automatic temperature control system installed; cost $6745.79, 
finished in September, 19038. 


BicELOw Scuoot. Grammar School, Bigelow District, South 


Boston — receiving tank, feed pump, and inspirator installed so 


boilers could be fed when the proper steam pressure was main- 
tained for running engine, new fan installed; cost $1,836.25, 
finished in September, 1903. 


Girts’ Hien Scuoot. During the summer vacation the appar- 
atus was wholly rearranged; the old system of stacks and floor 
registers entirely removed, together with old style radiators and 
piping, and new fan system for heating and ventilating building 
installed, two boilers raised to bring water level of all boilers on 
same line, new 12-foot Sturtevant fan installed, new Sturtevant 
engine installed, the building is divided into two separate systems 
which will admit of certain rooms being heated while other parts 
of building shut off, the piping is ‘arranged to utilize exhaust 
steam from engine either in the heating system or vent-flue system 
as may be desired, a system of automatic control installed ; 
during the progress of the heating and ventilating alterations the 
attic story was fireproofed and additional corridors, stairways, and 
studios were built, and new dormer windows installed to furnish 
additional light for entire story, studios were fitted with necessary 
fittings, the electric lighting system was overhauled and new 
fixtures installed, additional plumbing fixtures with supplies, 
wastes and vent pipes were installed in upper. story; work 
finished in October, 1903, contracts still unsettled; approximate 
cost to date $44,693.64. : 


Norma Scuoor. To improve the ventilation of the building, 
two 48-inch direct connected propeller fans and motors were 
installed in the two main vent shafts; cost $1,099, finished in 
June, 1908. 


Anprews ScHoon. Old gas engine removed and a six-horse 
power direct connected motor installed; main heating chamber 


rearranged, ducts overhauled and dampers connected ‘with auto-_ 


matic control system ; cost $1,373, finished in September, 1903. 


MisceLtLtanrous ScHnoors. During the year the Commission- 
ers voted to set aside the sum of $8,627 for improving the venti- 
lation of sanitaries in miscellaneous school-houses. Of this sum 
there has been expended an amount of $5,866. 


Temporary Burtpinc, Hancock ScHoort Yarp. To relieve the 
Eliot and Hancock District until the new primary building in this 
district was erected a building was erected in the Hancock yard; 
owing to its dangerous position, the building is of fireproof con- 
struction ; cost $7,205.46, finished in June, 1903. 
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No detailed description of the sanitation installed is given 
this year, as in Appendix II. of last year’s report, for the 
standards there referred to have been followed and no essen- 
tial change made, but a sheet of drawings is given in 
Appendix IX. showing the standard fixtures. 


(3.) FIRE-ESCAPES AND FIRE PROTECTION. 


In the matter of fire-escapes the Board feels that it has 
by no means done all that might have been expected. On 
the other hand, to any one who has studied carefully the cir- 
cumstances, an iron stairway, always steep, of many runs, 
enclosed with rail and netting, seems a poor chance of safety 
for a possibly frightened crowd of children. To partially 
fireproof the basement, at least about the heating apparatus, 
to fire-stop such openings as might conduct fire or smoke 
from the furnace-room to the floors above, to have a com- 
plete equipment for alarm, and an equipment for the ready 
control of any fire, would seem to the Board a more Pree 
safeguard than the erection of fire-escapes.

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REPAIRS. 


Under the appropriation of 25 cents per $1,000 for repairs, 
$287,133 was available for 1908. The Board has con- 
tinued the policy of repairing the exteriors, roofs, and walls, 
and has then proceeded with the work of cleaning and 
painting inside. The larger part of this work, being impos- 
sible in term time, was carefully laid out beforehand and 
then executed in the summer. Besides the more important 
repair work, the usual monthly,repairs have been executed. 
To handle this mass of work more efficiently the Board has 
re-divided the districts and has added an inspector. Even as 
it is, it is extremely difficult to be sure that the minor repairs 
are really necessary, that the prices submitted are reasonable, 
and that the work, where executed, is properly done. In all 
renewals or larger repairs the Commissioners give their per- 
sonal attention to the requirements, the estimates, and the 
final inspection and passing on the work. ‘The smaller 
repairs are left to the inspectors, who are doing admirable 
service. Uae 

By a closer relation with the Schoolhouse Custodian, the 
Board hope to arrange so that janitors shall have such tools 
and materials as are necessary for petty repairs, and in this 
way save not only the expense, but the time of masters, 
inspectors, and the Board and its Secretary in attending to 
the routine which is necessary when a requisition for repairs 
is made out. In view of the work still to be done on the old 
schools, and the rapidly increasing number of new and very 
large schools requiring yearly repairs for good maintenance, 
the full amount of the appropriation for repairs is asked for 
the coming year. 

It is further to be borne in mind that the increased use of 
the schools in evening and educational centres means not 
only large drafts on repair money to equip old buildings 
for this work, but also greatly increases wear and tear and 
makes a steady addition to the amount needed for repairs. 

In Appendix III. can be found a statement showing how 
the repairs were distributed in the various schools. 
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EN 
POLICY OF THE BOARD. 


The Commissioners wish to emphasize again the state- 
ment made last year (page 23) that, however much they are 
in sympathy with the more extended use of the schools, they. 
cannot legally use the money borrowed for the purpose of 
providing accommodations for educating children for other 
educational or for social purposes. ‘The evening school is an 
accepted factor in education. ‘The Board provides all new 
buildings with adequate light for evening work, and equips in 
the same way such older buildings as are required for evening 
use, thus adding materially each year to the cost of repairs. 
As far as possible the basements of new schools are kept 
free, not only to serve as play-rooms for the children, but 
also to serve the educational centres. Beyond this the Com- 
missioners are not justified in going; certainly not until the 
children of school age have been given adequate opportu- 
nities for schooling. 

The Board takes the same ground in regard to baths and 
gymnasia as was stated last year. All plans prepared dur- 
ing this year have conformed to this general policy, and the 
careful study of the architects has given us a series of 
buildings, individual, and yet all conforming to the general 
limitations. With the help of the architects, the Board has 
made considerable progress in establishing a standard specifi- 
cation for the general contract and for plumbing. The 
domestic engineering, being always in the same hands, is 
made in a fixed form. ‘The standardizing of the plans and 
specifications has worked towards uniformity in price. The 
sets of drawings now required from the architects are very 
complete and perfect. As will be seen, for the form of agree- 
ment given below, the Board receive, when the work is 
complete, a correct set of plans to file. This agreement was 
an attempt to put into definite form the relations existing 
between the architects and the Board and to define their 
duties and responsibilities. The Corporation Counsel, who 
drew up the form, suggested that it be a regular contract, 
approved by the Mayor, rather than a mere agreement 
between the Board and an architect, and on that account 
added a bond necessary to make it legal. Some of the 
architects have, for various causes, objected to the bond, and 
as the Commissioners’ chief desire was to have a definite 
agreement, none of the contracts have been actually presented 
for the signature of your Honor; but all the architects 
appointed in 1903 are working under its terms. The 
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following is the original draft of the agreement, as modified 
by the Corporation Counsel, to omit the bond: 


ARCHITECTS’ SERVICES. 


Every Architect employed by the Schoolhouse Commis- 
sioners of the City of Boston as the Architect for erecting a 
building is to perform the duties hereinafter provided. 

First. —The Board is to furnish the Architect with the re- 
quirements and information for the design and construction 
of the building for which he is the Architect, and give the 
approximate cubical contents and proposed cost per cubic foot 
thereof; and is to employ engineers, and cause them to — ex- 
amine the sketch plans and elevations made by the Architect 
as hereinafter provided, when they appear to the Board to be 
satisfactory —make the necessary working drawings and 
specifications for, and have the direction of, the heating, vent- 
ilating, and electric work for the building, said work being 
hereinafter designated as the domestic engineering — give 
the grades and lines of streets and adjoining lots — make all 
borings necessary to determine the quality of the foundations, 
and on request of the Architect or of any person doing work 
on the building furnish him full information relating to the 
above, the sewer, water, and gas service, and to the rights, 
restrictions, and boundaries of the lot on which the building | 
is to be constructed. 

Second. —'The Architect is to consult and advise with the 
Board and make the investigations, sketch plans and eleva- 
tions of the building necessary for a complete study of the 
design and construction thereof, and when the Board shall 
consent —is to furnish on tracing-cloth, to the Board, one 
complete set of working drawings, floor and framing plans, 
sections and elevations at one-eighth scale, such detail draw- 
ings on a larger scale as are necessary to explain the specifi- 
cations, and a perspective drawing suitable for reproduction, 
and correct the working drawings on the completion of the 
work to agree with all changes made during construction — 
is to furnish, revise, and correct for the printer, one com- 
plete set of specifications for everything to be furnished or 
done in constructing the building, except for the domestic 
engineering —is to re-study and, if necessary, re-draw said 
drawings, plans, elevations, and specifications, if owing to 
extravagance therein, excess of cubical contents, or undue 
elaborateness of design, the lowest bid for doing the work 
in accordance therewith overruns the amount of said pro- 
posed cost—is to have the general supervision of the 
domestic engineering, and be the Architect of all other work 
to be done under any written contract for the construction of 
the building,. and render the full usual architect’s services 
and superintendence for such other work —is to loan to the 
Board to make blue prints from, one complete set on tracing- 
cloth of the working drawings, fioor and framing plans, 
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sections and elevations, at one-eighth scale, and such detail 
drawings at a larger scale as are necessary to explain the 
specifications, is also to deliver to the Board two complete 
sets mounted on cloth of blue prints made from said tracing- 
cloth set, and is to deliver to the Building Department one 
complete set of blue prints made from said tracing-cloth 
set —is, in the form prescribed by the Board, to make all 
estimates and allowances for payments under any contract in 
which he is made the Architect of the work, and such esti- 
mates for the domestic engineering are to be accompanied by 
the certificates of said Engineers to their accuracy —is to 
advise with the Board on any changes in the building con- 
templated by the Board, and — is “to order changes when 
required by the Board so to do—is to cause the drawings, 
plans, elevations, and specifications furnished by him to con- 
form to all regulations of law and public authorities, and to 
be in accordance with established methods of building con-. 
struction, faithfully carry out all the foregoing provisions, 
use all proper knowledge, skill, and care therein, and be 
accountable for any failure so to do. 

Third. —The City, as full payment for the Architect 
faithfully furnishing and doing everything required of him as 
aforesaid, is to pay two and one-half (24) per cent. of all 
amounts paid for the materials and labor for the domestic 
engineering, and 5 per cent. of all amounts paid for the other 

materials and labor furnished under any written contract for 
the construction of the building, the payment to be made as 
follows: Two and one-half (24) per cent. of such part of 
the contract sum of any such contract as is not to be paid for 
the domestic engineering, is to be paid on the signing of the 
contract, and thereafter two and one-half (24) per cent. of 
the value of the materials and labor as specified in each esti- 
mate for payment under the contract, is to be paid on the 
making of the estimate, until the full payment aforesaid is 
made, and if any thereof remains unpaid at the completion 
of the work it is then to be paid, and, if no contract is made 
as aforesaid within a reasonable time after the work here- 
inafter required to be performed by him prior to the making 
of a contract, or if he shall at any time be notified by the 
Board to discontinue all work relating to the building, he is 
to be paid a reasonable amount for what he shall have done. 


The Board has continued its policy of employing engineers 
for the heating and electric work. A series of tests of 
plants recently constructed in old and new buildings has 
been conducted by Professor Kinealy. Two gravity systems, 
one in an old building and one in a new, and two fan systems, 
one in an old and one in a new building, were compared 
under ordinary circumstances. Another year further tests 
may be taken under the best circumstances, and the commis- 
sioners hope to be able to reach some definite conclusions 
therefrom in the comparison of gravity and fan systems. 
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GENERAL DEDUCTIONS. 


Last year the Board, in addition to the general suggestions: 
as to the character of buildings (pp. 24-26, first annual 
report), also recommended that only space necessary for non- 
conducting purposes should be enclosed between the ceiling’ 
and the roof. In some cases it is found that this had. been 
carried to an extreme and that we have been cramped for 
room to gather the vent-ducts together. It would seem as. 
if occasionally a roof of low pitch were really more serviceable 
and-nearly as economical. ‘To keep the schools technically 
“first class” the pitched roof must be fireproof frame. 
With a pitch roof, outside gutters point to the use of outside 
conductors instead of conductors of cast iron in slots inside, 
and in this case the Board aver gutters hung free of the 
eaves. 

The standard size of rooms has been modified to make the 
primary 24 by 30 feet; and, the size of desks having been 
now definitely fixed, the Board is able to give certain dimen- 
sions which, in case of necessity, may be used in place of the 
standard grammar 26 by 82 feet. 

The box desks of Grades I. to and including VI. are 12 
by 18 inches and 15 by 21 inches. The lid desks for Grades 
VIL, VIII, and IX. are 16 by 23 inches. The chairs, on 
which the Board were last year experimenting, have been 
put in a definite form; the steps taken in this study and the 
drawings of the chair are given in Dr. Cotton’s report. - 
(Appendix VI). All desks are adjustable for height, but the 
adjustment of the ld was not considered necessary. ‘The 
chairs are adjustable for height of seat and height of back- 
rest, and one row in each room has also the plus-and-minus. 
adjustment. With the dimensions of the desk and chair 
thus fixed, it was a simple matter to lay out the maximum 
distance from back to back required in the upper grades, 7.e.,. 
for the largest children, fix a necessary width of aisles, and 
space in front and back of desks, and thus arrive at a mini- 
mum size which would seat fifty. These dimensions are 26 
by 380 feet and 24 by 32 feet. These dimensions are per- 
mitted only in exceptional cases when we are pressed for 
space. 

Last year it was found that a good plan would show an 
area on one floor not exceeding double the area of the class- 
rooms on that floor. But buildings whose plans answer these 
requirements showed wholly different amounts of cubic feet. 
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for the accommodations afforded. In the table given last 
year (p. 52) it will be noted that the East Boston High 
School figured 23.26 cents per cubic foot, the Dorchester 
High School but 16.33 cents, the Bigelow School 21.11, and 
the Roger Wolcott School 18.49. Similar discrepancies can 
be seen in the longer table published in the report of the 
City Architect of 1894. It was evident that the cubic con- 
tents bore no fixed ratio to the accommodation, and the 
Board found, by comparing a series of typical examples, that 
the primary building of twelve rooms or more, having neither 
. assembly hall nor technical rooms, should never exceed 
80,000 cubic feet per class-room, and should generally be 
nearer 30,000 cubic feet; that a grammar building, having 
_ assembly hall and cooking and manual training rooms, should 
generally figure at 40,000 cubic feet per class-room, the tech- 
nical rooms not being counted, and should never exceed 
45,000 cubic feet. Taking the average cost per cubic foot 
at 22 to 23 cents, there can now be determined at the outset 
a reasonable cost for a building, to which might be added a 
special allowance for exceptional expenses, as blasting, 
piling, or an unusually irregular plan. 

It will be seen that nearly all the buildings under contract 
last year exceeded their proper limit of cubic contents, thus 
indicating waste space which should not exist. The general 
information for construction of school buildings given last 
year (pp. 29-36) has been modified and amplified as follows: 


GENERAL INFORMATION FOR “ FIRST—CLASS” 
CONSTRUCTION. 


SCHOOL—ROOMS. (1.) Size will be 24 by 30 Primary, and 
26 by 32 Grammar, and not less than 13 feet in 
clear, modification allowable. 

2.) - Windows will be on the long side, for 
left-hand lighting; they will contain not less 
than + of floor area, about 160 feet for a room 
24 feet wide; neither double run of sash nor 
double glazing will be required, except in cases of 
unusual exposure, but a dust-proof weather strip ; 
the head square and close to the ceiling, the sill 
about 2 feet 6 inches from floor. Finish with 
plastered jamb, no architrave, metal corner bead. 

(3.) Doors.—One to corridor, 3 feet 6 inches 
by 7 feet, partly glazed, to open out, placed pref- 
erably near the teacher’s end ; bronzed steel butts, 
lock, brass knobs, marble thresholds to fire-proof 
corridors, none where both floors are of wood. 

(4.) Floors will be Georgia pine rift or 
maple. 
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WARDROBES. 
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(5.) Walls will be painted burlap up to 
chalk rail level (window stool), and above this 
plaster, tinted in water color; the blackboards 
4 feet high, 2 feet 2 inches from floor in Kinder- 
garten and Primary, and 2 feet 8 inches in Gram- 
mar; behind the teacher and on one long side in 
Primary, and behind the teacher on long side and 
end in Grammar and High. These will be of 
the best black slate 2 inch thick. In some 
Primaries a rack for holding cards is desired 
above the blackboard. 

(6.) Ceiling will be level, plaster, no paint . 
nor tint. — 

(7.) Lights. —Six groups of four lamps 
each and light for teacher’s ‘desk, electric; no 

oas. 

(8.) Heating and Ventilation. —The inlet 
for heat about 5 square feet, the outlet for venti- 
lation about 5 square feet for gravity abate 
and 8 square feet for fan. 

(9.) Bookcase. — Provide a bookcase in any 
convenient position, capable of containing 300 
octavo volumes. (See drawing.) : 

(10.) Map Supports. — Provide one map 
support. (See drawing. ) 

(11.) Teacher's Closet.— Provide a small 
closet for teacher’s coat and hat, preferably 
opening from the class-room, but allowable from 
the wardrobe. 

(1.) Size. — Wardrobes will adjoin school- 
rooms, and be from 4 feet 6 inches to 5 feet 6 
inches wide. 

(2 and 3.) Windows and Doors. — Outside 
light; two partly glazed doors, both connecting 
with school-room and not to corridor. Doors, 
double swung, 2 feet 6 inches wide, brass double- 
acting butts, foot and hand plates, hooks to hold 
open, ventilation under door. (See later.) 

(4.) #Voors as in school-room. 

(5.) Walls. — Burlap up to hook-rail; ,pole 
on brass brackets with hooks under and pins 
over, or a double pole with hooks. Shoe and 
umbrella rack below. . (See drawing.) Finish 
above, plaster tinted. : 

(6.) Ceiling. — Plaster. No tint. 

(7.) Light.—One lamp. Ceiling outlets, 
electric. 

(8.) Heating and Ventilation. — Heating 
direct; ventilation direct, 1% square feet area 
cross section.

easily cleaned; centre rail for stairs over 5 feet 
wide. 

(3.) Steps: — About 64 by 10 in primaries, 
and about 7 by 104 in grammar and high schools. 
Rail, not less than 2 feet 8 inches on runs, and 
3 feet on landings. 

(1.) Size. —General toilet-rooms in basement, 
in size approximating space for three water- 
closets for each school-room, two girls’, one boys’, 
and 36 inches of urinal for every school-room, 
arranged for convenient supervision and circula- 
tion. Slate sinks, 12 inches in length, for each 
school-room, located preferably in the play-rooms. 
In large schools the number of closets may be 
considerably reduced, especially on boys’ side. 

(2.) Windows. — Ample outside light. 

(8.) Doors. — The doors arranged ‘‘ in” and 
‘*¢ out,’’ with spring to door-check and stout brass 
hooks to hold open; glazed; half doors to water- 
closets, except where ordered omitted. 

(4.) Floors. —Asphalt; boys’ drained to 


urinal, girls’ to floor-wash.

-(8.) Heat and Ventilation. — Heat direct.

and a room for teachers averaging about 300: 
square feet for ten teachers, with one water- 
closet and bow! for each ten. 

(2.) Where men as well as women are 
teachers, a separate small room with toilet accom- 
modations for men. 

(1..) All free basement space to be arranged 
as separate play-rooms for boys and girls. 
Painted or whitewashed brick or stone walls,. 
asphalt floors, plaster ceilings, not necessarily 
level. 

(1.)  Water-closets. —The basement water- 
closets for primary and grammar schools are 
syphon or wash-out, vitreous eathenware, or 
enamel iron latrines, or short-hopper closets 5. 
elsewhere a heavy wash-down closet. 

(2.) Slate Partitions. — Supported at ends 
with iron pipe from floor to ceiling. (See 
drawing.) 

(8.) Urinals. — The urinals will be of slate, 
floor slab and trough and back, without parti- 
tions, flushed automatically, through {-inch per- 
forated pipe, with hot and cold water; vented at 
bottom into space behind. (See drawing.) | 

(4.) Sinks of black slate, self-closing cocks, 
set 15 inches o. ¢., and cups and cup hooks. 

(5.) Piping.—(a.) Cast-iron, must be in 
trenches in basement, running trap with direct- 
indirect fresh air inlets, clean-outs at every change 
of direction. Soils and vents exposed as far as 
possible, no asphaltum, but oil-tested red lead 
and three coats paint. 

(6.) Supplies. — Exposed as far as possible ; 
where covered may be lead, elsewhere brass, no 
nickel plate. Hot water for janitor’s use in 
basement, for urinal, cooking-room, and, if 
convenient, for master’s and teachers’ toilets. 
Supply from boiler and from summer boiler, if

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any, or from a gas heater, or from cooking-room 
range. 

(6.) Sire Lines. — In second-class buildings 
and in first-class buildings over 3 stories high, 
one or more lines of 38-inch pipe. 


SPECIAL ROOMS. 


(1.) Assembly halls should accommodate the 
whole number of pupils in smaller grammar build- 
ings, but it is not customary in the larger schools 
to seat over 600 or 700. The platform should be 
capable of accommodating one, or, in the large 
schools, two classes, and should have removable 
stepped platforms of wood to take the benches. 
Galleries may be used where the hall is two stories 
in height. Ante-rooms near the platform are 
desirable, and a connection from adjoining class- 
rooms to the ante-rooms or directly to the plat- 
form. A dignified architectural treatment of the 
walls and a studied color scheme is expected. 
The hall floor will generally be level. The light- 
ing and acoustics should be such as belong to a 
small lecture hall. 

(1.) Size.— Room should be approximately 
of dimension arrangements shown by draw- 
ings, for number of benches there given. 

(2.) Light.— The windows should be as 
near full length as possible and on two adjacent 
sides. Artificial light should be provided in six 
groups of four lamps as in class-rooms. 

(8.) Heat. — Heat and ventilation the same 
as in class-rooms. 

(4.) Stock-room.— Stock-room should con- 
tain at least 80 square feet, preferably long 
and narrow. ‘Two 18-inch shelves should run 
around the room, 5 feet 6 inches and 6 feet 
from the floor. 

(5.) Wardrobe. — Wall space for 30 hooks. 

(6.) Teachers’ Closet. — Teachers’ closet 
should be large enough to be used also for 
storage of finished work, and should be fitted with 
all shelving possible as well as with the custom- 
ary coat hooks. An area of 40 square feet is 
adequate. 

(7.) Bookcases. — Like those in class-rooms. 

(8.) Blackboards.— Blackboard space of 
about 80 running feet 4 feet high. 

(9.) Work-rack.— About 28 feet long, 6 
feet 6 inches high and 2 feet deep. 
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(10.) Wash-bowl.— A 38-foot sink is a 
convenience, but not a necessity. 

11.) WSinish of Room. — A basement room 
should be finished as. a shop, simple sheathed 
or whitewashed walls; if above the basement, as 
a class-room. — 

(12.) Furniture.—(Not to be included in the 
contract.) The furniture comprises twenty-six 
to thirty benches and stools, four display frames, 
about 6 feet long and 30 inches wide, demon- 
stration steps and guard rail, teacher’s desk, 
table 4 feet by 24 feet with unfinished top, one 
desk chair and two common chairs. (For all of 
these see drawings. ) 

(1.) Size.—Should have an area of class- 
room size or more, if available. 

(2.) Light. — As much light as a class-room, 
but not necessarily left hand; if located in a 
corner, light from two sides. Artificial light as 
in a class-room. 

(8.) Heat. — Less heat is required than in 
a class-room, but the ventilation should be the 
same, with additional vent from the demonstra- 
tion ranges. 

(4.) Wardrobes. — Provision for 24 pupils, 
clothes hooks in separate lighted closet, and 
small teacher’s closet. 

(5.) ILntertor Linish.— Above basement, 
similar to school-rooms, blackboards 4 by 10 feet 
back of teacher’s desk. Walls and ceilings 
painted in oils. A’ basement room may have 
painted brick walls. 

(6.) ile. —The floor space occupied by the 
ranges and the wall space back of them (include 
sides if in recess), to a height of 6 feet, 6-inch 
unglazed red tile. (For all this see drawings.) 

(7.) Fittings.—(a.) Work benches, accom- 
modating 24 pupils, fitted with compartment for 
utensils, breadboard, etc.; with gas stoves, set 
on brass plates; benches arranged in the form 
of an ellipse, if convenient, with access to centre 
from two sides; top of pine 26 inches wide; 
open underneath and supported on pipe standards. 
One section detached and fitted as a demonstra- 
tion bench; a clear space of four feet all around. 
Dining table (furnished under another contract) 
is to be set in centre of ellipse, or other space if 
available. 

(6.) Dresser. — Ten feet long, in 8 sections, 
4 adjustable shelves and glazed sliding, or hinged, 
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doors at top; one set of 3 drawers and 2 cup- 
boards on lower part. 

(c.) uel Box.—In 2 compartments, each 
about 24 inches square and 30 inches deep, with 
hinged lids; small shelf in one sectioh. 

(d.) Bookcase. — Similar to those provided 
in class-rooms. 

(e.) Sink. —5 feet long; 2 cold and 2 hot 
water cocks; drip shelves 24 inches long at each 
end of sink. Sinks should be near ranges. 

(f.) Hot-water Boiler. — (See instructions 
in plumbing.) 

(g-) Coal and Gas Ranges. — Allow the 
sum of $150 for the purchase of; contractor to 
make all connections. 

(A.) Refrigerator. — Will be a part of the 
furniture. 

Kindergarten. — Placed on first floor, prefer- 
ably a corner room with a south or southeast 
exposure, and of a size to take a circle 16 feet in 
diameter with 4 feet outside; and an adjoining 
room with an area of about 200 square feet, con- 
nected. If a corner class-room is used, light from 
two sides; the smaller room should be well lighted. 
The other general arrangements and fittings of 
rooms should be similar to the class-room, except 
that a tackboard covered with burlap at top of 
blackboard should be provided. Two ordinary 
bookcases or one large one should be provided in 
class-room. <A store closet with 12-inch shelves 
should be iciata for kindergarten supplies, and 
a closet sufficiently large for the clothing of three 
teachers should be provided ; the war drobe should 
be similar to those of class-rooms, with accomoda- 
tion for sixty hooks. It would be convenient, 
but not essential, to provide a water-closet and 
a slate sink adjoining kindergarten. On the floor 
of main kindergarten regulation circles and lines 
for kindergarten games should be painted in 
parti-colors. (See standard plan.) 


HEATING, VENTILATION, ELECTRIC SYSTEMS. 


(1.) Heat-ducts for WSchool-rooms.— (a.) 
Size. Allow about one square foot area cross 
section for each nine occupants. 

(6.) Location in corner room to be within 
10 feet of outside wall. 

(c.) Location in room with one outside wall 
to be on inside wall near middle. 
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(d.) Bottom of opening to be about eight feet 
above floor. 

(€.) Opening to be same area as duct. 

(f.) No guard will be put in. 

(g.) The opening will be finished inside like 
adjoining wall. 

(2.)  Vent-ducts for School-rooms. — (a.) 
Size. Allow about one square foot area cross 
section for each ten occupants. 

(6.) Location in corner room at inside cor- 
ner of room, and where possible on same wall as 
heat-duct. 

(c.) Location in room with one outside wall 
to be on inside wall near middle. 

(d.) The opening will be full size of vent- 
duct. 

(e.) The floor will be carried into the bottom 
of duct and baseboard carried in around. ‘The 
inside oi duct to be finished to match adjoin- 
ing wall. 

(7.) No guard will be put in. 

(1.)  Heat-ducts for School-rooms. — (a.) 
Size. Allow about one square foot area cross 
section for each fourteeu occupants. 

(6.) Location in corner room to be within 10 
feet of outside wall. 

(c.) Location in room with one outside wall 
to be on inside wall near middle. 

(d.) Bottom of opening to be about 8 feet 
above floor. : 

(é.) Opening to be one-third larger than 
area of duct. 

(f.) No guard will be put in. 

(g.)The opening will be finished inside like 
the adjoining wall. 

(1.)  Vent-ducts for MSchool-rooms. — (a.) 
Size. Allow about one square foot cross section 
for each 16 occupants. 

(6.) Location in corner rooms at inside of 
room, and where possible on same walls as _heat- 
duct. 

(c.) Location in rooms with one outside wall, 
on inside wall near middle. 

(d.) The opening will be full size of vent- 
duct. 

(e.) The floor will be carried into the bottom 
of duct and baseboard carried in around. The 
inside of duct will be finished to match adjoining 
wall. 

(7.) No guard will be put in. 
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(1.) Each doorway into toilet-rooms is to have 
an opening either through lower panels with 
register face or underneath the door, equal in net 
area to the size of vent-duct from room. 

(2.) Size of vent-duct from toilets to be 
equal to 12 inches for each closet, and each 16 
inches of urinal space. 

(1.) Each room to have a vent-duct 12 feet 
area cross section, with top and bottom repisters. 

(2.) The doorway into rooms at end farthest 
from vent-duct is to have free opening from 
schoool-rooms provided as for toilet-rooms, so 
that air can pass from school-room through ward- 
robe and out vent-duct. 

(1.) Service.—(a.) This should enter base- 
ment underground at location to be determined 
by reference to Edison mains and building ar- 
rangements. 

(6.) Main switch, cut-outs and metre should 
be located as close to service as possible and 


‘placed in a cabinet. 


(2.) Conduits.—(a.) All wires to be run 
in an.iron conduit concealed, except conduits for 
mains in basement. 

(6.) Tap circuit conduits to be run in a space 
of 2 inches below floor beams and above wire 
lathing wherever concrete construction is used. 
With terra-cotta construction conduits to be laid 
on top of blocking in cinder filling. 

(3.) Wire Slot.—(a.) Near each end of a 
large building, or near the centre of a small one, 
either an open shaft at least 24 inches by 30 
inches, or a slot in wall 4 inches deep and 18 
inches wide, should be provided from a _ point 
4 feet below basement ceiling to a point above 
ceiling of top floor. 

(4.) Cabinets.— All cabinets to be furnished 


by wiring contractor, but finished by the general 


contractor. 

(5.) Cutting. — All cutting and patching to 
be done by the general contractor. 

(6.) Outlets.—(a.) Class-rooms to be pro- 
vided with 6 four-light ceiling outlets, controlled 
by three switches, and one light for teacher. 

(6.) Wardrobes to have one two-light ceiling 
outlet, controlled by switch in class-room. 

(c.) Corridors to be lighted from ceiling 
wherever possible. 

(d.) Height of side outlets in rooms to be 
6 feet, and in corridors 6 feet 4 inches. Switch 
outlets to be 4 feet. 
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(é.) Switches in corridors, play-rooms, and 
pupils’ toilet-rooms to be operated by private 
ke 

(7. ) Fixtures. — Fixtures in class-rooms to 
be of special design, to combine a direct and 
diffused light. . - 

(8.) Gas.—Gas outlets to be provided in 
all corridors, vestibules, stairways, and _boiler- 
room; all except vestibule to be wall outlets. 
Gas-piping to be included in Architect’s work 
and fixture in Engineers’. 

(9.) Stereopticon. — All grammar halls and 
high schools to be provided with an _ electric 
stereopticon. 

(10.) Clocks and Bells.—(a.) All schools 
to be provided with a system of clocks, operated 
by a master clock. 

(o.) All primary schools to be provided with 
asystem of signal bells, operated by push-button. 

(c.) In all grammar and high schools the 
bell system to be operated automatically by 
master clock, according to prearranged pro- 
oramme. 

(11.) Telephones.— In all schools, each class- 
room, hall, teachers’ room, and boiler-room, to be 
connected to master’s office, or to room occupied 
by the first assistant, by a telephone system, 

(12.) Auxiliary Fire-alarm. — At one or 
more points in each floor there are to be located 
push buttons connected with an auxiliary fire- 
alarm box, which is a part of the city iG alarm 
system. 


— Drawings showing special fittings for both plumbing 
and interior fittings will be found in appendices VII. and VIII.

FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


A complete statement of all expenditures in connection 
with the schools will be found in the report of the Auditor 
and a brief statement of expenditures from the appropriation 
for Land and Buildings for Schools and for Repairs is given 
in Appendices IJ. and III. It is evident that, even if the 
full appropriation available under the Act is granted in 1904, 
the Board will be unable to complete the list of forty-two 
items. This is due to the increase in the amount of accom- 
modation required by the instructions of the School Commit- 
tee in nearly all the items from the amount contemplated by 
this Board when the. list was drawn in 1901, thus increasing 
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the cost of the land and of the building; and also due to the 
large amount spent for portable buildings erected to care tem- 
porarily for the children who are to be permanently housed 
in the new buildings. Technically, the Board might well 
have taken the stand that a building described by the School 
Committee with accommodations to meet the needs existing 
in 1903 or 1904 was not strictly the item for which the 
appropriation was made, but covered also the current growth 
in that district for a year or two, and was framed to meet. 
the needs which would exist when the building was com- 
pleted ; but it seemed unwise and impolitic to insist on this 
literal interpretation, especially in view of the fact that the 
original items were in many cases not definite. Even if the 
list had been strictly adhered to, and the items made to agree 
with the intention of the Board in December, 1901, the mere 
fact that the Board has no control over the expenditures for 
land accounts for many large items which could not have 
been foreseen. The Board, being unable to make building 
agreements with owners, cannot fix a price when the taking 
is made, with the result that the Board of Street Commis- 
sioners are often forced to make an award not only far above 
assessed valuation, but also above prices informally given to 
this Board before the taking. 

The Board, in a communication to the Committee on 
Schoolhouses, December 21, 1903, stated that in their judg- 
ment it would require, in addition to the full appropriation 
for 1904, $1,934,300 to complete the list of forty-two items ; 
and that there still remains much to be done to put the old 
buildings in proper repair as to matters of plumbing and 
heating, and much new work necessary to meet the yearly 
increase of population, none of which necessary work can be 
covered by the appropriation for repairs. Unless a yearly 
appropriation is made for current growth, it will be necessary 
to ask for authority for further loans if the children are to be 
‘given school accommodation. 


VIL. 
CONCLUSION. 


The work accomplished during 1903 has in many respects 
fallen short of what should have been done, and in some 
ways the actual results have been unsatisfactory. . Of the 
seven buildings begun last year, only three were occupied 
February 1, 1904. There were delays in completing draw- 
ings and delays in execution, and the buildings themselves 
cost more than the Board feel that they should. Of the 
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work begun this year, but four buildings are actually under 
contract, out of the twelve for which plans are being made. 
As yet the methods of the Board have not resulted in having 
work done quickly either by architects or contractors. With 
the reappointment of architects who have worked for the 
Board it is hoped that this may be remedied. With the 
difficulties of dealing with contractors, and forcing the 
prompt execution for contracts, your Honor is fully 
acquainted. It is certainly unsatisfactory to be unable to 
make a contract and insure its completion on time. In 
preparing to open a large school an uncertain date is a- 
serious inconvenience. Advertising for bids, making a 
number of contracts instead of one, dealing with labor con- 
ditions, and facing problems of strikes, it is almost impos- 
sible to insure good workmanship and prompt completion, 
or even one of these desired results. On the other hand, 
the difficulties attending the selection of bidders are quite 
as serious, and the Board believes that the true course is to 
give all an opportunity to bid, but to protect the interests 
of the city by the employment of the most competent and 
experienced architects, by preparing very complete plans and 
specifications, and by enforcing rigidly the terms of the 
contract. A single contract makes the latter more feasible, 
and the Board respectfully urge on your Honor its general 
adoption for school work. 

The work of sanitation has been carried forward steadily, 
and it is hoped that another two years will see all defective 
systems put in thorough order and repair. As it now 
stands, nearly every system that is really dangerous or apt to 
become so has already been taken care of, and the work 
remaining is chiefly replacing a system that is out of date by 
a more modern and efficient one. 

The matter of fire exits has been carefully considered ; the 
law regulating the staircases has, with the advice of the Fire 
Commissioner and Building Commissioner, been modified by 
the Legislature (chapter 801 of the Acts of 1903), so that 
the stairs in first-class buildings are no longer cut off by 
partitions and fire doors, thus leaving freer egress. The old 
buildings are being gradually put into safer condition. How- 
ever much is done in a building of second-class construction, 
the chief reliance for protection must always lie in the care 
and watchfulness of the master, janitor, and the teachers. 

The Board have endeavored to keep in touch with the 
School Committee, but they believe that tke most effective 
service will be had by a more close relation with the Super- 
' intendent of Schools and the masters, whom the Board have 
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always found ready to help and advise, and fitted by their 
intimate knowledge of their work to advise wisely. The 
Board believe also in a close relation being maintained with 
the janitor service, as the erection and repair of buildings 
cannot be too closely connected with the service of main- 
tenance and care. 

No essential change has been made in the office force. 
The draughting room has been kept very busy, and especially 
during the summer has been worked overtime. Besides 
making all drawings for new sanitation, fire-escapes, and the 
major repairs, they have prepared standard plumbing details 
and details of inside finish, which are given in Appendices 
VII. and VIII. Work has also progressed on the dummy 
specifications, which, when completed, should tend to simplify 
and expedite the work of the architects, and also to insure 
against omission. 

The experiments in artificial lighting have resulted in a 
form of lamp which seems highly satisfactory. The experi- 
ments in furniture have also resulted in a chair which seems 
to combine all the most important details and which involves 
no more expense than that previously used. ‘The accumula- 
tion of old furniture is a serious matter, as it costs more to 
clean, repair, and fit with adjustable irons than it is worth. 
The Board hope that some means may be found of disposing 
of this old material so that it may be of some real service. 

The heating tests now being conducted, and which the 
Board hope to continue, should demonstrate definitely if we 
are getting the result we have a right to expect from modern 
plants which are now being installed. 

In closing, the Board wish to express their sense of obli- 
gation to the Corporation Counsel, who has always been 
ready with valuable advice and help. The agreement with 
the architects is perhaps the most definite result, but there 
have been many minor changes in the contract which are of 
benefit to the city. 

The Board desire also to express to your Honor their sense 
of gratitude to you for your unfailing courtesy and your 
steadfast support of all that makes for the good of the city.

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APPENDIX TIT. 
NOTES ON NEW BUILDINGS. 


‘PRIMARY SCHOOLHOUSE, ELIOT AND HANCOCK DISTRICT. 


The school-house occupies the old Ware School lot, and land 
adjacent bought for the purpose, and faces on North Bennet and 
Tileston streets. On the former, it commands the open space of 
the playground, and the building is therefore on the street line; 
on the latter, Tileston street being very narrow, the centre portion 
is recessed to insure light, and the wings do not depend on Tileston 
street for light. It was the best that could be done to furnish 
large accommodation on a small lot. The roof playground, being 
yet an experiment in Boston, was not tried here, but can readily 
be had laterif desired. A small garden of evergreen things helps 
to cheer the Tileston street side. | 

The building is of brick, with terra-cotta floors and partitions, 
flat roof, first-class fireproof construction throughout. 

The basement contains the sanitaries for boys and for girls (a 
small number from the six primary rooms) and the boys of the 
present Eliot School, the play-rooms and the heating apparatus. 

There are eight rooms on the first story, eight on the second, 
and six rooms on the third floor, the space of the other two being 
at first to be utilized for manual-training rooms. Some of the 
class-rooms are below standard size, asin this neighborhood there 
are many foreigners whose children go into ungraded classes of 
thirty-five or forty at the outside, instead of fifty. 

The area of the building on the first floor is 11,241 square 
feet, and twice the area of the class-rooms is 11,184 square feet. 
It is therefore just above the limit which shows a building econom- 
ically planned. The cubical contents are 727,068 cubic feet, and 
the number of class-rooms being twenty-two, it averages 33,048.5 
cubic feet per class-room. <A better showing would be made if 
the manual-training rooms were taken as class-rooms. The cost 
of the building is $172,213, or 23.69 cents per cubic foot. 

Heating and Ventilation. —The boiler plant is so arranged 
that it will have sufficient capacity for furnishing heat to the 
present Eliot building on the same lot. 

System: The system for steam is low pressure gravity return ; 
System for air is gravity. 

Boilers: There will be installed four horizontal steel tubular 
boilers of 60 horse-power each, arranged to be used together or 
separately. 

Radiation: There will be a total of 12,283 square feet of 
heating surface in the new building, and in the old building about

7,000 square feet. This amount of radiation will be mostly 
indirect pin radiators, with some direct radiators in small rooms, 
corridors, etc. 

Temperature Control: The temperature of the air in the 
school-rooms of both buildings will be controlled by means of 
hand-mixing dampers, to be operated by the teachers. 

Electric Work. — The building is furnished throughout with 
electric light, electric program clocks, bells, and a system of tele- 
phones. There are 418 outlets, 835 lights, 25 clocks, 5 bells, 
and 27 telephones. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOLHOUSE, MATHER DISTRICT, MEETING HOUSE HILL. 


Meeting House Hill is perhaps the finest of all locations owned 
by the city for school purposes, but the Board feel that no ad- 
vantage has been taken of the superb opportunity. The present 
Mather building occupies the crown of the hill, thus completely 
blocking the view. It seemed to the Commissioners that the 
present time was an opportunity to study the whole hill top with 
a view to future development, and the architects prepared a plan 
which contemplated eventually the removal of the present Mather 
building, the fire-engine house, and the release of Lyceum Hall, 
and placing a new group of buildings partially surrounding the 
hill top. From this open quadrangle the view to the east is 
unbroken, and the buildings form a fitting frame. The building i is. 
the largest of this future group, and occupies the north side of the 
hill. The slope brings the north and northeastern basement 
almost wholly above grade, so that four class-rooms could be 
planned in the eastern wing. 

The building is of brick, flat roof, and is first-class fireproof 
construction throughout. 

The basement contains four rooms, the boys’ and girls’ sanita- 
ries and play-rooms and the heating apparatus. One of the class- 
rooms will be used for the present as a cooking-room. No 
manual-training room is included, as that is cared for in Lyceum | 
Hall at present, and will, if the whole plan for the hillis event- 
ually carried out, be located with the cooking-school in a separate 
building. Above the basement there are twenty-eight class- 
rooms and a_ hall occupying the central portion on the second and: 
third floors. 

The area of the building on the first floor is 19,829 square feet, 
and twice the area of the class-rooms is 19,968 square feet. It is: 
therefore just over the limit. The cubical contents are 1,353,831 
cubic feet, and counting the three basement class-rooms there are 
thirty rooms, averaging 45,127.7 cubic feet per room. The cost 
is $285,179.60, or 21.06 cents per cubic foot. 

Heating and Ventilation. —System: The system is a com-. 
bination pump receiver and gravity return system; that is, dur- 
ing the hours when the school is in session the water will be 
returned to boilers by means of pump. At night, when the fires 
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are banked, the steam pressure will be dropped, and by means of 
by-pass valves the water can be returned directly to the boilers. 
For air, there is a 12-foot plenum fan, run by a steam engine at 
twenty-five pounds pressure. When this pressure is required for 
running the engine, steam for heating the building will be taken 
through reducing-pressure valve to the heating system so that 
about five pounds will be the maximum pressure on the heating 
system. The ventilation is stimulated by means of aspirating 
coils, heated by exhaust steam from the steam engine. 

Boilers: There will be three 96-horse-power horizontal steel 
tubular boilers, 66 inches in diameter and 18 feet 4 inches long. 
In addition there will be one small steam boiler for heating water 
in hot-water tank when large boilers are not in use. 

Radiation: There will be a total of 12,274 square feet of 
heating surface, comprising indirect radiators in main heating 
chamber, supplementary radiators and direct radiators placed 
throughout the building. 

Engine: There will be installed one 18-inch by 12-inch low- 
pressure centre-crank engine. 

Fan: ‘There will be installed a 19- foot three-quarter housing, 
steel-plate belted fan, with top horizonal and one special up-dis- 
charge outlet. Fan to be run at a normal speed of 98 revolutions 
per minute and to deliver 72,000 cubic feet per minute. 

Temperature Control: Automatic temperature control will be 
installed for all class-rooms and assembly hall. 

Electric Work. — Building to be furnished throughout with 
complete system. There will be 626 outlets, 1,289 lights, 34 
clocks, 43 bells, and 33 telephones. 


ADDITION TO MECHANIC ARTS HIGH SCHOOL. 


The preparation of plans for the extension of the Mechanic 
Arts High School has been the most difficult task undertaken by 
the Commission during the past year. This school was opened 
in September, 1893, in an unfinished building devoid of equip- 
ment. When that building was planned, it was difficult to secure 
reliable data concerning the needs of such a school, because there 
were few models in existence, and the development otf the build- 
ing and equipment, no less than the course of study and methods 
of instruction, has been essentially pioneer work. The addition, 
completed in 1900, proved entirely inadequate to meet the 
growing needs of the school, and the Commission was confronted 
not merely with the task of providing greater accommodations, 
but also of making the necessary readjustments to utilize the 
existing structure to the best advantage, and make the entire 
plant as perfectly adapted as possible to meet what experience 
has shown to be the requirements of the school. 

The lot on which the extension is to be erected is on the north 
side of the existing building, with a frontage of 88.09 feet on 
Dalton street and 178.75 feet on Scotia street. The alley 
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between this lot and the old site will be discontinued, and a 
connection with Scotia street at the west end of the new building 
will be provided for that portion of the alley which lies west of 
the school lot. ‘Total area of addition is 14,378 square feet. 

The building is to be of first-class fireproof construction 
throughout, five stories, flat roof, and the exterior is designed 
to harmonize with the present structure, common red brick and 
sandstone trimmings being contemplated. 

The plan provides for a new forge shop and new laboratories 
in convenient relation to the corresponding rooms in the old 
building, and contemplates equipping for classes in the various 
mechanical departments all of the rooms now used for academic 
purposes. The chemical and physical laboratories in the old 
building will continue to be used, but all the other academic de- 
partments will be accommodated in the new structure, and the 
entire floor area of the plant will be utilized far more economically. 

The new building provides for chemical and physical labora- 
tories, a library, a science lecture-room, a drawing-room, an - 
emergency-room, twenty-two: class-rooms for forty pupils each, 
four class-rooms for eighty pupils each, and an assembly hall with 
a seating capacity of eleven hundred. ‘The extension will not 
only more than double the capacity of the existing building, but 
make the entire plant much more satisfactory. The basement will 
contain lunch-room, boiler and engine-rooms, and sanitary accom- 
modations, etc. ‘The basement of the present building will be 
arranged to provide locker accommodations. 

Heating and Ventilating. — At the west end of the basement 
outside the main corridor will be installed a battery of three water 
tubular boilers capable of generating 425 horse power. ‘Two 
units, each consisting of direct connected engine and 100 K. W. 
generator, will furnish current which will be conveyed to motors 
in each of the mechanical departments. These units provide 
adequately for emergencies, because either of them will furnish 
most of the power ordinarily required. The steam for heating 
will be exhaust steam from the engines and pumps supplemented 
by live steam passed through a reducing-pressure valve. The 
water of condensation will be returned to the boilers by means 
of a pump and receiver, with possibly an arrangement for gravity 
return at night. 

Air system: Fresh air will be supplied to the rooms by means 
of aplenum fan. ‘Two new, driven by electricity, will be installed 
for heating the new part. Gravity vent-flues will have aspirating 
coils. A plenum fan is to be installed for furnishing fresh air to 
the large assembly hall at the top of the building. 

Radiation: The indirect radiators will be located in the main 
heating chambers, and in supplementary groups. Certain direct 
radiators will be placed in the corridors, teachers’ room, and 
assembly hall. 

Klectric Work. — The building will be furnished with electric 
lights, clocks, bells, and telephones. There will be approximately 
790 outlets, 1,600 lights, 33 clocks, 36 bells, and 35 telephones. 
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ADDITION TO FRANCIS PARKMAN SCHOOL, AGASSIZ DISTRICT. 


The present school-house, on Walk Hill, Wachusett, and Patten 
streets, West Roxbury, was designed originally for an eight-room 
building, of which but four rooms were built. The site was an 
extremely irregular one, and no finished grading was done in con- 
nection with the first construction. The rooms in this building 
were of grammar size, and, in view of the changes constantly 
taking place in this neighborhood, the Commissioners decided that 
it would be well to complete the building with a view to using it 
eventually for grammar purposes. The erection of the four rooms 
undertaken at present, and completing the building as first contem- 
plated, was therefore so modified as to permit an addition in the 
future of an assembly hall and four more rooms, so that eventually 
this will be a grammar school, twelve-room size. 

The new portion, therefore, while corresponding in the main 
with the old building, has square-headed windows in the central 
portion, because these rooms are lighted from one side only, 
instead of being corner rooms, and the end wall is blank and left 
toothed out for the future addition. 

The exterior of the addition is of brick and terra cotta, to match 
the older building, with flat roof. The construction is like the 
original building, second class, with the exception of the boiler- 
room, which is fireproof. 

The basement contains the boiler-room and play-room for girls, 
the toilet-rooms being in the basement of the older building. 
There are two new school-rooms, with a wardrobe for each, on 
first floor, and similar accommodation on the second floor. These 
school-rooms are to be of the regular grammar size, since it is 
contemplated adding other rooms of grammar size and an 
assembly hall in the future, thus making the building a grammar 
school-house. 

The cubical contents of the addition are 113,072 cubic feet. 
The area of the first floor is 2,542 square feet, and twice the area 
of the class-rooms on that floor is 3,464 square feet. The four 
class-rooms average 28,268 cubic feet per room. The cost of the 
addition is $34,739, or 30.72 cents per cubic foot. This unusual 
cost for a building which is of second-class construction is due 
partly to the fact that it is a comparatively small addition to an 
old building, partly to the fact that it has a new heating plant 
which not only takes care of the whole building, but will eventu- 
ally take care of the future addition; partly to the fact that the 
cost of the grading, finishing and fencing of the whole of a very 
irregular lot is included, and partly to the fact that the original 
building to which the new portion ought to conform had consid- 
erably more ornamental terra cotta than the Commissioners are in 
the habit of using. 

Fleating and Ventilating. — The old four-room building was 
heated and ventilated by furnaces. The four-room addition, 
together with the contemplated further increase of an assembly 
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hall for this building, made it seem best to adopt a steam system 
with a capacity for handling the entire building when completed, 
and thus do away with the furnaces. 

System: The system for steam will be low-pressure gravity 
return. The system for air will be gravity. 

Boilers: There are to be installed two No. 53 12-section 
Mills sectional boilers. There will also be one No. 6 Cottage 
steam boiler, for use in summer. 

Radiation: There will be a total of about 4,371 square feet of 
radiation, consisting of direct radiators and indirect pin radiators. 

Temperature Control : The temperature of the air in the 
various school-rooms is to be controlled by hand-mixing dampers 
operated by the teachers. 

Electric Work. This addition will be wired for electric light, 
program clocks, and telephones. ‘There will be 64 outlets, 120 
lights, 5 clocks, and 6 telephones. 


- GRAMMAR SCHOOLHOUSE, OLD GIBSON SCHOOL SITE, DORCHESTER. 


This schoolhouse is located on School street on the Old Gibson 
lot. The lot is very irregular, triangular in shape, and has a 
very large number of fine trees. In planning the building the 
ordinary plan was therefore departed from, and a type adopted 
which suited the requirements of the lot and avoided, as far as 
possible, the sacrifice of anyof the trees. The building is so set 
in relation to School street that it would be possible to make an 
addition containing three rooms on each floor on this side. This 
arrangement leaves the two ends of the triangle clear for the 
paved playgrounds, and all the rest of the space, except that not 
occupied by the Old Gibson in its new position, free from 
planting. 

The Aone eeiOn of the building is fireproof throughout, the 
exterior of common red brick and limestone. 

The building contains in the basement the heating apparatus, 
the sanitaries for the boys and girls and the cooking-room. On 
the first floor there are ten class-rooms, seven on the second floor 
and seven on the third, the central portion of the building on 
the second and third floors being occupied by the assembly hall. 
The hall is by no means ideal in shape, but there were so many 
other advantages connected with the arrangement of this plan 
that they were allowed to outweigh the shape of the hall. 

The area of the second floor is 15,477 square feet, and twice the 
area of the class-rooms on that floor is 15,552 square feet. Itis 
therefore put over the limit. The cubical contents are 991,609 
cubic feet, and there are twenty-four class-rooms, averaging 
40,224.8 cubic feet per room. 

Heating and Ventilating. —It is proposed to install in this 
building a system of heating and ventilation similar to that to be 
installed in the Grammar School, Mather District. 
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Boilers: There will be two 96-horse-power horizontal steel 
tubular boilers, and also a 12-section No. 2 cast-iron summer 
boiler. 

Radiation: There is to be a total radiation of 10,603 square 
feet, made up of primary and supplementary radiators and direct 
radiators placed throughout the building. 

Engine: There is to be a 12 by 8 centre crank, horizontal, low- 
pressure engine. 

Fan: There are to be two 140-inch full housing, steel plate 
fans, running at a speed of 166 revolutions per minute, to deliver 
24,000 cubic feet each per minute. 

Temperature Control: Automatic temperature control will be 
installed for controlling the temperature in all class-rooms. 

Hlectric Work.— The building is furnished throughout with 
electric light, electric program clocks, bells, and a system of tele- 
phones. ‘There are 616 outlets, 1,025 lights, 31 clocks, 49 bells, 
31 telephones. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOLHOUSE, DEARBORN DISTRICT, ROXBURY. 


This building will replace the present building on the lot. The 
lot, which is somewhat irregular in shape, like the Old Gibson lot, 
again suggested a slight departure from the ordinary lines. The 
chief facade was put on the axis of Orchard Park street, and the 
building diverged on either side following the lot lines. As it 
was desired to keep the present building standing until the new 
building was complete, and perhaps for a longer period, the plan 
was so arranged as to occupy as nearly as possible a space which 
would not touch the old building. Where the new overlaps the 
old, the corner of the old building can be taken down and a 
temporary partition erected to preserve the use of the old building. 
‘This seemed especially desirable in view of the fact that it was 
necessary in any case to go to the expense of installing temporary 
sanitation in the old Dearborn School, and that the Commissioners 
had also within twelve months repainted the school inside. 
Furthermore, there is considerable activity in this neighborhood 
in connection with evening work, for which the old building will 
give ample accommodation. 

The construction of the building is fireproof throughout, the 
exterior of common red brick and limestone. 

' To bring the new building down to its smallest dimension, com- 
patible with accommodation, a few of the rooms were reduced to 
the grammar limit, with the approval of the Superintendent of 
Schools. The building covers an area of 13,353 square feet, and 
stands on a lot containing 14,176 square feet. When entirely com- 
pleted it will occupy about 5,000 square feet more. 

The basement contains the heating apparatus, boys’ and girls’ 
toilets, cooking-room, manual-training room and play-rooms, and 
when the building is complete the whole of the space under the 
addition will be available for play-room space. 
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On the first floor there are eight class-rooms, on the second floor 
nine, and on the third floor four, the central portion being occu- 
pied by the assembly hall — a total of twenty-one class-rooms. 

The area of the first floor is 18,262 square feet, and twice the 
area of the class-rooms on that floor is 14,456 square feet, show- 
ing that it comes within the limit of an economical plan. The 
cubical contents of the .building is 980,100 cubic feet. With 
twenty-one class-rooms it averages 46,671.4 cubic feet per room. 

Heating and Ventilating. — System: The systems for steam 
and air are similar to those to be installed in the Grammar School, 
Mather District. | 

Boilers: There will be two 99-horse-power horizontal steel 
tubular boilers, and one 12-section, No. 2 cast-iron sectional 
boiler for aspirating coils. 

Radiation : There will be a total of about 9,500 square feet of 
heating surface, comprising indirect radiators in main heating 
chamber, supplementary radiators and direct radiators throughout 
building. 

Engine: There will be a 15 by 10 low-pressure engine, arranged 
for a normal speed of 120 revolutions per minute; this engine is 
large and is designed to run slowly and easily. 

Fan: There will be a 9-foot fan direct connected to engine, 
this fan running at a normal speed of 120 revolutions per minute, 
to deliver about 35,000 cubic feet of air per minute. 

Temperature control: Automatic temperature control is to be 
installed for all class-rooms. 

Electric Work. — The building is furnished throughout with 
electric light, electric program clocks, bells, and a system of tele- 
phones. There are 418 outlets, 927 lights, 26 clocks, 37 bells, 
27 telephones. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOLHOUSE, WASHINGTON ALLSTON DISTRICT, ALLSTON. 


The building is located on the site of the Old Everett School on 
Brentwood street. The old building and the portable building 
were moved to clear the lot, and the building was planned to con- 
tain eventually twenty-six rooms; only fourteen of these; how- — 
ever, were to be built at present. The building covers an area of 
14,957 square feet, and is on a lot containing 44,237 square feet. 
It is so located-as to leave large playgrounds to the south of the 
building, separated from the street by fences and a hedge, and 
the remainder of the lot, with the exception of the driveway for 
the boiler-room, available for planting. 

The construction is fireproof throughout, with an exterior of 
common red brick and limestone. 

The basement contains the heating apparatus, to which nothing 
but a third boiler need be added to make it capable of taking care 
of the completed building, the toilet-rooms for the boys and girls 
and their play-rooms, and manual-training and cooking-rooms. 

On the first floor there are four class-rooms and a teachers’ 
room; on the second floor five class-rooms and principal’s room ; 
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and on the third floor five class-rooms and a storeroom. An 
experiment has been tried in this building, covering at the level 
of the second-story window sills the central portion of the plan as 
it is enclosed by the class-room and using this as the assembly 
hall on the first floor. It remains to be seen whether this arrange- 
ment will work out economically. 

The area of one floor is 9,020 square feet; twice the area of the 
class-rooms on that floor is 8,320 square feet, but the peculiarity 
of the plan makes the ordinary comparison unavailable. The 
cubical contents of the building are 735,573 cubic feet, and there 
are fourteen class-rooms. It is therefore over the limit of 45,000 
cubic feet per class-room, but it must be borne in mind that the 
boiler-room and the storage space are beyond the lines of the 
fourteen-room building and form part of the future complete 
structure, and that the heating is practically complete for the 
whole and that the greater part of the plumbing is installed, also 
the assembly hall for the future school is complete. 

Heating and Ventilating. — System: The systems of steam 
and air are similar to those to be installed in the Grammar School, 
Mather District. 

Boilers : There will be two 67-horse-power horizontal steel tubu- 
lar boilers, and one 10 section No. 2 cast-iron sectional boiler for 
aspirating coils. . 

Radiation : There will be a total of 7,750 square feet of heating 
surface, comprising indirect radiators in main heating chamber, 
supplementary radiators and direct radiators throughout the 
building. 

Engine: There will be 12 by 8 horizontal centre-crank steam 
engine. 

Fan: There will be 9 by 44 foot steel plate belted. fan; this 
_ fan, at amaximum speed of 100 revolutions per minute, to deliver 
34,000 cubic feet of air per minute. 

Temperature Control: Automatic temperature control to be 
installed for all class-rooms. 

Electric Work. — The building will be furnished with electric 
lights, electric program clocks, and a system of telephones. 
There will be 354 outlets, 706 lights, 20 clocks, 33 bells, and 20 
telephones. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOLHOUSE, CITY POINT, SOUTH BOSTON. 


The land for this building runs from East Seventh to East 
Eighth street, being almost on the Strandway. The lot is a 
large one, and, as the district may increase and the building called 
for is small, the Commissioners decided not to follow the scheme 
of the Brentwood-street site, but to build a building of the dimen- 
sions called for on one end of the lot and leave the other free, so that 
a similar building could be erected there later, if necessary. This 
enabled the architects to lay out the building in such a way as to 
give the playgrounds adjoining the building itself and a certain 
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amount of planted area near the building, and yet leave nearly 
half the lot to be so graded, seeded, and planted with trees as 
not to interfere with the future building. The building covers 
an area of 9,743 square feet, and is on a lot containing 45,000 
square feet. : 

The construction of the building is fireproof throughout, and 
the exterior of common red brick and limestone. Guastayino 
arch has been used in the corridors exposed and in the class-rooms 
on the third floor and the great span of the hall. This has added 
slightly to the cost of the fireproof construction, but adds dig- 
nity to the corridors and _ hall. 

The basement contains the heating apparatus, manual-training, 
cooking-rooms and the toilet-rooms for the boys and girls. A three- 
story building, containing a two-story hall, is so compact in plan 
that it was not only impossible to provide play-rooms in the base- 
ment, but we were also forced to use a fan system to avoid occu- 
pying the basement space with the heating-stacks necessary for a 
gravity system. Experience will show whether this was wise 
economy. 

On the first floor there are six class-rooms, four on the second 
and four on the third, while the assembly hall occupies the cen- 
tral portion of the second and third floors. Accommodation for 


the masters and teachers is found in the space over the vestibules © 


between the ground and second floor. _ This gives a total of four- 
teen class-rooms. 

The area of the first floor is 9,558 square feet, and twice the 
area of the class-rooms is 9,984.square feet, thus showing an 
economical plan. The cubical contents are 612,351 cubic feet, 


which, with fourteen class-rooms, averages 43,739.3 cubic feet 


per room. 


Heating and Ventilating. — Systems: The systems for steam 


and air in this building will be similar to those in the Grammar 
School, Mather District. | 

Boilers: There are to be two 100-horse-power water tube boil- 
ers. There will also be one No. 3 8-section cast-iron  sec- 
tional boiler for summer use. 

Radiation: There will be a total of about 8,154 square feet of 
radiation. This radiation will comprise indirect radiators in main 
heating chamber, supplementary radiators and direct radiators. 

Engine: There will be one 10-inch by 12-inch horizontal low- 
pressure engine direct connected to the fan. 

Fan: There will be a 9 by 44 foot three-quarter housing steel- 
plate fan, to run at a maximum speed of 91 revolutions per min- 
-ute and to deliver 27,000 cubic feet of air at that speed. At 130 
revolutions per minute it should deliver 40,000 cubic feet of air 
per minute. 

Temperature Control: Automatic temperature control is to be 
installed for controlling temperature in the various class-rooms. 

Electric Work. — This school will be furnished with electric 
light, electric program clock, bells, and a system of telephones. 
There will be 310 outlets, 667 lights, 20 clocks, 22 bells, and 20 
telephones. 
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PRIMARY SCHOOLHOUSE, LYMAN DISTRICT, EAST BOSTON. 


This building is located on Paris, Morris, and Marion streets, 
a position about central between the Lyman and Emerson Schools. 
It has good light on three sides. The building covers an area of 
8,898 square feet, is on a lot containing 26,000 square feet, and 
is so located as to give playgrounds at either end, one on the cor- 
ner and one on the rear end; both playgrounds can be approached 
from either Paris or Morris streets. ‘The central space on Paris 
and Morris streets contains the paved driveway on the north side 
and the garden on the south. ‘The lot is enclosed with fences and 
hedges. 

The construction is fireproof throughout, and the exterior com- 
mon red brick and limestone. 

The basement contains the heating apparatus, play-rooms and 
toilet-rooms. Two stories contain six rooms each, with a 
teachers’ room and a book-room on the second floor. 

The area of the first floor is 8,246 square feet, and twice the 
area of the class-rooms on that floor is 9,216 square feet, 
thus showing a plan well within the limit. The cubical contents 
of the building are 453,855 cubic feet, which, with twelve class- 
rooms, gives 37,821.2 cubic feet per room. 

Heating and Ventilating. — System: The system for steam is 
low-pressure gravity return. ‘The system for air is gravity. 

Boilers: There will be installed two 12 section, No. 54 Mills 
cast-iron sectional boilers, also one 10-section No. 2 cast-iron 
sectional boiler for summer use. 

Radiation: There will be approximately 6,600 square feet of 
radiation. ‘This radiation will be, mostly indirect pin radiators, 
with direct radiators placed in small rooms and _ corridors 
‘throughout the building. 

Temperature Control: The temperature of the air in the class- 
rooms will be controlled by means of hand-mixing dampers oper- 
ated by the teachers. 

Electric Work. —The school will be furnished with electric 
light, electric program clocks, bells, and a system of telephones. 
‘There will be 236 outlets, 443 lights, 14 clocks, 10 bells, and 14 
telephones. 


PRIMARY SCHOOLHOUSE, HUGH O’BRIEN DISTRICT. 


This schoolhouse is located on a large lot on Norfolk avenue 
rand Clayton place. The land was bought originally for a very 
large primary school, but as a smaller school was decided upon 
this building was placed on one side of the lot, in such a position 
as to enable the Board later to put a second school on the lot. 
‘The building covers an area of 6,712 square feet on the lot, which 
contains 56,006 square feet. 

The construction of the building is fireproof throughout, the 
exterior of common red brick and limestone. 
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The rooms are so arranged that all of them have a partial 

southern exposure, and both yards are open to the sun. The ser- 
vice road for the delivery of the coal is between the school and the 
adjacent property on the north. The neighborhood is not at. 
present a particularly attractive one, and therefore it is especially 
desirable in this case to have planting on either side of the yards 
and to make the unoccupied portion of the lot practically a large 
grassed park with trees on the outside edges. 
. The basement contains the heating apparatus, play-rooms, and 
toilets. There are four class-rooms on the first floor and a room 
for the teachers, and five class-rooms each on the second and 
third. 

The area of the second floor is 6,549 square feet, and twice 
the area of the class-rooms on that floor is 7,200 square feet, thus 
coming well within the limit. The cubical contents are 438,223. 
cubic feet, and, there being fourteen class-rooms, this gives 
31,301.6 cubic feet per room. 

Heating and Ventilating, — System: The system for steam in 


this building will be low-pressure gravity return. The system for 


air will be gravity. 

Boilers: There will be two 15-section No. 54 Mills cast- 
iron sectional boilers, and also one 10-section No. 2 cast-iron 
sectional boiler for summer use. 


Radiation: There will be a total of about 7,000 square feet. 


of heating surface in this building. ‘The greater part of this will 
be indirect pin radiators located in heating chambers in the base- 
ment. Direct radiators will be placed in small rooms and corri- 
dors throughout the building. 

Temperature Control: The temperature of the air in the school- 
rooms will be controlled by means of hand-mixing dampers, oper- 
ated by the teachers. 

Electric Work.— The school will be furnished with electric 
light, electric program clocks, bells, and telephone system. 
There will be 233 outlets, 478 lights, 16 clocks, 18 bells, and 16 
telephones. 


NEW TICKNOR PRIMARY SCHOOL, JOHN A. ANDREW DISTRICT. 


A new primary school to replace the present Ticknor School. 
The school occupies the old lot, the new building being immediately 
in the rear of the present one. The land that was taken by the 
widening of Dorchester street has been more than replaced by the 
land bought in the rear. As Dorchester street is a somewhat noisy 
thoroughfare, the front portion to the southeast of the building 
will be grassed and planted with trees and shrubs, while the yards 
for the boys and girls will be in the rear. The boys’ entrance 
comes in from Dorchester street, but the girls enter from Middle 
street. The three rooms on the front and one of the rooms on 
the rear have a certain amount of sun all the year around. 

The building is of fireproof construction throughout, the exterior 
of red brick limestone. 
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The basement contains the heating apparatus, the toilet-room 
and the play-rooms. On the first floor there are three class-rooms, 
manual-training room and a teachers’ room. On the second and 
third floors there are five rooms each. The area of the building 
on the second floor is 6,609 square feet, and twice the class-room 
area on that floor is 7,200 square feet. It is therefore within the 
limit. The cubical contents are 450,248 cubic feet; counting the 
manual-training room as a class-room, for in this case it is merely 
a class-room temporarily used as a manual-training room, there 
are fourteen rooms, which gives 32,160.5 cubic feet per room. 

This building will be let in a single contract with a forfeiture 
_ and a bonus clause of $50 per day, and is to be completed within 
eight months from the date of signing contract. 

Heating and Ventilating. —System: The system for steam 
will be low-pressure gravity return. The system for air will be 
oravity. 

Boilers: There will be two 15-section No. 54 Mills cast-iron 
sectional boilers. ‘There will be also one 10-section No. 2 cast- 
' jron sectional boiler for summer use. 

Radiation: There will be a total of about 7,270 square feet of 
heating surface in this building, located principally in the main 
heating chambers in the basement. Direct radiators will be 
located in small rooms and corridors throughout the building. 

Temperature Control: The temperature of the air in the class- 
rooms will be controlled by hand-mixing dampers, operated by the 
teachers. 

Electric Work. — This building will be furnished throughout 
with electric light, electric program clocks, bells, and a complete 
system of telephones. There will be 262 outlets, 478 lights, 16 
clocks, 12 bells, and 16 telephones. 


PRIMARY SCHOOLHOUSE, HENRY L. PIERCE DISTRICT. 


This building is located on Southern avenue, and the lot backs 
against the cemetery. The building is arranged so as to give the 
yards on either end of the building — one east and one west; and 
the space between the two yards at the rear with its southern 
exposure is reserved for gardening, while a strip on the front is 
laid out with grass and trees. All of the rooms on the rear will 
have southern exposure, while those on the front have morning or 
evening sun. ‘The area of the building is 7,088 square feet, and 
stands on a lot containing 34,374 square feet. 

The construction is fireproof throughout, and the exterior is of | 
brick and limestone, with flat roof. 

The basement contains the heating apparatus, the play-rooms © 
and the toilet-rooms, while the two floors have five class-rooms 
each and a teachers’ room. 

The area of the first floor is 6,867 square feet, and twice the 
area of the class-rooms on that floor is 7,200 square feet. It 
is therefore within the limit. It is to be noted that it is more 
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difficult to get the smaller building down to the limit of area and _ 


cubical contents than it is with those of larger dimensions. The 
cubical contents are 825,051 cubic feet, and with ten rooms this 
gives 32,505.1 cubic feet per room. 

Heating and Ventilating.— System: The system for steam 
will be low-pressure gravity return. The system for air will 
be gravity. 

Boilers: There will be two 14-section, No. 55 Mills cast-iron 
sectional boilers, and one 8-section No. 2 cast-iron sectional boiler 
for summer use. 

Radiation: There will. be a total of about 6,100 square feet of 
- radiation in this building, the greater part of which will be located 
in main heating chambers in the basement. Direct radiators will 
be placed in small rooms and corridors throughout the building. 

Temperature Control: The temperature control will be by 
means of hand-mixing dampers operated by teachers. 

Electric Work.—This building will be furnished with electric 
light, clocks, bells, and telephones. ‘There will be approximately 
171 outlets, 855 lights, 10 bells, 13 clocks, and 13 telephones.

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APPENDIX VI. 


REPORT ON SCHOOL DESK AND CHAIRS. 


A year ago the writer, at the request of the Schoolhouse Com- 
missioners, prepared a report on the scientific data applying to 
the proper seating of school children. This report was published 
as Appendix VIII. of last year’s report of the Commissioners. In 
it the attempt was made to cull out from the great mass of litera- 
ture on the subject such data and suggestions as might be of 
practical service, casting aside much of the German work, which 
must be characterized as scientific over-elaboration, and much of 
the pseudo-literature inspired by essentially individual ideas and 
promoted by manufacturers of one or another desk or chair. 

There is to-day no question of the practical value of proper 
school furniture. Many serious deformities owe their beginning 
to improper sitting attitudes; these are produced in the less 
robust. Even in the most vigorous bad carriage and the habit of 
clumsy and improper sitting are forced by ill-fitting seats and 
desks. Improper attitudes mean eye-strain in many cases. Last, 
and yet not entirely unimportant, neatness and order and discip- 
line require proper attitudes, hardly possible without a SN 
adjusted desk and chair. 

The only objection to proper and adjustable furniture is that it 
is not adjusted in practice, but apparently the difficulties of adjust- 
ment have been met, as we will show later. The only questions 
are as to what furniture and what adjustments we consider de- 
sirable, and as to the methods of adjustment to. the individual 
scholar. 

The report previously referred to showed what we must consider 
as the physiologically desirable points. To some extent an 
attempt was made in this report to discriminate between features 
of construction and adjustment practically desirable and those 
. physiologically justifiable but hardly of direct import. 

With a somewhat enlarged experience in the matter, the writer 
is not inclined to change much from the attitude then taken. At 
that time it was stated that the essential features to be provided 
for were : 

(1.) Adjustment for height — vertically — of chair. 

(2.) Adjustment for height — vertically — of desk. 

(3.) A back rest of proper inclination with an adequate 
support for the lower back. 

(4.) <A proper depth of seat. 

(5.) <A proper slope of seat. 

(6.) An adjustment of desk or chair for plus or minus dis- 
tance * (varying with position). 


*Plus distance is that between the front of e of the seat and the vertical line 
Pet 5 aa from the near edge of the desk; minus distance, the distance of the front edge 
of the seat in advance of this line. 
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Only in regard to the last item is the writer inclined to change 
of view, and that only for severely practical considerations. It 
may later prove worth while to provide the upper grades with an 
adjustment for plus and minus distance, for writing and reading 
position, respectively, but at present even this seems impracticable. 
_ The trouble is that no device yet presented that gives this adjust- 
ment is really satisfactory, nor is there any satisfactory solution in 
sight. Those devices that work best are hopelessly complicated 
and expensive, while the simpler devices are not very smooth- 
running, and by no means noiseless. Any arrangement per- 
mitting and encouraging noise is obviously undesirable for the 
younger scholars at least. On the whole it has seemed wisest not 
to attempt this part of the problem for the present. 

As to the other requirements, the only one requiring any study 
proved to be No. 3, namely, the provision of a seat back of such 
curves and slope as to give proper support for the lower back. 
The chairs and desks on the market, properly selected, provide 
for the other adjustments, but none of the manufacturers seem to 
have paid much attention to back supports. The ordinary seat- 
back is practically that of the ‘‘ kitchen” chair, and entirely 
inadequate. 

Accordingly we attempted, during the summer of 1903, to 
work out a model which should be both adequate and practical. 
The physiological requirements for such a seat-back are that 
it must 

(a.) Support the lower back so as to maintain the normal 


(6.) Support the lower dorsal region as well as the lumbar. 

(c.) Stop below the shoulder blades. 

(d.) Support the back in the writing position, at least to the 
extent of steadying the pelvis. 

(e.) Be concave from side to side, to minimize lateral twist- 
ing, as well as for comfort. f 

( 7.) Be adjustable for individual height. 

That is, we must have an uniform model, adjustable for height, 
of such curves as shall make it conform to a, 0, c, and d, for the 
general run of scholars. . 


At the beginning of this investigation, trial supports were — 


carved out, concave from side to side, convex in profile, corre- 
sponding in curve and slope to the theoretical data. With these 
set on lead castings carried in the slot of an upright iron casting 
at the back of the seat we were ready for a practical test. 
Through the courtesy of Dr. Lovett, of the Children’s Hospital, 
we were enabled to carry out the trials on a considerable number 
of children with normal and slightly abnormal back-curves, and 
had moreover the advantage of criticism and suggestion from him 
and from others of the hospital staff. We soon found (a) that 
at least two models would be required — one for larger and one for 
smaller children; (0) that the backward slope we had assumed to 
be necessary was too great to give support to the lower dorsal 
region; (c) that comfort required a sharper curve backward at the

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lower portion of the support than we had assumed. Accordingly 
we went to work with the drawshave and with ‘* modelling com- 
pound,” adding and subtracting, and constantly checking the 
results with fresh trials, till two models of different sizes were 
obtained that seemed satisfactory. Somewhat to our surprise, the 
curves, different enough from what we had started with, were 
practically identical in the larger and smaller model, 

During these experiments several points became obvious that 
may be noted : 

(1.) In a proper (7.e., nearly balanced) sitting position, a 
relatively low back-support is ample, and as comfortable as a 
higher one. 

(2.) In the reading position no support is useful below the 
top of the sacrum, and owing to the great individual variation in 
fat and clothes about the hips the adjustment of the support is 
simplified by leaving a clear space between this point and the 
chair-seat. 

(3.) With such a clear space, and with the back support only 
touching the part needing support, the individual variation in 
curves is (practically) less than we had anticipated. 

(4.) In leaning slightly forward for writing the spine does not 
simply swing away from the support. There is a slight rocking 
of the pelvis, and a tendency of the pelvis to slide back (on the 
yielding flesh of the buttocks) in such a way that the back is still 
in contact with the support, and may be definitely steadied by 
this support if it is properly curved. (See Fig. 1.) This point 
seems to have been overlooked. Of course, unless there is a free 
space beneath the lower edge of the back-rest no such motion 
occurs — an important reason in favor of leaving such a space 
free. ; 

The model finally settled on consists of a curved support of 
wood 9# inches wide and 5 inches high,* with a concavity of one 
inch in depth from side to side, with a convexity of one inch in 
profile, the whole very slightly tilted backward. The maximum 
convexity lies one-third the way up, and when properly adjusted 
comes about opposite, or a little above, the fourth lumbar verte- 
bra. The profile is shown in Fig. 1. This support is carried on 
a light casting running in the groove of a single cast-iron upright 
attached to the back of the seat. <A set-screw fixes the height 
after adjustment. 

Seats have been manufactured from these models in two sizes, 
and are used with the adjustable desk and seat castings that pro- 
vide for height adjustment. As the matter stands, the new, furni- 
ture provides a seat adjustable for height, with the new back- 
rest also adjustable for height, and a desk likewise provided with 
a vertical adjustment. A part of the seats used have also the 
forward and back adjustment for a fixed plus or minus distance. 
The seat has a 4-inch slope, the desk a slope of 14 inches. Three 
sizes of desk, two sizes of seat, and two sizes of back-rests are 


* All measureurents given are for the larg$r size. 
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used, permitting a full range of adjustment for all ages. The 
seats are set at a zero distance (7.e., the back edge of the desk is 
vertically in line with the front edge of the seat). 

Three of the new schoolhouses have been provided with this 
furniture, and we have had opportuuity to see something of it in 
actual use to work out certain minor defects and to plan a scheme 
of adjustment for its permanent use with the changing classes. 

In last year’s report the writer emphasized the desirability of 
individual adjustment rather than adjustment by any scale. Such 
individual adjustment was carried out in various class-rooms of 
different grades by the writer. In other rooms the representative 
of the contractors who furnished the desks carried out the adjust- 
ment according to an arbitrary scale which determines seat and 
desk height according to the individual measurement from the 
floor to the bend of the knee in the sitting position. After this 
adjustment had been carried out the writer went over various rooms. . 
checking the result by individual adjustment according to the plan 
outlined in last year’s report. 

In a general way the adjustment by arbitrary scale gives results ? 
that may be called satisfactory. The error is usually under one 


inch, and this is probably a negligible quantity. There is no ; 
reason in calling for microscopic accuracy of adjustment to a the- 
oretical rule; our aim is at most to furnish seats that shall favor ; 


normal attitudes and prevent strained ones. ‘There appeared, 
however, three classes of cases in which the adjustment by rule 
was inadequate : 

(a.) A few cases where there was an apparent error in the 

measurement for height of seat. 

(6.) Cases where typical bodily proportions made the rule of 
no avail: these cases were a moderate proportion only, largely 
consisting of boys of the excessively long-limbed type. 

(c.) Cases where there was a tendency to improper sitting 1 
posture, readily corrected by adjusting desk or seat in such fashion . 
as to conform neither to the arbitrary or physiological adjust- 
ment. 

The total of these three classes hardly exceeds 15 per cent. 

With the experience gained this year the writer is prepared to 
combat very definitely the argument that adjustable furniture is 
too troublesome to adjust. It is very true that the individual 
‘¢ physiological ”? adjustment for each scholar in large school sys- 
tems where classes change year by year is a very arduous task, 
but the solution seems clearly enough shown by this year’s ex- 
perience. 

If each member of an incoming class be measured for the base 
measurement (floor to bend of knee in sitting posture), and the 
measure noted, the seat and desk can be adjusted after school 
hours according to the arbitrary scale.* When this is done, all 
that remains is the inspection by one somewhat expert in the 
matter, who can without much search and with little disturbance 


* Automatic scales are obtainable which, when set to the proper seat height, give 
. also a reading for the height of desk. 
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of school routine pick out for readjustment such cases as those 
mentioned above. In fact, it is not only possible, but curiously 
easy to stand at the teacher’s desk and pick out those pupils 
whose attitude indicates something wrong. 

So far as the height of the back support is concerned, the writer 
has not tried to work out a rule of-scale as yet; probably it will be 
possible to do this shortly. At present the sole criterion is that 
the maximum of forward curve (junction of the lower and middle 
thirds) shall come a finger’s breadth above the level of the hip 
bone (ilium). 

Certain defects have been noted — some of the very smallest 
children have had too much room between desk and seat. This 
can be remedied by using seats with antero-posterior adjustment, 
or may perhaps force us to set seats in the lowest grades at a 
slight minus distance. Certain of the larger girls more maturely 
developed need a back support of different slope to accommodate 
the hips; a casting with a small.range of tangential adjustment at 
the bolt has been devised and will doubtless meet this need for 
the exceptional cases. 

So far as this year has given opportunity to judge, the teachers 
are apparently well satisfied with the seating, from the point of 
view of class order aud convenience. The present seating cer- 
tainly represents a great improvement from a physiological and 
orthopedic point of view. To an extent the problem has been 
attacked de novo, and it is improbable that final results have 
been reached so soon, but considerable progress has certainly been 
made in the right direction.

Section 21 of chapter 62 of the Revised Statutes provides 
that the Sealer of Weights and Measures shall annually give 
public notice, by advertisement or by posting notices in one 
or more public places, to all inhabitants or persons having a 
usual place of business therein who use scales, weights, or 
measures for the purpose of selling any goods, wares, mer- 
chandise, or other commodities, or for public weighing, to 
bring in their scales, weights, and measures to be adjusted 
and sealed. i | 

The same section also provides that “in those cities and 
towns where a salary is paid to the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures no fee shall be charged for such service.” 

In compliance with the provisions of the foregoing section 
it is customary for the sealer to notify annually, in May, all 
such persons as are referred to by the statutes, by publishing 
the required notice in the daily papers, to bring to this office 
their scales, weights, and measures to be tested and sealed. 

Section 22 of chapter 62, of the Revised Statutes also pro- 
vides that at any time after said notice the said Sealer of 
Weights and Measures shall go to the houses, stores, and 
shops of persons mentioned in the foregoing section w.0 
have neglected to comply with the notice given thereunder, 
and having entered the same, with the assent of the occu- 
pants, shall adjust and seal their scales, weights, and meas- 
ures, and shall be entitled to receive for said service the 
compensation set forth in chapter 62, section 34, of the 
Revised Statutes. 

The customary notice having been published, after a rea- 
sonable time the deputy sealers were instructed to visit the 
places where scales, weights and measures were in use; and 
having informed the owners thereof that it was optional with 
them whether their scales, etc., should be tested at this office 
or at their places of business, and in the former case no 
charge would be made for such services, proceeded there- 
after, with their consent, to test and seal the same.

The increasing demand year by year for the inspection of 
milk and cream jars, as stated in my report of last year, is 
becoming a serious tax upon the resources of the office. This 
branch of the work has grown in the last four years steadily, 
from 111,206 jars to 833,219 jars for the present year, 6,328 
having been condemned as small. 

This class of work is done inside the office, for which, 
under section 48, chapter 62, of the Revised Statutes, no 
charge can be made. On the same basis as that charged for 
the same work done outside the office, the revenue from this 
source the present year would be $24,996. In doing this 
work we are badly handicapped for storage and working 
room. All the space we have for this purpose is one small 
room 20 by 32 feet. The steady annual increase of this 
work makes imperative the question of more room to meet 
its requirements.

Sir, — In accordance with the Revised Ordinances I have 
the honor to submit herewith the annual report of the 
Soldiers’ Relief Department for the year ending January 
31, 1904. 


DUTIES. 


Chapter 79 of the Revised Laws and chapters 250, 251 
and 292 of the Acts of 1902 contain practically all the Stat- 
utes by authority of which payments of State Aid, Military 
Aid, and Soldiers’ Relief are made to eligible veterans of the 
War of the Rebellion and the War with Spain, and in partic- 
ular cases, to the wives, widows, children, fathers, and mothers 
of living and dead veterans, and army nurses, and for the 
burial of the same. 

The following table shows the number of applications for 
relief and the disposition thereof during the year, together 
with the totals of the preceding year:

These applications are entered on blanks prepared for the 
purpose, and thorough investigations are made with a view 
to ascertaining the necessities of the applicants and their 
legal right to the relief sought. If found qualified, recom- 
mendations for allowances commensurate with their needs 
are made to the Soldiers’ Relief Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen, which meets once a month, usually on the first 
or second Friday, for the purpose of hearing the applicants 
and acting on the recommendations. This committee has 
sole power to fix the amounts to be disbursed under the head 
of Soldiers’ Relief, and concurrent power with the State Aid 
Commissioner in grants of State and Military Aid. 

The Soldiers’ Relief Committee for 1903 included Alder- 
men Hugh W. Bresnahan (chairman), Fred E. Bolton, and 
John J. Flanagan, and it can be truly said of them that they 
brought to the performance of their duties sympathetic 
hearts as well as wise heads, and the officials of this depart- 
ment, together with its aged and infirm beneficiaries, bear 
cheerful evidence to their invariable courtesy. 

This department is required by section 17, chapter 79, of 
the Revised Laws to keep informed of any change in the 
condition of beneficiaries by frequent inquiries at their 
homes. ‘To this duty our officials have devoted all the time 
that could be spared from the clerical work of the office, 
and have made 726 visits during the year, with the result 
that in many cases the city has been saved further expense, 
by reason of a change for the better in the financial condi- 
tion of the recipients of its beneficence. 


STATE AID. 


This form of aid is authorized by sections 3 to 8, chapter 
79, Revised Laws, and under it much the largest amount 
received by veterans and their dependents is paid, the whole 
expenditure being reimbursed by the State on December 
10 of the year subsequent to such payment.

MILITARY AID. 


Aid under this form is authorized by sections 9 to 11, 
chapter 79, Revised Laws, and is intended for the relief of 
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such Massachusetts soldiers of the Civil or Spanish wars as 
are not adequately provided for under the State Aid law, and 
is divided into four classes, viz. : 

First Class.— Indigent persons having no pension or State 
aid, but having a legal settlement in the city or town aiding 
them. 

Second Class.— Indigent persons whose pension and State 
aid are inadequate for their relief, and who have a legal settle- 
ment in the city or town aiding them. 

Third Class.— Indigent persons having no pension or State 
aid, or legal settlement, but who are actual residents of the 
town or city aiding them, and of the State for the preceding 
three years. . 

Fourth Class. — Indigent persons having no legal settle- 
ment, whose pension and State aid are inadequate for their 
support, and-who are actual residents of the town or city 
aiding them, and of the State for the preceding three years. 

One-half of the amount paid to persons of the first or 
second class, and the whole amount paid to persons of third or 
fourth class, is reimbursed by the Commonwealth. 

As the benefits of this law are extended to soldiers only, 
the number relieved is comparatively small, as is shown in the 
following table:

SOLDIERS’ RELIEF. 


Aid under this form is given to. veterans of the War of 
the Rebellion and their dependents by authority of section 18, 
chapter 79, Revised Laws, more familiarly known as chapter 
447, Acts of 1890, and the entire expense is borne by the 
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city. No person is entitled to relief of this kind unless 
the soldier upon whose services the claim is based had 
a legal settlement in Boston.

BURIALS. 


Under sections 20 and 21, of chapters 79, Revised Laws, 
and chapters 250 and 292, Acts of 1902, provision is made 
for the payment of $35 each for the burial of veterans of the 
War of the Rebellion and of the War with Spain, their 
dependents, and Army Nurses of the War of the Rebellion, 
in places not used for the burial of paupers. All disburse- 
ments under these laws are reimbursed by the Common- 


wealth. 
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Col. Charles E. Hapgood, No. 60 Pemberton square, who 
has for many years been the burial agent for Boston, receiy- 
ing his appointment from this department, is entrusted with 


the execution of these laws. .

Death has removed 127 beneficiaries from the pay-roll of 
the department during the past year, being a large decrease 
from the mortuary record of the year previous, as shown by 
the following table: 
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Of the 2,655 beneficiaries remaining on the pay-roll of the 
department on January 31,1904, 2,483 were residents of Bos- 
ton, 100 resided in other parts of the State, but had legal settle- 
ments in this city, and 72 were inmates of public institutions, 
chiefly insane asylums.

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The comfortable homes maintained by the Nation and 
State for the aged and disabled veterans, offering, as they 
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do, snug quarters, bountiful board, and medical and surgical 
care by skilful physicians and professional nurses, should be 
an inducement to many of our beneficiaries to ‘abandon 
their scantily furnished and cheerless habitations and seek 
admission thereto, and it has been the policy of this depart-: 
ment to encourage all applications in that direction, not only 
to better the conditions of the veterans, but to relieve the 
city from the expense of their support. During the year 
we secured the admission of thirty-three to the National 
Homes at Togus, Me., and other places, and fourteen to the 
Soldiers’ Home, at Chelsea, Mass. In this work we have 
had the cordial co-operation of the Institutions Registration 
Department, whose ambulance has been at our service when- 
' ever required. 

Besides attending to all applicants having a claim upon 
the city, the officials of the department have been instru- 
mental in obtaining relief for many needy applicants having 
legal settlements in other cities and towns in the Common- 
wealth, and by executing pension vouchers, and in numerous 
other ways, have sought to be helpful to the worthy recip- 
ients of the State and Municipal bounty. 

Appended is a financial statement showing the net cost to 
the city for the maintenance of the department and for the 
support of its legally settled soldiers and their dependent 
ones.

Hon. Patrick A. COLLINS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, — We have the honor to submit the following report 
of the work of this department for the year ending January 
31, 1904 : 

The Board of Aldermen, on May 4, 1908, confirmed your 
Honor’s appointment of Dr. Charles IF. Folsom to serve as 
Statistics ‘Trustee for the five years ending April 30, 1908. 

Our office force consists of a secretary, chief clerk, statis- 
tical clerk, stenographer, and office boy. Mr. Allan Brooks, 
who had rendered excellent service as editorial clerk, since 
his appointment in December, 1898, severed his connection 
with this department on January 1, 1908, having resigned, 
much to our regret, to accept a better paid post under the 
Massachusetts Railroad Commission. ‘This is the third in- 
stance in which an employee of this department has left to 
take a more remunerative place in the service of the United 
States or the State of Massachusetts. 
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With the approval of your Honor and of the Civil Service 
Commissioners, Mr. Roswell F. Phelps was appointed on 
April 13, 1908, statistical clerk to fill the vacancy caused by 
the resignation of Mr. E. H. Davis, on September 16, 1902. 
On October 13, 1903, the appointment of Mr. Phelps was 
made permanent, his six. months’ service, on probation, hav- 
ing been satisfactory. 


SPECIAL PUBLICATIONS, No. 9. 


No. 9 of our Special Publications, which was in press at 
our last report, has been issued under the title ‘ Receipts 
and Expenditures of Ordinary Revenue, 1898-1902.” The 
series of Special Publications relating to ordinary receipts 
and expenditures, viz., Nos. 1-4 and 7-9, afford a com- 
parative view, from various standpoints, for each of the 
eleven years 1892-93 to 1902-08, and furnish data for 
comparing the cost of maintenance by departments in 1902 
with the average cost for the previous decade, and of esti- 
mating the effect upon current expenditures of the increase 
of the tax limit in 1900. 

In 1902-08 the actual receipts of the city, 2.e., the sum of 
ordinary and extraordinary receipts, amounted to $33,502,385, 
an increase of 10 per cent. from the preceding year; while 
actual expenditures amounted to $31,495,961, including a 
similar increase of $1,251,083, or 4.1 per cent. In the 
decade 1892-1901 the actual available receipts of the city 
ranged between $20,401,869 in 1892 and $30,969,813 in 
1899, being on the average $26,203,999 or $7,298,386 less 
than their amount in 1902-08. 

In 1902-03 actual expenditures, amounting to $31,495,- 
961, were $5,265,547 above the average for the preceding 
ten years, and $2,397,856 above the average for the five years 
1897-1901. 

Ordinary receipts in year 1902-03 amounted to $23,574,427, 
against $25,624,433 in the previous year. In the decade 
1892-1901 they ranged between $16,578,283 in 1893 and 
$23,624,433 in 1901, being $19,254,337 on the average for 
the ten years, and $21,396,080 for the five years 1897-1901. 

Ordinary expenditures of the city ranged between $16,153,- 
147 in 1892, and $22,967,468 in 1901 — their average for 
the decade being $19,044,394, and $21,038,044 for the sec- 
ond half of that period, against $22,929,896 in 1902-08. 

Three of the principal objects of expenditure defrayed from 
ordinary receipts are shown in the following statement :

733, amounted to 44.2 per cent. of the aggregate ordinary 
expenditures for the decade.

In the three years which have elapsed since the tax-lmit 
was raised, viz., 1900-02, ordinary receipts aggregated 
$70,264,320, an increase of $9,973,812, or 16.5 per cent., 
over similar receipts in the last three years in which the $9 
tax-limit obtained, while extraordinary receipts (loans, etc.) 
in the period 1900-02 amounted to $20,716,851, against 
$26,165,887 in the period 1897-99 —a decrease of %5,449,- 
036, or 20.8 per cent. 

Similarly ordinary expenditures increased from $60,759,- 
714 in the first period, to $67,360,403, or 10.8 per cent., in 
the second period of three years; and extraordinary expendi- 
tures decreased from $25,526,618 for the first period, to 
$23,339,748, or 8.5 per cent., for the second. 

The average, annual, ordinary expenditures for Debt 
Requirements, Schools, and Street Department — taken 
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together for the periods 1897-99 and 1900-02, respectively, 


are shown in the following statement:

The city appears to be spending relatively less for debt and 
more for schools and streets out of current receipts than in 
the three years prior to 1900. 

This publication also contains two appendices. Appendix 
A sets forth with considerable particularity the facts regard- 
ing sales of city property, which amounted to $93,936 in 
the five years. Appendix B, which is new, contains a series 
of tables showing the financial operations of Boston for 1900, 
1901, and 1902, respectively, in accordance with certain 
forms of schedule recommended by the National Municipal 
League Committee on Uniform Municipal Accounting and 
Statistics, of which committee the secretary of this depart- 
ment is chairman, as he has been since its organization in 
1901. These tables serve to illustrate the League’s “ group 
system” of summarizing municipal accounts, and are of 
interest in view of the fact that the League’s schedules have 
been put to similar use in recent reports published by the 
Comptrollers of Chicago and Baltimore and the City Audi- 
tor of Cambridge, Mass., and have been adopted as the basis 
of the system of securing uniform municipal accounts and 
financial reports from all the cities, towns, and counties in 
Ohio, as provided by an Act of the Ohio Legislature in 1902. 


MontTHLy BULLETIN. 


The Monthly Bulletin, established in 1899, has been con- 
tinued during the past year.

Summary Tables, 1901; Coal Receipts in 1902, with 
Comparisons. 


The Appendix of this Bulletin contains: (1) Summary 
tables for 1902, which relate, among other subjects, to causes 
of death by sex, according to the Bertillon nomenclature, 
with a comparative table for 1902 and 1901, and the move- 
ment of population in Penal Institutions and the Institutions 
for Paupers, Children and the Insane; and (2) a study of 
the receipts of coal in Boston in 1902, as compared with 
previous years, and based chiefly on data compiled from the 
reports and records of the Boston Chamber of Commerce 
and other scattered but official data. This article shows the 
effects of the coal strike of 1902. Several tables included in 
the text show, comparatively for 1901 and 1902, the receipts 
of anthracite and bituminous coal at Boston, the prices of » 
anthracite f. 0. b. at Philadelphia, and ocean freight rates to 
Boston for the years 1899-1902, and the retail prices of the 
various grades of coal in Boston, 1900-19038. Hight, more 
extended, tables follow the text. Table I— Monthly Receipts 
of Coal at Boston from all sources, 1901-1902 — brings 
out the fact that in 1902 the receipts of anthracite coal 
were 1,106,284 less than in 1901, while the receipts of bitu- 
minous coal were 577,187 tons more, but that the increased 
receipts of bituminous coal were inadequate to meet the 
shortage in receipts of anthracite by the amount of 529,097 
tons, as based upon the total receipts in 1901 of 4,812,419 
tons. ‘Table II. shows the monthly receipts of anthracite 
and biutminous coal received at Boston by rail or sea from 
domestic and foreign sources during the year 1902. ‘Table 
III. is a comparative statement for the five years 1898-1902 
of the net receipts at Boston of coal, by kinds, the amounts 
forwarded to New England points or held for local consump- 
tion being specified. Table IV. is an exhibit, comparative 
by months for the years 1901 and 1902, of the receipts at 
Boston of coal, by kinds, from specified domestic and foreign 
ports. ‘This table brings out the fact that the coal received 
in 1902 was brought from unusual sources, there having 
been a particularly large increase of both kinds of coal 
received from trans-Atlantic and Canadian ports. ‘Table V. 
presents, comparatively for the years 1898-1902, the receipts 
at Boston of coal, by kinds, from specified domestic and for- 
eign ports. In Table VI. the receipts at Boston of both 
kinds of coal are shown comparatively for the five years 
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1898-1902, under the several heads—domestic by rail, 
domestic by sea, and foreign by sea. Table VII. shows the 
shipments of domestic anthracite from mines, the receipts at 
Boston and the percentage of receipts to shipments, by 
months, for the years 1899-1902. Table VIII. shows the 
distribution of domestic anthracite coal among specified mar- 
kets, with percentage distributed to each market, for the 
years 1892-1901. 


Bulletin Nos. 1 and 2, Volume V., February, 1903. 


Population, Valuation, Tax-rate, and Indebtedness of Massa- 
chusetts Cities, 1902. 


This table is similar to a table bearing a corresponding 
title, giving facts for the year 1898, published in Vol. L, 
first issue; another for the year 1899, in the first issue of 
Vol. Il.; a third in No. 6, Vol. III., for 1900; and a fourth 
in No.4) Vol. LV.) for 190d: 

The table is supplemented by tabulated statements of the 
relative rank of the cities and their change from 1900. It 
appears that Boston, with the largest population, valuation, 
and net debt, has a lower tax-rate than any other city except 
Springfield; having the largest net debt, it nevertheless has 


a smaller per capita debt than Newton by $55.56, Newton © 


ranking first and Boston second as regards net debt per 
capita, while twenty-four have a larger percentage of net 
debt to assessed valuation, the per cent. for Boston being 
3.99, while other cities with a less per cent. are: Everett, 
8.96; Waltham, 3.88; Holyoke, 3.65; Salem, 2.77; Spring- 
field, 2.76, Somerville, 2.68, and Woburn, 2.18; while the 
city having the largest per cent. was North Adams, with 
8.09 per cent. 

It may be noted that in thirteen of the thirty-three cities 
of the Commonwealth the tax-rate in 1902 was greater, in 
sixteen less, than in 1901, while in four it remained the 
same. Newburyport showed the largest increase, viz., $2.40, 
and Gloucester showed the largest decrease, viz., $1.40. The 
tax-rate in Boston, $14.90 in 1901, was lowered by the 
amount of $0.10.

Dwellings and Families, Proprietorship of Homes and Con- 
jugal Condition, City of Boston, 1900. 
The tables presented in these three studies were compiled 
from the United States Census, 1900, Vol. II.

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The first study, that of “ Dwellings and Families, City of 
Boston, 1900,” includes in the text several tables showing: 
(a) The number of persons to a dwelling in Boston as com- 
pared with certain other units for the years 1880, 1890 and 
1900; (6) the number of dwellings containing a specified 
number of persons in Boston in 1890 and 1900, with total 
population and percentage of population included in each 
group for the same years; (¢c) the number of persons to a 
family in Boston as compared with certain other units for 
the years 1880, 1890 and 1900; (d) the number of families 
to a dwelling in Boston as compared with certain other units 
for the above census years; and (e) the number of dwellings 
containing a specified number of families, and the number of 
families in dwellings containing a specified number of fami- 
lies in Boston in 1890 and 1900. Two, more extended, tables 
follow the text. ‘Table I. shows the number of families and 
dwellings in Boston, by wards, and distinguishes between 
private and other families, and also gives the average number | 
of persons per family and the average number of families to a 
dwelling in each ward. ‘Taking all families into considera- 
tion, Ward 12 shows the largest average number of persons 
to a family, namely, 6.2 persons, while Ward 21 shows the 
smallest average number, namely, 4.3 persons. In Table II. 
is given the number of dwellings containing a specified number 
of families inreach ward of the city in 1900. The second study, 
entitled ‘Proprietorship of Homes,” includes in the text 
one table, showing the proprietorship of homes, 7.e., whether 
“owned” or “hired,” according to the age of the owner in 
1890, with comparative percentages for the years 1890 and 
1900. The text is followed by a series of five tables, show- 
ing: (1) The number of private families owning free or 
encumbered homes or hiring homes, by wards, with percent- 
ages of homes owned and hired; (2) the same for the city 
as a whole, classified by color; (8) classified by sex; (4) 
classified by age periods; and (5) white persons, classified 
by parentage. Of the total number of private families in 
Boston in 1900 only 18.0 per cent. owned their homes; by 
wards, the percentage of families owning their homes varied 
between 42.8 per cent. in Ward 238, West Roxbury, and 2.6 
per cent. in Ward 7, the business section of the city. Of the 
native white families 21.7 per cent. owned their homes, of the 
foreign white 15.9 per cent., while of the negroes only 3.4 
per cent. owned their homes. ‘The third study consists of a 
full page table showing the conjugal condition of the aggre- 
gate population of the City of Boston in 1900, classified by 
sex, general nativity, color, and age periods. 
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Bulletin No. 4, Volume V., April, 1903. 


Illiteracy, Inability to Speak English, and Citizenship, City of 
Boston, 1900. 


These three studies are based on material compiled from 
the United States Census, 1900, Vol. II. 

In the study of “Illiteracy, City of Boston, 1900,” two 
tables are given. ‘Table I. shows the illiterate population of 
the City of Boston in 1900, classified by sex, general nativity 
and age periods, and also shows the percentage of illiterates 
in each of the age groups to the total population in those 
groups. Of the total population 10 years of age and over 
5.13 per cent. were illiterates. ‘The largest relative propor- 
tion of illiteracy is found in the age group 60 years and over, 
namely, 12.38 per cent. of the population in that group. In 
Table II. is shown the illiterate population, 10 years of age 
and over, of Massachusetts cities having 25,000 or more in- 
habitants, together with percentages of illiterates (native 
white, foreign white, colored and total) to total population 
in each city, for the census years 1890 and 1900. The 
largest percentage of illiterates in 1900 was found in Fall 
River (14.91 per cent.), with 12.22 per cent., and 11.42 per 
cent. in New Bedford and Holyoke respectively. ‘The 
smallest percentage was found in Malden (2.46 per cent.), 
followed by Somerville with 2.67 per cent., and Lynn with 
2.74 per cent. Beginning with the smallest percentage, 
Boston, with 5.183 per cent. of illiterates in 1900, ranks 
eleventh among the twenty cities considered. | 

In the second study — ‘Cannot Speak English, City of 
Boston, 1900”— three tables are given. The first of them 
shows, by sex, for the years 1890 and 1900, the percentage 
of total white persons of foreign birth and parentage, 10 
years of age and over, who cannot speak English, compara- 
tively for the United States, the North Atlantic States, 
Massachusetts, Boston, New York, Chicago, Philadelphia, 
St. Louis, and Baltimore. Boston and Massachusetts are the 
only units of these nine specified which show an increase 
over 1890 in the proportion of the non-English speaking 
element. . The second table shows for the cities of Massachu- 
setts having 25,000 or more inhabitants the percentage of 
white persons of foreign birth and parentage, 10 years of age 
and over, who cannot speak English, the same being given 
by sex for the years 1890 and 1900. The highest percentage 
in 1900 of persons in this class for any of the twenty speci- 
fied cities was found in Fall River (14.46 per cent. ), followed 
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by New Bedford (12.11 per cent.), and Lowell (11.62 per 
cent.). The lowest percentage was found in Malden (0.76 
per cent.). Boston, with 2.78 per cent., had a lower per- 
centage than twelve other cities in the list. The third table 
gives an analysis, by nativity and sex, of persons in Boston 
in 1900, 10 years of age and over, who cannot speak 
English, together with percentages of the same to total popu- 
lation for both 1890 and 1900. From this table it appears 
that in 1900 the percentages of the non-English speaking 
persons 10 years of age and over to the total persons in each 
nativity class was as follows: Native white, foreign parents, 
0.02 per cent.; foreign white, 4.71 per cent. ; total white of 
foreign birth and parentage, 2.78 per cent.; Chinese, Japanese 
and Indian, 27.78 per cent.; with a mean for all classes of 
2.87 per cent. 

In the third study, “ Citizenship, City of Boston, 1900,” 
six tables are given, of which three may here be commented 
upon. Two of these tables show (a) the percentage of » 
total persons who are potential voters (7.e., the number of 
males 21 years of age and over), and the average number 
of persons to each potential voter in the City of Boston in 
1900 and 1890 as compared with the United States, the 
North Atlantic States, Massachusetts, New York, Chicago, 
Philadelphia, St. Louis and Baltimore; and (6) an analysis 
by general nativity and color of the proportion of potential 
voters to the total population in Boston in the same years. 
From Table (a) it appears that of the nine units specified 
the percentage of potential voters is highest in Boston, namely, 
31.389 per cent. of the total population. The analysis given 
in Table (6) shows that of the total white population of 
Boston in 1900, 81.11 per cent. were potential voters 
with percentages as follows for the classes specified: Native 
white of native parentage, 32.65 per cent.; native white of 
foreign parentage, 20.15 per cent.; foreign white, 41.58 per 
cent. In Table I. is presented an analysis for 1900 of the 
foreign-born males 21 years of age and overin Massachusetts 
cities having 25,000 or more inhabitants, classified by citizen- 
ship, together with percentages of the same to total population 
for both 1890 and 1900. From this table it appears that, of 
the twenty cities here considered, the highest percentage of 
foreign-born males in 1900 was found in Fall River, namely, 
66.35 per cent. of the total male population of voting age ; 
the lowest in Haverhill, 81.26 per cent.; while the corre- 
sponding percentage for Boston was 46.90 per cent. ‘he 
highest percentage of naturalized foreign-born males 21 years 
of age and over was found in Boston, 52.47 per cent. of the 
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total foreign-born males of voting age; the lowest in 
Gloucester, 80.16 per cent. Boston and Gloucester had 
respectively the lowest and highest percentage of aliens, 
namely, 29.21 and 49.03. 


Bulletin Nos. 5 and 6, Volume V., June, 1903. 


Distribution of New England-born and Massachusetts-born 
Population, 1900. 


This study is based on material compiled from the United 
States Census, 1900, Vol. I. The chief table shows the dis- 
tribution of the New England-born and Massachusetts-born 
population by states and territories, and also shows the dis- 
tribution in a like manner of persons born and living in the 
specified states or territories and of other native-born persons, 
t.e., persons born in the United States (state or territory not 
specified), persons born at sea under the United States flag, 
in the Philippines, or in Porto Rico, and American citizens 
born abroad. In this table are given also, by states and 
territories, the percentages: (a) of persons born and living 
in specified state or territory to the total population of such 
state or territory; (6) of other native-born to total popula- 
tion; (¢) of New England-born to other native-born, and 
(d) of Masgachusetts-born to New England-born. In 
another table is shown the native-born population of Massa- 
chusetts in 1900, according to state or territory of birth, 
classitied as white (native parents, foreign parents and total), 
colored and total. The native-born population of Boston in 
1900, according to state or territory of birth, was printed in 
the BULLETIN for January, 1902 (Vol. IV., No. 1), and is 
not here repeated. To facilitate comparison a summary 
table is introduced in the text. This table shows the dis- 
tribution of New England-born and Massachusetts-born 
population, in 1900, living in Massachusetts, other New 
England States, and other territorial divisions, with corre- 
sponding percentages. From this table it appears that of the 
New England-born living in New England, 1,660,228 persons, 
or 48.56 per cent., were born in Massachusetts, and that of 
the 528,480 persons who had removed to other states or 
territories, 183,194 persons, or 34.66 per cent., were born in 
Massachusetts. A further tablé in the text gives, by per- 
centages, an analysis, by state of birth, of the New England- 
born population in 1900 in each of the six New England 
states. Maine contains the largest percentage of persons 
born and living in the state, namely, 93.24 per cent.; Rhode 
Island the smallest, namely, 72.70 per cent., while Massa- 
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chusetts ranks third with 78.77 per cent. New Hampshire 
contains the largest percentage of persons born in other New 
England States, namely, 20.16 per cent.; Maine the smallest, 
4.61 per cent., while Massachusetts ranks third with 13.34 
per cent. In Vermont and Connecticut the largest per- 
centage of persons born in other states comes from New 
York; in each of the other New England states the largest 
percentage is furnished by Massachusetts. In Massachusetts 
the largest percentage of persons born in other states is 
contributed by Maine. 


Bulletin No. 7, Volume V., July, 1903. 
Uniformity in Muneipal Finaneial Reports. 


This article on ‘“ Uniformity in Municipal Financial Re- 
ports” embraces seven tables relating to the “Receipts and 
Expenditures of the City of Boston and County of Suffolk 
for the Fiscal Year 1901-02, grouped according to the ‘ Uni- . 
form System’ of the National Municipal League.” These 
tables are in continuation of a similar presentation published 
in the BULLETIN for June, 1902 (Vol. IV., No.6). Three of 
the tables there published are reprinted with the seven new 
tables in the present article, and serve as comparative sum- 
maries for the preceding fiscal year 1900-01. 

Three of the principal tables for 1900-01, two of which 
are here reprinted, were presented in print at the meeting of 
the National Municipal League held in Boston in May, 1902, 
as a part of the report of the League’s Committee on Uniform 
Municipal Accounting and Statistics, which report was pre- 
pared by the secretary of this department in his capacity of 
chairman of said committee. The remaining tables for 
1900-01 were prepared subsequently, and were printed for 
the first time in the BULLETIN for June, 1902. 

These tables were prepared to illustrate the character of 
the schedules recommended by the League’s committee, and 
as a contribution by this department towards promoting the 
efforts of the League to secure reasonable uniformity of pre- 
sentation in publications relating to municipal financial opera- 
tions. As noted in our fifth annual report (see page 12, City 
Document No. 39, 1902), the distinctive characteristic of the 
“ Uniform System” of the National Municipal League, viz., 
the grouping of departinental receipts and expenditures under 
general heads, e.g., General Government, Public Safety, 
according to the nature of the service rendered, is directly in 
the line of recommendations urged by us in our first report 
for 1897. Certain other methods of classifying and stating 
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receipts and expenditures, as finally adopted by us in our 
Special Publications, are more or less closely followed in the 
tentative schedules recommended by the National Municipal 
League. 


Bulletin No. 8, Volume V., August, 1903. 


Occupations and Principal Manufactures, City of Boston, 
1900. 


The three tables presented in this article are compiled from 
the reports of the United States Census, 1900, Vol. VIIL., 
Manufactures, Part II. The principal table gives an analy- 
sis of the principal manufacturing and mechanical indus- 
tries of Boston in 1900, showing, for each of the forty-three 
specified industries, the value of products, the number of 
establishments, the number of proprietors and firm members, 
the capital invested in land and buildings, machinery and 
tools, cash and sundries, and total capital invested; also the 
average number of salaried officials and total amount of sal- 
aries paid, the average number of wage-earners and total 
amount of wages paid, the cost of materials used and mis- 
cellaneous expenses. Of the 182 industries in the city, 
forty-three, whose products were valued at one million dollars 
and over, were taken as principal manufactures. The value 
of the total products of all the manufactures of the city in 
1900 amounted to $206,081,767, of which $156,376,884, or 
75.88 per cent., represented the value of the products of the 
forty-three principal industries. The total number of estab- 
lishments in Boston in 1900 was 7,424, of which 4,821, or 
66.52 per cent., were used by those industries. The average 
number of wage-earners employed in all the manufactures of 
the city was 72,142, of whom 54,145, or 75.05 per cent., 
were employed in the principal industries enumerated, while 
of the total wages paid, $39,184,191, the sum of $30,093,- 
762, or 76.80 per cent., was paid in the principal indus- 
tries. The three leading industries ranked in order of greatest 
value of products were: (1) sugar and molasses refining, 
(2) printing and publishing, newspapers and _ periodicals, 
and (8) foundry and machine-shop products ; ranked in order 
of total capital invested: (1) gas, illuminating and heating, 
(2) sugar and molasses refining, and (3) malt liquors; 
ranked in order of number of wage-earners: (1) foundry 
and machine-shop products, (2) printing and publishing, 
book and job, and (8) carpentering; and ranked in order of 
total wages paid: (1) foundry and machine-shop products, 
(2) printing and publishing, newspapers and periodicals, and 
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(3) carpentering. A second table shows the average num- 
ber of wage-earners employed and the average annual earnings 
by three groups — men over 16, women over 16, and children 
under 16 years of age — for each of the forty-three specified 
industries in the City of Boston in 1900. In the forty-three 
principal industries there were 40,405 men, 13,254 women, 
and 488 children, receiving an average annual wage of 
$631.10, $3840.84, and $173.04, respectively. In all indus- 
tries there were 52,831 men, 18,584 women, and 727 chil- 
dren, receiving an average annual wage of $622.48, $331.80, 
and $181.10, respectively. 


Bulletin No. 9, Volume V., September, 1900. 


Principal Manufactures, City of Boston, 1900.— ( Continued.) 


This article is a continuation of the study begun in the 
preceding number of the BULLETIN, and is based on data 
contained in the reports of the United States Census for 
1890 and 1900. ‘Two tables are presented. ‘Table I. pre- 
sents a comparative analysis of eighty-six selected industries, 
showing for each industry the value of products, number of 
establishments, capital invested, average number of wage- 
earners and amount of wages paid, the miscellaneous expenses 
and the cost of materials used in 1900 and 1890. As com- 
pared with 1890, the value of the total products of the 
industries of Boston decreased from $210,986,616 to 
$206,081,767, or 2.80 per cent.; the number of establish- 
ments decreased from 7,942 to 7,247, or 8.75 per cent.; the 
amount of capital invested increased from $118,198,539 to 
$143,311,376, or 21.25 per cent.; and the amount of wages 
paid decreased from $43,908, 437 to $39,184,191, or 10. "16 
per cent. Of the eighty-six industries enumerated, eighty, 
which are comparable for 1900 and 1890, show an increase 
of 0.39 per cent. in value of products, and decreases, respec- 
tively, of 5.65 per cent. and 9.61 per cent. in number of wage- 
earners and amount of wages paid. There were marked 
decreases (over 50 per cent.) in the value of products of 
five industries, namely, boot and shoe findings (71.05 per 
cent.) ; lithographing and engraving (83.74 per cent.) ; 
clothing, men’s factory product (56.21 per cent.) ; slaughter- 
ing, wholesale, not including meat packing (64.00 per cent.) ; 
cordage and twine, including sewing machines and attach- 
ments (72.86 per cent.). Marked increases (over 100 per 
cent.) in value of products are shown in six industries: 
blacking .(124.90); boots and shoes, factory product 
(157.35); cars and general shop construction, and repairs 
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by steam railroads (174.74); clothing, women’s, factory 
product (116.34); flavoring extracts (288.15); pickles, 
preserves and sauces (107.19 per cent.). 

Table II. affords a comparison with regard to value of 
products, number of establishments, etc., as in Table L, of 
the industries of the United States, the New England States, 
Massachusetts and Boston, according to the fifteen indus- 
trial groups adopted by the census. The value of the total 
products of the industries of the United States (including 
Alaska) increased during the decade, 1890-1900, 38.75 per 
cent. as compared with an increase of 25.15 per cent. for the 
six New England States, an increase of 16.56 per cent. for 
Massachusetts and a decrease of 2.50 per cent. for Boston. 
A summary statement in the text shows by percentages the 
distribution, as measured by the value of the products, of 
the industries of the United States, the New England States, 
Massachusetts and Boston, according to the fifteen indus- 
trial groups. In Boston, food and kindred products lead, 
forming 17.52 per cent. of the total products, while textiles 
ranked first in Massachusetts with 25.09 per cent. 


Bulletin No. 10, Volume V., October, 1903. 
A. Boston School Census, 1903. 


B. Extraordinary Receipts and Expenditures, City of Boston, 
1S98—1899 to 1902-1908. 


(A.) This article contains two principal tables, viz., (1.) 
showing by wards the results of the School Census in Sep- 
tember, 1908, and (II.) the distribution and annual increase 
or decrease by wards of the school population in the six 
years, 1898-1903. To facilitate comparison of the results of — 
the School Census of 1903 with those of previous years, 
summary statements are introduced which show the total 
number of persons between 5 and 15 years of age in the 
city ; also the number in public schools, in private schools, 
and the number not attending school; and the annual gain 
or loss in each class in each year, 1898-1902, with averages 
for the five years. In 1903 the increase of persons 5-15 
years of age in the city over 1902 was 3,605, against an 
average annual increase of 2,587 in the five years, 1898— 
1902, while there was an increase of 2,780 of this same 
class in the public schools, against an annual average increase 
of 1,936 for the previous five years. 

Inspection of Table I. shows that: (1) of 98,487 persons 
5-15 years of age in the city, 47,826, or 48.56 per cent., 
were males, and 50,661, or 51.44 per cent., were females ; (2) 
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74,812, or 75.45 per cent., were in the public schools, 
16,254, or 16.50 per cent., were in private schools, and 
7,921, or 8.05 per cent. were not in any school; (3) 
21,861, or 22.20 per cent., were 5 and 6 years of age, 
67,288, or 68.32 per cent., were from 7 to 13 years old, 
and 9,338, or 9.48 per cent., were 14 years of age. 

(L.) The second portion of this Appendix consists of two 
full-page tables without text, being summary tables of extra- 
ordinary receipts and expenditures of the City of Boston for 
the five years ending January 31, 1903. Table I. shows the 
balance brought forward from the previous year; the receipts 
on account of loans issued and from other sources, and the 
net amount of sums transferred to loan and special appropri- 
ations from receipts of ordinary revenue to supply deficien- 
cies in those appropriations; and, on the other hand, the 
expenditures classified under thirteen heads; the net amount 
transferred to meet current expenses and the balance on 
hand at the end of the year. To the yearly statement is 
added a total column showing the total receipts and expend- 
itures for the whole period. 

Table II. contains an analysis of the income and outgo of 
the entire period by thirteen main classes of expenditure. 
The balances at the beginning and at the end of the period, 
the loans issued, the receipts and the expenditures are here 
assigned to their proper class. Tor the five years ending 
January 31, 1908, the total extraordinary receipts (not includ- 
ing $2,983,154.60 transferred from ordinary receipts) were 
$37,887,948.72, while the total extraordinary expenditures 
were $39,387,407.67. ‘The maximum extraordinary receipts 
for any one year were $10,093,359.63 in 1899-1900, and the 
maximum extraordinary expenditures were $8,777,948.76 
for the same year 1899-1900.

C. Population of Boston, 1900, by Age Periods, Sex, Color, 
and Nativity. 


(A.) The first portion of this article consists of a study 
of the results of the Boston primary elections in 1908. In 
this year the Legislature passed an act (Acts of 1903, chap. 
454), entitled “An Act to provide for Joint Caucuses or Pri- 
maries of all Political and Municipal Parties.” ‘This act took 
effect in Boston upon its passage, June 22, 1903. As pro- 
vided in the act, the primary for State election was held on 
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September 22, and the primary for the city election on 
November 19. In this study three tables are presented. A 
full-page table shows by wards, precincts and parties (Demo- 
eratic, Republican and Socialist) the number of votes cast 
at the city primary. ‘Two other tables show comparatively 
for the two primaries (City and State): (a) the number of 
registered voters, votes cast and per cent. of registered who 
voted, by wards; and (0) the number of votes cast by each 
of the three parties in the several wards. As regards inter- 
est manifested at the two primaries, it appears that 45.88 
per cent. of the registered voters attended the State pri- 
mary, the percentage varying in the wards from 67.06 in 
Ward 13 to 24.78 in Ward 24; while at the city election 
54.02 per cent. of the registered voters voted, the percentage 
varying in the wards from 68.82 in Ward 138 to 40.79 in 
Ward 20. 

(B.) The second portion of the Appendix consists of five 
tables without text, showing certain statistics regarding the 
State election, Boston, 1908. The first table shows the 
possible and actual vote cast for governor, lieutenant-gov- 
ernor, other State officers, councillors, senators and repre- 
sentatives, also the percentage of actual] to possible vote cast 
for these officers. ‘The second table shows comparatively for 
the five years, 1899-1903, the percentage of actual to possi- 
ble vote cast for the same officers. In three other tables are 
given by wards comparatively for the five years, 1899-1903: 
(a) the per cent. of assessed polls registered at the State 
elections; (5) the per cent. of registered voters who voted 
at the State elections; and (c) the per cent. of registered 
voters who voted for governor. 

The highest per cent. of assessed polls registered in any 
ward in any of the five years was 78.94 in 1902, in Ward 238, 
and the lowest, 28.67, in Ward 6,in 1903. The highest per 
cent. of registered voters who voted in any ward was 89.18, 
in Ward 28, in 1900, and the lowest, 57.68, in Ward 20, in 
1899. The highest per cent. of registered voters who voted 
for governor was 85.47, in Ward 238, in 1902, and the lowest, 
55.99, in Ward 20,in 1899. The greatest interest shown by 
the city as a whole in the election of a governor was in 1902, 
when a congressional election was held. 

(C.) The third portion of this Appendix consists of a full- 
page table without text, showing the population of Boston 
in 1900, by age periods, sex, color and nativity. This table, 
compiled from material furnished in the Report of the 
Twelfth Census of the United States, 1900, Vol. I., is 
rearranged for convenience, and percentages are added, 
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showing, within each nativity group, the per cent. of males, 
females, and persons of both sexes included within each age 
period. 


MUNICIPAL REGISTER. 


This department, in accordance with a vote of the Joint 
Committee of the City Council on Rules and Orders, has 
been intrusted with the work of compiling the copy for the 
Municipal Register of 1903, and seeing it through the press. 
At our suggestion, the Joint Committee on Rules and Orders 
again authorized the publication of a document edition of the 
Register in addition to the usual edition bound in cloth. 

The Register for 1908, which conforms to the make-up 
adopted in 1899, contains 815 pages, as in 1902, including an 
index of eight pages. 

The distribution of the public documents of the city 
among individuals, libraries, and the executive departments 
of other cities, and the securing of municipal and govern- 
mental reports and publications in return, continues to form 
a considerable and important part of our work. 

During the year, 820 persons or institutions have received 
regularly one or more of our publications (exclusive of their 
regular distribution among the departments of the city). 
Thanks to the facilities afforded us by the Smithsonian 
Institution in Washington, our exchange of documents and 
publications with foreign cities, etc., has been effected with 
a minimum of expense and trouble. We have forwarded to 
our correspondents, through the Smithsonian Institution, 
877 packages, besides numerous documents and communi- 
cations sent direct by mail or express.

Srr,— In comphance with the Revised Ordinances, the 
annual report of the operations and expenses of the Street 
Department for the year 1903 is herewith respectfully sub- 
mitted. 


ORGANIZATION. 


The work of the department during the past year has 
been carried on under the same organization that was effected 
when the consolidated department was created in 1891, and 
as amended in 1895, the several divisions of the depart- 
ment being as follows : 


Central Office. Paving Division. 

Boston and Cambridge Sanitary Division. 
Bridges. Sewer Division. 

Bridge Division. Street-Cleaning Division. 

Ferry Division. Street-W atering Division. 


Each of the above divisions, with the exception of the 
Central Office and the Boston and Cambridge Bridges, is in 
charge of a Deputy Superintendent.

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The Boston and Cambridge bridges are managed by two 
commissioners, the Superintendent of Streets being the com- 
missioner for the City of Boston, the other commissioner 
being appointed by the Mayor of the City of Cambridge. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


‘The money assigned for Street Department work for the 
past year was made available under the following appropria- 
tions : 

First. — Maintenance: From income of the city raised by 
taxes. Previous to the commencement of the financial year, 
February 1, the department estimates of the amounts neces- 
sary for the proper maintenance of the various divisions are 
submitted to His Honor the Mayor, who makes such recom- 
mendation as he may deem proper to the City Council.

In previous reports attention has been called to this matter, 
but the evil seems to grow rather than lessen, and the co- 
operation of the Board of Police seems the only solution of the 
difficulty. 

The lack of proper and easily accessible dumping places is 
a matter of much concern at the present time, and is a source 
of growing expense in the work of the division; the remedy 
seems to be dumping scows to be used by this and the Sani- 
tary Division. . 

The South Boston force now clean a part of the Dorchester 
streets, but a Street Department yard should be established 
in Dorchester and the residents given what they demand — a 
street-cleaning force for the entire district. 

The stables of the division need a thorough overhauling, 
and as a matter of economy the horses and rolling stock 
should be properly housed.

REPORT OF THE DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT OF 
THE BRIDGE DIVISION.

Superintendent of Streets, Boston: 


DEAR Sir,—I respectfully submit herewith the annual 
report of the expenditures, income, and operations of the. 
Bridge Division of the Street Departnient for the financial 
year ending January 31, 1904. 

There are in the City of Boston 153 bridges, not includ- 
ing culverts. Hight of these, namely, Harvard, Craigie, 
West Boston, Prison Point, Cambridge, Essex street, Western 
avenue to Cambridge, and North Harvard street, all connect- 
ing Boston and Cambridge, are in charge of two commis- 
sioners, one of whom is appointed by the Mayor of the City 
of Boston, and the other by the Mayor of the City of Cam- 
bridge. 

One hundred and thirteen bridges are supported wholly or 
in part by the City of Boston, 28 of these being tide-water 
bridges, provided with a draw. 

Forty bridges are supported whollv by railroad corpora- 
tions. 

There are 13 important tide-water bridges, namely, Mt. 
Washington avenue, operated by hand power; Malden, 
Charlestown, Summer street, Chelsea North, Dover street, 
Federal street, and Meridian street, operated by electricity ; 
Warren, Broadway, Congress street, L street, and Chelsea 
South, operated by steam power. 

The force employed on the tide-water bridges work on an 
8-hour basis, which necessitates the employment of 9 men 
on each of 12 bridges, and 12 men on the Charlestown 
bridge, making a total force of 120 men employed on the 13 
principal drawbridges. 

Repairs: have been made on the different bridges at various 
times ; the operating machinery on the drawbridges has been 
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frequently inspected and such repairs made as were needed, 
and the surfaces and structures of the different inland 
bridges have received attention from time to time as the 
necessity arose, and all defects have been promptly and 
properly remedied. 

As recommended in report of last year, a special appropria- 
tion has been provided for the construction of a new bridge 
over the Boston & Albany railroad at Shawmut avenue, and 
the present bridge will in due time be replaced by a new 
structure. 

An appropriation should be made during the coming year 
to rebuild Huntington-avenue bridge over the Boston & 
Albany railroad. From an inspection made by the City 
Engineer when this bridge was last repaired, there is no 
doubt but that public safety demands that it be rebuilt.

REPORT OF THE DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
FERRY DIVISION. 


NortH Ferry, East Boston, February 1, 1904. 
Mr. JAMES DONOVAN, 
Superintendent of Streets: 


DEAR Sir, —I herewith submit the annual report of the 
Ferry Division for the year ending January 31, 1904. 

During the season just passed, and even during the win- 
ter, when unusual care was required, and extra expense was 
entailed, the running time of the ferry-boats was maintained 
without material variation. In spite of fog, freezing weather, 
and storms, the service of the division has been conducted 
with an unusual freedom from accidents or delays. 

I respectfully call your attention to the following require- 
ments, which are necessary to maintain the proper efficiency 
of this division : 

(1) The urgent need of a new coal-pocket at the North 
ferry, Kast Boston side, as the present one is entirely inade- 
quate, and is in a condition which is dangerous to the sur- 
rounding buildings, as the coal stored there is hable at any 
time to beset on fire by spontaneous combustion. 

(2) The need of replacing the side wheel ferry-boat 
“ Revere,” which was built in 1875, and has been so long in 
use that constant overhauling and repairs are necessary iu 
order to keep her in running condition. 

The property in charge of this division is as follows: 

South Ferry, Hast Boston Side. — Located at the termina- 
tion of Lewis street, and covers an area of 58,725 square 
feet of land and water. On these premises are one head- 
house, with canopies; one workshop for carpenters, machin- 
ists, and blacksmith, both of the above buildings being at 
present time in course of construction; one storehouse and 
temporary waiting-room, one new modern coal-pocket, three 
new piers, which form the two slips; two drops and tanks, 
one new wharf and dock, where boats are laid when not in 
use, or while undergoing repairs. 
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South Ferry, Boston Side. — Located at the termination of 
Eastern avenue, and covers an area of 38,135 square feet of 
land and water, on which are one head-house, with canopies ; 
one gate-room, three piers which form the two slips, and two 
drops and tanks. | 

North Ferry, Boston Side. — Located at the termination of 
Battery street, and covers an area of 45,000 square feet of 
land and water, on which are one head-house, with canopies ; 
one gate-room, three piers, which form the two slips and two 
drops and tanks. 

North Ferry, Hast Boston Side.— Located at the termina- 
tion of Border street, and covers an area of 62,188 square 
feet of land and water, on which are one head-house, with 
canopies; one boiler and oil room, one stable, one coal-shed, 
three piers, which form the two slips, and two drops and 
tanks.

REPORT OF THE DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT OF 
THE PAVING DIVISION.

Hon. JAMES DONOVAN, 
Superintendent of Streets: 


DEAR Sir, —I respectfully submit the annual report of — 
the expenditures and income of the Paving Division of the 
Street Department for the financial year ending January 31, 
1904, showing the nature of the work, the number and 
variety of permits issued, and the details of expenditures 
involved in paving, macadamizing, regulating, and construct- 
ing various Streets. 

The Paving Division has charge of the following work: 

The maintenance and rebuilding of street surfaces and 
sidewalks. 

The placing of signs. 

The numbering of buildings. 

The issuing of permits to open or occupy the streets or 
for such other purposes as may be required under the ordi- 
nances, and assists in the removal of snow and ice from the 
streets. 

The cleaning of streets in the outlying sections of the 
city not covered by the Street Cleaning Division. 

The division is in charge of a deputy superintendent, with 
a clerical force under the direction of a chief clerk, and an 
engineering force under the direction of a chief engineer. 

Owing to the small amount of money appropriated by the 
city government for the rebuilding of streets the work 
accomplished has been somewhat limited; the renewal of 
street surfaces by the construction of a permanent stone 
pavement laid on a concrete base with pitch and pebble 
joints has been confined to the down-town streets, these being 
subjected to very heavy traffic, such as Beverly, Broad, Minot, 
Nashua and Purchase streets. 
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In the Charlestown district, Bow and Devens streets, and 
Rutherford avenue, as far as Chapman street, were relocated, 
widened and paved with large granite blocks on a six (6) 
inch Portland cement concrete base, with pitch and pebble 
joints. 

The repairs upon asphalt pavement have been serene 
located and plotted upon plans prepared for that purpose, and 
tables are annexed showing the amount of repairs and the 
cost in detail on all asphalt pavement upon which the main- 
tenance guarantee has expired. 

An innovation during the year was the agreement entered 
into by the City of Boston and the asphalt companies whereby 
the asphalt repairs on streets on which the maintenance 
guarantee has expired are guaranteed for a period of three 
(3) years. 

The asphalt repairs are becoming more extensive from year 
to year, consequently it would be more economical to resur- 
face the entire street in many cases than to continue Patch- 
ing, if sufficient funds were provided. 

Under the provisions of chapter “323” of the Acts of 
1891, and acts in amendment thereof or in addition thereto, 
there were thirty-nine (39) streets and eight (8) public alleys 
built, and five (5) streets and two (2) boulevards partly com- 
pleted during the year. 


Columbia road construction, from the bridge over the N.Y., 
N.H. & H. R.R. to South Boston Point, is progressing rapidly ; 
the section between Q and Covington streets is near completion, 
and the section between Covington street and the bridge will be 
completed during the summer of 1904. 

Bennington street, from Moore to Saratoga streets, is completed, 
and from Saratoga street to the Revere town lineis under con- 
struction. The portion between Moore and Prescott streets is in 
abeyance, awaiting the report of the Commission for the Abolish- 
ment of Grade Crossings. 

Some work in the nature of rough grading has been done in 
Dorchester street, South Boston, and Hyde Park avenue and Bel- 
grade avenue, West Roxbury. 

During the year a number of streets in the residential sections 
of the city have been surfaced with bitulithic pavement. This 
pavement was introduced last year and is a very satisfactory street 
surfacing, particularly on grades where on account of the pecu- 
liarity of its composition horses are enabled to draw loads upon 
it with safety. 

In the city proper, the streets laid with this pavement were :

Stone Crushing Plants. 


Operations in and about the stone crushing plants during 
the year have been quite active. The Iffley road crusher, 
erected in the early part of 1900, was taken down and 
removed to the Codman-street ledge, Dorchester, and re- 
erected. ‘lwo crushers were installed, the 13380 being 
the initial crusher and the 9x15 taking care of the tailings. 
The elevator carrying the broken stone from the crusher to 
the screen consists of 9-inchx 15-inch x 20-inch buckets, 
bolted to a double chain, which is carried on sprocket 
wheels. The screen is the largest now in use by the city; 
it is twenty-four (24) feet over all and four (4) feet in 
diameter, with a screen surface of one hundred twenty-five 
(125) feet divided as follows: Four (4) feet of three (3) 
inch holes, four (4) feet of two and one-half (24) inch holes, 
four (4) feet of one and one-half (14) inch holes, and 
eight feet of seven-eighths ($) inch holes, this last section 
being covered with a dust jacket five (5) feet long, per- 
forated with one-quarter (4) inch holes. The screen 
revolves on four friction rolls, the whole being carried on 
two longitudinal I-beams, resting on hard pine trusses, 
which are framed into the top plates of the stone bins. The 
elevator chains, sprocket wheels, screen, and all the wearing 
parts are made of manganese steel. An eighty (80) horse- 
power automatic cut-off Atlas engine furnishes the power for 
the plant; the crushing capacity is three hundred (300) tons 
per day, and the bins will store one thousand (1,000) tons 
crushed stone. 

In March of the present year the old crushing plant at 
Rosseter-street ledge was burned down, necessitating the 
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erection of a new plant; plans were made and a structure 
similar but not as large as that at Codman street was built 
about midway between Rosseter street and Geneva avenue. 
The elevator consists of a single chain and sprocket with 
7-inchX 12-inch 15-inch buckets. The screen is twenty 
(20) feet over all and thirty-eight (38) inches in diameter, 
divided into three (3) feet of three (8) inch holes, four (4) 
feet of two and one-half (24) inch holes, three (38) feet of 
one and one-half (14) inch holes, and six (6) feet of 
seven-eighths (§) inch holes, this last section covered with a 
dust jacket four (4) feet long, perforated with one-quarter (2) 
inch holes. A thirty (80) horse-power throttling Atlas engine 
furnishes the power. ‘The crushing capacity is two hundred 
(200) tons per day, and the bins store seven hundred (700) 
tons. ‘There are two crushers, one a9X15 Farrell, used as 
the initial crusher, and the other a 9X15 Champion, for 
the tailings. 

A new plant with a 1016 crusher, but similar in other 
respects to the Rosseter-street plant, is now under construc- 
tion at the Bleiler ledge, Roxbury. 

A new elevator and screen have been purchased for the 
Columbia-road crushing plant, which will be installed this 
winter. 

The crushing plants at Centre street, West Roxbury, 
Kenney street, Roxbury, and Chestnut Hill avenue, 
Brighton, are in fair condition, but will need some repairs 
before starting up for another season. 

The steam road-rollers, eight in number, consisting of four 
(4) Buffalo, Pitts, three (8) Aveling and Porter, and one (1) 
Harrisburg, are in good condition; the Buffalo, Pitts rollers 
are new and need no repairs ; the Aveling and Porter rollers 
and the Harrisburg roller are undergoing repairs, and will be 
in good shape in the spring. 

The department force has been employed during the year 
in repairing and resurfacing of streets, about forty (40) 
miles, or 500,000 square yards, of streets having been resur- 
faced with macadam. 

A vast amount of work remains to be done not only on 
the macadam streets, but also on the paved streets, in order 
that they be put in proper condition. The amount of pay- 
ing and regulating done by the department irrespective of 
the pitch and pebble work is as follows :

Beverly street, between Washington street, north, and Cause- 
way street was paved with large granite blocks, with pitch and 
pebble joints, on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base, the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company removing the old abandoned 
tracks previous to the contractor commencing work on the street. 
The portion between Causeway street and Warren bridge was not 
completed, as the contractor was obliged to suspend on account 
of the weather. The old pavement was excavated and dis- 
tributed, some at Charlestown and some at lot on Massachusetts 
avenue. Former pavement, granite blocks with gravel joints on 
gravel base. 

Broad street, between Central street and Atlantic avenue, was 
paved with large granite blocks, with pitch and pebble joints, on a 
6-inch Portland cement concrete base. The paving and regulat- 
ing was done under contract by W. H. Ellis, who did the neces- 
sary excavating, the price for which included the distribution of 
the old blocks, some being delivered in Charlestown and some in 
East Boston. ‘The former ‘pavement was granite blocks with 
gravel joints on gravel base. 

Court street, from Sudbury street, across Bowdoin square, was 
paved with large granite blocks, on a 6-inch American cement 
concrete base, including the area within the tracks, which was paid 
for by the Boston Elevated Railway Company. ‘The paving and 
regulating was done under contract by William J. Rafferty, who 
did the necessary excavating, the price for which included the 
hauling of the old blocks and surplus material to the lot on Mas- 
sachusetts avenue. The former payement was granite blocks 
with gravel joints on gravel base. 
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Dover street, between Washington street and Harrison avenue, 
was paved with large granite blocks, with pitch and pebble joints, 
on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base, including the area 
within the tracks, which was paid for by the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company.” The paving and regulating was done under 
contract by Benjamin M. Cram. The old pavement was removed 
and the roadway excavated by the city. Former pavement, 
granite blocks with gravel joints on gravel base. 

Minot street, between Leverett and Lowell streets, was paved 
with large granite blocks, with pitch and pebble joints, on a 
6-inch Portland cement concrete base. The paving and regulat- 
ing was done under contract by D. J. Kiley. The old pavement 
was excavated and hauled away by the city. Former pavement, 
eranite blocks with gravel joints on gravel base. 

Nashua street, between Causeway and Minot streets, was paved 
with large granite blocks, with pitch and pebble joints, on a 6-inch 
Portland cement concrete base. The paving and regulating was 
done under contract by P. Brennan & Co., who did the necessary 
excavating, the price for which included the delivery of the old 
blocks at the lot on Massachusetts avenue. Former pavement, 
granite blocks with gravel joints on gravel base. 

Purchase street, between Federal and Broad streets, was paved 
with large granite blocks, with pitch and pebble joints, on a 6-inch 
Portland cement concrete base. The paving and regulating was 
done under contract by John E. Burns & Co., who excavated the 
roadway, the price for which included the delivery of the old blocks 
at Roxbury and South Boston. Former pavement, granite blocks 
with gravel joints on gravel base. 

Carson street, between Crescent avenue and Shoreham street, 
was laid out January 5, 1887. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Benjamin M. Cram, Decem- 
ber 1, 1902; work was begun April 16, 1908, and completed June 
27,1908. It is a six (6) inch macadam roadway, with brick side- 
walks. The edgestones, flagging and crushed stone were fur- 
nished by the city and hauled by the contractor; the paving 
blocks and bricks were furnished on the line of the work by the 
city. 

P street, between East Sixth street and Columbia road, was 
laid out November 17, 1868. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to H. P. Nawn, April 17, 
1903; work was begun April 22, 1903, and completed July 29, 
1903. Itis a six (6) inch macadam roadway, with brick side- 
walks. The edgestones, flagging and crushed stone were fur- 
nished by the city and hauled by the contractor; the paving blocks 
and bricks were furnished on the line of the work by the city. 

Newbury street, between Hereford street and Massachusetts 
avenue, was paved with wooden blocks, on a six (6) inch Port- 
land cement concrete base. The paving and regulating was done 
under contract by Patrick McGovern, who did the necessary exca- 
vating. Former pavement was macadam.

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ASPHALT. 


Dartmouth street, between Boylston and Newbury streets, in 
the area formerly occupied by the old horse car tracks, one and 
one-half (15) inches of Trinidad asphalt wearing surface and one 
and one-half (14) inches of asphaltic cement concrete binder were 
laid on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base by the 
Barber Asphalt Paving Company under a ten (10) years’ main- 
tenance guarantee. 

Exchange place, between Congress and Kilby streets, was resur- 
faced with one and one-half (13) inches of Trinidad asphalt 
wearing surface on one and one-half (13) inches of asphaltic 
cement and concrete binder on the existing Portland cement 
concrete base by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company under a 
ten (10) years’ maintenance guarantee. The company removed 
the old surface and laid some Portland cement concrete which 
was required to smooth out the inequalities in the old base. 

Harrison avenue, from Union Park street to Malden street, 
was paved with one and one-half (14) inches of Trinidad 
asphalt wearing surface on one and one-half (14) inches of 
asphaltic cement concrete binder on a six (6) inch American 
cement concrete base under a ten (10) years’ maintenance 
guarantee by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. The track 
area was paved with large granite blocks on a six (6) inch Port- 
land cement concrete base by John E. Burns & Co., who exca- 
vated the roadway and did the regulating. Former pavement was 
granite blocks on gravel base. 

Harrison avenue, from Northampton street to East Lenox street, 
was paved with two (2) inches of Sicilian Rock asphalt on a six 
(6) inch Portland cement concrete base under a ten (10) years’ 
maintenance guarantee by the Boston Asphalt Company, with the 
exception of the track area, which was paved with large granite 
blocks with pitch and pebble joints on a six (6) inch Portland 
cement concrete base by H. Gore & Co., who excavated the road- 
way and did the regulating. Former pavement was macadam. 


BITULITHIC PAVEMENT. 


This is a patent pavement composed of crushed stone and 
bituminous cement. It is laid six (6) inches deep, four 
inches of which is composed of No. 1-crushed stone well 
rolled and treated with two layers of bituminous cement. 
The other two (2) inches, or wearing surface, is composed 
of crushed stone varying in size from two (2) inches to a 
fine dust, and heated and mixed with bituminous cement 
and rolled with a steam roller. This pavement was laid by 
the Warren Bros. Company in the following streets, under a 
ten (10) years maintenance guarantee: 


Belvidere street, Massachusetts avenue to Falmouth street. 
The contractor prepared the roadbed and did the regulating. 
Former pavement was macadam. 
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Berkeley street, Beacon street to Boylston street. The con- 
tractor prepared the roadbed and did the regulating. Former 
pavement was macadam. 

Dartmouth street, Beacon street to Newbury street. The con- 
tractor prepared the roadbed and did the regulating. Former 
pavement was macadam. 

Gainsborough street, Huntington avenue to N.Y., N.H. & 
H. R.R. The contractor prepared the roadbed and did the regu- 
lating. Former pavement was macadam. 

Massachusetts avenue, Columbus avenue to Huntington avenue, 
except the track area, which was paved with large granite blocks, 
with pitch and pebble joints, on a Portland cement concrete base. 
The roadbed was prepared: by the contractor, who also did the 
block paving and regulating. Former pavement was macadam. 

Oneida street, Harrison avenue to Albany street. The road- 
bed was prepared and the street regulated by the city. Former 
pavement was macadam. 

West Newton street, Columbus avenue to Huntington avenue 
and Huntington avenue to Falmouth street. The contractor pre- 
pared the roadbed and did the regulating. Former pavement 
was macadam. 

Bowen street, E street to F street. The roadbed was prepared 
and the street regulated by Redmond McDonough. 

EH street, Broadway to Fourth street. The contractor pre- 
pared the roadbed. ‘The regulating was done by W. Higgins. 
Former pavement was macadam. 

Silver street, EK street, 221 feet westerly. The contractor pre- 
pared the roadbed. The regulating was done by W. Higgins. 
Former pavement was macadam. 

Silver street, A to B street. The contractor prepared the 
roadbed. ‘The regulating was done by W. Higgins. Former 
pavement was macadam. 

West Fourth street, E street, 221 feet westerly. The con- 
tractor prepared the roadbed. The regulating was done by W. 
Higgins. Former pavement was macadam. 


ASSESSMENT STREETS. 


The following streets have been constructed under the 
provisions of chapter 323 of the Acts of 1891, and the acts 
in amendment thereof or in addition thereto: 


Adams street, Charlestown, between Common and Chestnut 
streets, was relocated and widened July 18,1901. The contract 
for constructing the surface of the street was awarded to P. 
Brennan & Co., August 14, 1902; work was begun April 15, 
1903, and completed May 8, 1903. It is paved with large granite 
blocks, with gravel joints on a gravel base. 

Ainsley street, from Rosemont street, southerly, 228 feet. Laid 
out October 21, 1901. A contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to John E. Gill, May 27, 1903, and 
work was begun June 10, 1903, and completed August 7, 1903. 
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It is a 6-inch macadam roadway with crushed stone sidewalks. 
The edgestones and paving blocks were furnished by the city on 
the line of the work. The flagging and crushed stone were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 

Austin street, between Washington and Lawrence streets, is 
643 feet long, and was relocated September 11,1901. A contract 
for constructing the surface of this street was awarded to J. J. 
Sullivan, June 4, 1903; work was begun June 18, 1903, and 
completed September 10, 1903. It is paved with large granite 
blocks, with pitch and pebble joints on a six (6) inch Portland 
cement concrete base; the sidewalks are paved with brick. The 
edgestones, paving blocks, flagging, bricks, crushed stone and 
cement were furnished by the city on the line of the work. 

Bennington street, Day square to Revere town line, 9,621 feet 
long, was widened to 100 feet, and relocated June 27,1899. This 
street has a 60-foot Telford macadam roadway, with granite block 
gutters, two (2) twenty (20) foot sidewalks; twelve (12) feet of 
each are loam and the balance is composed of brick or crushed 
stone. The section between Moore and Saratoga streets was 
awarded to James Doherty, October 23, 1902; work was begun 
on this section October 29, 1902, and suspended December 23, 
1902; resumed March 24, 1903, and completed September 19, 
1903. The section between Saratoga street and the Revere town 
line was awarded to Coleman Bros. May 22, 1903, and work was 
begun on this section June 10, 1903, and will be completed during 
the summer of 1904. 

Blanche street, between Green Hill and Preston streets, is 390 
feet long, and was laid out September 25, 1901. <A contract for 
constructing the surface of this street was awarded to John E. 
Gill, July 3, 1908; work was begun July 7, 1903, and completed 
October 7, 1903. Itis a 6-inch macadam roadway, with granite 
block gutters and crushed stone sidewalks. The edgestones, 
flagging, and crushed stone were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor to the line of the work. The granite 
paving blocks were furnished by the city and delivered on the line 
of the work. 

Blandford street, Commonwealth avenue to B. & A. R.R., is 
399 feet long, and was laid out January 24, 1899. A contract 
for constructing a concrete wall on the line of the B. & A. R.R. 
was awarded to P. McGovern, May 6, 1903, and work was 
begun May 18, 1903, and completed June 18, 1903. <A contract 
for constructing the surface of this street was awarded to Philip 
Doherty, August 10, 1903; work was begun August 18, 1903, 
and completed September 28, 1903. It is a 6-inch macadam 
roadway, with granite block gutters and sidewalks of crushed 
stone. The edgestones, flagging and crushed stone were furnished 
by the city and hauled to line of work by the contractor. The 
gutter blocks were furnished by the city on the line of the work. 

Bird street, Hancock street to Columbia road, is 327 feet long, 
and was laid out November 6, 1899. A contract for constructing 
the surface of this street was awarded to John F. Cullen, October

28, 1902; work was begun November 22, 1902, and suspended 
December 24, 1902; work was resumed March 19, 1903, and 
completed May 28, 1903. This is a 6-inch macadam roadway, 
with granite block gutters and sidewalks of crushed stone. ‘The 
edgestones and crushed stone were furnished by the city and 
hauled to the line of the work by the contractor; the gutter 
blocks and flagging were furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. 

Bow street, Washington street to City square, is 660 feet long, 
and was relocated and widened August 14, 1901. <A contract for 
constructing the surface of this street was awarded to Coleman 
Bros., June 5, 1903; work was begun September 12, 1903, and 
completed November 16, 1908. It is paved with large granite 
blocks, with pitch and pebble joints, on a 6-inch Portland cement 
concrete base. The edgestones, paving blocks, flagging, bricks, 
crushed stone and cement for concrete base were furnished by the 
city on the line of the work. 

Bower street, between E and F streets, is 515 feet long, and 
was laid out October 30, 1901. A contract for constructing the 
sidewalks, crosswalks, etc., was awarded to Redmond McDon- 
ough April 20, 1903; work was begun April 30, 1903, and com- 
pleted May 23, 19038. The edgestones and flagging were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor to the line of 
the work; the paving blocks for the crosswalks and bricks for 
the sidewalks were furnished by the city on the line of the work. 
A contract for constructing the surface of this street was awarded 
to the Warren Bros. Company, April 21, 1903; work was begun 
May 19, 1903, and was completed May 22,1903. The surface of 
this street is bitulithic pavement laid on a four (4) inch crushed 
stone foundation, under a ten (10) years’ maintenance guarantee. 
The crushed stone for the foundation was furnished by the city 
on the line of the work. 

Brookline avenue, between the Longwood avenue entrance to 
the Back Bay Fens and the Riverway, is about 3,100 feet long, 
and was relocated October 13, 1899. A contract for constructing 
the surface of this street was awarded to J. C. Coleman & Son 
December 26, 1901; work was begun August 28, 1902, and 
completed June 12, 1908. This is a six (6) inch macadam road- 
way with crushed stone sidewalks and granite block gutters. The 
straight edgestone and crushed stone were furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor to the line of the work. The cir- 
cular edgestone, paving blocks, and bricks were furnished by the 
city on the line of the work. 

Bynner street, between Day and Creighton streets, is about 
331 feet long, and was laid out March 18, 1896. A contract for 
constructing the surface of this street was awarded to Thomas J. 
Shea October 28, 1902; work was begun December 8, 1902, and 
was suspended December 24, 1902; work was resumed March 30, 


1903, and completed June 19, 1903. This is a six (6) inch. 


macadam roadway with granite block gutters and crushed stone 
sidewalks. The straight edgestone, flagging, and crushed stone

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were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor; the cir- 
cular edgestone and paving blocks were furnished by the city and 
were delivered on the line of the work. 

Capen street, between Evans and Fairmount streets, is about 
1,127 feet long, and was laid out October 7, 1901. The contract 
for constructing the surface of this street was awarded to Timothy 
J. Bradley, August 2, 1902; work was begun October 29, 1902, 
suspended January 3, 1903, resumed March 25, 1903, and com- 
pleted July 1, 1903. This is a six (6) inch macadam roadway 
with crushed stone sidewalks and granite block gutters. The 
edgestones, flagging and crushed stone were furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. The granite blocks were furnished 
and delivered by the city on the line of the work. 

Calder street, between Blue Hill avenue and Canterbury street, 
is about 506 feet long, and was laid out October 3, 1902. 
The contract for constructing the surface of this street was awarded 
to John F. Cullen, June 15, 1903 ; work was begun June 22, 1903, 
and completed July 28, 1903. This is a six (6) inch macadam 
roadway with granite block gutters and crushed stone sidewalks. 
The edgestones and granite blocks were furnished by the city and 
delivered on the line of the work. The flagging and crushed stone 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 

Carleton street, Yarmouth street to West Newton street, is about 
929 feet long, and was laid out July 30, 1901. The contract 
for constructing the surface of this street was awarded to Joseph 
B. O’Rourke, May 18, 1903; work was begun August 6, 1903, 
and completed September 25, 1903. This is a six (6) inch 
macadam roadway with granite block gutters and brick sidewalks. 
The straight edgestones, flagging and crushed stone were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor; the circular edgestone, 
gutter blocks and bricks were furnished on the line of the work by 
the city. 

Charlotte street, between Blue Hill avenue and Bradshaw street, 
is about 902 feet long, and was laid out June 6, 1896. ‘The con- 
tract for constructing the surface of this street was awarded to 
Edward J. Hayden, April 25, 1903 ; work was begun May 4, 1903, 
and completed October 9,1903. This is a six (6) inch macadam 
roadway with granite block gutters and granolithic sidewalks, with 
planting spaces. ‘The straight edgestone, flagging and crushed 
stone were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
The circular edgestones and gutter blocks were furnished by the 
city on the line of the work. ‘The loam for the planting spaces 
was furnished by the contractor. The sidewalks were built 
under a subsequent contract for artificial stone. 

Columbia road, Blue Hill avenue to Marine Park, is 20,807 feet 
long, and was laid out and relocated August 31, 1897. ‘The portion 
between Blue Hill avenue and the N.Y., N.H. GH. R.R., Ply- 
mouth Division, has been completed. It is a Telford macadam 
construction consisting of two (2) roadways, one for pleasure 
driving and the other for ordinary traffic; it has a twenty five 
(25) foot reservation between the two roadways for surface cars. 
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The sidewalks are thirteen (13) feet wide on the pleasure drive 
and ten (10) feet wide on the traffic road. Between Edward 
Everett square and Buttonwood street it is a single roadway of 
Telford macadam ; crushed stone sidewalks with a planting space 
between the sidewalk and roadway. Between Buttonwood street 
and the bridge, it is composed of two (2) roadways, one of Tel- 
ford macadam for ordinary traffic and a nine (9) inch macadam 
road for a pleasure drive; between the roadways is a fifteen 
(15) foot reservation for surface cars; the sidewalks are com- 
posed of crushed stone. On the pleasure drive there is a plant- 
ing space between the sidewalk and roadway; on the traffic side 
there are large planting spaces back of ‘the sidewalks. Between 
the bridge and Covington street the contract for constructing was 
awarded to Timothy F. Bradley, July 15, 1903; work was 
begun August 18, 1903, and is now in progress. The section 


between Covington and I streets was awarded to H. P. Nawn, 


May 5, 1903; work was begun July 20, 1903, and will be com- 
pleted during the next year. The section between I and Q 
streets was awarded to H. P. Nawn, contract dated November 
18, 1902. Work was begun April 24, 1903, and is now in 
progress. 

Cummington street, Blandford to Lawton streets, is about 
1,186 feet long, and was laid out January 24, 1899. ‘The con- 


tract for constructing the surface of this street was awarded to. 


James J. Coughlan, September 24, 1908. Work was begun 
November 16, and is now in progress. It is a six (6) inch 
macadam roadway with crushed stone sidewalks. 

Davenport street, Columbus avenue to Tremont street, is 
about 357 feet long, and was laid out November 20, 1902. A 
contract for constructing the surface of this street was awarded 
to John Connors, July 22, 1903. Work was begun August 10, 
1903, and completed September 10, 1903. This is a six (6) 
inch macadam roadway, with granite block gutters and brick 
sidewalks. The straight edgestone, flagging and crushed stone 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestones, granite blocks and bricks were furnished by 
the city on the line of the work. 

Denens street, Rutherford avenue to Washington street, is 
about 215 feet long, and was relocated and widened Aueust 14, 
1901. <A contract for constructing and regulating this street was 


awarded to Coleman Bros., June 5, 1903. Work was begun 


September 29, 1908, and completed November 11, 1903. It is 
paved with large granite blocks with pitch and pebble joints on 
a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base with brick side- 
walks. The edgestones, paving blocks, flagging, bricks, cement 
and crushed stone were furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. 

Dilworth street, Camden to Northampton streets, is about 324 
feet long, and was laid out September 9, 1902. A contract for 
constructing the surface of this street was awarded to William J. 
Barry, August 10, 1903. Work was begun August 13, 1903, 
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and completed September 10, 1908. This is a six (6) inch 
macadam roadway, with granite block gutters and brick sidewalks. 
The straight edgestones, flagging and crushed stone were fur- 
nished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular 
edgestones, gutter blocks and bricks were furnished by the city 
on the line of the work. 

Dunreath street, Aspen street westerly about 355 feet, was ex- 
tended November 6, 1902. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to John F. Cullen, August 10, 
1903. Work was begun August 25, 1903, and completed 
October 7, 1903. This is a six (6) inch macadam roadway with 
block gutters and brick sidewalks. ‘The straight edgestones, 
flagging and crushed stone were furnished by the city and hauled 
by the contractor. The circular edgestones, gutter blocks and 
bricks were furnished by the city on the line of the work. 

Elmont street, Waterlow to Faxon streets, is about 780 feet 
long, and was laid out September 23, 1902. <A contract for con- 
structing the surface of this street was awarded to Edward J. 
Hayden, August 10, 1903. Work was begun September 1, 1903, 
and completed November 2, 1903. This is a six (6) inch 
macadam roadway with granite block gutters and brick side- 
walks. ‘The straight edgestones, flagging and crushed stone 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestones, gutter blocks and bricks were furnished by 
the city on the line of the work. 

Florida street, Templeton to Ashmont street, is about 694 feet 
long, and was laid out December 21, 1901. A contract for con- 
structing the surface of this street was awarded to H. Gore & 
Co., May 25, 1903. Work was begun June 18, 1903, and com- 
pleted November 6, 1903. This street was built to conform with 
the rest of Florida street previously built, with a loam space in 
the centre and a macadam roadway on each side. The sidewalks, 
also, have a loam space between the walk and the edgestone. 
The crushed stone and flagging were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. ‘The edgestones and gutter blocks were 
furnished and delivered by the city on the line of the work. 

Hamblen street, Arlington street, across George street, is about 
335 feet long, and was laid out April 16, 1902. <A contract for 
constructing the surface of this street was awarded to P. Brennan 
& Co., April 28, 1903. Work was begun May 22, 1903, and 
completed June 27, 1903. It is paved with granite blocks on a 
gravel base, with brick sidewalks. The edgestones, flagging 
paving blocks and bricks were furnished by the city on the line 
of the work. 

Haverford street, from Cornwall street 310 feet northeasterly, 
was laid out September 8, 1902. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to William J. Barry, March 
13, 1908. Work was begun March 18, 1903, and completed 
April 30, 19038. This is a six (6) inch macadam roadway, with 
granite block gutters and brick sidewalks. The straight edge- 
stones, flagging and crushed stone were furnished by the city and 
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hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestones, gutter blocks 
and bricks were furnished and delivered by the city on the line of 
the work. 

Hinckley street, between Pleasant and Bakersfield streets, is 
about 406 feet long, and was laid out September 24,1901. A 
contract for constructing the surface of this street was awarded 
to John E. Gill, October 21, 1902. Work was begun November 
3, 1902, and was suspended December 11, 1902. Work was 
resumed April 14, 1903, and completed April 25,1903. This 
street is a six (6) inch macadam roadway, with granite block 
gutters and crushed stone sidewalks. The straight edgestones 
and crushed stone were furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor. The flagging and paving blocks were furnished and 
delivered by the city on the line of the work. 

Hale street, extended to South Margin street, November 21, 
1902, is about 154 feet long. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to D. J. Kiley, August 10, 
1903. Work was begun September 3, 1903, and completed 
September 30, 1908. It is paved with granite blocks on gravel 
base, with brick sidewalks. The straight edgestones, flagging 
and gutter blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor. The bricks for the sidewalks were furnished and 
delivered by the city on the line of the work. 

Moultrie street, Allston to Washington streets, is about 1,328 
feet long, and was laid out October 1, 1901. A contract for 
constructing the artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to Warren 
Bros., July 138, 1903. Work was begun July 23, 19038, and com- 
pleted September 1, 1903. 

Lindsey street, Waldeck street to Greenbrier street, is about 
1,240 feet long, and was laid out October 1, 1901. <A contract 
for constructing the surface of this street was awarded Daniel E. 
Lynch, November 28, 1902. Work was begun March 12, 1908, 
and completed May 9, 19038. Itis asix (6) inch macadam road- 
way with granite block gutters. The straight edgestones, flag- 
ging and crushed stone were furnished by the city and hauled by 
the contractor. The gutter blocks were furnished and delivered 
by the city on the line of the work. A contract for construct- 
ing the artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to Warren Bros. 
Company, May 21, 1903. Work was begun June 9, 19038, and 
completed July 15, 19038. 

Millet street, Talbot avenue to Southern avenue, is about 471 
feet long, and was laid out October 29, 1902. A contract for 
constructing the surface of this street was awarded to Frank A. 
Foster, May 20, 1903. Work was begun October 9, 1903, and 
completed November 18, 1903. It is a six (6) inch macadam 
roadway with granite block gutters and crushed stone sidewalks. 
The straight edgestones, flagging and crushed stone were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. The gutter blocks 
and bricks were furnished and delivered by the city on the line of 
the work. 

Oswald street, Calumet to Hillside street, is about 298 feet long, 
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and was laid out November 24, 1902. A contract for construct- 
ing the surface of this street was awarded to Philip Doherty, 
November 19, 1903. Work was begun November 24, 1908, and 
will be completed some time during the next year. It is a six (6) 
inch macadam roadway. 

Public alley 12, from Poplar street to Public alley No. 14, 
is about 77 feet long, and was laid out October 29,1902. A 
contract for excavating and regulating this alley was awarded to 
D. J. Kiley, July 15, 1903. Work was begun August 1, 1903, 
and completed August 29, 1903. <A contract for constructing the 
asphalt surface of this alley was awarded to the Boston Asphalt 
Company, July 20,1903. Work was begun September 14, 1903, 
and completed September 22, 1903. This asphalt surface was 
laid under a ten (10) years’ maintenance guarantee. 

Public alley 13, Poplar street to Public alley No. 14, is 
about 78 feet long, and was laid out October 29, 1902. A con- 
tract for constructing the surface of this alley was awarded to 
D. J. Kiley, July 15, 1903. Work was begun August 1, 1903, 
and completed August 29, 1903. It is a granite block pavement 
with grout joints laid on a gravel base. The sidewalks are com- 
posed of concrete one (1) foot in width to support the edgestones. 

Public alley 14, from Public alley No. 12 to Public alley 
No. 15, is about 464 feet long, and was laid out October 29, 1903. 
A contract for constructing the surface of this alley was awarded 
to D. J. Kiley, July 15,1903. Work was begun August 1, 1903, 
and completed August 29, 1903. It is a granite block pavement 
with grout joints laid on a gravel base. The sidewalks are com- 
posed of concrete one (1) foot in width, which was’used to support 
the edgestones. 

Public alley 15, Poplar street to Public alley No. 14, is 
about 84 feet long, and was laid out October 29, 1902. A con- 
tract for constructing the surface of this alley was awarded to 
D. J. Kiley, July 15, 1903. Work was begun August 1, 1903, 
and completed August 29, 1903. It is a granite block pavement 
with grout joints laid on a gravel base. ‘The sidewalks are one 
(1) foot in width, composed of concrete, this being used to support 
the edgestones. 

Public alley 502, from a common passageway to Public alley 
508, is about 475 feet long, and was laid out August 26,1901. A 
contract for constructing the surface of this alley was awarded 
to Benjamin M. Cram, November 18, 1902. Work was begun 
November 19, 1902, suspended December 31, 1902, resumed 
March 18, 1908, and completed April 3, 19038. It is a granite 
block pavement with grout joints laid on a gravel base with brick 
sidewalks. As about all the yards are below the level of the side- 
walks, concrete walls were built at the back of the sidewalks, ex- 
tending two (2) feet below the grade of the yards. 

Public alley 503, from Concord street to Rutland square, is 
about 211 feet long, and was laid out August 26, 1901. A con- 
tract for constructing the surface of this alley was awarded to 
Benjamin M. Cram, March 20, 1903. Work was begun April 6, 
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1908, and completed April 21, 1908. It is a granite block pave- 
ment with grout joints laid on a gravel base with brick sidewalks. 
As about all the yards are below the level of the sidewalks, con- 
crete walls were built at the back of the sidewalks, extending two 
(2) feet below the level of the yards. 

Public alley 804, from Public alley 803 to Public alley 805, is 
about 530 feet long, and was laid out September 23, 1902. A 
contract for constructing the surface of this alley was awarded to 
James J. Coughlan, October 24,1903. Work was begun October 
30, 1903, and completed December 4, 1903. It is a granite block 
pavement with grout joints on a gravel base. The sidewalks are 
composed of concrete one (1) foot in width, which was used to 
support the edgestones. 

Public alley 441, between Boylston and Newbury streets, from 
Exeter to Fairfield streets, is about 622 feet long, and was laid 
out October 18, 1899. A contract for excavating and regulating 
this alley was awarded to Benjamin M. Cram, August 30, 1900. 
Work was begun April 14, 1903, and completed May 5, 1903. 
The contract for the asphalt surface of this alley was awarded to 
the Boston Asphalt Company, August 29, 1900. Work was 
begun May 11, 1903, and completed May 25, 1903. This sur- 
face was laid under a ten (10) years’ maintenance guarantee. 

Ritchie street, Columbus avenue to Marcella street, is about 
870 feet long, and was laid out October 25, 1901. A contract for 
constructing the surface of this street was awarded to Robert 
Eagar, May 20, 1903. Work was begun May 25, 1903, and com- 
pleted September 8, 1903. Itis a six (6) inch macadam road- 
way with granite block gutters and crushed stone sidewalks. ‘The 
straight edgestones, flagging and crushed stone were furnished by 
the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestones 
and gutter blocks were furnished and delivered on the line of the 
work by the city. A contract for doing the rough grading was 
awarded to Mark H. Lynch, January 2, 1903, and completed 
May 25, 1903. 

Roseclair street, Boston street to Dorchester avenue, is about 
1,291 feet long, and was laid out October 8, 1902. <A contract 
for constructing the surface of this street was awarded to William 
J. Rafferty, August 10,1903. Work was begun August 17, 1903, 
and completed October 30, 1903. It is a six (6) inch macadam 
roadway with granite block gutters and crushed stone sidewalks. 
All the materials were furnished on the line of the work by the 
city. 

Disanions street, Adams street to Gustine avenue, is about 
385 feet long, and was laid out October 21,1901. <A contract for 
constructing the surface of this street was awarded to James J. 
Coughlan, May 20, 1903. Work was begun June 3, 1903, and 
completed August 4, 1903. Itis a six (6) inch macadam road- 
way with granite block gutters and crushed stone sidewalks. 
The crushed stone and flagging were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. ‘The edgestones and gutter blocks were 
furnished by the city on the line of the work.

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Rutherford avenue, Devens to Chapman street, is about 976 
feet long, and was widened and relocated August 14, 1901. A 
contract for constructing the surface of this street was awarded 
to John E. Burns & Co. June 5, 1903. Work under this contract 
was begun June 24, 1903, and completed October 24, 1903. 
It is a granite block pavement with pitch and pebble joints on a 
six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, and brick sidewalks. 
All materials required were furnished by the city on the line of 
the work. 

Seymour street, between Brown avenue and Canterbury street, 
is about 1,149 feet long, and was laid out August 18, 1902. A 
contract for constructing the surface of this street was awarded 
to Thomas F. Minton, October 27, 1903. Work was begun 
October 29, 1903, and will be completed during the season of 
1904. It is a six (6) inch macadam roadway with granite block 
gutters and crushed stone sidewalks. 

South Huntington avenue, between Heath and Centre streets, 
is about 3,424 feet long, and was laid out March 4, 1901. <A con- 
tract for constructing the surface of this street was awarded to 
James Doherty, November 24, 1902. Work was begun March - 
12, 1903, and completed July 25, 1903. This is a six (6) inch 
macadam roadway with granite block gutters and crushed stone 
sidewalks. The straight edgestone, flagging and crushed stone 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestones and gutter blocks were furnished by the city 
on the line of the work. 

St. Margaret strect, between Boston and Roseclair streets, is 
about 996 feet long, and was laid out October 3, 1902. <A con- 
tract for constructing the surface of this street was awarded to 
William J. Rafferty, June 8, 1903.

There have been 16,937 notices sent to the various fore- 
men during the year, directing them to repair defects in the 
public streets which had been reported by the police, inspect- 
ors and others; also 5,733 notices to departments, corpora- 
tions and private parties to repair the streets where they had 
received permits for excavations, and the work of resurfacing 
had been improperly done, and to owners of estates where 
coal-holes or sidewalk lights were defective. | 

Five hundred and forty-five notices have been sent to de- 
partments and corporations at the request of the chief 
engineer and foremen of the Paving Division, calling for 
various changes on account of street improvements. In 
each case permits have been granted allowing them to do the 
work. 

Four thousand nine hundred and fourteen notices have been 
sent to departments, corporations and owners of abutting 
estates on streets where improvements were about to be 
made. 


INSPECTORS. 


Inspectors are now located at the various paving yards, 
with the exception of those required in the office for emer- 
gency work. They report each day by mail to the Permit 
office, and notices are sent on their complaints to the 
proper parties, directing repairs to be made, and each in- 
spector is expected to see that these complaints are given 
proper attention. 

There have been other inspectors detailed to serve with, 
and at the expense of, the various corporations excavating in 
the streets, who make a written report daily and weekly on 
blanks prepared for the purpose. 


EMERGENCY PERMITS. 


These permits have been a source of annoyance for many 
years, but the change in methods adopted during the year 
have shown good results, and a marked improvement over 
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preceding years. An absolute knowledge of every opening 
made is not obtained, as permits occasionally get into the 
hands of unreliable foremen or laborers who loose them, but 
much better information is received than ever before.

We have much trouble in renumbering streets which were 
numbered many years ago and have outgrown the conditions 
of those times. After making arrangements, and notifying 
abutters on said streets of the proposed renumbering, the 
department is besieged with petitions from the residents 
against the change. 

The matter is abandoned only to come up again at some 
future time. 

I have in mind at this time India street, on which we have 
done all that can be done without renumbering, and still 
there are requests for numbering new buildings, with protests 
from old-established concerns on that street, and I would 
respectfully suggest that a notice be sent to said occupants 
of buildings on such streets that on some stated time, say 
January 1, 1905, we shall proceed to renumber certain streets, 
thereby giving them time to make such changes in their 
business paper and cards as will become necessary. 
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PROPERTY IN CHARGE OF THE DEPUTY SUPERIN-— 
TENDENT OF PAVING DIVISION. 


Buildings and wharf on Albany street, opposite Sharon 
street. The building is of brick and wood, and covers some 
8,000 square feet of land, and is divided into a shed for 
storage, blacksmith’s and carpenter’s shops, tool-room, and 
stable. The total contents of the lot, including wharf and 
buildings, are 63,180 square feet. 

Fort Hill wharf, containing 21,054 square feet, placed in 
charge of the Paving Department May 18, 1874, to be used 
for the landing and storage of paving blocks and gravel until 
such time as said wharf shall be wanted for the extension of 
Oliver street. The greater part of said wharf is occupied by 
the Sanitary Division as a garbage dump, and the building 
thereon is leased to a tenant. 

Ledge lot on Washington street, corner Dimock street, 
Roxbury, containing 134,671 square feet. Upon this lot are 
buildings containing a steam-engine and stone-crusher. 

Highland street stable lot. Upon this lot is a large brick 
stable, erected in 1873, and occupied by the Sanitary and 
Paving Divisions; also a brick building used as a black- 
smith’s shop, and a shed for the storage of tools, etc. 

Ledge lot on Codman street, Dorchester, containing 299,000 
square feet, was purchased in 1870. Upon this lot is a shed 
containing a steam-engine and _ stone-crusher, also a stable 
and tool-house. 

On the Almshouse lot, Hancock street, Dorchester, there 
are two stables, also a shed and tool-house. 

Ledge lot on Magnolia street and Bird place, Dorchester, 
containing 81,068 square feet. This lot was purchased by 
the town of Dorchester in 1867. 

Downer avenue lot, Dorchester, containing 35,300 square 
feet. 

On Child street, West Roxbury, a lot of land containing 
43,024 square feet, upon which are a stable and shed, black- 
smith’s shop, and tool-house. 

Gravel lot in the town of Milton, on Brush Hill road, con- 
taining 64,523 square feet, leased May 13, 1848, by the 
town of Dorchester for 999 years; also lot of land adjoining, 
containing about 380,000 square feet, owned by the City of 
Boston. 

Gravel lot on Morton street, Ward 23, containing about 
one-third of an acre, purchased by the town of West Rox- 
bury in 1870, used for storage purposes.

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Ledge and gravel lot, rear of Union street, containing 
about 37,000 square feet, purchased by the town of Brighton. 
This lot is at present leased. 

Ledge lot on Chestnut Hill avenue, Brighton, containing 
about thirteen acres, upon which are an office, engine-house, 
_ stable, and crusher plant. 

On Medford street, Charlestown, a wharf lot, foot of Elm 
street, containing 8,000 feet, upon which are sheds, office, 
stable, ete. 

In South Boston, corner of H street and Columbia road, 
stable, carriage-house, shed, tool-house, and office on leased 
land. 

On Hereford street, a yard with shed, tool-house, and 
office. 

“Wharf known as Atkin’s wharf, 521 Commercial street, 
purchased in 1887 for $24,000, containing 22,5538 square 
feet, having on it an office and stable. 

On Centre street, West Roxbury, buildings containing . 
engines, stone-crushers, tools, etc., on leased land. 

On Rosseter street, Dorchester, buildings containing en- 
gines, stone-crushers, tools, etc., on leased land. 

On Revere street, wharf for storing paving blocks, etc. 

Wharf on Chelsea street, East Boston, containing 61,000 
square feet, with buildings, purchased in 1897 for $15,000. 

Wharf on East Eagle street, East Boston, known as Glen- 
don Wharf, used jointly with Sanitary, Sewer, and Street 
Cleaning Divisions. Upon this lot are sheds, stable, and 
offices on leased land. 

On Kenney street, Roxbury, buildings containing engines, 
stone-crushers, tools, etc., on leased land. 

On Columbia road, Dorchester, buildings containing en- 
gines, stone-crushers, tools, etc., on leased land. 

On Hamlin street, South Boston, lot used for storage pur- 
poses. 

On Mt. Vernon street, West Roxbury, yard lot belonging 
to the Schoolhouse Commission, used for storage purposes. 

On Massachusetts avenue, South End, lot used for storage 
purposes. 

On Savin Hill avenue, Dorchester, crushing plant on ledge 
of John McMorrow. 

On Heath street, Roxbury, buildings containing engines, 
stone-crushers, tools, etc., on leased land.

horses, located at 8317 and 819 First street, South Boston. 


East Boston Stable. (Leased.) 


Stable and shed, with accommodations for fifteen horses, 
located at 324 East Eagle street, and occupied jointly by 
Paving, Sewer, Street Cleaning, and Sanitary Divisions. 
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Charlestown Stable. 


There are accommodations for twenty-five horses, situated 
on Rutherford avenue; lot contains 17,300 square feet of 
land; stable built in 1875, cost $5,083.07; sheds and out- 
buildings built in 1879. 


Brighton. 


Accommodation is provided by the Sewer Division at its 
stable on Western avenue for five horses of the Sanitary 
Division. 

Mighland Stable. 


There are accommodations for seventy-two horses on the 
old Almshouse lot, Highland street, containing 81,082 square 
feet. A part of this stable and adjoining lot is used by the 
Paving Division. ‘There is on this lot a brick stable, built in 
1878, which cost $88,594.13. On this lot is an offal-shed, . 
erected in 1875, at a cost of $1,160.12. This offal-shed, 
was abandoned on April 1, 1897, and in 1900 part of it was 
remodeled, and is now used as a carriage-house and wash-room. 


South City Stables, Shops and Sheds. 


Situated on Albany street, opposite Newton street. ‘The 
lot belonged to the city before being used for this purpose, 
and contains 90,780 square feet of land. 

The stables and buildings connected therewith are of brick. 
There are also on the premises five wooden sheds, used for 
storing wagons, etc. The stable is two stories high, with 
French roof, and has accommodations for one hundred horses. 
Twenty-three horses are kept in sheds. ‘Total original cost, 
exclusive of land, $79,089.28. In 1899a Veterinary hospital 
was built and equipped for.the purpose of caring for sick and 
disabled horses. 

Connected with stables are blacksmith, wheelwright, paint 
and harnessmaker’s shops, in which wagons, carts, harnesses, 
etc., used by this and other departments, are constructed and 
kept in repair, also a horseshoeing shop, in which the horses 
of the department located in this section of the city are shod. 


West Stables and Sheds. 


The stable is a brick building, a story aud a half high, 128 
feet by 50 feet, located on North Grove street; built in 1860, 
without buildings attached to same. It has accommodations 
for 90 horses in stables and sheds. The lot contains about 
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45,152 square feet. On May 11, 1896, a horseshoeing shop 
was established for the purpose of shoeing horses of the 
department stabled in this section of the city. 


Fort Mill Wharf. 


Containing 21,054 square feet, placed in charge of the 
Sanitary Division; used as a dumping station for the city’s 
garbage and refuse, and as a mooring place for dumping- 
boats and scows, which convey this material to sea and to 
the plant of the New England Sanitary Product Company. 
Cost of constructing platform and dredging dock, $6,219.33. 
There are three Barney dumping-boats which are in con- 
tinual use, and are towed to sea by the department tugboat 
“ Cormorant.” 

A portion of this wharf is used by the Street Cleaning 
Division as a locker for patrol push-carts, etc., and a part is 
in use by the Paving Division. 


Packard’s Wharf. (Leased.) 


Situated at 464 Atlantic avenue; used as a berth for 
dumping-boats in connection with Fort Hill wharf. Leased 
from the widow and heirs of Henry C. Snow. 


Lntehfield’s Wharf. (Leased.) 


Situated at 466 to 470 Atlantic avenue, containing about 
30,460 square feet. Leased from Jacob H. Hecht, March 1, 
1898, for a period of ten years. This wharf adjoins Fort 
Hill wharf, and is occupied in part by the New England 
Sanitary Product Company as a berth for their scows, and 
also by the buildings of the City Refuse Utilization Company 
for the disposal of waste and rubbish. This property is now 
owned by the Middlesex Trust.

REPORT OF THE DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT OF 
THE SEWER DIVISION. 


30 TREMONT STREET, Boston, February 1, 1904 


Mr. JAMES DONOVAN, 
Superintendent of Streets: 


DEAR Sir, —I respectfully submit report of the expendi- 
tures, income and operation of the Sewer Division for the 
financial year ending January 31, 1904, together with . 
recommendations as to future development of the sewer 
system. 

The work of the Sewer Division is as follows: 

The preparation of the plans for sewerage works, the con- 
struction and maintenance of all drainage works, including 
the investigation of complaints in regard to defective 
drainage, the granting of permits for sewer connections, and 
the preparation of plans for the assessment of the cost of 
construction; also the examination of the plans of other 
corporations proposing to construct works in public streets, 
with reference to their probable interference with sewerage 
works, and approval of lines and grades of private streets 
with reference to the requirements of this division. 

In the last annual report a draft of a bill, Chapter 388, 
was quoted, being a bill introduced on petition of His Honor 
the Mayor to provide funds for the work of converting 
existing sewer systems in the South Metropolitan District 
from combined to separate sewers, and for building necessary 
branches of the Metropolitan high level sewer to collect 
and convey the sewage to this sewer. This act was passed, 
and under it the department has done a large amount of 
work during the past year— 8,912 feet of high level inter- 
cepting sewers have been contracted for and a considerable 
amount of work done in the conversion of the existing 
system. The sewer systems of the Talbot avenue and 
Lauriat avenue districts have been largely changed to a sep- 
arate system, and, in addition, surface drains have been built 
in many other portions of the South Metropolitan District. 
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During the past year the question of the changes in the 
sewer system of Boston incidental to the building of the 
Charles River Dam have come up for consideration. 
According to the Charles River Basin Act, it is obligatory 
upon the Commission to build a marginal conduit on the 
Boston side to convey the overflow of mingled sewage and 
surface water from the old outlets of the Boston system 
to a point below the dam, in order to insure the purity of the 
water of the proposed Charles River Basin. In studying 
this question, it seemed to the officials of the Sewer Division 
that this arrangement would be one of doubtful utility for 
two reasons — first, this conduit would be a difficult and 
expensive affair to maintain in a clean and sanitary condition, 
and if not so maintained would constitute in itself a serious 
nuisance all along the Charles River water front, and, 
secondly, there was a liability of creating a serious nuisance 
in the water of the harbor immediately below the dam where 
the river, being cut off by the dam, would have no tidal flow, 
and is obstructed by thousands of piles which support the 
railroad bridges. 

It appeared that a much more efficient provision for safe- 
guarding the basin would be effected by-changing the com- 
bined systems of the Back Bay and West End into separate 
systems, whereby the most offensive material, that is, sewage 
proper, would be conveyed directly at all times to Boston’s 
main intercepting sewer and thence to Moon Island without 
being mingled with floods of storm water, and by them 
carried over into the basin. Such a change of sewer systems 
would also be highly beneficial to the Back Bay, because of 
the fact that the sewer system in this flat territory operates 
under very disadvantageous conditions, its gradients being 
extremely flat, and as the general levels of the cellars are 
close to, and in some cases below, high tide levels, there is 
constant danger of flooding when the sewers are filled up by 
rain water during the period of high tide. If the cellars and 
premises could be connected directly with the sanitary sewers 
of a separate system, which in their turn were connected 
directly with the main drain, they would have the benefit of 
the pumping plant at Calf Pasture, and this liability of 
flooding would be avoided. The matter was presented to 
His Honor the Mayor, and his Honor took the position that 
if this work of conversion of the sewers was a desirable and 
almost necessary change, it would be better to undertake it | 
at the present time instead of building the marginal conduit, 
and although it would cost more he was willing to advocate 
it, provided the city could be relieved of bearing its share of 
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the expense of building the aforesaid marginal conduit. The 
proposition was made to the Charles River Basin Commission, 
and upon the petition of His Honor the Mayor the following 
bill was presented to the Legislature : 


An Act RELATIVE TO THE CHARLES RIVER BASIN. 


. Be tt enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. Acts of nineteen hundred and three, chapter four 
hundred and sixty-five, is hereby amended by striking out section 
five and inserting in place thereof the following : 

Sect. 5. ‘The commission, before the completion of the dam, 
shall construct a marginal conduit on the north side of the basin 
from the outlet of the overflow channel in Binney street to a 
point below the dam, the conduit to be used to receive and conduct 
below the dam the overflow from sewers and surface drainage and 
other refuse matter which would otherwise pass into the basin. 

Sect. 2. Said act is further amended by striking out in section 
ten all after the word ‘‘streets,” in the thirteenth line, and . 
inserting in place thereof the following: Such officer or officers 
shall construct conduits for Stony brook between Green street 
and Forest Hills and between the westerly side of Elmwood 
street and the Fens, and shall reconstruct its sewerage system so 
that no sewage will empty into Charles river above said dam; 
and to meet the expenses incurred for said conduits and the 
reconstruction of its sewerage system the city treasurer of said 
city shall from time to time on the request of the mayor issue and 
sell bonds of the city to an amount not exceeding five hundred 
thousand dollars in any one year, and the bonds so issued shall 
not be reckoned in determining the legal indebtedness of the city. 

Sect. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


The Commission, however, at the date of this writing, 
have not definitely indicated what their policy is to be in 
regard to this proposition. 

A general statement of the most important work done by 
the division during the year, accompanied by recommendations 
as to the work required in the immediate future, is given in 
the succeeding pages, and is classified according to districts. 


SoutH Boston. 


There have been constructed in this district, during the 
past year, 908.17 linear fect of brick sewer, 524.60 linear 
feet of wooden sewer, 5,863.24 linear feet of pipe sewer, 969.88 
linear feet of brick surface drain, 5,861.61 linear feet of pipe 
surface drain, and 290 linear feet of house drain, making a 
tota! of 14,417.50 linear feet, or 2.78 miles. 
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The principal works completed are: 

Columbia road, between New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad and Q street. Work was carried on through- 
out the entire year, and this portion can now be said to be 
completed and ready for street surfacing — with the excep- 
tion of that part between Board of Survey street 1,746 and 
Preble street, where a small part of the outlet in Old Colony 
avenue remains unfinished. 

L-street outlet. This outlet, which takes the storm water 
from about 40 acres in the vicinity of Broadway, K street, L 
street, and East First street, was finished this year. 

Sewers have been built in Covington street, F street, 
between First and Second streets, and Q street, between East 
Broadway and East Third street. Swallow street has been 
built under the Act 328. 

Work has been started in D street for the relief of the 
surrounding estates, which have been frequently flooded. 
Extensive operations have also been begun in Dorchester 
street, on account of the widening. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


A street, between West First and Congress street. 
This is an old wooden and brick sewer which has been broken 
down in several places, during the past year, cutting off the 
flow from the large warehouse district in the vicinity of A 
street and Congress street, resulting in considerable damage. 
Temporary repairs have been made, from time to time, but 
an extensive system of new sewers and drains is essential 
before the sanitary conditions can be called satisfactory. 

H-street outlet. This outlet should be extended to 
deeper water and stone-wing walls built to protect the 
same. 

K-street outlet should be extended to deeper water 
and a system of wing-walls constructed as proposed for the 
H-street outlet. 

N-street outlet. This outlet should be cleaned out 
from its mouth to the northerly line of Columbia road,-as it 
rapidly fills up with sand from the adjoining beach. 

Vale-street outlet will probably be completed the 
coming year, and, upon the completion of the sewer system 
in Columbia avenue and Kemp street, will allow us to aban- 
don the Vinton-street overflow. 

Athens street, between D and F streets. This is a 
small wood and slate affair, about half-filled with smudge, 
which is irremovable and emits a very bad odor.

Broadway, between D and E streets. This sewer should 
be built at a lower grade and larger size to give adequate 
drainage to the neighboring cellars. 


EAst Boston. 


Thirteen thousand nine hundred and fifty-six linear feet 
of brick and pipe sewers and surface drains were built dur- 
ing the year. All of this work was in Bennington-street 
Boulevard, except surface drains for Leyden and Gladstone 
streets. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


During the year 1904, it is important that the East 
Boston low level sewer be built. This will afford an outlet 
for all of Bennington street east of Saratoga street, and will 
advance the development of* the low lying section of Breed’s 
Island adjacent to and west of Belle Isle inlet. It is of 
great importance that this work be begun as soon as possible. 

The Moore-street branch intercepter should be started to 
relieve as soon as possible the nuisance existing during the 
warm weather at the foot of Moore street, when the sewer 
empties out on to the flats and produces a stench at every 
low tide. 


CHARLESTOWN. 


Two thousand nine hundred and seventy-four lnear feet 
of brick, pipe and concrete sewers and outlets were built 
in this district. 

The most important work was the rebuilding of a part of 
the Rutherford-avenue outlet of an adequate size for all 
future needs. This was 6 feet by 7 feet concrete and steel 
and brick structure. } 

Also the construction of sewers in Hamblen street and 
Arlington avenue, which completed the connection of the 
Beacham-street district, so called, with the Metropolitan 
sewer. : 

Sewerage works were built in Rutherford avenue, Devens 
and Bow streets, under chapter 323 of the Acts of 1891, 
etc. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Aside from the Rutherford avenue sewer, between outlet 
and Middlesex street, which needs rebuilding, there are only 
small jobs to consider in this district. If all these were 
built which are desirable in order to relieve the flooding of 
cellars and similar troubles, it would amount to changing the 
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sewerage system of the low lying parts from a combined to 
a separate system. This will undoubtedly be finally done, 
but the change can be brought about gradually. 


BRIGHTON. 


Nine thousand six hundred and fifty-seven linear feet of 
pipe sewer and surface drain were built and 690 feet of brick 
conduit. 

The most important of this was the Faneuil Valley Brook 
outlet in private land, between North Beacon street and 
Charles River, passing under the high railroad embankment. 
This was 12 feet circular brick and 12 feet 8 inches by 11 
feet brick. The surface drains built turned the drainage 
system of quite a large area about Bigelow hill from a com- 
bined to a distinctly separate system. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The work for which there is the greatest demand for the 
coming year is the building of Shepard Brook conduit, from 
Faneuil Valley Brook at North Beacon street, near Wool 
pond, to Shannon street. The estimated cost for this is about 
$91,500. 


West RoxBurRY. 


Thirty-four thousand six hundred and sixty linear feet of 
brick, concrete and pipe sewers and surface drains were built 
during 1903. 

The most important was the 8-foot circular concrete con- 
duit for Roslindale branch of Stony Brook, between Wash- 
ington and Cohasset streets, and the rebuilding of a 4-foot 
circular brick conduit in Washington street to Kittredge 
street; also the building of house sewers in a large territory 
in the vicinity of Washington and Beech streets and Colberg 
avenue, and about 12,600 linear feet of surface drains princi- 
pally in streets which drain into the Roslindale main sewer. 
These will tend to relieve the sewer of storm water with 
which it is overcrowded at every rainfall. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Hyde Park avenue and Belgrade avenue are ordered laid 
out and constructed under chapter 323 of the Acts of 1891. 
These streets must have complete sewerage systems, except 
that part of Hyde Park avenue between Larch place and 
point near Patten street. ‘This part of the street will even- 
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tually be drained by the West Roxbury low level sewer, and 
at present outlets can be obtained only for surface drains. 

The conduit for Roslindale branch of Stony Brook should 
be built between Cohasset and Linden streets and the brook 
improved with permanent culverts under streets, and walled 
channels in other places from Linden street to Belgrade 
avenue. ‘The estimated cost of this is about $60,000. 

The Florence street branch of Roslindale brook should be 
built from the Roslindale brook to Poplar street. There is 
great necessity for this conduit to provide an outlet for sur- 
face water and relieve property flooded in heavy rains. 
Estimated cost is $140,000. 

Talbot avenue high level sewer, between Canterbury and 
Morton streets. ‘The first section of this has begun and the 
remainder should be pushed through to completion during 
1904. | 

Sewers are badly needed in Addington street, between 
Metropolitan sewer in Weld street and Dunbar street, and - 
also in the adjacent streets. Petitions have been received 
for these sewers for the past two or three years, and relief 
from present extremely unsanitary conditions are badly 
needed. 


NortTH DORCHESTER. 


There have been built in this district during the past 
year, 6,064.61 linear feet of pipe sewer, 1,950.07 linear feet 
of brick surface drain, 32,431.18 linear feet of pipe surface 
drain, and 1,249 linear feet of house drain, making a total 
of 41,694.86 linear feet, or 7.90 miles. 

The principal works completed are: 

Freeport street brook, between tide-water and Pleasant 
street, the outlet for which was completed this year, and 
which also includes changes in the sewer system of Dorches- 
ter avenue and flattening of sections of the intercepting 
sewer. 

Crescent avenue brook, between the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad and Carson street. A small 
portion of 6 foot 6 inch circular brick outlet has been 
completed. 

Willow court and outlet in private land, which was recom- 
mended in last year’s report, has been finished. | 

The separation of the storm water in the high level area 
was the most important work in Dorchester the past year, 
both in respect to length and advantages secured. ‘These 
latter include the draining of the Talbot avenue area, embrac- 
ing the following streets, viz. : 
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Harvard street, between Blue Hill avenue and Esmond 
street. In this street the sewer was rebuilt at a lower 
grade; also a large brick surface drain, some 500 feet in 
length, to take the lateral drains from Abbot, Wales and 
Esmond streets, which in turn drain the adjacent streets. 

Other streets in this district in which the separation of 
the system was accomplished are Algonquin, Athelwold, 
Bradshaw, Bicknell, Bradlee, Chamberlain, Erie, Elmo, Fowler, 
Glenway, Glenarm, Gleason and Gaylord streets, Michigan 
avenue, Merlin street, Millett, Nottingham, McLellan, Page, 
Park, Seaver, Spencer, School, Thane and Wolcott streets ; 
also Warner and Washington streets, between Erie and 
Bowdoin streets. 

Sewers have been constructed in Claybourne street, But- 
tonwood court, Elder street extension, Geneva avenue, Levant 
and ‘T'ebroc streets. 

Private parties have constructed sewers in Downer street, 
Greeley, Greenwood and Brenton streets, Wellington road 
and Lombard way. 

Elmont street, Greenhalge street, Roseclair street, and part 
of Columbia road, between Buttonwood street and the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, have been built 
‘under the Act.” 

Surface drains have been constructed in Clapp street, Elton 
street and Grampian way. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Franklin field conduit. This should be extended up to 
Blue Hill avenue, to take the flow of the old watercourse 
which now meanders through private land and constitutes a 
source of much annoyance to the abutters. 

Tenean Creek, between Westville street and Homes 
avenue. ‘This is made necessary by the large amount of 
surface water which is brought down from Hamilton street, 
Draper street and other streets in this vicinity which have 
no storm water outlet, consequently overflowing into private 
land and causing not a little damage to the abutting property. 

Normandy street. This street will be taken care of 
during the coming year, as contract has been let for building 
the necessary sewer and surface drains. 

Tonawanda-street surface drain. This drain should 
be lowered from a point in Tonawanda street across private 
land, Lindsey street and Stratford street to Park street. 
This drain was built by private parties and takes the storm 
water from a considerable area, but was laid with poor joints 
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and has become nearly filled with sand. When rebuilt it 
should be laid at a lower grade. 

Faxon-street surface drain. <A drain should be built 
from a point opposite Faxon street, on the line of the 
Oakland Garden fork of Canterbury branch of Stony 
brook, through Faxon street to Washington street, to take 
' the storm water from Kilton street, Millet street and other 
streets in this low country, which are flooded after nearly 
every heavy rain. 

Dorchester brook sewer. A _ start should be made the 
coming year on the separation of the system in the area 
drained by the Dorchester brook sewer, as the district through ~ 
which this sewer flows has been built up so rapidly in the 
past few years that the main trunk sewer is utterly inade- 
quate to take the drainage flow. 

Coleman-street brook, in private land, between — Free- 
port-street brook and Quincy street. A surface drain is 
needed to take the old brook course. 7 

There should also be built a surface drain in East Cottage 
street, between Norfolk avenue and the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad bridge; also the Crescent- 
avenue surface drain should be extended from its present end 
to Pond street. 

A surface drain should likewise be constructed in Standish 
street, between Park and Harvard streets, to connect with 
the Talbot-avenue surface drain, completed last year. 


SoutH DORCHESTER. 


There have been built in this district during the past year 
15,050.69 linear feet of pipe sewers, 1,490.34 linear feet of 
brick surface drains, and 25,272.76 linear feet of pipe surface 
drains, making a total of 41,813.79 linear feet, or 7.92 miles. 

Attached to this report you will find a list of streets, 
with lengths and sizes of sewers constructed in the same. 
Many pipe sewers, which were repeatedly called for in 
petitions, were built, and some of the most important of 
these follow: 

Cedar street, between River and Manchester streets, thereby 
doing away with a great many cesspools, which were a con- 
stant menace to this district. 

Chickatawbut street, between Neponset avenue and Glide 
street, which was petitioned for many times. 

Oakland street, between River and Rockdale streets, 
thereby affording an outlet for sewers in Rockdale street 
and Rosewood street, which were also built. 
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A start was made on the rebuilding of the Coffey street 


sewer, between Neponset avenue and Newhall street, from 
which we have had numerous complaints in the past. 

The sewers in Mattapan street and Tileston avenue were 
completed, thereby affording drainage to a large amount of 
property. 

The sewers in Washington street and Rockwell street 
were completed, this work having been asked for many times 
in the past. | 

The sewer system for the relief of the district known as 
«¢ Vose’s Grove” has been started and, in all probability, will 
be completed during the coming year. 

In regard to the building of surface drains outside of 
chapter 383 of the Acts of 19038, the completion of Daven- 
port brook, between Van Winkle and Bailey streets was 
effected. This channel will greatly relieve the sewers in 
this vicinity, and the flooding of cellars during and after 
rains will be abated. An open ditch for the relief of the 
above brook below Adams street was also finished. 

On the Oakland brook at Mattapan the extension of the 
covered channel for a distance of about 336 feet was finished ; 
~also an open ditch to the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad. 

In private land, between ‘Templeton street and Ashmont 
street, a 24-inch pipe surface drain was built, thereby abating 
a long-standing nuisance and providing a suitable outlet for 
catch-basins and catch-basin drains in Adams street, between 
Ashmont street and Oak avenue. 

Under chapter 883 of the Acts of 19038, contracts for 
two sections of the Dorchester high level sewer, from the 
Hyde Park line to Freemont street, were let and will be 
completed during the coming year. 

We have also started the separation of the system in South 
Dorchester under the foregoing act, some 22,000 linear feet 
of pipe and brick surface drains having been laid during the 
past year. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The most important work contemplated in this district 
during the coming year should be the extension of the work 
already let on the Dorchester high level sewer through Dor- 
chester Lower Mills, Ashmont, Meeting House Hill, and 
terminating at the crossing of Blue Hill avenue and More- 
land street, Roxbury. 

The proposed Canterbury branch high level sewer, which 
has already been started in West Roxbury, should receive 
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our early attention and some definite route should be decided 
upon as soon as possible. ‘This sewer will do away with the 
Callender and Lyons streets pumping station, afford an out- 
let for Morton street and vicinity, and also provide an outlet 
for the rebuilding of the Talbot avenue sewer at a lower and 
more satisfactory grade. 

The next more important work in the district should be 
the improvement of the several brook courses, from which we 
are constantly receiving complaints. The first of these to 
receive our attention should be the Canterbury branch of 
Stony brook, between Callender and Harvard streets. ‘This 
is a much-needed improvement and has been a source of 
ereat trouble to the Sewer Division. 

The Oakland-brook channel should be extended from the 
end of the present covered channel to the Neponset river; 
also the portion between the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad and Bismarck street should be built, as these 
sections have been repeatedly asked for by property owners 
in the vicinity. 

On the Davenport-brook channel, the portion between 
Adams street and Van Winkle street is in a very unsatis- 
factory condition. The portion in land of the Boston Ele- 
vated Railway Company and Armandine street should receive 
our earliest attention, as we are constantly receiving peti- 
tions and threatened with suits on account of floodings from 
the same. 

By building these main channels we will provide suitable 
outlets for the separation of the system, in which the work of 
this division will be centred during the coming year. 


NortH Roxpury. 


There have been built in this district during the past year 
1,932.44 linear feet of brick sewer, 7,196.14 linear feet of 
pipe sewer, 2,055.95 linear feet of brick surface drain, 
30,814.41 linear feet of pipe surface drain, and 3,379.08 
linear feet of 8-inch and 6-inch pipe house drains — making 
a total of 44,878.02 linear feet, or 8.5 miles. 

The principal sewerage works compieted in the district are: 

Fisher avenue, between Parker and Hayden streets; Hal- 
leck street ; Smith street surface drain; sewers and surface 
drains have also been constructed in Jersey street, Queens- 
berry street, Cummington street, Longwood avenue, Belle- 
vue street, Huntington avenue, Hillside street, Parker Hill 
avenue, Ward street, Astor street, and also in streets of the 
Smith street district. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Jersey street. The sewer system in this street is practi- 
cally completed, but cannot be finished until the width of 
the sidewalks is determined. 

Queensberry street. The sewer system in this street is 
practically completed, but cannot be finished until the width 
of the sidewalks is determined. 

Huntington avenue, from Tremont street to Wait street. 
This surface drain should be built to relieve the siphon at 
Calumet street. very heavy rain causes the street to be 
flooded. , 

Vila street district. Nothing has been done to remove 
the surface water from these sewers. This work will have 
to be done in the near future. 

Fenway lands, surface drains still discharge on to private 
property. 

Muddy river conduit, nothing has been done to the old 
conduit in Brooklineavenue. This matter has been discussed 
in previous reports. 

Francis street, across Muddy river. This matter has 
been discussed in previous reports and should be attended 
to, although there is not the danger of flooding that there 
used to be, as many surface drains have been built in the 
district, taking surface water from the sewers; but while 
roof water is connected with the sewers there is still some 
danger of flooding the cellars in the lower part of the district. 


SoutH ROXBURY. 


There have been built in this district during the past year, 
720.35 linear feet of brick sewer, 1,930.90 linear feet pipe 
sewer, 405.52 linear feet brick surface drain, 10,677.41 linear 
feet pipe surface drain, and 480 linear feet house drain, 
making a total of 14,214.18 linear feet, or 2.69 miles. 

The principal works completed in the district are as 
follows: 

Warren street, between Moreland street and Rockville 
park. This sewer was rebuilt at a larger size and greater 
depth to accommodate houses in this neighborhood, the 
sewage from which had been raised by pumps owned by 
private parties. 

Warren street, between Brunswick and Intervale streets. 
This was a small 15-inch pipe sewer on the line of the 
Dorchester brook sewer and connected a 2 foot by 8 foot 
brick sewer near Intervale street with a 2 foot by 2 foot 6 
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inch brick sewer near Brunswick street. In time of storm 
it was the cause of the backing up of the entire system of 
sewers in the vicinity of Waumbeck, Crawford and Howland 
streets. ‘This sewer was replaced by a 2 foot 6 inch by 3 
foot 9 inch brick sewer, which will tend to relieve this 
section. 

Cedar street, between Columbus avenue and Centre street. 
An auxiliary sewer has been built in this street to relieve 
the flooding which occurred in times of heavy storms. This 
sewer takes the water from a partial system of surface drains 
in the vicinity and delivers it to the Stony brook channel in 
Columbus avenue. 

Sewers have been built in Copeland street, Fort avenue, 
Pickering avenue and Station street; while Davenport street 
and Dunreath street have been constructed “ under the Act.” 

A start was made.on the surface drain in Fenner street, 
which will ultimately be the outlet for the surface drainage 
system in what is known as the Ruthven street area. 

The most extensive work has been that of the separation 
of the storm water in the Metropolitan high level area. On 
completion of this system the cause of many complaints of 
flooding will be removed. 

The following is a list of streets in which this work has 
been done: 

Abbotsford street, Harold street, Homestead street, Hum- 
boldt avenue, Ruthven street, Wabeno and Wabon streets, 
Wyoming street, Hollander street and Hutchings street, 
which would be considered in the Ruthven street area; also 
Gaston street, Gannett street, Holborn street, Otisfield 
street and Rockland avenue, which would be considered part 
of the Crawford street area; also Cobden street. 

A start has also been made in Hampshire street, between 
Whittier and Ruggles streets, which is intended to relieve 
the low territory known as the Ruggles street district. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Ruggles street district. The Ruggles street sewer, being 
the main outlet for the entire Bower and Sherman streets 
drainage area, is overtaxed in time of storm to such an 
extent that flooding of cellars is a common occurrence 
along the line of this street and adjacent streets, such as 
Warwick street, Haskins street, Westminster street, Auburn 
street and Shawmut avenue. The separate system should be 
established in this district during the coming year to provide 
relief for a very considerable number of complainants. 
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Hammond street district. It would be worse than use- 
less to furnish any half-way measures of relief for this 
territory, and the separate system is urgently needed for 
Hammond street, Sussex street, Greenwich street, Winsor 
street, Arnold street, Ball street and that portion of Shaw- 
mut avenue tributary to Hammond street. r 

Elmwood street overflow. ‘This is needed as a relief 
for the overcrowded trunk sewer which flows through this 
street and overflows into the Stony brook. 

Willow park, between Westminster street and Shaw- 
mut avenue. This sewer, having been built on soft ground, 
has settled so much that the house drains are nearly 
all disconnected from the main sewer and the cellars are 
flooded during rains to such an extent that many of these 
buildings are rendered untenantable. Nothing can be done 
in this street, however, until a satisfactory sewer has been 

constructed in Ruggles street. 


City PROPER. 


There have been built in this district during the past 
year 890.22 linear feet of brick sewer, 4,177.34 linear feet 
of pipe sewer, 1,214.61 linear feet of pipe surface drain, 
378 linear feet 8-inch and 6-inch pipe house drain, making a 
total of 6,160.17 linear feet, or 1.17 miles. 

The principal sewerage works completed in the district 
are as follows: 

South street, from Kneeland street to Beach street; Tyler 
street, between Kneeland and Beach streets; North street, 
between Blackstone and North Centre streets ; Albion street, 
Village street, from Dover street to Compton street; and 
Court street, between Washington and Tremont streets, 
which has been rebuilt by the Transit Commission. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


State street. The Canal-street relief sewer in Commercial 
street, which was settled by the Transit Commission, has not 
been rebuilt, and as the street has probably settled all that it 
will, the work can now be done. 

Beverly-street overflow. This matter has been mentioned 
in previous reports, but nothing has been done. 

Carleton street. Sewers are so shallow and their grades 
so flat in this district that many cases of flooding have 
occurred. ‘The trouble comes from the low elevation of the 
surface of the streets, and from sewers that are at the upper 
end, and consequently the highest part of the system. To 
lower the outlets of the district or build a deep sewer from

the intercepting sewer in Camden street, as was once pro- 
posed, will cost so much that nothing has been done. 

When the sewers in the Hereford-street district are put on 
the separate system, a deep sewer from the intercepting 
sewer in Dalton street will be constructed through Norway 
street and Cumberland street nearly to the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad. When this work is done there 
will be a deep sewer within 220 feet of Carleton street, 
which can be extended through the Carleton-street district. 

Buckingham street. The problem of draining this street 
is similar to that of draining Carleton street. When the 
deep sewer near Carleton street, above referred to, is built, it 
can be extended to Buckingham street, giving the street a 
sewer which will be deep enough. 


MAIN DRAINAGE WORKS. 

These works include the main and intercepting sewers, Calf 
Pasture pumping station, Moon Island reservoir and outfall » 
sewer, Lyons-street pumping station, and the care of the 
Stony brook channels.

PUMPING STATION, CALF PASTURE. 


The following repairs and alterations were made during 
the year: . 

Battery of three boilers of 185 pounds steam pressure 
installed and put in operation. 

North side gate in filth hoist replaced by new one, dimen- 
sions, 7 feet by 62 feet. 

New cylinder on No. 1 engine. 

New cylinder on Davidson feed pump. 

Extensive repairs made on sludge tank. 

Tar and gravel roof on coal shed renewed. 

Coal run replanked and repaired. 

Pier for out-board bearing of crank shaft of new No. 5 
pumping engine built. 

Extension of engine-house completed, containing offices, 
machine shop, carpenter shop, stock-room, and lavatories. 
This extension completes the main building at the Paes 
station on the lines of the original design. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The following will be necessary on or before the going into 
commission of the new No. 5 pump: 
New electric plant. 
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New gallery gates connecting galleries with pump wells, 
ten in number. 

12-inch water main to station. The old 6-inch main in 
use at the present time will be insufficient to furnish water 
for the pumping station and the Bay State Gas Works when 
the new pump is in operation. 

Two new 48-inch force mains connecting No. 5 pump with 
the pipe chamber at westerly end of deposit sewers. 

The following are also urgently needed : 

Electric lights on the road from railroad to pumping 
station. 

Electricity needed for lighting can be furnished by the new 
electric plant. 

The road from the railroad to the pumping station should 
be macadamized and new fences built. 


LYONS-STREET PUMPING STATION. 


Lyons-street pumping station has been operated in a very 
satisfactory manner. Nothing has been required but a few 
minor repairs. 


Moon ISLAND. 


The gates are being repaired and renewed throughout the 
entire main gate-house, as fast as conditions will admit. 
Some portions are being replaced by iron and some by com- 
position. ‘The lfe of these metals under the conditions 
existing here has been very clearly demonstrated, and the 
economical value of each defined. 

The removal of an upper gate, with all of the bolts, frame 
and guides, is both a difficult and expensive matter. No 
provision whatever was made to shut off any water or bulk- 
head the opening, and it is with much danger and difficulty 
that this work is done. The early or late discharge of the 
basins, the large flow of sewage, the bad odor and gas caused 
by the churning of the sewage, and the unbearable conditions 
there during the summer months, make this work progress 
slowly. 

The bolts around the wheel of the turbine have been 
renewed and other repairs made. 

Repairs have been made on steam piping, steam and hot 
water traps and pump, placing all in good condition. 

Repairs have been made on the bottom of two divisions of 
the reservoir, and some pointing done in six-foot gallery and 
around the outlet. 

The gates at the outlet gate-house and the mechanism for 
operating the same have been renewed. ‘This gate is under 
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a considerable head most of the time, and is subjected to hard 
usage. In renewing it was made extra strong and heavy. 

Some repairs have been made on the roadway and embank- 
ments, and they are now in good order. 

The iron fence around the reservoir has been painted, also 
some of the buildings. 

Repairs have been made on the house and barn at Squan- 
tum, and on a portion of the wooden fence on the road from 
the island to Squantum. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Some of the additions and repairs necessary the coming 
year are as follows: 

A gasoline hoisting engine to assist in raising the outfall 
gates when necessary. 

New iron stairways or steps to get in or out of the divi- 
sions of the reservoirs. 

A new line of water-pipe, to carry water to wash off the 
walls in gallery and basins, for cleaning purposes. 

Finishing the building of the fences on embankment to 
Squantum, and around the connection chamber; and also the 
building of gates at entrance to grounds and the property of 
the City of Boston at Squantum. 

There is considerable pointing necessary on the old walls 
of reservoir, on the bottom of No. 4 basin, on the outlet 
sewers, on the sea wall to Moon Island, and on the building 
at outlet. 

A little pointing is also necessary on the basin side of long 
gate-house. 

A new shaft in the turbine well is needed, and also a shaft 
to the gate around the turbine. 

The rip-rap around the island is somewhat disturbed and 
should be relaid, and attention given to places where there is 
a wash around the footing course. 


STONY BROOK. 


The construction on the 15% by 20-foot conduit, with the 
2 by 34 feet West Roxbury low level sewer in connection, 
continued to about 90 feet south of the south line of Green 
street, parallel with the old brook course. This work was 
discontinued on March 21, 1903, through lack of appropria- 
tion. A flume now diverts the flow from the open channel 
into the completed conduit at a point about 25 feet south of 
Green street. 
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This conduit should be continued as soon as possible to 
Forest Hills. The old channel, especially in the most thickly 
populated part of its course, in the vicinity of Green street, 
is a constant menace to the health of the people living about 
there. .It is found necessary to clean the bed of the brook 
quite frequently, otherwise the conditions would become 
unbearable. All preliminary surveys, plans, etc., for the 
continuance of this work are completed. 

The necessity for rebuilding the channel extending from 
the old gate-house to Elmwood street is only too apparent; 
its dangerous condition has been referred to in many previous 
reports. 

A section of the old double channel in Downing street, near 
the new Cabot street bath-house, has been replaced by a 6 by 
8-foot brick conduit. A 12-inch pipe was laid on both sides 
of this conduit to provide for sewerage. In Whittier street a 
15-inch pipe was replaced. This constitutes the entire work 
performed in this locality. , 

The plan proposed to eliminate the pollution in the Fens 
Pond is being carried out. Borings, surveys and plans from 
Huntington avenue to the Charles River were completed and 
a line settled upon. Excavation started September 21, 1903. 
A concrete conduit 13 feet 6 inches by 26 feet 4 inches con- 
nects the Commissioners’ channel at Huntington avenue with 
the proposed gate-house, and is about half finished. Two brick 
conduits, one 12 by 12 feet and the other a 7-foot circular 
shape adjoining, are being built to serve as foul flow chan- 
nels for the Commissioners’ channel and the old channel of 
Stony Brook, respectively, and to extend from the location of 
the proposed gate-house to Charles River.

Bills for sewer assessments, amounting to $784.66, have 
been deposited for collection, representing those estates 
assessed under chapter 456 of the Acts of 1889, and amend- 
ments thereto, which have been connected during the year 
with the sewers for which they were assessed. 

One thousand five hundred and eighty-four (1,584) per- 
mits have been issued to licensed drain-layers to make con- 
nections with the public sewers, and the work done under 
these permits has been inspected, and a record of the same 
made on the plans of this division, in accordance with the 
provisions of chapter 38, sections 6 and 10, of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1898. 

Nine hundred and twelve (912) permits have been issued 
to district foremen and contractors for construction and 
repairs of sewers and catch-basins. 

Plans for the assessment of estates benefited by sewer 
construction have been furnished the Street Commissioners, 
representing 144,602 feet of sewers and appurtenances, cost- 
ing $667,367.

REPORT OF THE DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
STREET CLEANING DIVISION.

Hon. JAMES DONOVAN, 
Superintendent of Streets : 


DEAR Sir, —I have the honor to submit the annual report 
of the Street Cleaning Division of this department for the 
year ending January 31, 1904. 


SPECIAL WoRK. 


The work of this division has been of a rontine character 
for recent years, and the force, it may be said, is now on a 
permanent basis, the men making full time the year round, 
independently of climatic or other conditions. 

The only special work of the past year deserving partic- 
ular mention is the erection of an office building in Charles- 
town, which is entirely adequate for the purpose. | 

An attempt has been made to improve the West End 
stable, for which provision was made in an appropriation of 
$5,000. The difficulty of making an old building as good 
as new was never more forcibly recognized than in this 
instance. Although fully instructed as to the object for 
which this appropriation was made, and after a very careful 
study of the premises, a firm of architects submitted plans 
for improvements which, if carried out to their just comple- 
tion, would have involved an expenditure far in excess of 
the amount allotted by the City Council. This may be an 
argument in favor of the utter demolition of the present 
structure and the erection of one up to date, which, it is 
respectfully submitted, has been the opinion of the writer 
from the time he first looked into the needs of this division. 
It would ultimately be economy to put up a first-class stable 
in this district, and it is a question of time only when it must 
be done. The present building is a shell, more or less 
unsafe and entirely inadequate. 
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SNOW. 


It would be no exaggeration to include under the head of 
special work what follows on the subject of snow; for never 
has this division, not to speak of the entire department, 
been so heavily taxed as during the current year of snow and 
ice; and the worst, perhaps, is yet to come. The weather 
bureau, the public press, every one admits there has been 
more snow, more ice, more cold than has ever been known in 
the city’s history. According to the United States Weather 
Bureau, about five feet of snow have fallen up to date. The 
first snow-fall came on November 6. The ground has been 
covered with snow since December 26. ‘The temperature 
has been extremely low and steady. 

It has been the custom in the past to tabulate the cost of 
_ this item of expense by districts. In this report, and for the 
future, it will show in one grand total. The figure set 
against it must not be considered a part of this story. It is — 
not misleading, nevertheless, if it be remembered that the 
report is for the financial year ending January 31, 1904. 

The sum of $37,512.44 covers the snow work of Novem- 
ber and December of 1902 and January, 19038. If one may 
base an inference on the expense of the past four weeks — 
and all signs point to a prolonged winter —it is conserva- 
tively estimated that it will cost this division alone $65,000 
before the last vestige of snow will have disappeared. No 
figure, or set of figures, can tell the story of snow-bound 
Boston during the winter of 1908. 


CoAL EXPENSE. 


The coal strike of 1902, which cost this division during 
the past year $1,206.23, shows a continued service into the 
present financial year at an additional expense of $421.23, 
making a total cost on this account $1,627.96. 


STABLES. 


As was intimated in the last report, the South Boston 
stable has proved to be a source of expense to this division ; 
and if, as it appears probable, Dorchester be made during 
the coming year a part of the Street Cleaning Division area 
to be cared for by the South Boston force, as it is now being 
more or less regularly done, then it would be in the line of 
wise progress to be on the lookout for more central and more 
commodious quarters. 
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Nothing has been done to improve the stable in Roxbury. 
The live and the rolling stock have suffered in consequence. 


STOCK. 


An improvement may be recorded in the character of the 
horses. Most of those that had been condemned have been 
disposed of. The rolling stock has been kept in fair repair 
and some of the carts been made as good as new. ‘The 
harness stock has been added to and is in a very creditable 
condition. . : 

There is much to be done, however, to make the equip- 
ment all that it should be. New carts must be purchased or 
made, particularly if the lines of the division be extended ; 
and it will be necessary, also, to buy a few more sweeping 
machines. 


PAPER LITTER. 


This subject has been so thoroughly thrashed that there is 
little left to be said or suggested. It does seem strange that 
it should continue to be the serious problem of the division. 

If the people, who will so indifferently throw their papers, 
their candy boxes, their fruit peelings into the highways, 
were cautioned by the police, and, if necessary, brought into 
the court and made to pay a fine, and all the facts judiciously 
exploited in the daily papers, the public would soon learn 
that they did these offensive things at their financial peril. 

But the above are not the only or worst offenders. Much 
of the litter that makes the streets so unsightly comes almost 
directly out of the stores, the receptacles for holding the 
store dirt varying in size, material and offensiveness. It is 
not uncommon to see in front of a large establishment a hat- 
box, a soap-box, a dilapidated barrel, a dry goods box, all 
piled up with store litter of every kind. This should not be 
tolerated, and some means should be taken to prevent it. 


PusH CART WoRK. 


The importance of this work is fully recognized both by 
this department and the public. When it was started in 
March of 1891 it was considered an auxiliary feature more 
or less tentative, and consequently very insignificant in its 
equipment. ‘The force consisted at that time of a foreman 
and about twenty laborers. To-day it numbers seventy-five 
men, consisting of a foreman, four sub-foremen, and seventy 
laborers. It is the only branch of the service which has 
grown numerically and in importance from year to year, and 
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there is a constant demand from the business section particu- 
larly for its further development and extension. 


Puspitic ALLEYS. 


The fifty or more public alleys of Boston, like those that are 
private, may be aptly called the filth tributaries of the public 
streets. ‘These alleys are a constant source of complaint, 
and it is exasperating to receive these complaints from the 
better sections of the city. Regular cleanings are demanded, 
and more complaints and requests have come regarding pub- 
lic alleys than from the ordinary streets of the entire city. 
The Back Bay gang cleans these alleys regularly, and will 
never be able to give better service until more money is 
allowed the division. 


DUMPS. 


This is another of the serious problems confronting this 
division. Itis iteration and reiteration to state that provision 
must be made for more dumping places. The Mill Pond in 
Charlestown is about filled in, and that section of the city 
must find a place for its sweepings either in distant Somer- 
ville, or, as was recommended in the report of last year, be 
taken to a scow to be located at the Charles River avenue 
bridge, which would also accommodate the West and the 
North End gangs. Steps have been taken to make such 
provision, and it is probable that a new scow will be carrying 
street sweepings from this place during the coming year. 


New DISTRICTS. 


There has been a persistent demand from the residents of 
Dorchester for a regular street cleaning force. ‘They are 
not satisfied with an occasional cleaning of Dorchester avenue 
and its main tributaries. The conditions that obtain there 
now are truly rural, and the citizens cannot be blamed if 
they demand more urban service. An estimate has already 
been submitted of the cost of establishing and maintaining a 
small force which will care for at least the northern part of 
Dorchester, and it is very probable that in a month or two 
this section of the city will be receiving regular and satisfying 
service. All of Dorchester, in fact all of that section of 
Roxbury south of Dudley street, West Roxbury, Jamaica 
Plain and Brighton should be under the care of the Street 
Cleaning Division. Whatever street cleaning is done in 
these sections to-day is by the Paving Division. 
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It may be a question of years when Boston will have a 
street cleaning force that will cover the entire city. It 
certainly is to be wished for, and it is, in the opinion of the 
writer, only a question of money— more liberal appropriations 


and it would soon be a consummation.

DEAR SiR, —I respectfully submit the annual report of 
the Street Watering Division of the Street Department for 
the financial year ending January 31, 1904. 

All public streets were watered at an expense of 
$164,104.74. 

The season opened March 14, and continued until 

‘ November 15, after which time no watering was needed. 
Considered as a whole the season was cool, and what might 
be determined wet, although somewhat dryer than 1902. 
For the first time the street mileage remained stationary, and 
the increase in expense over last year was due in part to the 
weather and a slight increase in the inspection force. 

The Bennington-street Boulevard and the Strandway will 
be finished in time for watering next year, and the watering 
of these roads and the demand in the outlying sections for 
increased wettings suggest a substantial increase in the 

, appropriation for the division. Repeated references have 
been made to the necessity of adequate funds to maintain 
the high grade efficiency of the service.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS FOR THE BOSTON 
AND CAMBRIDGE BRIDGES. 


CAMBRIDGE-STREET BRIDGE. 


Put in new decking and covered the whole with two-inch 
spruce plank; repaired draw, put in new flaps and repaired 
sidewalks. ‘The down-stream draw-pier being very much 
decayed, we took out all the old plank, pieced out the timber 
where necessary, and covered the whole pier with new two- 
inch spruce plank. | 

The end wall on the Boston side of bridge fell, and we 
had the wall and stone pier rebuilt and pointed with Port- 
land cement. 

The drawtenders on this bridge also take care of Western- 
avenue bridge. ‘They sweep the bridges in summer when 
necessary, and keep the sidewalks free from snow and ice in 
winter, and make all ordinary repairs. 

There have been a great many more openings of the draw 
this year than last year. . 


CANAL OR CRAIGIE BRIDGE. 


A new sidewalk two hundred and fifty feet long was built 
on the up-stream Boston end of the bridge by putting in new 
timber, new deck plank and a brick surface; a new fence was 
built and painted; and the roadway, sidewalks and fences on 
Cambridge end of bridge were repaired. An iron plate was 
placed under main posts of draw to keep it from settling; a 
new deck was laid over the draw and it was sheathed three 
times. ‘The machinery connected with engine to move the 
draw was repaired. 

Ordinary repairs, sweeping sidewalks and keeping side- 
walks clear from snow and ice, draw and piers, are done by 
the drawtenders employed on the bridge. 

Some repairs to the bridge on the Cambridge end will have 
to be done for the safety of the bridge. We do not intend to 
do any more than is necessary, as we expect the Com- 
missioners who are to build the dam will soon begin work 
and assume control of the old bridge. 
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ESSEX-STREET BRIDGE. 


We sheathed almost the entire surface of the roadway, 
repaired draw and sidewalks, put in new guards to draw, and 
shingled house occupied by drawtenders. The bridge is 
swept once a week in summer, and in winter the sidewalks 
are kept free from snow and ice; this work, with ordinary 
repairs, is done by the drawtenders employed on the bridge. | 

The petition that was presented to the City Council 
requesting that a double track be laid over the bridge to 
connect with cars running direct to Boston has not been 
acted on as yet. 

There have been hearings before the Railroad Commis- 
sioners in regard to a new bridge to take the place of this 
old bridge, but no final action has been taken. It seems 
probable that a new bridge will be built at grade, and if so 
it will be a great accommodation to the people in that section 
of the city. It seems to me that a new bridge ought to be 
built. 

There have been more openings of the draw this year than 
last. 


HARVARD BRIDGE. 


A portion of the deck on the draw being decayed, es- 
pecially under the rails of the L road, it was replaced by lay- 
ing down four-inch plank and covering that with three-inch 
plank sheathing. ‘This work was done without delaying 
either the cars or vehicles. In doing this work new timbers 
were put in where necessary. The deck of the draw should 
be reconstructed at once. ‘The machinery for moving the 
draw was repaired, and new oak headers at each end of draw 
were put in place. 

The traffic over the bridge seems to be increasing, and the 
sidewalks are used a great deal for promenading. ‘The 
asphalt sidewalks are cracked and broken and not very safe 
to walk on. In anumber of places where the plank under 
the asphalt was decayed it was repaired by putting down 
four-inch plank. The present sidewalk ought to be taken 
up and hard-pine plank put in its place. It will be more 
lasting than to try to renew the present covering, as the 
depth of surface is not sufficient to make a good job. 

The deck of the draw-pier is decayed and it will have to 
be replanked this next year. The iron fence ought to be 
painted, as in places it is getting very rusty. 

The wooden blocks put down to take the place of the 
sheathing formerly used on the roadway have now been in 
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use about eighteen months and are wearing well. It is a 
great improvement over the old and unsatisfactory roadway 
formerly used on the bridge, that would have had to be re- 
planked twice a year at an expense of about seven thousand 
dollars. The wooden pavement requires less cleaning ; where 
we used to clean plank roadway once a week, and some- 
times twice, we now clean the bridge only once a month. 

The electric lights on the bridge are giving very good sat- 
isfaction. 

Ordinary repairs, cleaning globes, sweeping, and cleaning 
snow from the sidewalks and draw, are done by the draw- 
tenders employed on the bridge. 

There have been many more openings of the draw this 
year than in former years, on account of the scows taking 
material dredged from below Harvard bridge to the new 
park being built on the Cambridge side of the river. 


NortH HARVARD BRIDGE. 


Put new capping on pier and sheathed pier, roadway and 
draw of bridge with two-inch spruce. Put in new flaps to 
draw, and had the wall under Cambridge side of the bridge 
rebuilt and cemented, and the stone pier under the Boston 
side repaired andcemented. ‘The bridge is in good condition 
as far as safety is concerned. 

The drawtenders sweep the bridge and draw every week 
in summer, and keep it free from snow and ice in winter. 
They also do all the carpenter work required. 


PRISON PoInt BRIDGE. 


Repaired draw and bridge; sheathed draw twice; built a 
small house on pier to hold coal; painted drawtenders’ house 
inside and outside, and also small house connected with it. 
Drawtenders do all ordinary repairs, sweep the draw and 
- keep it free from ice and snow. 

Since my last report the Boston & Maine Railroad have 
built a temporary overhead bridge and draw up-stream that 
connects with a permanent one that is built of iron, com- 
mencing near the prison in Charlestown and ending near 
drawtenders’ house. It is expected the overhead iron bridge, 
to connect with the part now built, will be completed in two 
years. The end of this bridge will connect with the pier 
now built at Bridge street, East Cambridge, directly opposite 
where a bridge will be built across the Charles river to Com- 
mercial avenue, Cambridge. 
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West Boston TEMPORARY. BRIDGE. 


The deck of the bridge and draw where decayed was 
renewed by putting down four-inch spruce plank, and the 
surface of the bridge and draw for the entire length was 
sheathed with two-inch spruce. New flaps to the draw were 
made and put in place. 

The drawtenders make all ordinary repairs, attend to the 
opening of the draw (and they have a great many), clean 
and sweep the sidewalks in summer, and remove the snow 
from sidewalks and draw in winter. 

The sidewalk was partly replanked with three-inch spruce. 
Two-inch oak planks were put on the two ends of the bridge 
next to the stone paving of the approaches. 


WESTERN—AVENUE BRIDGE. 


On the roadway, four-inch plank was put down for deck- 
ing, and covered with two-inch sheathing; new flaps were 
made for the draw, and the draw was sheathed. ‘The draw 
pier was repaired, and new capping put down: ‘The stone 
wall under the bridge was relaid, and other parts of the wall 
pointed with cement. The machinery on the draw was 
repaired, and a new pile put in to protect guard to bridge. 

The drawtenders sweep the bridge and sidewalks, and 
clean snow from draw and sidewalks. 

River-street bridge and Western-avenue bridge are old 
bridges ; they require constant care to keep them in repair, 
so no accidents will occur. 

There have been more openings of draw this year than last. 


IN GENERAL. 


The usual statement is appended, showing the number of 
draw openings and the number of vessels which passed 
through. 

The amount of revenue for rents, wharfage, ete., during 
the year has been $797.83; one-half of this has been paid to 
each city.

Str, —I herewith submit the following report of the work 
done for the Street Department during the year ending 
January 31, 1904: 


BULKHEAD AT City WHARF, CHARLESTOWN. 


To support the filling for the extension of the paying 
yard on Medford street, Charlestown, a timber bulkhead 
about one hundred and fifty feet long has been built across 
the end of the south channel of Mystic river, and a wharf 
ten feet wide has been built in front of the bulkhead. This 
was done under a contract with George Hayes & Co., dated 
June 1, 1903, at a total cost of $3,090. 


CoLUMBIA ROAD. 


Plans and specifications were prepared for building iron 
fences on the walls on Columbia road and Mt. Vernon street, 
adjoining the bridge over Shoreham street. 


COLUMBIA—ROAD BRIDGE OVER N.Y., N.H. & H. R.R. 


Asphalt sidewalks have been built on this bridge during 
the year under a contract with the Warren Brothers Com- 
pany at a cost of $600. 


T'RANKLIN-STREET SUBWAY APPROACHES, ALLSTON. 


A. contract was made with William Crane, dated Octo- 
ber 28, 1903, for building two inclined approaches to the 
Franklin-street subway, one from Lincoln street and one from 
Cambridge street. The work is now well under way, and 
will be completed about June 1, 1904. 


GAINSBOROUGH-—STREET FOOT—BRIDGE. 


Concrete foundations for a foot-bridge, with stairways on 
both sides of the location of the Providence Division of the 
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New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad at Camden and 
Gainsborough streets, have been built under a contract with 
the Metropolitan Contracting Company, dated April 11, 1903, 
at a cost of $1,979. Plans for the steel superstructure were 
also prepared and proposals for doing the work were received 
in September, 1908, but on account of the prevailing high 
price of structural steel at that time they were all rejected. 
Early in the coming season proposals will again be asked 
for, and the bridge will undoubtedly be erected during the 
summer. 


CUMBERLAND-STREET RETAINING WALL. 


A. concrete retaining wall across the end of Cumberland 
street, adjoining the Providence Division of the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad, has been built under a 
contract with the Metropolitan Contracting Company, dated 
June 4, 1903, at a total cost of $1,150. 


East Boston FERRIES. 


North Ferry, Hast Boston Side. — A contract was made 
March 13 with Lawler Brothers for rebuilding the middle pier 
in accordance with plans and specifications made by this 
department the previous year. Work was begun April 20 
and completed June 26. ‘The old pier was in very poor con- 
dition, except the outer thirty feet and.a small part of the 
inshore end, and these were not rebuilt under the contract ;

Pavinc WHARF No. 2, 600 ALBANY STREET. 


The old wharf at this place consisted of a platform built 
on piles and cross-caps, on top of which was about four feet ~ 
of earth; it had broken down in several places, and had been 
repaired numerous times, and was in poor condition. Plans 
and specifications were made for building a solid wharf, a 
stone wall to be built on three sides to retain the filling. 
The wall rests on a spruce pile foundation, the piles being 
capped, a close row of 6-inch spruce sheeting is driven in 
front of the piles and bolted to them, gravel filling is de- 
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posited inside the sheeting around the piles, and the founda- 
tion is planked with 4-inch spruce; on top of this a dry 
eranite wall is built, capped with a granite coping laid in 
cement; a relieving piatform is built, the wall ballasted and 
the wharf filled solid; oak fender piles, spaced six feet apart, 
are to be driven along the faces of wall, and capped and 
fastened to the coping. 

A contract was made with John P. Cavanagh, March 16, 
for doing the work, the contract price being $24,700. The 
work is about 60 per cent. completed.

Hon. JAMES DONOVAN, 
Superintendent of Streets: 


DEAR Sir, —I herewith respectfully submit the report of 
the work performed by this office during the past year in the 
abatement of the smoke nuisance. 

Observations, taken by the inspectors at all hours, seem to 
show an improvement in the conditions, as regards violations » 
of the law, due, in a great measure, to the co-operation of 
many of the owners of power and heating plants throughout 
the city. 

Some of these people have made changes in the mechanical 
installation of their plants; others have adopted smoke- 
consuming devices, while others have changed the quality of 
fuel used, and all have evinced a desire to help remedy the 
existing conditions. 

This state of affairs has been brought about by the 
inspectors calling in person and suggesting the various 
changes which, in most cases, have been cheerfully adopted 
by the party complained of. 

Observations, of short duration, are being constantly taken 
by the inspectors, and, in this way, the department is kept 
informed of the condition of the various plants in every 
section of the city.

FOR THE YEAR 19038-1904.

Hon. Patrick A. COLLINS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— The Board of Street Commissioners present the 
following as the report of the Street Laying-Out Department, 
including a statement relating to public lands in their care, 
for the year ending January 381, 1904: 

Under the orders for laying out, widening, and extending 
streets, passed by the Board during the year, land to the 
amount of 246,014 square feet was taken for street purposes. 
Streets having a total length of 5,019.98 feet were made 
public ways. . Under authority of the acts of the Legislature, 
for the assessment upon abutting property of the benefit 
derived by it from the laying out and construction of streets, 
there has been assessed upon thirty-three streets a total of 
$797,802.53 and upon nine public alleys a total of $11,243.53. 
For benefits of sewerage works assessments to the amount of 
$113,124.31 have been made. ‘The total of benefits assessed 
for streets, public alleys and sewerage works during the year 
is the sum of $921,680.27. 

The Board has issued seventeen orders of notice of inten- 
tion to lay out, widen, relocate, extend, and discontinue streets 
or parts of streets calling for public hearings. It has con- 
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sidered seventeen petitions for street improvements. Tor the 
laying of sewers and surface drains there have been thirty- 
three petitions presented to the Board during the year. In 
the settlement of damages for takings of land, etc., for various 
changes in the city’s streets, 260 cases have been acted upon 
by the commissioners. Claims for damages for sewers and 
surface drains ordered have been settled to the number of 
eighteen. Under authority of the act empowering the Board 
to apportion assessments on parts of a divided lot, fifty-three 
assessments have been apportioned. 

Under the provisions of the acts of the Legislaeees giving 
the Street Commissioners authority to take land for and 
order the construction of sewerage works, orders have been 
passed for the improvement and relocation of various natural 
streams or watercourses, and surface drainage has been sup- 
plied for territories needing it, as follows: Dorchester — 
Freeport-street brook, from Dorchester avenue, north of 
Freeport street; Davenport brook, northerly from Washing- 
ton street, south of Fuller street; Oakland brook, from 
Randolph road to Bismarck street. At Brighton — Faneuil 
Valley brook, from North Beacon street to the Charles river. 
At West Roxbury — Roslindale branch of Stony brook, from 
Poplar street to Sycamore street. 

Takings have been made for and sewers ordered built in 
the following private ways: In Back street and Hereford 
street, Northampton place, and a passageway in the rear of 
Wellington street.

SURVEYING DIVISION. 


The work of this division was carried on during the year 
with practically the same working force as during the pre- 
ceeding year, but a greater rate of progress was attained, 
due to the fact that during that period much time was lost 
in reorganization incidental to the reduction in the number 
of employees. , 
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The present year saw no break in the force, no interrup- 
tion in the service, and the parties were kept in the field con- 
stantly during the spring and summer, and as late in the fall 
as was expedient, resulting in the completion and filing of 
thirty-five sectional plans, and the accomplishment of a large 
amount of preliminary work for future filings. 

The plans filed represent the development for a territory 
ageregating about 35,000,000 square feet, which is equal to 
half as much again as the combined area of Franklin Park 
and Franklin Field. | 

The territory was not, however, confined to any one 
quarter of this city, but was distributed among the parts of 
Boston formerly known as Dorchester, West Roxbury, Rox- 
bury, and Brighton; the more extensive portions being 
carried on in the last mentioned district. The ‘smallest 
amount was done in Dorchester, that being in the territory 
lying east of Franklin Field along Blue Hill avenue. 

The area covered in West Roxbury was the practically © 
undeveloped territory adjacent to Forest Hills and Mt. Hope 
Cemeteries and extending westerly to Hyde Park avenue, 
the widening of the latter to 80 feet during the summer, 
under a special act of the Legislature, becoming a some- 
what important factor in the arrangement for a system of 
improvements for this district. 

A smaller section lying south of Belgrade avenue and 
north of Bellevue avenue was a smaller field of operations 
for the work carried on in connection with the widening of 
the above named avenues, which was also made, under a 
special act, in August. 

Two isolated sections of about 23 acres each, north- 
westerly from Spring and Baker streets, were included in the 
work of this year, and plans were made of them and filed. 

As before stated, the major part of the work was done in 
Brighton, and was confined to a territory of about 300 acres 
lying west of Market street as far as Bigelow hill and 
from Washington street northerly to Charles river. 


EVANaO. 


One second hearing was given during the year, on October 
ia.4905, on Sections T 78, T 83, T 97, T 98, X 38, X 4, 
Beer, & 1; X 14, X.15,.X%.16, X 25, X 26, X 27, X28, 
and X 388, as to the location, direction, width, and grades for 
the territory bounded approximately by Richfield, Olney, 
Bowdoin and Harvard streets, and Blue Hill avenue and 
Columbia road. 
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Plan 5 represents the central part of what was formerly 
Dorchester. It has from year to year received considerable 
attention in the studies for the undeveloped portion, and the 
larger part of the territory has been covered by plans which 
have been filed. Those filed this year (X 14 and X 27) 
represent a part of a small portion, along Blue Hill avenue, 
from McLellan avenue to the junction of Harvard street 
and Talbot avenue, which still remained to be treated. 

The principal portion of X 14 hes west of Blue Hill ave- 
nue, and is covered by a part of Franklin Park. The remain- 
ing portion, lying east of the above named avenue, had been 
previously developed, so that the treatment here undertaken 
was practically confined to the readjustment of the existing 
street lines and grades, which has accordingly been done, and 
is shown in the filing. 

Section X 27 also comprises a territory which has previ- 
ously been developed. Blue Hill avenue divides it almost 
equally north and south. A part of the portion lying west of 
Blue Hill avenue and immediately southwest of Angell street 
had been subjected to a development, a part of which had 
been filed. The practical completion of it, shown in this 
year’s work, is the introduction of a new street, 40 feet 
wide (No. 2081), which is projected from Angell street at a 
distance of about 200 feet southeast from Canterbury street, 
which runs northwesterly and parallel with the latter street 
to Austin street. 

From Angell street, about 400 feet southeasterly from this 
street, a second 40-foot street (No. 1769) is shown, which 
also runs southwesterly, parallel with the above mentioned 
street (No. 2081), and terminating at another street of the 
same width (No. 1743), which is shown projected from street 
No. 2081 at a point about 200 feet southwesterly from Angell 
street. It continues from this point nearly parallel with 
Angell street, in a southeasterly direction, until, when near- 
ing street No. 1769 a curve of about 200 feet radius is 
introduced, which bears the street in a southwesterly direc- 
tion to the section line; eventually a future filing will show 
it extended parallel with Harvard street to Austin street. 
To develop the interior of the large block still remaining 
between street No. 1769 and Blue Hill avenue, a narrow way | 
(No. 1744), varying in width from 10 feet to 20 feet, is 
introduced as a footway, the inaccessibility of the territory 
on account of its prohibitive grades making a provision for 
a vehicular way impossible, without the levelling of the 
entire knoll, the advisement of which is not deemed expedi- 
ent. ‘This way is projected from street No. 1769 at a point 
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about 125 feet southwest from Angell street; from this point 
it assumes a southeasterly course for a distance of about 100 
feet; its direction is then changed by a sharp bend, at nearly 
right angles, to a southwesterly one, in which it continues for 
a distance of about 250 feet to another bend of the same 
nature, and from thence for a distance of about 150 feet to 
the end at street No. 1743. 

On December 5, 1902, a hearing was held under chapter 
210 of the Acts of the Legislature of 1898, on territory 
shown on Sections X 36 and X 45, and was in relation to 
the relocation of Bernard street (or Cemetery lane), showing 
a deflection westward so as to practically coincide with the 
easterly line of the Catholic cemetery, between Talbot avenue 
and the New England railroad. The changes were made in 
accordance with the petition, and the plans were refiled 
March 19, 1903. 

On November 14, 1902, a hearing was held under chapter 
210 of the Acts of the Legislature of 1898, on territory 
shown on Sections X 47, X 54, and X 55, and was in rela- 
tion to a change of the grade for Stratton street. | 

The change was made in accordance with the petition, and 
a refiling of the plans was made on March 19, 19053.

PLAN 6. 


Plan 6 represents that part of Boston, formerly Dorchester, 
lying west of Dorchester avenue and south of Codman street. 

The particular section of this district on which progress 
has been made in the work during the year lies upon the 
southwesterly slope of what is known as Wellington hill. 
Southward, up to this point, in previous years work has been 
carried on extensively and many plans have been filed, and 
the filing of a plan this year covering a small territory of 
about 23 acres, bounded approximately by Blue Hill avenue, 
Almont street, Tileston avenue and: Walk Hill street, accom- 
plishes a purpose which is twofold, viz., the practical com- 
pletion of the work on this district up to this point and the 
filing of the initial portion of a large tract of undeveloped 
territory of about 350 acres yet to be treated. 

Studies have been made of this territory and have been 
submitted to the public at a second hearing, but the con- 
dition of a larger portion of it has been too unsettled up to 
the present time to prosecute work upon it to any great 
extent. It is to be hoped that it can be now vigorously 
earried on in the near future. 
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The plan filed (X 92) shows an extension of Tileston _ 
avenue at its full width (50 feet) from Hiawatha road to the’ 
section line; it will be continued through possible future 
filings for a distance of 1,600 feet, to connect with portions 
previously filed, and end at Oakland street, opposite Regent 
road. An extension of Mattapan street, from Tileston avenue 
northwesterly, is shown connecting with a portion previously 
filed. 

The portion of Walk Hill street shown within the bound- 
aries of this section is shown widened ‘to 80 feet, the 
widening being placed upon the northeasterly side. The 
remaining streets, previously existing private ways, with a 
readjustment of lines and grades, have been introduced in 
the system. 

One hearing was held during the year, under authority of 
chapter 210 of the Acts of the Legislature of 1898, on Feb- 
ruary 13, 1903, on territory shown on Sections X 89, X 90, 
Y 99, Y 100, Dd 1 and Dd 2, and was in relation to the | 
relocation of street No. 1260, and a change of the previous 
system of development consequent upon the relocation and 
also upon the diversion of a large part of the territory to 
cemetery purposes. 

The plans showing these changes have not been yet filed. 

On May 25, 1900, a hearing was given under authority of 
the above mentioned act on territory shown on Sections X 
Bae oo 64, X 85, X 96, X 9T, X 98, and X 99, and was 
in relation to changes in location of streets lying between 
Fairmount street, Washington street, and Morton street, and 
streets lying on the southwest side of Morton street, between 
Oakridge street and Wilmington avenue. 

These changes were made in accordance with the petition 
and the plans were refiled March 19, 1908. 

The following is the statement of the work done during 
the year :

PLAN 8. 


This plan comprises the whole of that part of Boston for- 
merly known as Brighton, and it was this district which 
received the most attention, and in which more extensive 
results were obtained during the year. 

As stated elsewhere, the territory considered extended. 
from Washington street to Charles river and from Market 
street, southwardly. 

In all, there were sixteen plans filed showing a treatment 
of this practically undeveloped territory, to which it is to be 
hoped no objection will be made. 

Speaking in detail of the system, and considering a part of 
the territory bounded by Market street, North Beacon street 
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and Charles river, the principal feature shown is a widening 
of North Beacon street to a uniform width of eighty feet, the 
widening being made entirely upon the northerly side. 

Sections have been previously filed which show the widen- 
ing of the street up to a point just east of Market street, the 
present year filing.completing it for the entire, distance from 
Cambridge street, at Union square, to Charles river. 

Another important feature introduced into the system for 
a development is a 60-foot street (No. 1927) designed 
as a semi-boulevard, to be located about 150 feet from Charles 
river. Departing from North Beacon street at right angles, 
directly opposite Parsons street, it runs in a northeasterly ° 
direction through the grounds of the Brighton Abattoir, prac- 
tically parallel with the course of the Charles river to 
Market street at a point directly opposite Western avenue, 
and forming with it one continuous thoroughfare from 
Central square (at City Hall) in Cambridge to the centre of 
Watertown, and thence by Main street, in that town and in 
Waltham, forming a connection with the main turnpike, or 
the Great Boston road to Worcester. 

This street not only forms connection with this old way, 
but will provide a thoroughfare of over a mile in length in 
full view of the river, the western half of which will skirt its 
banks between two portions of the Metropolitan Park Reser- 
vation, forming a charming connection for the two, besides 
affording a natural boundary line for future additional 
acquisition along the river banks by the Park Commis- 
sioners. 

The entire territory lying between Market street, the Boston 
and Albany railroad and Charles river, which includes, for 
the greater part, the grounds of the Abattoir, it is proposed 
shall be developed at some future time, and on the following 
lines : | 

From the boulevard running along the river bank, as 
above mentioned, will be projected a 40-foot street (No. 1932), 
departing from street No. 1927, designed to run parallel with 
and about 200 feet from Market street, for a distance of about 
300 feet, when, by means of an easy curve, its direction is 
- changed to a northwesterly one parallel with and 200 feet 
from Wexford street, and terminating at street No. 1931, and 
another 40-foot way designed to leave Wexford street, near 
Hillside avenue, running in a northerly direction to the river 
boulevard. 

It is proposed to widen Hillside avenue 5 feet on either 
side, increasing its width to 40 feet. From Hillside avenue, 
street No. 1929 will run practically due west for a distance 
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of about 900 feet, when it is intercepted by street No. 1928, 
which departs from North Beacon street at right angles and 
runs to the river boulevard. From the junction of Market 
street and Wexford street, a 40-foot street (No. 1933) is 
introduced to run diagonally from the intersection and connect 
with street No. 1932, near the centre of its curve. 

From Market street, street No. 2069 is introduced to develop 
the triangular piece of land lying between Wicklow street 
and the Boston and Albany railroad. The street is 40 feet 
wide and runs westerly coincident with the southerly line of 

location of the Boston and Albany railroad for a distance of © 
~ about 250 feet, when it abruptly turns, and running south- 
westerly enters Wicklow street at right angles. 

It is intended to make School street a 40-foot street by 
widening it 5 feet on either side. 

The tract of undeveloped land lying between School street 
and Portsmouth street, Lincoln street and Market street, can 
be developed by including the already existing streets, No. 
1886 (Lawrence place, No. 1885) and two 40-foot streets, 
the first extending from Market street to near Portsmouth 
street and the second extending the entire distance. This 
development makes the territory tolerably well divided into 
blocks, varying from 125 to 200 feet in width. 

From the easterly side of Market street there are pro- 
jected three 40-foot streets, No. 1883, No. 1882, and No. 807, 
which are parallel with North Beacon street, at intervals of 
about 200 feet. All of these streets are projected upon the 
grounds of the Brighton Stock Yards ; the last mentioned (No. 
807) will run directly in the rear of the old Albany House, 
and by the introduction of a slight curve its course will be 
so changed as to form a connection with Hichborn street. 

The section bounded by Market street, Faneuil street, 
Parsons street, and North Beacon street is provided with a 
development the principal feature of which is a proposed 
extension of Faneuil street at a width of 70 feet, from a 
point about 500 feet northwesterly from Market street 
directly to the intersection of Market street and North 
Beacon street, thus obviating a dangerous gua o connection 
with Market street at so bad a grade. 

From this proposed extension of Faneuil street is projected 
a 40-foot street, No. 1889, which is shown as located prac- 
tically midway between North Beacon street and Faneuil 
street; to be more exact, it is 200 feet from and parallel with 
North Beacon street, and keeping a northwesterly course 
crosses Goodenough street, and when at a distance of about 
300 feet beyond this street a curve is introduced and the 
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street assumes a southwesterly direction as far as Parsons 
street, which it enters at right angles. Two hundred feet 
northwest and parallel with this street there already exists 
upon the ground a 40-foot street, here shown as No. 1891, 
and which leaves Parsons street nearly opposite Brooksdale 
road and extends to North Beacon street. From Goodenough 
street another street (No. 1890), 40 feet wide, will be pro- 
jected to further develop this territory ; this street runs 
westerly for about 400 feet, when a curve is introduced 
which changes its direction to one parallel with Parsons 
street, and so continues to street No. 1889, with which it 
connects at right angles. | 

The. development of the territory bounded by Market 
street, Arlington street, and Faneuil street is shown by an 
extension of Arlington place from its present terminus, about 
800 feet northeasterly from Sparhawk street, deflected 
somewhat by the introduction of a curve, to Faneuil street. | 

It is the intention to extend Parsons street from Arlington 
street in nearly a direct line to Faneuil street; that it may 
enter Faneuil street at right angles a slight deflection is 
made in its course just before reaching the same. 

Mapleton street is shown extended in a direct line from 
Market street to Parsons street. From Market street at a 
point nearly opposite Garden street, street No. 2073 is 
projected to continue northwesterly to street No. 1924 
(Arlington place extension). 

One hundred and eighty feet from and parallel with 
Market street, street No. 1925 connects street No. 2073 with 
street No. 842 (Mapleton street extension). Sanderson 
place, a 30-foot street (No. 2074) departing from Faneuil 
street at a distance of about 325 feet from Market street, it 
has been thought best to retain with the addition of a 
provision for an extension to street No. 2078. 

From street No. 1923, and 200 feet southwesterly from 
and parallel with Faneuil street, is shown street No. 1921, 
which is 40 feet in width and is designed to connect the first 
mentioned street with Parsons street. 

Another 40-foot street (No. 1922) is located on street No. 
1923 at a point about 190 feet northeasterly from Mapleton 
street extension, and runs from that street, leaving it at right 
angles, and by a series of curves and bends it assumes a 
general northwesterly direction, and terminates at Faneuil 
street nearly opposite Goodenough street. 

A short street (No. 2071) runs from street No. 1922 and 
enters Parsons street about midway between Faneuil street 
and the bend in Parsons street, near Harriet street. 
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The larger area lying in this territory bounded by Parsons 
street, Faneuil street, Brook street and the Boston and Albany 
railroad has been recently fully developed by private 
interests, and many of the streets have been constructed and 
some built upon. It only remains to introduce street No. 
1897 and street No. 1898, which depart from Parsons street, 
between Brooksdale road and Faneuil street, at practically 
right angles. . 

The first named street runs in a southwesterly direction 
from Parsons street, opposite street No. 1889, for about 230 
feet, when it turns and runs southeasterly parallel with 
Allston terrace and a portion of Hobart street to Faneuil 
street. Street No. 1898 leaves Parsons street at a point dis- 
tant about 190 feet southeast of street No. 1897, and running 
southwesterly to connect with street No. 1897. 

The undeveloped tracts, included in’ the area bounded 
approximately by Parsons street, Washington street, Oak- 
land street and Faneuil street, it is designed to develop as 
follows: 

It is the intention to make Oakland street a 40-foot street, 
from Washington street to Faneuil street ; the widening will 
be made upon the westerly side, from Washington street to 
the bend, and from the bend to Faneuil street it will be 
placed upon the easterly side. 

It is also suggested that Oakland street be extended at a 
width of 40 feet, in a direct line from a point where ari 
extension of Surrey street would intersect it, to Faneuil 
street, opposite Hobart street. 

Surrey street is shown extended at its full width, from 
Foster street to Oakland street. 

The portion of Bennett street lying northwest of Parsons 
street it is designed to extend at its full width, by a slightly 
deflected line, to Oakland street. 5 

Arlington street is provided with widenings to be made 
upon either side, to increase its width to 60 feet, at which 
width it is extended in the same manner in which Bennett 
street is extended, and parallel with the latter to Faneuil 
street at its junction with Oakland street. 

This is one of the principal features of the improvements 
suggested for the filings in this vicinity, for with Faneuil 
street and the extension to Arlington street, and thence by 
Arlington street and Sparhawk street to Washington street, 
and from here on over Warren street in this city and Win- 
chester street in Brookline, we have a thoroughfare connecting 
Oak square with the Beacon street boulevard, thus afford- 
ing the admirable means of diverting the light vehicular 
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traffic from the noisy and encumbered thoroughfares through 
a way practieally as direct. 

Harriet street it is designed to increase in width from 25 
to 40 feet, and extend it at this width to Faneuil street at a 
point opposite Newcastle road; the widening is provided for 
the northeasterly side. 

Street No. 1935 is projected from Faneuil street 200 feet 
southwest from Parsons street, and running parallel with that 
street to Harriet street. 

From street No. 1935, at about 200 feet from Faneuil 
street, street No. 1936 is projected, and runs southwesterly, 
parallel with Faneuil street for a distance of about 300 feet, 
when a curve is introduced, changing its course, and permit- 
ting it to enter Harriet street at right angles. | 

From the bend in Oakland street, opposite Surrey street, 
a 40-foot street (No. 2015) is shown projected, which will 
run in a southwesterly direction, through a section previously 
filed, to Fairbanks street. 

Atapoint about 200 feet farther south, a second 40-foot 
street (No. 1909) is suggested, to run southwesterly for 
about 260 feet, when a curve is introduced, which changes its 
direction to one which is nearly at right angles to the former, 
and so continues to Washington street. 

At a point on Washington street, 200 feet. west of Oak- 
land street, another 40-foot street (No. 1911) departs from 
Washington street, and running parallel with Oakland street 
terminates at street No. 1909. Only the initial portion of 
these latter two streets are shown in the filing this year. 

A widening of Faneuil street to 70 feet for its en- 
tire length has been provided. ‘The portion shown by the 
sections filed this year is that which extends from Oakland 
street to a point about 800 feet northwest of Market street, 
where it is designed to deflect its course through the new 
street (No. 1740), shown projected from this point to the 
intersection of North Beacon street and’ Market street, the 
remaining portion of Faneuil street being left unprovided 
with a widening, the present width, considering the greater 
convenience of the newer street, will undoubtedly be found 
ample. The widening of Faneuil street is shown upon either 
side for its entire distance. 

North Beacon street is provided with a widening to 80 
feet, which will be made entirely upon the northeasterly 
side. 

One hearing was held during the year under authority of 
chapter 210 of the Acts of the Legislature of 1898, on July 
51, 1903, on territory shown on N 11 and N 30, and was in 
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relation to the elimination of the proposed lines of widening 
on Mechanic street, restoring it to its condition previous to 
the filing of the plans, January 31, 1894, and January 7, 
1895.

The work on this plan during the year, the result of which 
being shown in the sections filed, was in a territory consisting 
of about 90 acres in that part of West Roxbury known as 
Roslindale, and lying south of Belgrade avenue and east of 
Dudley avenue. 

It had received quite a development at the hands of the 
owners of the property located therein, and had already been 
much built upon. 
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It was not, however, completely adequate, and that it 
might be embodied in the system under consideration 
numerous extensions and amplifications became necessary 
and were carefully carried out. 

The work here done was closely allied to the improvement 
of Belgrade avenue which was widened during the year to 
70 feet, from Corinth street, and extended at that width over 
Brandon street to Anawan avenue. 

This widening with the incidental changes in the lines 
and grades of the connecting streets constituted the principal 
part of the work. 

Among the minor improvements suggested may be 
mentioned the following: 

Metcalf street is shown extended in a direct line and at 
its full width to Penfield street, the connection being made 
at the angles in the latter. 

A provision is made for an extension of Amherst street, 
from Dudley avenue to Roslindale avenue; the street will, 
should the improvement be carried out, extend from Penfield 
street to the West Roxbury Parkway, and excepting a break 
in its continuity at Penfield street, will exist as an 
uninterrupted way from the latter street only to the Parkway. 

Birch street is shown extended southwesterly from Dudley 
avenue for about 150 feet, when a bend at right angles is 
made and its direction is changed to a southeasterly one 
to meet the terminating portion of Metropolitan avenue, 
which lies southwest of Washington street. 

Cohasset street is shown extended from Albano street to 
Dudley avenue, forming a continuous way from that avenue 
to Corinth street. 

A provision is made to unite the two portions of Linden 
street now separated by a strip of private land lying on the 
south side of Penfield street, by extending the street across 
this strip to Penfield street, connecting the two parts; it 
will then form a continuous way from Belgrade avenue to 
Dudley avenue. 

It is proposed to widen Dudley avenue to 50 feet from 
Washington street to South street, the widening being distrib- , 
uted about equally upon either side.

Plan 11 represents a portion of that part of Boston 
formerly known as West Roxbury, and is bounded by the 
West Roxbury branch of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford railroad, Spring street, the town of Dedham and 
Needham, the city of Newton and the town of Brookline, 
and Allandale, Centre, Walter, Bussey and South streets. 

The work undertaken here was of a slight nature, con- 
sisting of an area of about 50 acres, covered by two isolated 
- sections upon which work was done to complete the develop- 
ment previously filed, the result-this year being shown on 
Sections Z 50 and Z 91. 

Z 50 is divided diagonally by Baker street, running south- | 

east and northwest, the major portion of the section lying 
on the northeasterly side and within the boundaries of | 
the St. Joseph Cemetery ; consequently all the improvements 
shown were with the minor or southwesterly half, the nature 
of which was as follows : 
» The portion of Baker street here shown is provided with 
a widening to 80 feet, which at this point is entirely 
upon its southwesterly side, and is the continuation of the 
widening for this street, which has been previously shown 
from the Hyde Park boundary line to this point. 

From the southwesterly side of Baker street, near the 
entrance to the Martin Luther Home, a 40-foot street (No. 
1534) has been projected, which runs southwesterly over 
the location of the right of way for the water works of the 
town of Brookline. From this street another 40-foot street 
(No. 2031) is shown located 220 feet southwesterly from 
Baker street, running parallel with the latter to the section 
line, beyond which it will be continued in the same direction 
by a possible future filing for nearly three quarters of a mile, 
to Farragut street.

A larger amount of work was done under this plan than 
under any other except Plan 8 (Brighton). 

It represents a territory which is a part of West Roxbury, 
a part of which lies: northwest of Canterbury street, between 
Hyde Park avenue and Walk Hillstreet. The major part of 
it, however, is situated between Walk Hill street and Bourne 
street, and extending southeasterly to Mount Hope Cemetery 
and along Canterbury street, from here westwardly for about 
a thousand feet as far as Ashland street. The group of 
sections in which the principal part of the work was involved 
consisted of Y 58, Y 59, Y 62, Y 68, Y T7, Y 78, Y 84, and 
Y 85. 

Of these, Y 59 lies largely within the limits of the grounds 
of the Boston Insane Hospital, only a small portion, the 
southwesterly quarter on Walk Hill street, being subjected 
to treatment. 

The development shown for Y 58 consists of the introduc- 
tion of four 40-foot streets parallel with each other, streets 
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No. 1418, 1414, 1415, and 1416, which are projected at 
approximately equal distances of about 160 feet from each 
other, from Walk Hill street, just southwest of Canterbury 
street, to Bourne street. These streets are intersected about 
midway between Walk Hill street: and Bourne street by 
street No. 1406, which is practically an extension of Eldridge 
road, which extends through this section to Canterbury 
street, and after crossing the same continues to Paine street. 

The territory between Paine street, Canterbury street and 
Walk Hill street shows a development in the following 
manner: Four streets, 40 feet wide (No. 1488, 1489, 1492, 
and 2047), are suggested to be projected from Walk Hill 
street to run southwesterly nearly parallel with Paine street, 
and with one exception (street No. 2047) to terminate at 
street No. 1406 (Eldridge road extension). 

Street No. 2047, however, it is proposed to continue 
beyond, and after intersecting street No. 1487 connects with 
Canterbury street. 

Midway between Eldridge road extension (street No. 1406, 
and Canterbury street) it has been deemed advisable to 
suggest another 40-foot street (No. 1487) to depart from 
Paine street and running northwesterly parallel with street 
No. 1406 to an end at Canterbury street. 

One isolated section (Y 45) is situated between Bourne 
street and Hyde Park avenue. It comprises a territory of 


about 28 acres, and is a continuation of a development 


previously suggested, the initial features being shown on the 
plans filed in 1901, and consist of a 40-foot street (No. 1402) 
which is located parallel with and 190 feet easterly from 
Hyde Park avenue. It is designed as an extension for 
Wachusett street, and continues through this section from 
Eldridge road to street No. 2060, another 40-foot way shown 
as extending from Hyde Park avenue to Florence street, and 
being about 80 feet northeasterly from and parallel with the 
Stony Brook location. Opposite street No. 2060, a 40-foot 
street (No. 2085) is projected from Hyde Park avenue at 
about right angles, and will run west to street No. 1491, also 
40 feet wide, which is introduced to run along the Providence 
Division of the New York, New Haven and Hartford railroad, 
upon its southeasterly line of location. 

About midway between Eldridge road and street No. 2060 
a short 40-foot street (No. 1400) is located to divide the 
otherwise extremely long block in the development, and 
which will also connect street No. 1402 with Hyde Park 
avenue. 

The portion of Eldridge road, shown in this Section near 
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its northern border is 50 feet wide. ‘The street after crossing 
this section enters a territory no plan of which has yet been 
filed, but beyond this interruption it enters the field of the 
present filing at a reduced width, previous mention of 
which has been made in the description of the treatment of 
Y 58, ‘etc. 

The development west of Mt. Hope Cemetery, from 
Canterbury street to Ashland street, is accomplished in the 
following manner: 

Street No. 2047, previously mentioned, is continued south- 
westerly from Canterbury street, crossing Section Y 68, and 
for a distance of about 400 feet, when it turns. at quite a 
sharp angle, and running northwesterly terminates at the 
junction of Brook street and street No. 2059, a 40-foot 
street departing from Brook street and running directly north 
to Neponset avenue, entering it at right angles. 

At a distance of about 200 feet west of. street No. 2059 
is shown another 40-foot way (No. 1976) which leaves 
Neponset avenue at right angles, continuing southerly for 
about 540 feet, when its course is changed to a southwesterly 
direction, running to street No. 1477, with which it connects 
at right angles. . 

A 40-foot street (No. 2048) is projected from Neponset 
avenue at the point where Peters street enter it, and runs 
southwesterly to enter street No. 2047 ata point 150 feet 
east of its junction with Brook street. 

This street (No. 2048) is designed as a substitute for the 
easterly branch of Peters street, which will be abandoned ; the 
westerly portion, however, is retained and is shown in street 
No. 1473. 

This street (No. 1473) departs from Neponset avenue at a 
point about’ 275 feet west from street No. 2048, and will be 
4( feet wide and parallel with street No. 2048 for about 
250 feet, when by a bend its course is changed from a south- 
westerly to a southeasterly one, making connection with 
street No. 2048 at a point about 150 feet northeasterly from 
street No. 2047, which is practically midway between it and 
Brook street. 

From the northwesterly side of Neponset avenue, at a 
point opposite where Peters street now enters it, a street 40 
feet wide (No. 1475) leaves it, assuming a northwesterly 
direction eventually to terminate by a possible future filing 
in a suggested street (No. 2083). 

This street (No. 1485) lies about 380 feet southeast from 
Catherine street and connects Neponset avenue with Bourne 
street. 
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Three 40-foot streets (No. 2054, 2055 and 2056) are 
projected at intervals of 200 feet from street No, 2047, which 
‘run parallel with one another to Canterbury street. 

The large block still remaining northeasterly of street No. 
2056 will be fully developed by the introduction of street 
No. 2058, which departs at right angles from street No. 2056, 
distant 200 feet from street No. 2047, and running parallel 
with the latter to Canterbury street. 

Parallel with street No. 2054, and 200 feet southwesterly 
from it, street No. 1474 will run from Canterbury street to 
Brook street. A widening of 20 feet is shown for the south- 
easterly side of Brook street for its entire length, making it, 
when constructed under this system, 40 feet wide. A simi- 
lar widening of 15 feet is shown for Lawn street, increas 7 
its width to 40 feet. 

Between Canterbury street and Lawn street the territory 
is divided about equal:y by the introduction of a 40-foot 
street (No. 1476) which connects street No. 1474 with Mt. 
Hope street. A slight widening is provided for either side 
of Mt. Hope street for its entire length, from Hyde Park 
avenue to Canterbury street, its width being increased to 50 — 
feet; from this point (Canterbury street) to Mt. Hope Cem- 
etery a widening is provided for the southerly side, the 
maximum width of the street between these points being 
placed at 40 feet. 

The group of streets (Manning, Sutton, and Gilman) which 
had already been laid out upon the ground by private owners, 
and which had been partially built upon, were embodied in 
this system for development. 

From the northwesterly side of Cantenbue street there are 
projected, at intervals of about 200 feet, four 40-foot streets, 
all extending northwesterly, the first two south of Mt. Hope 
street (streets No. 1978 and 1979) to Hyde Park avenue. 

These streets are intersected at nearly right angles by 
another 40-foot street (No. 1980), the same being what is 
practically a union of Bradstreet avenue widened and ex- 
tended southwesterly and an extension of Hammatt road. 
northerly. 

The third street of the above mentioned group lying south - 
of Mt. Hope street (Wiedemann street) extends northwest- 
erly from Canterbury street as far as Stony brook, when a 
curve is made in the street, its direction being changed to due 
west, connections being made at right angles with street 
No. 1980. 

A new:street (No. 2034), the fourth of the ae men- 
tioned group, is shown projected from Canterbury street, 
nearly opposite Gilman street; the street runs in a north- 
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westerly direction and enters Hammatt road at a point 
opposite Hadwin way. 

Hammatt road and Hadwin way, two meal existing 
_ private ways, were embodied in this system for development. 

Florence street, Bourne street, and Paine street are pro- 
vided with widenings to 40 feet, Canterbury street with a 
widening to 60 feet, and Walk Hill street to one of 80 feet.

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PUBLIC SCHOOL TEACHERS’ RETIREMENT FUND. 


This fund has been created in accordance with the provisions of 
chapter 287 of the Acts of 1900. 

The fund is for the purpose of providing annuities to teachers who 
have retired from the service of the City of Boston after having taught 
a certain length of time in the day schools of the city, and who have 
contributed a certain sum to the fund. 

Eighteen dollars per year is deducted by the City Treasurer from the 
salaries of all teachers who entered the service of the city after the 
passage of the Act of 1900, and also from the salaries of such other 
teachers as have voluntarily elected to come within the provisions of 
the act.

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During the year the usual large amount of work of varied 
character incidental to the carrying on of the department 
has been accomplished. 

The main pipe work has been chiefly of a relaying char- 
acter which is to be expected from now on, as the require- 
ments of newly laid out streets appear to have decreased 
considerably, and our attention is demanded by the serious 
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condition of the mains in the older section of the city. Some 
of these mains have been in the ground for half a century 
and are in an advanced stage of decomposition; others are 
too small to give an adequate supply to the great buildings 
which it is now customary to erect. Moreover, provision 
must be made for an increased fire protection in those parts 
of the city where buildings are changing in size, character 
and value. This necessitates increasing the capacity of the 
mains and arranging the feed lines so as to give, where needed, 
an ample supply to meet the concentrated consumption which 
results trom the massing of fire engines in limited areas, 
necessary in case of all large fires. 

In the relaying work done in connection with street 
improvements, our effort has been to work in harmony with 
the Street Department by immediately preceding the work 
of that department wherever possible, thus making the dis- 
turbance in the street as nearly concerted as can be, with a. 
corresponding reduction in the inconvenience caused the 
public, and insuring an undisturbed pavement for several 
years as far as the water mains are concerned. 

An important feature of the work of the department dur- 
ing the past year was the rearrangement and relocation of 
' water pipes and fixtures caused by the various public works 
under construction, chief of which were the East Boston 
Tunnel, the abolishment of grade crossings in Blue Hill 
avenue and Oakland street and the laying out of the Ben- 
nington street and Columbia road boulevards. 

The 80-inch main in Tremont street was relaid between 
Northampton and Rutland streets. It was found that this 
main had deteriorated greatly through the action of the soil 
in which it was laid. The relaying of this main was there- 
fore a much-needed improvement. ‘The same may be said of 
the work of relaying about 600 feet of 40-inch main in 
Brookline avenue, thus completing the work started last 
ear. 

; The 80-inch high service main in Washington street, Dor- 
chester, was extended 928 feet, from Burt street towards 
Codman street. | 

About 3,300 feet of 12-inch main was laid at Long Island, 
Boston Harbor, to meet the rapidly increasing consumption 
of water, due to the new buildings and forts that have been 
erected during the past few years. 

A difficult and dangerous piece of work was the laying of 
20-inch and 12-inch mains, under the tracks between Fort 
Point channel and Foundry street, under the West Fourth-. 


street bridge. 
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The general work incident to the maintenance of the 
department seems to be growing in extent every year. This 
of course is only natural, considering that the fixtures and 
property of the department are growing older, and conse- 
quently requiring repairs and renewal in greater amount as 
the years go by. Reference to the tables contained in the 
report of the Distribution Division, appended, will give an 
idea of the diversified character and amount of the work. 

The present winter has so far proved to be an unusually 
severe one, and much trouble and expense has been occasioned 
in keeping the hydrants in readiness for use, and in thawing 
out service pipes. It has become necessary to utilize a large 
part of the force in making daily inspections and tests of the 
hydrants to insure their being in condition for ready use. In 
a few cases in exposed locations it has been next to impossible 
to keep the hydrants from freezing during the extreme cold 
spells. Fortunately, however, up to the present time no 
serious results have been experienced therefrom. 

More service pipes have been frozen during the present 
winter than for many years past. This of course was due 
to the great depth reached by the frost, and the shallow coy- 
ering of the pipes in some localities. 

The method of thawing frozen services heretofore in vogue 
I found to be crude and old-fashioned, requiring much time ~ 
and consequently causing much hardship to those deprived 
of water. I have recently caused to be tried a method of 
thawing the pipes by electricity, and I am pleased to say that 
it has so far proved successful. Should the next winter be 
as severe as the present one I shall very likely employ the 
electrical method generally. (A detailed description of the 
process is given in the City Engineer’s report appended. ) 

Electrolysis investigation has proceeded consistently 
through the year with the result that we are finding an 
increasing amount of electrical current in our pipes and 
fixtures, with a corresponding deterioration of the same. 
Something must be done to restrict these stray currents, and 
I have reason to believe that the different companies respon- 
sible are doing what they can along such lines. The progress 
is necessarily slow, as the problem is a new one and can be 
solved only by continued experimenting. 

Particular attention was paid during the year to the sub- 
ject of waste, and a special inspection, wherein the Deacon 
system was utilized, was made under the direction of the 
Engineering Division of the department. Several large leaks 
were discovered and stopped, and much valuable data 
obtained by which the house inspection force of the Income 
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Division was accurately guided in its work of inside inspec- 
tion. 

The Church stop-cocks, installed some years ago in large 
numbers, are practically useless through corrosion and break- 
ing of the rods, and are being replaced as rapidly as possible 
by a new type of shut-off cock. 

The use of the Smith tapping machine has been extended 
during the past year, so that connections are now made with 
mains as large as twelve inches in size, without shutting 
down the main, thus doing away with much inconvenience to 
the public by being deprived of water while such work is 
going on. 

The cold water fountains have been operated successfully 
during the past summer, evidently to the satisfaction of the 
public in general. The ice used in these fountains was fur- 
nished by the Boston and Independent Ice Companies, at the 
rate of $3 per ton, delivered into the fountain boxes in blocks. 
_ The plain block and macadam pavement of former years, 
which is being rapidly replaced by asphalt, bituminous mac- 
adam, and pitch and pebble pavement with cement base, all 
of which are expensive and have to be replaced by this 
department when disturbed to permit of the prosecution of 
our work, tend largely to swell the expenditures of this 
department each year. 

I deem it my duty to call the attention of your Honor to 
the desirability of securing a modification of the Act of 1891, 
chapter 323, so far as it relates to the laying of service 
pipes in new streets constructed under said Act. The intent 
of this law was to obviate the necessity for digging up streets 
after once being constructed, but the object is by no means 
accomplished. ‘There are many serious objections to the 
practice of laying service pipes to vacant lots, and the experi- 
ence of this department has shown the folly of attempting 
to anticipate the needs for water supplies. Many of the 
service pipes laid are useless, owing to the fact that large 
buildings are frequently erected covering several lots, as, for 
instance, when the Horticultural and Chickering Halls were 
erected on Huntington avenue this department was obliged . 
to abandon seven vacant lot pipes which were laid to supply 
lots covered by these buildings, which really required only 
two pipes, one of which was entered from Massachusetts 
avenue. The asphalt paving had to be cut in order to plug 
these useless pipes, and the long lengths of lead pipe left in 
the ground are a total loss. This is one of many cases that 
might be cited. This matter has been referred to by my 
predecessors in previous reports, but so far as I am aware no 
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steps have ever been taken towards modifying o: 
the Act. The law so far as it pertains to the e: 
mains in new streets has proved satisfactory. ae

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REPORT OF THE ENGINEER.

Water Commissioner: 


Sir,— I herewith submit the following report for the past 
year of the work done and records kept: 

During the year 15 miles of main pipe have been laid and - 
10.2 miles abandoned, making a total length in the system of 
732 miles. 

Some of the most important work done is the following: 

The 80-inch main in Tremont street was relaid for a dis- 
tance of 1,084 feet between Northampton and Rutland streets. 
This is one of two large parallel pipes laid from Brookline 
Reservoir to Boston Common in 1848, which supplied the 
eity until 1859, when a third main was laid. These two 
mains are in good condition throughout their length, with the 
exception of the portions in Tremont street from Hammond 
to Dover streets, where the pipes were originally laid in 
marsh mud, and were afterwards raised to conform to the 
present grade of Tremont street. The condition of the 
original soil and the character of the filling have caused a 
demoralization of the iron inthe pipes sufficient to seriously 
impair their strength. It is proposed to continue the relaying 
of these mains where they are in bad ground as fast as prac- 
ticable. 

The work of relaying and raising out of the marsh mud 
the 40-inch low service main in Brovukline avenue, from 
Bellevue to Jersey streets, was completed by relaying 594 
feet of pipe. . 

The 30-inch high service main in Washington street, 
Dorchester, was extended 928 feet, from Burt street towards 
Codman street. 

Owing to the lowering of the tracks of the N.Y., N.H. & 
H. R.R. under West Fourth-street bridge, it was necessary 
to relay 317 feet of 20-inch and 490 feet of 12inch pipe 
from Fort Point Channel to Foundry street; this work was 
somewhat difficult, as the location crossed nineteen railroad 
tracks on which trains were constantly moving. At the same 
time connection was made with the 20-inch pipe laid in 
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1894 in West Fourth street from Foundry street to Dor- 
chester avenue. 

The consumption of water on the island service in the 
harbor has increased rapidly during the past few years, 
largely owing to the establishment, by the United States 
government, of a permanent garrison at Fort Strong on Long 
Island, of a fort on Lovell’s Island and of a larger garrison at 
Fort Warren. ‘To provide an adequate supply at these points 
and at the City Institution, it was necessary to lay 3,338 feet 
of 12-inch pipe on Long Island from the west end: of aie 
island to a point near Fort Strong. 

The present winter has been one of unusual severity. Not 
since 1874 has so much trouble been experienced from frozen 
- mains, hydrants and services. Careful measurements have 
been made of the depths to which the frost has penetrated, 
of which the following table is a summary :

The experiment of thawing frozen services by electricity 
was tried with success; the pipes thawed were of lead, the 
time required to do the work varying from three to seven 
minutes. Both the Edison alternating current of 2,250 volts 
and the Edison direct current of 220 volts were used; in the 
case of the alternating current a transformer and a water 
rheostat were used in the primary circuit, reducing the 
voltage in the secondary circuit to about 50, with about 250 
to 800 amperes. One of the secondary wires was connected 
to the service pipe inside the house, the other to a hydrant 
in the street. When the direct current was used a connection 
was made with one of the outside wires of the Edison three- 
wire system in a junction box in the street, and the current, 
after passing through a water rheostat for reduction, was 
carried by a wire directly to the service pipe in the house, 
whence it passed through the service to the main. 

Electrical investigation has been continued, and it has been 
found that at points the water pipes are being rapidly 
destroyed by electrolysis, notably in the vicinity of power 
stations; the condition of the pipes in some places where 
they have been exposed for examination is such that unless 
remedial measures are taken at once serious trouble is certain.

Hon. Patrick A. COLLINS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, — In compliance with chapter 8, section 24, Revised 
Ordinances of 1898, I herewith submit the annual report of 
the Wire Department, showing the appropriation, expendi- 
ture, and work performed, from February 1, 1903, to 
February 1, 1904. 

During the year a revised edition of the Rules and 
Requirements of this department has been published, bringing 
same to the most advanced ideas for the safe installation of 
electrical wiring and appliances. 

The enforcement of the law relating to the use of guy 
wires in and over the streets has been a protection to all 
and a hardship to none, and with increased building con- 
struction this enforcement will prove to be an important act 
on the part of this department. 

The underground work prescribed for the year 1903 has 
progressed favorably, considering the severity of the season. 
Most of the poles and wires have been removed, and those 
remaining will disappear at an early date. 
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In selecting a prescribed street it was thought well to take 
one of the main thoroughfares, and, taking into consideration 
the conditions existing on Washington street, there being a 
line of poles on each side, a large number of wires in and 
over same, and a portion’being occupied by the structure of 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company, this street, from 
Dudley to Keyes street, has been prescribed for the year 
1904. 

Although we have had one of the severest winters for 
years, and several severe storms, the companies operating 
lines in this city have experienced very little inconvenience 
or interruption to their service from this cause, this being 
largely due to improved methods of construction. 

The use, and installation, of high voltage wires in this city 
is being carefully considered. 

The. efficiency of the laboratory has been proven during 
the year by solving many questions of doubt. | 

We note that during the year no fire has been found to be 
due to wiring which had received our approval. 

Again your attention is called to the fact that, owing to 
conditions that exist, this department has been unable to give 
old wiring and isolated plants that inspection which they 
should have, and trust that means may be provided so that 
this important class of work will receive the attention which 
it demands. 

I think it just to say that the department, as a whole, has 
endeavored to interpret the law in a spirit of fairness. 

Details of department work, etc., will be found under their 
appropriate headings.

Progress in overhead as well as underground work has been 
difficult and necessarily slow during the winter owing to the 
extreme cold and stormy weather, frost being found in some 
places fully five feet below the surface; but when the 
weather conditions would permit the several companies have 
done what they could to meet the requirements of this 
department. 

The widening and grading of Dorchester street, which is 
not as yet completed, has been another source of trouble, and | 
has caused much delay in carrying out the intentions of the 
companies. On account of the above conditions the com- 
panies have been granted an extension of time in which to 
complete their work in the 1903 district. | 

The streets in this district are: Dudley street Aoi Wash- 
ington street to Hampden street, a distance of twenty-nine 
hundred and sixty (2,960) feet; Dorchester street from 
Andrews square to Broadway, a distance of. thirty-six hun- 
dred and forty (3,640) feet ; and Broadway from Dorchester 
street to Dorchester avenue, a distance of forty hundred and 
eighty (4,080) feet. 

The poles standing in the above-named streets were owned 
by the American Telegraph and Telephone Company, New 
England Telegraph and Telephone Company and the Edison 
Electric Illuminating Company. 

Besides the wires of the above-named companies on. these 
poles, there were some belonging to the Fire Alarm Branch, 
B. F. D., Police Signal Service, B. P. D., Western Union 
Telegraph Company, Postal Telegraph- Cable Company, and 
a few private lines crossing thé streets. 

There were on Broadway 37 poles supporting 46,395 feet 
of wire. 

There were on Dorchester street 69 poles supporting 107,- 
450 feet of wire. 

There were on Dudley street 30 poles supporting 43,050 
feet of wire. 

As in previous years, a representative of this department 
has accompanied employees of the various companies where 
pole locations were to be selected. By this practice a mutual 
understanding between the companies and the department is 
arrived at before the petition is presented to the Board of 
Aldermen for their action. The total number of inspections 
of this kind for the year was eight hundred and four (804). 

All poles standing on the streets have received careful 
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attention, and when a pole is found to be defective the owners 
are at once notified. Reports of this kind number six hundred. 
and twenty-two (622). 

The total number of poles standing on the streets of the 
city, not including the iron trolley poles of the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company, is fifteen thousand one hundred 
and thirty-nine (15,139). 


In this report will be found a plan showing locations of 
poles and wires on and over that portion of Washington | 


street which is in the 1904 district; also photographs. 
showing the appearance of the streets in the 1902 district 
before and after the removal of the overhead wires; also 
plan showing underground construction at the corner of 


Broadway and Dorchester street in the prescribed district. 


for 1903. This plan meets the requirements of this office. 
It is at a scale of 20 feet to the inch and shows the different. 
structures in colors; the owning company’s conduit has 
measurements between manholes, offsets and depth of conduit 
indicated. ‘The reason for requiring such a complete plan is 
that the department must have full knowledge of the existing 
conditions in a street before intelligently granting a permit 
for conduit construction. 

It is the custom for the companies to submit these plans, 
showing proposed location in pencil, after the work has been 
completed the actual location being added in ink for a per- 
manent record. | 

Building contractors are required to notify this department 
before proceeding to erect guy posts and attach derrick guy 
wires to same. 

When this has been followed no workmen have been 
injured by guy wires being charged with electricity, as 
experienced linemen are present to look after the wires of 
their company and render such assistance as is deemed 
necessary. ; 

All proposed arc-light-post locations have been submitted 
to the Commissioner of Wires for his opinion on the same. 
This was deemed advisable, owing to the fact that lamp-posts 
have been set, in‘a number of cases, in close proximity to high 
potential and other wires, and have been a source of more 


or less inconvenience and annoyance to the companies owning 


the wires, as well as a source of danger to linemen and lamp- 
trimmers. . 

The inspections of this kind during the past year number 
ninety-eight (98). 


The ring wiring system introduced by the New England | 


Telegraph and Telephone Company nearly two years ago,

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and of which I made mention in my report of last year, has 
_ proved, as predicted, a decided improvement over the old 
method of running open wires. During the year there has 
been no report made by the District Inspectors of any 
defects in the system. 

This is due largely to the fact that, even if one of the con- 
ductors should break, it could not fall and make contact with 
the ground or any foreign wires. 

A large amount of open wire has been removed and the 
ring wiring substituted. I believe it to be the safest con- 
struction and to offer less obstruction to the work of the fire- 
men, as it occupies a small space compared with open wires. 

The relocation of conduits, manholes, etc., on State street, 
due to the construction of the East Boston tunnel, is practi- 
cally completed. 

All changes were made under the direction of: the Tran- 
sit Commission, and very little inconvenience was experl- 
enced by the various companies who had wires in the’ street.

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INTERIOR DIVISION. 


The use of electricity becomes more general for lighting, 
heating, and power purposes from: year to year, very few 
buildings being now erected that do not have wiring and 
other apparatus installed in same to make provision for its 
use either upon the completion of the building or at some 
future time. ‘The work of this division necessarily increases 
rapidly by the addition of new installations, as its duties are 
not only the supervision of all new work designed for use 
in connection with the use of electricity for lighting, heating 
or power purposes, but also the inspection, as far as practicable, 
of old installations. | 

_ It is necessary that new electrical construction shall receive 
the first attention of the division, as any delay on our part 
to make an inspection of such construction, as would retard 
the issuing of permit required by law before current can be 
turned on said work, would be an unwarranted hardship to 
the citizens of the city. 

The general character of the old work, much of which was 
installed previous to the existence of the Wire Department, 
is such that it should receive careful and frequent inspections, 
but the installation of new work is so extensive that the time 
of the limited force of inspectors of interior wiring is almost 
entirely taken up with the supervision of same. As in the 
past, however, theatres, halls, large stores, etc., where large 
numbers of people congregate, and where fire in addition to 
property loss might mean a loss of human life, have been 
given careful and frequent attention, and, as a result, im- 
portant and much-needed changes have been made in the 
electrical equipment of several of them. It is unfortunate that 
more attention cannot be given to old work, as much of same 
was installed without inspection and before the present high 
standard for the safe installation of electrical wiring and 
apparatus was adopted. ‘There is also a large amount of 
work which has deteriorated, from age and other causes, since 
it was installed, that constitutes a great menace to safety. 

The practice adopted shortly after the organization of the 
Wire Department, of making weekly inspections at the 
various theatres of temporary wiring and apparatus used 
for electrical effects in connection with the production staged 
at the time, has been continued. The necessity for such 
inspections is plainly shown by results. In many cases wiring, 
etc., which has been used in productions in other cities, 
has been condemned by us and its use not permitted in this 
city, as, upon examination, it was found to be in a defective 
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and dangerous condition, and its use would be a menace to 
the theatre and patrons of same. In this connection due 
credit should be given to the managements of the theatres, 
they having cheerfully co-operated with the department when 
their attention has been called to defective temporary instal- 
lations. si) | 

All accidents and fires reported to be due to electrical 
causes have received the prompt attention of the depart- 
ment both day and night, and fires for which two or more 
alarms were given have been attended by representatives of 
the department, who have rendered to the Fire Department 
such assistance as the circumstances required, and whe also 
took note of such electrical matters as might be of interest 
to the department. 

During the past year the law relating to giving notifica- 
tion to the Commissioner of Wires of the installing of 
“wires designed to carry a current of electricity within ja. 
building” has in general, so far as wiring designed for 
electric lighting, heating or power purposes is concerned, 
been observed, the reputable contractors, who, by the way, 
comprise a very large majority of the contractors, rarely fail- 
ing to send the required notification. 

Considerable trouble has been caused the department, 
however, by the failure of those in charge of isolated plants 
to conform to the law, not only as regards the proper 
notification of new work, but also in the failure to obtain a 
permit from the Commissioner of Wires to turn current on 
to new wiring before doing so. It would be better if the 
present law was so amended as to provide a suitable penalty 
for violation of same. | ; 

Ot the fires inside of buildings, one was caused by a heavy 
current of electricity entering building over pipes, melting a 
hole in gas main and igniting gas issuing from said hole; 
one was caused by primary current entering building over 
secondary wiring of same; one was due to an outside cross — 
of high potential and signalling wires; five were due to 
underground service burn-outs; the others being due to 
miscellaneous troubles inside of buildings. . 

In two cases heavy currents of electricity entered buildings — 
over pipes from underground electric systems; in one case a 
fire being started by the igniting of gas (as noted above), in 
the other case the damage being confined to the melting of 
holes in certain of the pipes. 

Primary currents of high potential entered five buildings 
over the secondary wiring of same; in the case of two of the 
buildings the insulation of individual transformers for same 
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breaking down, the primary and secondary coils coming into 
electrical connection thereby; and in the case of the other 
three buildings the wire was fed from the same transformer, 
and an overhead cross occurred, during a severe storm, between — 
the outside secondary mains and the primary circuit. Asa 
result of primary current entering buildings a slight fire 
occurred ia one building, the damage in the other buildings ° 
being confined to fixtures, wiring, etc. 

During the year the total insurance loss from fires known 
to have been due to electricity was thirty-six thousand five 
hundred ninety-two dollars and fifty cents ($36,592.50). Of 
this sum, thirty-five thousand five hundred ninety-one dollars 
and eighty-one cents ($35, 591.81) was caused by five fires. 
The balance of the fires inside ‘of buildings, twenty-seven 
(27) in number, were small, they causing an insurance loss 
of but one thousand dollars and sixty-nine cents ($1,000.69), 
or an average of thirty-five dollars and ninety-five cents 
($35.95) each. The heaviest loss was twenty-three thousand 
eight hundred eighty-eight dollars and_ fifty-two cents 
($23,888.52), same being for fire which occurred December 
9th, at building numbered 195-201 Portland street. This 
fire was due to a wireman who had been called in to repair 
a circuit of incandescent lights which was ont of service, on 
account of fuses in branch cut-out having blown as a result 
of trouble on circuit, attempting to re-fuse cut-out before he 
had located and removed trouble on circuit. Immediately 
beneath cut-outs had been placed some receptacles for 
inflammable liquid used in finishing furniture. Wireman 
removed cover from cut-outs, and then attempted to put a 
fuse in cut-out; fuse blew, particles of hot metal from same 
fell into receptacles before mentioned, an explosion followed, 
and wiremen and other men at work on floor where fire 
started had difficulty in escaping with their lives. 

There have been but nine accidents during the past year, 
none of which were fatal. This is a very gratifying de- 
crease from the year 1902, when there were fifteen accidents, 
two of which were fatal, and from the year 1901, when there 
were twenty-seven accidents, six of which resulted fatally. 
Seven of the accidents which occurred this year were to 
employees of the company upon whose system they were at 
work when the accidents occurred. Five of the accidents 
occurred inside of power stations, the other four on outside 
systems. 

The laboratory of the department has been of inestimable 
value. With its aid tests have been made of apparatus and 
material submitted by the various manufacturers and others, 
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and we have been enabled to give intelligent decisions as to 
whether they were suitable for the use designed, and should 
or should not be approved. 

With representatives of various municipal and insurance 
inspection departments, many questions relating to electrical 
matters of national importance have been acted upon, and in 
connection with such questions tests of electrical apparatus 
and fittings have been made at the factories of the General 
Electric Company, Schenectady, N. Y., and the Westing- 
house Electric and Manufacturing Company, Pittsburg, Pa. 

Perhaps no better illustration showing the increased de- 
mand for electrical power, and the measures taken to meet 
it, can be given than a short description of the new Turbo- 
Generator Station of the Edison Electric Illuminating Com- 
pany, situated on land adjacent to their so-called L-street 
Station, corner L and First streets, South Boston, which will 
shortly be in operation. ‘This turbine station when com- 
pleted will contain twelve 5,000 kilowatt generating units, 
making a total capacity of sixty thousand (60,000) kuilo- 
watts at rated load. ‘The turbine-room, which corresponds 
to the engine-room in an ordinary station, is a building 
sixty-eight (68) feet wide by six hundred fifty (650) feet 
long, one story in height, and having a clear space from 
the floor to the bottom of the roof trusses of fifty-six (56) 
feet. This room, for the purpose of minimizing disturb- 
ances due to accidents or catastrophies of any kind, is 
divided by permanent walls into three individual rooms, 
each to contain four turbines. For the purpose of sup- 
plying the circulating water to the condensers or for the 
turbines, there are brick tunnels commencing at the harbor ~ 
and running lengthwise through the turbine-room. Two 
of these are suction tunnels, or the tunnels which bring 
the water into the station, and the third is the discharge 
tunnel, which takes the water away. The two suction 
tunnels have an area equal to an eight-foot circle, and the 
discharge tunnel has an area equal to a ten-foot circle. 
These are built of brick and concrete of very substantial 
construction, so that the turbine can be placed with perfect 
safety immediately over same. To operate the turbines 
there will be ninety-six 512-horse-power boilers, or a total of 
forty-nine thousand (49,000) rated boiler horse-power. The 
boiler-room is one hundred forty-nine and one half (1493) 
feet wide and six hundred forty (640) feet long. There 
will be one floor in this room eighteen (18) feet above the 
basement level, upon which will set the boilers, the space in 
the basement being reserved for the handling of ashes, and 
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also will contain all the piping in the boiler-house. The 
main portion of the boiler-room will be about thirty-five (35) 
feet high, but over the firing space in front of each battery 
of boilers there will be a monitor about ten (10) feet higher, 
which furnishes light and air. The boilers are arranged 
differently from the ordinary station practice, inasmuch as 
the group of boilers required to supply one turbine is set in 
a row, so that the turbine comes at one end of the row of 
boilers. Above the boilers, and practically above the roof of 
the main portion of the boiler-house, are the coal bunkers. 
These are moderate in size (capacity equivalent to forty-four 
(44) tons of coal per boiler) because the company has a 
large storage for coal adjacent to the station. 

On the opposite side of the turbine-room from the boiler- 
house is located the switchboard room. ‘This forms the con-. 
necting link between the existing and the new station, the 
new building being built about thirty (30) feet away from 
the existing station. The side wall of the existing station 
and the side wall of the new turbine station form the two 
side walls of the switchboard room. In this room will be all 
of the feeders, switching appliances, instruments, etc., for 
the operating of both the old and the new stations, it being 
the company’s intention to ultimately move the switchboard 
now in the old station into the new switchboard room. The 
switchboard,room will be approximately thirty (80) feet wide 
and five hundred seventy (570) feet long, a little less than 
the total length of the turbine-room. The main portion of 
this room will consist of three (8) floors; the first, or base- 
ment, floor will be the cable vault where all the cables to and 
from the switchboard house will terminate; the floor above, 
or second floor, will contain the bus-bars and instrument 
transformers, all enclosed in brick cells and compartments so 
that trouble of any kind occurring anywhere in this room will 
be kept within the compartment where it originates; the 
next, or third, floor will contain the oil switches. All the 
high tension mechanism of these switches is enclosed in brick 
cells. In about the centre of the switchboard house there 
will be a fourth floor the full width of the room and about 
one hundred (100) feet long. This floor will contain all of 
the electrical operating for the combined stations, the in- 
struments and control mechanism for the switches being 
brought to this floor as well as the telephone system, signal 
system, etc., for the manipulation of the various generators, 
etc. ‘There will be nothing but low tension current in this 
room. 

The generators attached to the turbines are five thou- 
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sand (5,000) kilowatt capacity and are built to generate 
three-phase, sixty (60) cycle current at sixty-nine hun- 
dred (6,900) ‘volts. The condensing arrangements for 
the turbine are different from the ordinary, inasmuch that 
the steam turbine, to give its best efficiency, requires a very 
high vacuum. ‘The apparatus is installed to give a twenty- 
eight (28) inch vacuum in the condenser on a thirty (80) 
inch barometer with the cooling water at seventy (7/0) 
degrees fahrenheit and full load on the turbine. These are 
extreme summer conditions. During the winter months, 
when the circulating water is reasonably cool, the same 
apparatus will probably show a twenty-nine (29) inch vacuum 
on a thirty (80) inch barometer.. The condenser is of the 
surface type, and as the turbine requires no lubrication in the 
steam parts the condensed steam will be returned to the 
boilers clean. 

The circulating water will be supplied by an engine-driven 
centrifugal pump, the pipe arranged on the syphon principle, 
so that after the water is once started the pump, instead of 
having to lift the water the full distance from the tide level, 
will only have to create enough difference in level to cause 
the the water to flow as in a syphon. ‘To remove the vapors 
of condensation and air lberated from the water in the 
condenser, a rotative steam-driven dry vacuum pump is 
employed. ‘The feed water heaters will be of the standard 
coil type placed in the turbine-room and immediately over 
the boiler feed pumps, which are of the ordinary duplex cen- 
tre-packed, plunger type. 7 

The boilers will be equipped with automatic stokers to 
which the coal will automatically flow from the overhead 
bunkers, and the boilers are also equipped with attached 
super-heaters designed to super-heat to one hundred fifty 
(150) degrees Fahrenheit. The ashes will automatically drop 
from the stokers into large brick ash-pits, located underneath 
the boiler-room floor, and with their bottoms high enough 
above the basement floor so that the ashes can be drawn from 
the chutes into carts or other vehicles without handling. 

On the opposite side of the old station from the new 
station is located the coal storage yard. This is at present 
arranged for seven thousand (7,000) tons of soft coal at the 
limiting height per pile of twenty (20) feet. The coal will 
be unloaded from vessels at the wharf; at present there is 
one coal discharging tower, but ultimately there are to be 
three. From the wharf the coal is taken into the storage 
yard by a system of belt-conveyors, and the coal is distrib- 
uted in the yard by means of a travelling bridge, which is 
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virtually a gantry-crane, having a one hundred fifty (150) 
foot span between rails, with an eighty (80) foot cantilever 
end, the bridge being sixty (60) feet from the level of the 
yard. ‘The crane is equipped with a trolley car, which 
contains all the mechanism for operating an automatic grab- 
bucket, and also carries the cage for the operator who runs 
the bridge. From the yard the coal is sent to either the 
‘coal-pocket for the old station or any of the bunkers in 
the new station by means of a second system of conveyor 
belts, the coal being picked up from the yard and deposited 
on the belt by the travelling bridge. 

In the construction special precaution has been taken to 
make the entire station absolutely fireproof. Doors and 
frames, window sash and frames, monitors and all the trim- 
mings, which so frequently are of some combustible material, 
are of metal throughout.

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DESCRIPTION: OF PHOTOGRAPHS. 


Plate No. 1 is a reproduction of photograph showing a 
portion of Washington street at Roxbury street before poles 
and wires had been removed. Wires are seen running along 
the street parallel to and crossing the structure of the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company. 

Plate No. 2 was taken from the same point as No. J after 
all wires and poles had been removed. 

Plate No. 3 shows another portion of Washington street, 
near Warren street, looking south. This shows one pole in 
very close proximity to the structure of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company, with the wires overhanging the same. 

Plate No. 4 was taken from the same point as No. 8, and 
shows the street after all poles and wires had been removed. 

Plate No. 5 shows a portion of Tremont street, south from 
Lenox street, with poles standing on both sides of the street 
supporting a large number of wires ; also showing a network 
of wires crossing the street in all directions. , 

Plate No. 6 was taken from the same point as No. 5, and 
shows the condition at the present time after all poles and 
wires have been removed, the trolley poles and wires excepted, 
as they are exempt in all cases. . 

Plate No. 7 is a reproduction of another portion of Tremont 
street in the residential district, showing a line of tall poles. 
supporting wires both along the street and crossing the same. 

Plate No. 8 was taken from the same point as No. 7, and 
shows the condition after all poles and wires have been 
removed. 

Plate No. 9 is a reproduction of a drawing intended to 
show general appearance of front of L-street Station of the 
Edison Electric Hluminating Company. 

Plate No. 10 is a reproduction of a drawing showing cross- 
section elevation through the boiler, turbine, switchboard 
room, and a portion of the existing L-street Station. 

Plate No. 11 is a photograph of a 5,000 k.w. Curtis turbine. 
This picture shows a two-stage turbine. Those to be installed 
at the L-street Station of the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company are to be four-stage, and are also to have a different 
form of base, and the base will form the condenser.
